PLAN OF INSTRUCTION IN THE UNIVERSITY. 


This plan embraces three general Departments, viz: 


1. A Department of Preparatory Education. 
2. A Department of Science, Literature and the Arts. 
3. A Department of Professional Education. 


I, DEPARTMENT OF PREPARATORY EDUCATION. 


The first of these general Departments consists of a Uni- 
versity High School, in which are taught all those branches of 
study preliminary to the University courses, viz: English, Latin, 
Greek, and Mathematics, together with a course of Commercial 
Science, including Penmanship and Book-keeping. 


Il. DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE AND THE ARTS. 


Under the second are included five distinct courses of study, 
three of which are undergraduate parallel courses, and fwo are 
post-graduate courses. 


I. UNDERGRADUATE COURSES. 


The three Undergraduate Parallel Courses are known as 
1, The Course for Bachelor of Arts; 2, The Course for Bachelor 
Oi ocience;> 3,0 lhe Course for Bachelor of .Philosophy. A 
student has free choice of these courses, but the studies pres- 
cribed for each course are all compulsory for that course. 

1. Zhe Course for Bachelor of Arts requires four years for its 
completion, and embraces the studies following : 

For the first year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics, 
Botany, French. 

For the second year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics, 
History, Physics, French. 
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For the third year, Physics, Metaphysics, Rhetoric, Greek, 
Latin, French, Chemistry. 

For the fourth year, Optics, Astronomy, Geology, Political 
Economy, Ethics, English, French, Greek, Latin.. 

2. Lhe Course for Bachelor of Science requires four years for 
its completion, and embraces the studies following : 

For the first year, English, Latin, Botany, History, Mat he- 
matics. 

For the second year, English, French, Mathematics, Physics, 
History, Zodlogy. 

For the third year, English, German, Physics, Chemistry, 
Mechanics. 

For the fourth year, Mineralogy, Geology, Optics, Astronomy, 
Political Economy, Ethics, English. 

3. Lhe Course for Bachelor of Philosophy requires three years 
for its completion, and embraces the studies following : 

For the first year, English, Botany, and Mathematics, 

For the second year, English, Political Economy, History, 
Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics. | 

For the third year, English, Physics, Rhetoric, Mineralogy 
and Geology, Ethics, Metaphysics.

Ii. COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF PH. D. 


This degree is a professional one, implying the ability of the 
recipient to teach, practice and expand, by independent research, 
the branches of knowledge wherein he graduates. Candidates 
for the degree of Ph. D. are required to furnish evidence that 
they have either accomplished the course of B. A., in all its 
parts, as required in this Institution, or in some other of equal 
grade; or, in case no regular Collegiate course has been pursued, 
to prove by examination that they possess an equivalent amount 
of knowledge. 

The requirements for graduation shall be special proficiency 
in any three Departments of knowledge, (as usually defined, ) 
and the presentation of a satisfactory dissertation, on some 
suvject of original research connected therewith. For degrees 
in the Natural Sciences, a knowledge of the French and German 
Languages is a pre-requisite ; in other cases, a knowledge of any 
Modern Language in addition to the English, will be required. 
The final examination for this degree will be held in the presence 
of the whole Faculty, at any time during the session, when the 
candidate may deem himself prepared to undergo the same, and 
he must be recommended for examination by at least two of the 
Professors in whose departments he expects to graduate. In this 
examination all members of the Faculty will be at liberty to 
question the candidate upon any subject embraced in the degree, 
or in the preliminary courses. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 


This highly important branch of knowledge receives special 
5 5 
attention. ‘Two distinct classes are formed, and a course of 
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instruction given in all the various departments of Commercial 
Science. The entrance upon this course is voluntary, but strict 
registry is kept of the progress and attendance of each student 
who joins the classes, and he is examined at the close of the 
session. 


3. DEPARTMENT OF PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION. 





Under the third general department are embraced three 
Professional Schools, viz : 


1. A School of Law. _ 
2. A School of Medicine and Surgery. 
3. A School of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts. 



















1. The School of Law when complete in its organization, 
shall be presided over by four Professors. 

2. The School of Medicine and Surgery, when organized, 
shall be furnished with a Faculty sufficiently large to meet all 
demands for this form of professional education. 

3. The School of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts, will be 
fully manned with the requisite Professors, and all the means 
and facilities for instruction, both theoretical, and practical, 
necessary to train Scientific Agriculturists, and skilled Machinists 
and Mechanics. 


Il. DEPARTMENT OF PREPARATORY EDUCATION. 


PNIvERSITY ffIGH SCHOOL. 


This School is designed for the careful preparation of cand - 
dates for the first year’s class in the Departmen: of Science, 
Literature and the Arts; and also to afford a thorough course of 
elementary instruction to those who do not aim to pursue the 
higher education. It is under the superintendence of the Pro- 
fessors of Greek, Latin, Mathematics and English. The Prin- 
cipal of the School is a competent, experienced teacher, who 
will be supplied with as many assistants as may be necessary. 
The age of admission to this School is thirteen.

The Chancellor of the University shall be the presiding 
officer of all the Faculties in the various departments. 


TERMS OF ADMISSION IN THE DEPARTMENT OF ARTS. 


1. Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the 
Bachelor of Arts Course must be able to sustain a satisfactory 
examination on English Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic— 
extending through Ratio and Proportion, Percentage, Involu- 
tion and Evolution. Students will be examined also upon 
Davies’ Elementary Algebra, through Equations of the second 
degree, and, besides the foregoing, the following books, or the 
equivalent in Latin and Greek: Latin Grammar, (Harkness’ or 
Andrews and Stoddard’s), Cesar, Cicero’s Orations against 
Catiline, four books of the A‘neid of Virgil, and Hadley’s 
Greek Grammar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, and the 
first book of the Anabasis. 

2. Applicants for advanced Aeea: must be proficient in 
the studies prescribed in preliminary classes. 

3. Candidates for the first year’s class of the Bachelor of 
Science Course will be examined on all the studies required for 
the first year of the Bachelor of Arts Course, except the Greek. 

4. Candidates for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course will be 
examined on the same, with the addition of the whole of Davies’ 
Ele nentary Algebra, or its equivalent, omitting both the Latin 


and Greek Languages. 
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5. The age of admission to the first year of any course is at 
least 16 years, and a proportional increase of age is required 
for an advanced class.. In case of superior qualifications the 
Faculty have power to dispense with this requisition. 

6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all 
candidates for admission; and if from another College, this 
certificate must show that the student was honorably discharged . 

7. Candidates for admission must report to the Chancellor or 
Vice-Chancellor within twenty-four hours after their arrival. All 
who present themselves will be examined on Thursday and 
Friday preceding commencement. Others, at the opening of 
the Fall Term. 


TERMS, EXAMINATION, COMMENCEMENT, ETC. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into 
two terms of four and a half months each. The first term 
begins on the first Wednesday in October annually, and con- 
tinues to the middle of February. The second term, beginning 
at the close of the first, continues to the last Thursday of June 
following. 

There are two examinations of all the classes during the year. 
The first (which is the Intermediate or Semi-annual Examina-_ 
tion) is held during the second week of February, and the second 
(which is the Annual Examination) begins with that of the 
Graduating Classes, one month before Commencement, and the 
remaining classes are examined during the latter half of the 
month of June. ‘These examinations are both written and oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of 
June, on which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are con- 
ferred. On the preceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the 
University Chapel before the Trustees, Faculty, Students and 
citizens assembled, by some minister of the Gospel previously 
appointed. ‘The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thurs- 
day are occupied by exhibitions of elocution from students, and 
by honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to 
graduates of the various courses who have finished the prescribed 
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curriculum, and have sustained a satisfactory examination in all 
the studies of the course whose degree they propose to take. 


VACATIONS. 


The vacations during the year aretwo. The summer vacation 
begins on the last Friday of June and continues until the first 
Wednesday of October, and the recess at Christmas begins on 
or near the 24th of December and closes on the 1st January. 


PUBLIC WORSHIP, 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel 
of the University, and all the students are required by law to be 
present. It is also expected that they attend divine service in 
some one of the churches of Oxford on the Sabbath; and a 
proper observance of the Sabbath is exacted of every student. 


LIBRARIES. 


The Libraries of the University contain over six thousand 
volumes, which have been carefully selected with the view of 
supplying all the needs of classical, scientific and law students. 
The Department of Ancient Classical Literature is complete ; 
that of Science is well supplied with works on every branch. 
The Departments of History, Poetry, Biography, Theology, 
Geography, Travels, etc., contain the standard works on each 
subject. All students connected with the University have access 
to the Library, which is opened at stated times, weekly, for the 
receipt and delivery of books. 

The Phi Sigma and Hermzan Societies have Libraries con- 
taining in the aggregate some twenty-five hundred volumes 
which are accessible to the members. 





READING-ROOM. 


A Reading-Room has been fitted up by the Board and 
furnished with leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews, 
and Magazines, for the benefit of the Faculty and students.

4, RY THE UNIVERSITY. 





The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in 
Elocution, consisting of gold medals. The contestants for these 
prizes must be second year’s stuclents. ‘The Monday previous to 
the last Thursday of June is the day set apart for the Prize 
Declamation. Disinterested judges are chosen by the authorities 
of the University annually, who decide upon the merits of these 
declaimers, and assign the medals to the two who rank in point 
of excellence as first and second speakers. 





2 PY THE SOCIETIES. 





Each of the Literary Societies, the Hermzanand Phi Sigma, 
have established a Prize for excellence in Elocution. The 
candidates must be students of the first year. The prizes consist 
of gold: medals. The day of the prize declamation of the 
Hermean Society is fixed for the Friday, and that of the Phi 
Sigma Society, for the Saturday before Commencement. 


il. PRIZES FOR EXCELLENCE IN THE CLASSICS, ENGLISH LITERATURE, 
HISTORY, MATHEMATICS AND ZOOLOGY. 


Prizes amounting in all to one hundred dollars, are annually 
offered to the best scholar in the departments of English, Latin, 
Greek, Mathematics, History, and Zoology. The candidates. 
for these prizes must,belong to the second year’s Class, in any 
course, For success the applicant must exhibit a higher schol- 
arship than would suffice to raise him from a lower to a higher 
Class at the reguiar examinations. 





FOREIGN PRIZES. 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English 
Literature for the department which he conducts. 

1. Lhe Larly English Text Society, of London, offers a prize 
‘‘to the best scholar in English before Chaucer.’’ ‘his is 
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bestowed upon the student of the Junior Class who presents the 
best written examination in old English. 

2. The New Shakspere Society (London) offers a prize for the 
best examination-paper in English Literature, in which some 
prominence is given to the criticism of Shakpere’s plays. This 
is bestowed in the Senior Class, whose work in English is con- 
fined to the Literature of the language. 

These prizes consist of Reprints of the Society’s publications, 
and are valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 





iil. THE CHANCELLOR’S PRIZES 


Are designed to be bestowed upon those students of the Gradu- 
ating Classes whose grade of scholarship is highest upon the 
whole summation of their marks for four years, which grade 
must not be under ninety-five per cent.; and such students must 
be able to show by the Faculty Record that they have never 
been graded in Deportment lower than in the first class, and 
that they have never had an unexcused absence charged against 
them. The amount of fifty dollars is given in two prizes, one 
of which is $30 and the other $20, to the highest, and to the 
next highest scholar, whose deportment marks are as above, 

All these prizes shall be delivefed to the successful candidates 
in public during Commencement week, and the names of the 
students who obtained prizes will be published in the Annual 
Catalogue of the University.

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ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Over two hundred students may be accommodated in the 
three large dormitories on the campus, and students may occupy 
these buildings for lodgings, or lodge in private families, as they 
may prefer. 

Accommodations may be found for all who may attend. 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 


The principle that distinguishes the present scheme of this 
Department is that of election of courses, running parallel, but 
with class organization. A student may choose any one of three 
courses, but all the studies prescribed in any course are compul- 
sory for that course, and necessary to the degree for which the 
student is a candidate. No student will be permitted to drop 
any given study until he has completed the term examination in 
that study. Students, however, may pursue select studies, for 
such a length of time as they may choose, under certain restric- - 
tions.

1, HISTORY. 


ALEX. P. STEWART, PROFESSOR, 


The study of History extends throughout the first year of the 
Course for Bachelor of Science, and throughout the second year 
of the Courses for Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Philosophy. 

The course of instruction embraces Ancient Geography, 
Chronology, Ancient, Medizval and Modern History. These 

subjects are taught by text and lectures combined. 


Il. MATHEMATICS. 


GENERAL C. W. SEARS, PROFESSOR. 


The course in Mathematics extends through the Freshman and 
Sophomore years, the classes being divided into sections, each 
section following the courses designated in the curriculum for 
A. B. and B. S. students. Each section has five lectures or 
recitations per week during two years, with ample opportunities 
for acquiring skill in the use of mathematical instruments upon 
the field, in land surveying and levelling. 

For the successful accomplishment of the amount of work 
called for by the curriculum of studies, it becomes necessary to 
maintain a strict observance of the requirements for admission. 
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Ill. GREEK LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


JNO. J. WHEAT, D. D., PROFESSOR. 


During the first two years, thorough instruction is given in the 
grammatical forms and syntax of the language, with translation 
into pure idiomatic English, both oral and written, and with 
constant blackboard exercises and a careful analysis of the text. 
Special attention is also paid to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, while 
embracing the above method, includes also the subjects of deri- 
vation, formation and composition of words and prosody. Lec- 
tures are delivered from time to time on the general subjects of 
Greek Literature, designed at the same time, as far as possible, to 
give a correct view of the social, religious, and political life of 
the Greeks. ‘l'ext-books are fully enumerated in the ‘‘Summary 
of the Course of Study,’’ on pp. 24-27.

IV. LATIN LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


ALEXANDER J. QUINCHE, LL. D., PROFESSOR. 


The study of the Latin Language extends through four years. 
The authors read and the particular text books are found in the 
‘¢ Summary of the Course,’’ pp. 24-27. - 

As much time is devoted to analyzing and parsing as to trans- 
lating Latin into English. During nearly the whole course 
there are weekly recitations in Arnold’s Latin Prose Composi- 
tion. The lessons assigned preparatory to recitation, the daily 
examination of the classes, and all the exercises of the recitation - 
room, have for their object the attainment of a thorough 
knowledge of the principles of the Latin Language, as well as an 
extensive acquaintance with Classical Literature. 
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Books OF REFERENCE RECOMMENDED.—Andrews and Stod- 
dard’s Latin Grammar, Harkness’ Latin Grammar, Madvig’s and

V. ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE, 


JOHN LIPSCOMB JOHNSON, B. A. U. OF VA., PROFESSOR. 


The subjects taught are the English Language, its Literature 
and, provisionally, Elocution. 

A great revolution is now taking place in the educational 
world in regard to the study of English. There has long been a 
growing discontent in the minds of many, both in England and 
America, arising from the conviction that their best institutions 
of learning have failed to do all their proper work, that their 
graduates, with thorough and elegant scholarship in many 


without a corresponding acquaintance with their own language. 
Wise and thoughtful observers have murmured because our 
young men have been allowed to leave college, knowing indeed 
many things, and knowing them well, but lacking the power to 


branches of polite education, have been sent forth into society — 


communicate with facility the knowledge they possess ; and they 


have protested earnestly and loudly against the perpetuation of 
a system which brings reproach upon itself, from the life-long 
injury it inflicts upon the student. 

These murmurs have been heard, these protests considered : 
and not without hopeful resuits. Among those men whose views 
fashion and guide the public mind, the oj inion grows daily that 
in al! our literary institutions the study of the English language 
ought to be made more prominent; that, while for the scientific 
purpose of mental discipline it is equal to any foreign tongue, it 
is for practical value far superior to any; in fine, that for an 
English-speaking youth, his mother-tongue and the great works 
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written in it are the noblest literary study, and the power of 
wielding that tongue well the noblest literary gain. 

The Faculty of this University, in response to this growing 
public opinion which accords with their own judgment, have 
placed English, in regard to opportunities for its study, side by 
side with Latin and Greek. In the University High School the 
student will find ample opportunity for preparing himself to 
enter with credit the Freshman Class. Graduation in the High 
School, or tts eguivalent, will be rigidly required of those who 
pass into the Collegiate Department. 


1. THE FRESHMAN Cl iass will, during the first term, study 
simultaneously English and Elocution. In English the logical, 
as well as the higher grammatical, analysis of Sentences will 
claim attention ; in Elocution, cesture and enunciation. Weekly 
exercises 1n composition and in class-debate, or in declamation, 
_will be required; and these exercises will be continued in some 
form through all the Courses. During the second term the 
_ subject of Rhetoric will be studied, with reference both to the 
elements and qualities of style in written composition, and to 
the preparation and delivery of addresses. Text books: Thring’s 
Grammatical Analysis, Hepburn’s Rhetoric, Russell’s American 
Elocutionist, Worcester’s Quarto Dictionary. 


2. ‘THE SOPHOMORE CLAass will first learn something of the 
history, growth and power of words. It will then enter upon 
the scientific study of our Mother Tongue, beginning with the 
acquisition of Old English asthe basis of English Grammar and 
the foundation of English Etymology. Text books: Trench’s 
Study of Words, March’s Anglo-Saxon Grammar and Reader, 
Earle’s Philology of the English Tongue, Professor’s Lectures 
on the history, literature and grammatical structure of Early 
English. 


3. In the Junior Crass the aim will be to take a full view of 
the language as to its origin, historical development, philological 
relations, native etymology and idiomatic power. ‘Text books: 
Morris’ English Accidence, Whitney’s Language and Study of 
Language. Professor’s Lectures on the Scandinavian element 
in English; and on the history, methods and results of linguistic 
science, 
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4. ‘THE SENIOR Ctass will study English Literature, occu- 
pying the first term mainly with literary biography and the 
reciprocal relations of History and Literature: and the second 
with the special subject of Poetry. Text books: Shaw’s New 
History of English and American Literature, ed. Backus, Hale’s 
Longer English Poems, Rolfe’s Merchant of Venice, Reed’s 
English Literature. Lectures on Poetry as contrasted with 
Prose ; and on Shakspere, including the succession of his Plays, 
as indicated by metrical tests and esthetic criticism, the political 
use of the stage in his time, and the growth of his mind and art 
as illustrated by his works. : 


VI. MODERN LANGUAGES AND LITERATURE. 
FREDERIC A. JUNY, S. T. D., PROFESSOR. 


The course of Modern Languages includes French, German, 
Spanish and Italian. 

1. French is taught throughout the four years of the B. A, 
course, with two recitations per week. 

TEXT-Books.—Pujol’s French Grammar, History of Charles 
XII.; Corinne, or Telemachus. 

French is taught in the B. 8. course during two years, with 
five recitations per week during the first year, and three per 
week during the second year. 

A Voluntary Class, in the above language, recites daily. 

TEXT BOOKS.—Pujol’s Grammar, together with such authors 
for reading as are best adapted to the advancement of each class. 

2. GERMAN.—This language is taught to students of the B. 
S. course, as also to students pursuing select studies during one 
or two years. It is also an optional study for all. At present 
there is one class reciting daily. 

TEXT-BOOKS. — Otto’s, or Whitney’s German Grammar ; 
Whitney’s, or Adler’s German Reader. Other authors selected 
to suit classes. 

3. The Spanish and Italian languages, though not included 
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in the curriculum, may be taught to any student desiring such 
instruction. 


‘TEXT-sooKs—In Spanish, DeVere’s Spanish Grammar ; Ollen- 
dorf’s Spanish Grammar, Reader, etc. In Italian,—Fontana’s 
Italian Grammar and Reader; Tasso’s Jerusalemme Liberata, 
and Dante. 


Vil. ETHICS, METAPHYSICS, LOGIC, AND POLITICAL ECONOMY. 


JAMES A. LYON, D. D., PROFESSOR. 


The subject of Ethics includes Moral Science, Natural Theo- 
logy, and Evidences of Christianity, and is taught to the Senior 
Class two hours each week throughout the scholastic year. 

Metaphysics embraces the History of Ancient and Modern 
Philosophy, and is taught to the Junior Class two hours each 
week for the first six months of the year. Logic, and the prin- 
ciples of Eloquence are taught to the same class two hours each 
week during the remainder of the year. 

Political Economy is taught two hours each week to the 
“Senior Class during the first term of the session, and Govern- 
mental, or Political Science to the same class two hours each 
week during the second term of the Session.

ROBERT B. FULTON, M. A., PROFESSOR. 


Students in all the courses take up the studies of this Depart- 
ment in their second year. Those of the B. A. and B. P. courses 
prosecute the subjects of study to the extent of Ganot’s Physics, 
Peck’s Mechanics, and Bartlett’s Astronomy, exclusive of the 
Appendix. Those of the B.S. course study Ganot’s Physics, 
Smith’s Mechanics, and lectures on Acoustics and Optics with 
Ganot’s Text. Those of the M. A. and. Ph. D. courses study 
Boucharlat’s Mechanics, Practical Astronomy with the Appendix, 
and Problems of Gummere’s Text, or a portion of the Mécanique 
Celeste. 

Lectures are delivered upon all the subjects of this Depart- 
ment, and illustrated by extensive and suitable apparatus.

IX. CHEMISTRY AND NATURAL HISTORY. 


RICHARD W. JONES, M. A., PROFESSOR. 
LOUIS L. M’INNIS, A. B:, TUTOR. 


The course of instruction in Chemistry and Natural History, 
includes General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Botany, 
Zoology, Mineralogy, Geology. 

, GENERAL CHEMISTRY is taught mainly by lectures delivered 
ts times a week to the Junior classes in the different courses of 
study and copiously illustrated by experiments; for which the 
Lecture-room is well arranged and provided with ample and 
excellent apparatus. 

The object of the Instructor is to give as complete Jand satis- 
factory a view as the time will allow of the whole province “of 
Inorganic and Organie Chemistry, to impress firmly on the. 
student’s mind the principles of the science, as developed in the 
light of the most recent researches and methods, and to furnish 
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a thorough preparation for the intelligent study of Mineralogy, 
Geology, and Scientific Agriculture, as well as tor the 
independent investigation of the problems of Modern Science.

2. PRACTICAL CHEMISTRY.—This course embraces the various 
kinds of manipulation and laboratory-work :

The work is so conducted as to be of special interest 
and advantage to such as wish to become Professional Chemists, 
Metallurgists, Mineralogists,Geologists, Druggists and Physicians.

4. MINERALOGY AND GEoLocy.—These subjects are taught 
in the Senior year by lectures, text books and practical work 
of the student. 

Tle Markce collection of Minerals affords superior advantages © 
for the study of Mineralogy. Geology is explained and illus- 
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trated by diagrams, charts and a large collection of rocks and 
fossils from all the formations. 

Special attention will be given to the Chemistry of Geology, 
its economical products and its bearing on Agriculture. 

The Geological Survey of the State is complete and contains 
several thousand specimens of -all the formations, fossils and va- 
rieties of soil, with careful analysis of the different soils.

CABINETS AND APPARATUS. 


In Physical and Chemical Apparatus and in Cabinets of Min- 
erals, Rocks, Shells and other fossils, the University of Muissis- 
sippi is unsurpassed by any institution in the country, save those 
which are specially Scientific Schools. 

The Physical Apparatus, purchased of the most celebrated 
makers in America and Europe, includes all that is needed to 
give to a class a full and clear illustration of every important 
fact and principle in Physical Science. Each instrument is the 
best of its kind; and the University possesses many not usually 
found in such collections. 

The apparatus employed for the illustration of the subject of 
Mechanics embraces, besides the pieces required for demonstrat- 
ing fundamental principles, models of various kinds of machin - 
ery, and contrivances for exhibiting the various modifications 
and transformations of motion as employed ‘in the practical 
working of machinery. Atwood’s and Morin’s machines for 
demonstrating the laws of falling bodies, and the reversible pen- 
dulum of Kater for showing the convertibility of the axes of 

~ oscillation and suspension, all made in Paris, are unsurpassed in 
finish and accuracy. 

The principles governing the equilibrium and motion of 
liquids and gases can be illustrated in full by the contrivances 
of Haldat, Mariotte, and Venturi; and the working models of 
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Bramah’s hydrostatic press, Barker’s mill, Archimedes’ screw, 
the hydraulic ram, the fire engine, syphon fountain, intermit- 
tent fountain, Hiero’s fountain, water wheels, and water pumps 
of every description, are important applications of these 
principles. 

There are condensing and exhausting air pumps of the best 
workmanship, and provided with every accessory needed in the 
experimental illustration of Pneumatics. ‘There are five differ- 
ent barometers by the best makers, and of superior accuracy. 

For the subject of Heat there is a fine collection of ther- 
mometers of every description, pyrometers, reflectors, and all 
the appliances for demonstrating the principles pertaining to 
this branch of Physical science. 

With Electrical Apparatus, the University is remarkably well 
furnished. The great double plate electrical machine is the 
largest ever constructed—its two plates being each six feet in 
diameter—and is supplied with correspondingly large conduc- 


tors and batteries. There is also a second machine of smaller _ 


dimensions, and both are accompanied by every device for 
demonstrating the principles, and sn: the phenomena, 
belonging to Statical Electricity. 

The large Ruhmkorff induction coil, and the powerful 
diamagnetic apparatus have but few equals. ‘The University is 
fully equipped with all the contrivances of Ampére and others 
for showing the mutual influence of electrical currents, and the 
existence of earth-currents. 

The principles of Electric Telegraphy can be practically 
illustrated, and the powerful electric light exhibited. 

The instruments for the Magnetic Observatory are of the 
most approved pattern and best workmanship. ‘The dipping 
needle, declination needle, and instruments for measuring 
magnetic intensity deserve special notice. 

There is a fine collection of steel and natural magnets. A 
mounted specimen of the latter will sustain over seventy-five 
pounds. 

The Acoustic Apparatus satisfies every requirement for class 
illustration. The collection was furnished by Secretan of Paris, 
and includes everything needed to establish the laws governing 
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the vibrations of strings, rods, plates and columns of air. There 
are models showing all the various contrivances used for the 
production and regulation ot sound in musical instruments, and 
also many curious applications of these. The toothed wheel 
of Savait, and the siren of Cagnard-Latour furnish excellent 
means for determining the number of vibrations of any sounding 
body. 

The Optical Apparatus made by Lerebours and Secretan, is 
unsurpassed in excellence and is sufficient to illustrate every 
branch of the science. There are mirrors, lenses, and prisms 
for demonstrating all the geometrical principles. A magnificent 
magic lantern with many elegant slides, a powerful solar micro- 
scope, a Spencerian compound microscope of the highest power, 
and a fine binocular by’Grunow, are some of the pieces belonging 
to this part of the subject. 

The heliostat of Silberman with Soleil’s diffraction danc are 
capable of projecting finely all the fringes due to interference. 
These phenomena are further represented on a larger scale by an 
extensive collection of elegant oil paintings and accurate 
diagrams. 

The subjects of double refraction and polarization are finely 
explained by Engel’s models, and the phenomena all exhibited 
by Norremberg’s Arago’s and Biot’sintruments. The chromatics 
of polarized light can be elaborately shown by the various devices 
used for that purpose, 

The saccharimeters of Soleil and Mitscherlich are important 
practical parts of the collection. A first-rate spectroscope will 
be added to the collection in a few months, from the celebrated 
shop of Browning, London. 


In the department of Astronomy, the apparatus was originally 
intended to be equal to any in the world. This plan was inter- 
rupted in 1861, and has not yet been completed. But the Uni- 
versity is nevertheless supplied with all that is necessary for class 
instruction in this department—having an elegant planetarium, 
eleven feet in diameter, two 36-inch globes, a refracting telescope 
of six feet focal length, a portable transit and clock, and an 
elegant alt-azimuth repeating circle, which can illustrate the 
equatorial mounting of a telescope. — 
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The Laboratory for practical work in Chemistry is large, well 
constructed for comfort, convenience and thorough ventilation: 
it has well-made tables and stands to accommodate twenty 
students working at atime. There is a good supply of gas and 
Bunsen’s gas burners. From the main body of the room are 
divided off three small apartments: A. Weighing Room, with 
three sets of delicate apparatus. B. Professor’s Room. C. 
Chamber for noxious gases used as reagents. The following ‘are 
some of the more important equipments: 


1. Vitter & Son’s large wrought iron furnace, with all the 
arrangements and attachments for affording a supply of fresh 
distilled water, for a large number of water and steam-baths, for 
drying chambers, for preparation of essential oils, etc. 


2. Masonry furnace, with extensive sand-baths and means for 
ignition. 
3. Gas furnace for organic analysis. 


4. Charcoal furnaces and various small implements for distilla- 
tion, determination of vapor density, etc. 


5. Air pump, barometers and thermometers of the best con- 
struction. 


6. Blowpipe table with bellows, mouth blowpipes, etc. 
7. Pump and elevated water-tank. 
8. Bunsen’s filter pump for rapid filtration. 


g. Self-regulating apparatus for generating the several gases 
needed in analysis. 


to. Hood and flues for collecting and conveying off the waste 
volatilized products.

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The Geological Department possesses: 

1. A fine collection of accurate maps and charts, geological 
reports of the various State surveys, and specimens of rocks and 
fossils representing the formations of all the ages and of all the 
well-studied portions cf the world. 

2. The special Geology of the State and its characteristic 
fossils are represented by an extensive collection, including 
specimens of rocks, soils, marls, lignites, etc., and all remark- 
able fossils found in the State. 

This collection is of great interest, especially to those who 
make agriculture their business. The collection of soils trom 
every county in the State, together with the analyses which have 
been made of most of them, and which show all their charac- 
teristics, enable a student to comprehend at once the agricultural 
resources of every part of the State. 

The Markoe Collection of Minerals—a rare and elegant one, 
purchased of Mr. Francis Markoe of Washington, is pronounced 
infertor to none in the world. It includes a large number of 
rocks, minerals, and fossils, sufficient for the fullest illustration 
of Mineralogy and kindred subjects. 

The Budd Cabinet contains a rich and varied collection of 
marine, terrestrial, and fluviatile shells. This collection is the 
result of twenty-five years’ labor, and is- believed to be unsur- 
passed in this country. 

Zodlogy is rendered more interesting and intelligible by maps 
showing the geographical distribution of animals, by a collec- 
tion of vertebrates which is increased every year, by specimens 
from the Geological Cabinet and the ‘‘ Budd Collection.”’ 

This Department also possesses maps Ore the geographical 
distribution of plants. 

The University Herbarium contains specimens of all the forms 
uf vegetable jife indigenous to Mississippi and some of the ad- 
joining States. 

The Department of Natural History is supplied with several 
complete sets of models of crystal forms, several microscopes, 
Wollaston’s Reflecting Goniometer, Hauy’s Goniometer, several 
complete cases of instruments and reagents for practical work in 
the Department and for field investigations. 
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III, DEPARTMENT OF PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION. 
1. THE LAW SCHOOL. 


PACULTY :

In June, 1872, the Trustees dispensed with the necessity of 
two years’ attendance in this Law School, and permitted the 
graduation of a student who attends one year, provided he 
should pass a satisfactory examination. The degree, or diploma, 
thus obtained, is made by statute, a license to practice law in 
any court in Mississippi. ‘The student may enter the class at 
any time, though he is advised to be here at the beginning of 
the session, about the first of October. 

The following are the subjects of study pursued in this School, 

-and under each head is set down a list of those authors read 
from time to time on that particular topic: 

1. The Law of Real Estate.—Blackstone, Kent, Washburne, 
and Blackwell on Tax Titles. 

2. The Law of Personal Property, including Contracts and 
Commercial Law.—Kent, Story, and Parsons, and Benjamin on 
sales, and Williams on Personal Property, and Addison. 

3. The Rights of Persons.—Blackstone, Kent, Shouler’s 
Domestic Relations, and Angel and Ames on Corporations. 

4. The Law of Torts.—Addison on Torts. 








s. Criminal Law and Procedure.—Blackstone and Bishop. 

6. The Law of Practice, including Pleading and Evidence.— 
Stephen, Gould, Chitty, Greenleaf, Starkie’s Evidence, 3 Black- 
stone, Conkling’s United States Courts, and Bump on Bank- 
ruptcy. Moot Courts, also, have always been in use in this 
School. 


7. Equity Jurisprudence, Pleading and Practice. —Adams, 
Story, and Daniel. 
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8. Constitutional Law —Cooley, Kent and Story. 


-g. International Law, including Private International Law 
or the Conflict of Laws.—Wharton’s Conflict of Laws, Story, 
Kent and Wheaton. 


Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, 
and lectures are not read to the class, for law is too abstruse a 
learning to be taught after that fashion. One of the chief 
advantages of a law school—and especially one not over-crowded 
with students—is that, by a rigorous course of examination, 
repeated with every student every day on his day’s reading, 
thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of the subject 
In this school every student is thus examined every day, about 
three hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explana- 
tion being given on those points which this rigorous. examina- 
tion may show that the student does not sufficiently understand. 

A practice has also been adopted here of requiring the 
students, frequently, to write down in the recitation room, a 
synopsis of their latest reading, in order to compel them to 
that accuracy which is essential to a lawyer; and each student 
is in turn required to stand up before the class, and, in a 
manner as decent and quiet as possible, to deliver an oral state- 
ment of the contents of the chapter, and sometimes a synopsis 


of the book under perusal. This is done to train the young © 


men to the art of forensic oratory; for they are not allowed 
to deliver a memorized statement, and their exercise amounts 
to the same thing as an oral argument at the bar, and is 
perhaps the only practical mode of teaching the art of public 
speaking. Obviously, the fewer the students, the more training 
of this kind each one can obtain. 

No young man who has attempted, without associates in 
study, to master the voluminous learning of the law, need be 
told of the dismal and often overpowering dreariness of such an 
undertaking. Blackstone, after quoting a very great lawyer, Sir 
Henry Speelman’s confession, that such a trial had made his 
soul sink within him, condemns the effort to learn law by 
‘¢ sequestering one’s self from the world, and by a tedious, 
lonely process, extracting the theory of the law from a mass 
of undigested learning.’’ He equally condemns the effort to 
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learn it ‘* by an assiduous attendance on the courts, to pick up 
theory and practice together.’’ A law-school gives the student 
immense relief from this painful irksomeness, attending his first 
year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of the law. 

Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship 
of studying in classes, and from the daily examinations. ‘The 
students are constantly discussing their studies not only with the 
Professor, but with each other, and’ their interest is thus 
prevented from flagging, and their daily work from becoming 
repulsive. 

Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, 
and of a much livelier—and therefore much more vigorous 
prosecution of his studies, to be derived by a law student from 
the daily discussions of a law school—there is another question, 
namely, whether a law office or a law school be the better place 
for learning law in a scientific method, such as every man must 
pursue to obtain success; and on this question, the attention of 
students and of the profession is invited to the opinion of Sir 
William Blackstone ; 


** Making due allowance,’’ says he, ‘‘for one or two shining 
exceptions, experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer 
educated to the bar in subservience to attorneys and solicitors, 
will find that he has begun at the wrong end. If practice be 
the whole he is taught, practice must also be the whole he will 
ever know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom expect 
to comprehend, any arguments drawn a@ priori, from the spirit 
of the laws and the natural foundation of justice. ”’ 


On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says: 


‘‘ Tf the student will afford himself here a year or two further 
leisure, to lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and 
scientific method, without thirsting too early to attain that 
practice which it is impossible he should rightly comprehend, he 
will afterward proceed with the greatest ease, and will unfold the 
most intricate points with an intuitive rapidity and clearness.”

This School, established in accordance with an act of the 
State Legislature assigning two-fifths of the Congressional dona- 
tion for this purpose, to the University of Mississippi, is now 
opened for the reception of students. 

In addition to the three chairs of Instruction especially estab- 

lished with a view to the objects of this Department (of which 
two have already been filled), such of the chairs already existing 
in the University as are cognate in their subjects, and can serve 
to impart a finished general education, besides a professional one, 
will be called into requisition. 

In accordance with the explicit terms of the act of donation, 
the course is intended, not to turn out mere apprentices to the 
art of agriculture, but ‘‘to teach, without excluding other 
scientific and classical studies, and including military tactics, 
such branches of learning as are related to Agriculture and the 
Mechanic Arts, * * * * in order to promote the liberal and 
practical education of the industrial classes in the several pur- 
suits and professions of liffe.’’ Agriculture is, therefore, to be 
taught as a profession, requiring varied knowledge and a liberal 
education, and fully equal in dignity to other professions, usually 

x so designated. 4 
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JERMS OF JXDMISSION. 


Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the 
Department will be examined in English Grammar, Geography, 
Arithmetic (including common and decimal fractions, ratio and 
proportions, percentage, powers, and roots), Algebra through 
equations of the first degree, Elementary Geometry, Book- 
keeping. 

Students not able to meet the above requirements may qualify 
themselves for the same in the preparatory classes of the Uni- 





versity.

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Instruction in Practical Agriculture will consist of exercises 
and instructions on the College Farm, under the direction of 
the Superintendent, Dr. M. W. Phillips, whose name has been 
identified with the cause of Rational and Progressive Agricul- 
ture of the Southwest for over forty years past, and whose zeal 
and services in this behalf are too well known to render further 
comment necessary. 

In these exercises, students will be required to perform man- 
ual labor, in so far only as may be requisite for a thorough 
knowledge of the objects and mode of performance of Agricul- 
tural operations, and to acquire familiarity with the use of 
implements. Beyond this, farm labor will not be imposed upon 
them; but they will be encouraged to engage in it, and be 
compensated for any labor they may perform, at customary rates. 

Instruction in the Special Agriculture and Geology of the 
State will be based upon the extensive collection of soils, sub- 
soils, marls and rocks, from all portions of the State, which is 
one of the most important results of the State Agricultural Sur- 
vey. Students will thus be taught, not only what they should 
do in certain supposititious cases, but what are, in fact and prac- 
tice, the cases they will have to deal with in their own State. 


Students desirous of engaging in other studies than those 
embraced in the full curriculum, can do so, provided they are 
prepared to pursue them profitably, and do not aspire to the 
diploma of B. S. A.;- which will, nevertheless, be awarded to 
any student sustaining a satisfactory examination in all the 
subjects embraced in the course. 


THE COLLEGE FARM. 


An eligible and beautiful site on the University section, in 
every way adapted to the purposes of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Horticulture and Botany, has been selected, and ninety 
acres inclosed under a substantial plank fence with cedar posts. 
An additional field of about thirty acres is under cultivation in 
the various articles of produce, such as Cotton, Corn, Hungarian 
Grass, Lucerne, Sweet and Irish Potatoes, etc., manured in plots 
with most of the various manures and fertilizers in the market, 
by way of experiment. A large number of fruit trees has been 
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set out, embracing a general section of varieties (adapted to the 
South) of Apples, Pears, Peaches, Plums, Apricots, Figs, 
Mulberries, etc. A very select collection of Roses has been 
procured, also of Evergreens, Larches, fine Shrubbery, Flowers, 
etc., with a view to exhibiting the choicest varieties of flowers 
as well as of fruits. As soon asit can be done, small grains will 
be experimented upon, on a limited scale, with and without the 
various fertilizers; and forage crops will be fully tested, some 
few grasses, clover, etc., being already on trial. 

A vegetable garden has been added, and put under charge of 
one of the students; thus rendering it more practicable to 
instruct in domestic economy, and combining theory and 
practice, and fixing indelibly important truths. 

Concurrently with the farm, and under the direction and super- 
intendence of the Professor of Botany, a Botanical Garden, with 
green-house and propagating pits, will constitute prominent, as 
they are essential, parts of the general equipment of the Depart- 
ment. Not only the best of fruits, but the choicest of flowers, 
should be exhibited to the student, educating his taste as well as 
his mind, and pointing out other objects in life beyond the mere 
improvement of the intellect and the acquisition of money. 

A collection of improved implements will also be provided, 


and the attention of manufacturers and vendors of such is called. 


to the fact that few advertisements can be more useful to them 
than the exhibition and use of their implements at the State 
College of Agriculture. 

Agricultural experiments will be carried on, in connection 
with the farm and garden, to such an extent as may be com- 
patible with the requirements of instruction, and the means at 
command. 

All the prominent Agricultural Journals of the United States 


have been provided for the Reading-room, in addition to a large 


selection .f Reviews, Magazines, as well as Dailies and Weeklies, 
both foreign and domestic. 

While the present endowment is insufficient to accomplish 
more than a first step toward providing for the requirements of 
practical instruction, it is hoped that before long such further 
Legislative or Congressional aid will be extended to the Depart- 
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ment as will render its equipment commensurate with the great 
end to be attained, and equal to that of any of its sister institu- 
tions in the land. 

It is hoped that the agricultural population will make its influ- 
ence felt in the councils of the State, so that the obligation 
contracted by the acceptance of the Congressional donation may 
be fulfilled, and the means provided for furthering, in a liberal 
spirit, the means of instruction and experiment. The Depart- 
ment ought to be able to exhibit and test the best breeds of 
cattle, sheep, hogs, and even horses, etc., for comparison with 
native stock, and as an authentic source from which our people 
may obtain improved breeds. It should, in short, be a complete 
Agricultural, Horticultural and Floral School; its object being 
to combine correct theory and practice, never neglecting either, 
but holding that it is no less important to know wy a work is 
done and ow it should be done, than to be able to do it ina 
particular case or spot on the home farm. 

Admitting, as we must do, that our work is scarcely begun, 


and that our resources are as yet inadequate to the accomplish- . 


ment of all that should be done in the great cause of Industrial 


_ Education, yet it is our determination to go forward, in the 


confident expectation of ultimate success, trusting to the gen- 
erous support of the Legislature, the co-operation of the State 
and County Agricultural Associations, and the fast growing 
appreciation on the part of our agricultural population of the 
vital importance of a more rational practice in Agriculture. 

We would make an earnest appeal to our ‘‘ Patrons of Hus- 
’? whose power in the country will soon be felt, and 
whose principles inculcate improvement of the mind, and of our 
social relations, to improve Scientific Agriculture. We would 


ask, in behalf of their sons, their warm approbation, with con- 


tributions of animals, implements, trees, seeds, etc. In other 
States, large contributions have been made by the citizens. Why 
not here, where there is so much need of reform ?

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MISCELLANEOUS. 





At the opening of the session, the first business will be the 
location of students in their rooms. ‘They report their location 
to the Chancellor, and are not at liberty to change it without 
his permission. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the room 
occupied by them at the close of the session may doso, provided 
they attend punctually; but if they are not personally present at 
the time of general allotment, rooms will not be reserved, except 
in special cases. 

Every study-room in the University is designed for two 
students. No student can draw for a room in his own name 
singly ; nor can a student who desires to hold the same room 
from one session to another, and whose room-mate may have 
retired, be allowed the privileges, unless he obtains another 
room-mate. 

Absences from the University during the session are not 
permitted except for reasons of importance. ‘The parent has, at 
all times, the right to withdraw his son entirely, without reason 


assigned ; but without so withdrawing him he cannot relieve 


ia 


him of the obligation to attend on his duties at the University. 
The incidental absences of students during the session are 
exceedingly disadvantageous, both to themselves and to the 
University. While, therefore, the Faculty permit them, in cases 
where propriety or urgent necessity seems to make them 
unavoidable, they hold it to be a duty to inquire into the reasons 
for which the permission is solicited. 
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At the end of every month during the session, and at the end 
of the first term in February, and at the close of the session in 
June, a circular is addressed to the parent or guardian of each 
student, giving such information in regard to the standing and 
deportment of the student as may be esteemed most important. 
In any case in which the irregularities of the student’s attend- 
ance upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a special 
notice is sent to draw attention to the fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University 
except on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his parent 
or guardian. ‘The law provides that no certificate of discharge 
shall be delivered to a student; but that such certificate, when 
issued, shall be addressed to the parent or guardian, at his usual 
post-office. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


The frequency with which young men, desiring to become 
members of the University, are found to be but imperfectly 
possessed of even the very moderate attainments required of 
them for admission, joined to the fact which experience has 
proved, that any abatement of the rigor of the rules in the case 
of any single individual, however meritorious he may be, and 
however peculiar the circumstances, only serves to open the way 
to a multitude of applications for similar indulgences, has led 
the Faculty toadopt the resolution, elsewhere stated in its proper 
place, to admit in no case, a student to membership of any class 
in the University, who fails to come fully up to the standard of 
qualification which the law exacts. ‘To have a standard and to 
disregard it, is equivalent to having no standard at all. And to 
expect that a grade of scholarship, honorable to the University, 
can possibly be maintained while the only guarantee which can 
secure it is relinquished, is as unreasonable as it is inconsistent. 

There is a responsibility resting upon the schools of higher 
learning in the State, in regard to the order of attainment which 
they exact of their pupils, and to the thoroughness of instruction 
which they impart, which extends beyond their own limits, and 
is vastly more weighty than that which they owe their more 
immediate members. For nothing is more certain, than that the 
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schools of secondary education will take their tone from those 
above them. If little is demanded by the colleges of the youth 
whom these schools send to them, it is not reasonable to expect 
that they will furnish more. Experience proves that rather, 
whatever be the amount of the exaction—whether little or- much 
—the probabilities are that the school will come up to that limit, 
only feebly and imperfectly, at best, instead of surpassing it. 
The whole system of popular education in a State, depends, 
therefore, for its efficiency, upon the fidelity of the colleges to 
their trust, and the honest thoroughness with which they do 
their work. And no amount of effort, however well-meaut or 
earnest, directed toward the improvement of the secondary and 
primary schools among any people, can result in producing the 
benefits aimed at, if it fails to recognize the controlling influence 
of their colleges in imparting to the schools their spirit, or to 








sustain and encourage the colleges in their endeavor to make 
themselves respectable. 
The Faculty are aware that the course they prescribe to them- 





selves is not that which may tend to swell most rapidly, the 
number of names enrolled on their catalogue. This is a con- 
sideration of very secondary moment. If, by even diminishing 
their numbers they should succeed through that diminution in 





exerting an elevating influence, reaching ultimately all the 
schools of the State, they would feel that they had accomplished, 
for the cause of education in Mississippi, more than they would 
have done by any increase to which the wishes of the most 
sanguine friends of the University could extend. Even one 
thousand students, if such a number could be collected at the 
University, instead of about one-quarter as many, would still 
fall immeasurably short of the multitude of youth within our 
territorial limits who must be educated ; and such an increase of 
the number educated here, insignificant as it must be after all, 
compared with the whole, woul be but poorly purchased at the 
expense of degrading the character of the education received by 
all the rest. 

The Faculty look, therefore, with confidence to the public to 
sustain thein in their effort to place the University on a level 
with the institutions of the very highest grade of learning in the 
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country, and thus to make it the instrument of giving tone and 
vigor to the whole educational system of the State of Mississippi. 


SPECIAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The University, as is well known, owes its existence to the 
munificence of the Federal Government. In the year 1819 
Congress made a grant to the State of a township, or 23,040 
acres of public land, for the purpose of establishing a Seminary 
of learning. The title to this land was vested in the Legis- 
lature of the State, in trust, for the support of the Institution. 
The trust was accepted, and thirty-five and one-half sections of 
the land were sold. ‘‘ Until the year 1844, however, the Legis- 
‘¢Jature took no action in the way of applying the fund which 
‘‘ thus accrued, to the purpose for which the grant had been 
‘‘ intended, and the University, which was created by a law 
‘* passed in this last-named year, did not go into operation until 
‘‘ the month of November 1848.’’ 

In the meantime, as we learn from the message of Governor 
McRea, of the date of February 6th, 1856, ‘‘the Legislature, 
‘‘ by the act of July 26, 1843, made it the duty of the State 
‘* Treasurer, immediately after the passage of that act, to credit 
‘¢the University Fund with interest, at the rate of five per 
‘cent. per annum, upon all moneys theretofore paid into the 
‘¢ Treasury, from the time when so paid to the passage of the 
‘act, and thereafter to annually credit said fund with interest 
‘‘at the rate of eight per cent. per annum, upon all moneys 
“‘due from the State to said fund.’’ By applying this rule, it 
was ascertained that on the 1st January 1856, ‘‘the sum 
‘‘due from the State to the University now amounts to 
*€ $1,077,790 O7. 

A calculation wnade some two years since by Dr. Garland, at 
the request of Chancellor Waddel, makes the indebtedness of 
the State to the University, at that time, over one and a half 
millions of dollars, the income from which, at six per cent. 
only, would exceed ninety thousand dollars. 

The annual appropriation made by the Legislature for the 
support of the University, is not therefore to be regarded as a 
gratuity, but as interest on a debt justly due. | 
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It is essential to the highest efficiency of the University that 
it be placed on a permanent foundation, by having its income 
made fixed and certain. During the past two or three years the 
annual appropriation for its support has steadily diminished. It 
is impossible for the Board of Trustees to maintain an effective 
scheme of instruction, adapted to the wants of young men in 
this day of educational progress, with an wacertain, especially a 
decreasing income. It is earnestly hoped the Legislature will, 
at the next session, devise a plan by which the claims of the 
University can be definitely settled, and its income placed 
beyond contingency. 

The organization of the University, so far as completed, 
including the Board of Trustees and the several Faculties, is 
entitled to the confidence of the people of Mississippi. The 
course of instruction is sufficiently extensive ; the several chairs 
are filled by experienced and capable men; the necessary ex- 
penses of a student are moderate, and there is no good reason 
why any citizen should send his sons abroad to be educated. 
The University is worthy of the patronage of the people, and 
to be cherished as the pride and ornament of the State.

PLAN OF INSTRUCTION !N THE UNIVERSITY. 


This plan embraces three general Departments, viz: 


i. A Department of Preparatory Education. 
2. A Department of Science, Literature and the Arts. 


3. A Department of Professional Education. 


I. DEPARTMENT OF PREPARATORY EDUCATION. | 


The -first of these general Departments consists of a University 
High School, in which are taught the Branches of study preliminary 
to the University courses, viz: English, Latin, Greek and Mathe- 
matics, together with a course of Commercial Science, including Pen- | 
manship and Book-Keeping. 


Il DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE AND THE ARTS. 


Under the second are included five distinct courses of study, three | 
of which are undergraduate paralled courses, and fwoare post-graduate | 
courses. 


1. UNDERGRADUATE COURCES. 


The three Undergraduate Paralled Courses are known as: 1, The 
Course for Bachelor of Arts; 2, The Course for Bachelor of Science ; 
3, The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy. A student has free choice 
of these courses, but the studies prescribed for each course are all 
compulsory for that course. | 
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1. The Course for Bachelor of Arts requires four years for its com- 
pletion, and embraces the studies following: 


For the first year, English, Latin, Greek Mathematics. 

For the second year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics. 

For the third year, English, Latin, Greek, Physics, Chemistry, 
Metaphysics, Logic, History. 

For the fourth year, English, French, Greek, Optics, Astronomy, 
Geology, Mineralogy, Zoology, Political Economy. 

2. The Course for Bachelor of Science requires four years for its 
completion, and embraces the Studies following: 

For the first year, English, Latin, French, Mathematics, Botany. 

For the second year, English, Latin, French, Mathematics, Zoology. 

For the third year, English, French, Mathematics, Physics, Chem- 
istry, Methaphysics, Logic. 

For the fourth year, English, French, Optics, Astronomy, Geology, 
Mineralogy, Ethics, Political Economy. 

3. The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy is Elective and embraces 
the studies of any seven of the nine existing departments, viz: 

Greek, Latin, Modern Languages, English, Mathematics, Physics. 
Chemistry and Natural History, Mental and Moral Science, History 
and Political Economy. ;

il, COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF PH. D. 


This degree is a professional one, implying the ability of the recip- 
lent to teach, practice and expand, by independent research, the 
branchesof knowledge wherein he graduates. Candidates for the 
degree of Ph. D. are required to furnish evidence that they have 
either accomplished the course of B. A., in all its parts, as required 
in this Institution, or in some other o’ equal grade; or, in case no reg- 
ular Collegiate course has been pursued, to prove by examination 
that they possess an equivalent amount of knowledze. 

The requirements for graduation shall be special proficiency in any 
three Departments of knowledge, (as usually defined,) and the presen- 
tation of a satisfactory dissertation, on some subject of original re- 
search connected therewitl,., For degreesin the Naturai Sciences, a 
knowledge of the French and German Languages is a_ pre-requisite; 
in other cases, a knowledge of any Modern Language in addition to 
the English, will be required. The finalexamination for this degree 
will be held in the presence of the whole Faculty, at any time during 
the session, when the candidate may deem himself prepared to under- 
go the same, and he must be recommended for examination by at 
least two of the Professors in whose departments he expects to grad- 
uate. In this examination all membersof the Faculty will be at lib- 
erty to question the candidate upon any subject embraced in the - 
degree, or in the preliminary courses. 

Ill. DEPARIMENT OF PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION. 

The third general department, when complete, will embrace three 
Professional Schools, viz: 

1. A School of Law, to be presided over by four Professors. 

2 A School of Medicine and Surgery, with a Faculty sufficiently 


large to meet all demands for this form of professional education. 
3. A School of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts.

This School is designed for the careful preparation of Candidates for

It is under 
the superintendence of the Professors of Greek, Latin, Mathematics 
and English. The Principal of the School is acompetent, experienced 
teacher, who will be supplied with as many assistants as may be nec- 
essary.

TORMS OF ADMICSION IN THE DEPARTMENT OF ARTS. 


1. Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the Bachelor 
of Arts Course must be able to sustain a satisfactory examination on 
Butler’s English Grammar, First Lessons in English Composition, Ge- 
ography and Arithmetic. Students will be examined also upon Davies’ 
Elementary Algebra, to Equations of the second degree, and, besides the 
foregoing, the following books, or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek : 
Latin Grammar, (Harkness’ or Andrews and Stoddard’s), Ceesar, any 
two of Cicero’s Orations, two books of the ASneid of Virgil, and Had- 
ley’s Greek Grammar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, and the 
first book of the Anabasis. 

2. Applicants for advanced classes must be proficient in the studies - 
prescribed in preliminary classes. 

3. Candidates for the first year’s class of the Bachelor of Science 
Course will be examined on all the studies required for the first year 
of the Bachelor of Arts Course, except the Greek. M 

4, Candidates for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course will be exam- 
ined on the same, with the addition of the whole of Davies’ Elemen- 
tary Algebra, or its equivalent, omitting both the Latin and Greck 
Languages. 

5. The age of admission to the first year of any course is at least six” 
t2en years, and aproportional increase of age is req uired for an advanced 
class. In case of superior qualifications the Faculty have power to 
dispense with this requisition. 

6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all candidates 
for admission; and if from another College, this certificate must show 
that the student was honorably di&charged. 

7. Candidates for admission must report to the Chancellor or Vice- 
Chancellor within twenty-four hours after their arrival. All who pre- 
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sent themselves will be examined on Thursday and Friday preceding 
Commencement. Others, at the opening of the Fall Term. 
8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for admission, is 
called to the following Article of the Laws of the University : 
“every student, upon his entrance into College, shall be earnestly 
admonished, by the Chancellor, of his responsibility to the laws and 
regulations of the University, and of his duty to yield them implicit 
obedience; and he shall be required to state that he has no fire-arms or 
deadly weapons in his possession, or in the possession of others for him, 
or if he have such, to deliver the same to the Chancellor.” 


TERMS, 2XAMINATIONS, ETC. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into two 
terms of four and a half months each. The first term begins on the 
first Wednesday in October annually, and continues to the middle of 
February. The second term, beginning at the close of the first, con- 
tinues tothe last Thursday of June following. The session ef 1877--’78 
begins on Thursday, September 27th. 

There are two examinations of all the classes during the year. The 
first (which is the Intermediate or Semi-annual Examination) is held 
during the second week of February, and the second ,(which is the 
Annual Examination) begins with that of the Graduating Classes, one 
month before Commencement, and the remaining classes are examined 
during the latter half of the month of June. These examinations are 
both written and oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of June, 
on which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are conferred. On 
the preceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the University Chappel 
before the Trustees, Faculty, Students and citizens asembled, by 
some minister of the Gospel previously appointed. The intervening 
days from the Sabbath to Thursday are occupied by exhibitions of elo- 
cution from students, and by Honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to graduates 
of the various courses who have finished the prescribed curriculum, 
and have sustained a satisfactory examination in all the studies of the 
course whose degree they propose to take. 


VACATIONS. 


The vacations during the year ar@fwo. The summer vacation be- , 
eins on the last Friday of June, and continues until the first Wednes- 
day of October, and the recess at Christmas begins on or near the 24th 
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of December and closes on the 1st of January. The vacation, this 
year, closes on Thursday, September 27th. 


PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel of the 
University, and all thestudents are required by law to be present. - It 
is also expected that they attend divine service in some one of the 
churches of Oxford on the Sabbath; anda proper observance of the 
Sabbath is exacted of every student. 


LIBRARINS. 


The Libraries of the University contain over six thousand volumes, 
which haye been carefully selected with the view of supplying all the 
needs of classical, scientific and law students. The Department of 
Axcient Classical Literature is complete; that of Science is well 
supplied with works on every branch. The Departments of History, 
Poetry, Biography, Theology, Geography, Travels, etc., contain the 
standard workson each subject. All students connected with the 
University have access to the library, which is opened at stated times, 
weekly, for the receipt and delivery of books. 

The Phi Sigma and Hermean Societies have Libraries containing in 
the aggregate some twenty-five hundred volumes, which are accessible 
to the members. 





READING ROOM. 


A Reading Room has been fitted up by the Boardand furnished with 
leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews and Magazines, for 
the benefit of the Faculty and students. 


PRIZES, 
I. PRIZES FOR DECLAMATION. 
1. (Bee THE JNIVERSITY. 


The trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in elocution, 
consisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes must be 
second year’s students. The Monday previous to the last Thursday of 
June is the day set apart for the Prize Declamation. Disinterested 
judges are chosen by the authorif™®&s of the University, annually, who 
decide upon the merits of these declaimers, aud assign the medals to 
the two who rank in point of excellence as first and second speakers. 
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2. pY THE POCIETIES 


Hach of the Literary Societies, the Herman and Phi Sigma, has 
established a Prize for excellence in Elocution. The candidates must 
be students of the first year. The prizes consist of gold medals. The 
day of the prize declamation of the Hermen Society is fixed for the 
Friday, and that of the Phi Sigma Society, for the Saturday before 
Commencement. 


li. PRIZES FOR EXCELLENCE iN THE CLASSICS, ENGLISH LITERATURE, 
HISTORY, MATHEMATICS AND ZOOLOGY. 


Prizes amounting in all to one hundred dollars, are annually offered 
to the best scholar in the departments of English, Latin, Greek, Math- 
ematics, History and Zoology. The candidates for these prizes must 
belong to the second year’s class, in any course. For success the appli- 
cant must exhibit a higher scholarship than would suffice to raise him 
from a lower to a higher class at the regular examinations. 


FOREIGN PRIZES. 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English Lit- 
erature for the department which he conducts. 

l. The Early English Text Society, of London, offers a prize ‘‘to 
the best scholar in English before Chaucer.” This is bestowed upon 
the student of the Junior Class who presents the best written exami- 
nation in old English. 

2. The New Shakspere Society (London) offers a prize for the best 
examination paper in English Literature, in which some prominence 
is given to the criticism of Shakspere’s plays. Thisis bestowed in the 
Senior Class, whose work in English is confined to the Literature of 
the Language. 

These prizes consist of Reprints of the Society’s publications, and 
are valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 


il, THE CHANCELLOR’S PRIZES 


Are designed to be bestowed upon those students of the Graduating 
Classes whose grade of scholarship is highest upon the whole summa- 
tion of their marks for four years, which grade must not be under 
ninety-five per cent., and such students must be able to show by the 
Faculty Record that they have neve®been graded in deportment lower 
than in the first class, and that they have never had an unexcused 
absence charged against them. The amount of fifty dollars is given 
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in two prizes, one of which is $30 and the other $20, to the highest, 
and next highest scholar, whose deportment marks are as above. 

All these prizes shall be delivered to the successful candidates in 
public during Commencement week, and the names of the students 
who obtain prizes will be published in the Annual Catalogue of the 
University. 

LITERARY ASSOCIATIONS. 

The Phi Sigma and Hermeen Societies are Literary in their charac- 
ter, consisting of students meeting during the forenoon of every Sat- 
urcay, for the purpose of improvement in debate, declamation and 
composition. 


THE SOCIETY OF ALUMNI. 


This Association meets annually during the Commencement week 
for the transaction of business, and an address is delivered on the 
occasion by a member previously selected. The Wednesday evening 
of Commencement week is reserved for this address. 


ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Over two hundred students may be accommodated in the three 
large dormitories on the Campus, and students may occupy these 
buildings for lodging, or lodge in private families as they may prefer, 

Accommodations may be found for all who may attend. 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 


The principle that distinguishes the present scheme of this Depart- 
ment is that of election of courses, running parallel, but with class 
organization. A student may choose any one of three courses, but all 
the studies prescribed in any course are compulsory for that course, 
and necessary to the degree for which the student is a candidate. No 
student will be permitted to drop any given study until he has com- 
pleted the term examination in that study. Students, however, may 
pursue select studies, for such a length of time as they may choose, 
under certain restrictions.

EPARTMENT DIPLOMAS—CERTITICATES OF PROFICIENCY. 
COURSE FOR BACHELOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 


At their meeting in June, 1877, the Board of Trustees adopted the 
following Resolutions: 
1. Resolved, That when a student shall have completed satisfactorily 
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the longer course of instruction in any department, a Department 
Diploma shall be awarded him therefor, (provided that when he takes 
a Diploma in a single department his minimum grade shall be 80) and 
delivered to him on Commencement Day, and when he shall have 
completed satisfactorily the shorter course in any department he 
shall in the same manner receive a Certificate of Proficiency. 

2. That a holder of a Department Diploma shall be considered an 
Alumnus after he shall have ceased to be a student in the University. 

3. Any student who shall have obtained Department Diplomas or 
Certificates of Proficiency ‘in any seven of the existing departments 
(Greek, Latin, Modern Languages, English, Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry and Natural History, Mental and Moral Science, History 
and Political Economy,) shall have conferred upon him the degree of 
Bachelor of Philosophy. 

4. That che condition of the A. B. and -B. §. courses remain un- 
changed, except that Diplomas and Certificates of Proficiency be 
awarded upon the completion of the departments in accordance with 
resolution No. 1. 

Provided, however, that should any student make the rise or be 
entitled to a Department Diploma or Certificate of Proficiency in 
all departments save one, and shall have made a respectable grade 
in that one, though falling below the average, he may, in the first 
instance, oe advanced by the Faculty, and in the last instance be 


recommended by it and receive a Diploma in the course of Bachelor 
of Arts. 
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DETAILED STATEMENT. 


IN REGARD TO THE SEVERAL DEPARTMENTS OF SCIENCE, LITERA- 
TURE AND THE ARTS. 


GREEK LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


JOHN J. WHEAT, D. D., PROFESSOR. 


During the first two years, thorough instruction is given in the 
grammatical forms and syntax of the language, with translation into 
pure idiomatic English, both oral and written, and with constant 
blackboard exercises and a careful analysis of the text. Special 
attention is also paid to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, while embracing 
the above method, includes also the subjects of derivation, formation 
and composition of words and prosody. Lectures are delivered from 
time to time on the general subjects of Greek Literature, designed, at 
the same time, as far as possible, to give a correct view of the social, 
religious and political life of the Greeks. Text-books are fully 
enumerated in the “Summary of the Course of Study,” on pp. 23-26. 

Books oF REFERENCE.—Liddell and Scott’s Greek Lexicon, Good- 
win’s Moods and Tenses, Rawlinson’s Herodotus, Long’s Classical

LATIN LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
ALEX, J. QUINCHE, LL. D., PROFESSOR. 


SAM’L A. WITHERSPOON, A. B., TUTOR. 


. The study of the Latin Language extends through three years of 
the A. B. and two of the B. S. course. 
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The Freshman Class read Curtius or De Amicitia and Livy ; review 
the Grammar and have written and oral exercises in translating 
English into Latin. 

The Sophomore Class read the Odes, Satires and Epistles of Horace, 
(devoting, while perusing this author, especial attention to Prosody 
and Mythology) and the Agricola of Tacitus—continue the study of 
Grammar and translate English into Latin. 

The Junior Class read Selections from Juvenal or other Latin Poets 
and Quintilian, or Cicero’s De Officiis, and have exercises in extempore 
translation of Latin into English.

ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


JOHN LIPSCOMB JOHNSON, PROFESSOR. 


The subjects taught are the English Language, its Literature and, 
provisionally, Klocution. 

A great revolution is now taking place in the educational world in 
regard to the study of English. There has long been a growing 
discontent in the minds of many, both in England and America, arising 
from the conviction that their best institutions of learning have failed 
to do all their proper work, that their graduates, with thorough and 
elegant scholarship in many branches of polite education, have been 
sent forth into society without a corresponding acquaintance with their 
own ianguage. Wise and thoughtful observers have murmured 
because our young men have been allowed to leave college, knowing 
indeed many things, and knowing them well, but lacking the power to 
communicate with facility the knowledge they possess; and they 
have protested earnestly and loudly against the perpetuation of a 
system which brings reproach upon itself, from the life-long injury it 
inflicts upon the student. 

These murmurs have been heard, these protests considered; and not 
without hopeful results. Among those men whose views fashion and 
guide the public mind, the opinion grows daily that in all our literary 
institutions the study of the English language ought to be made more 
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prominent; that, while for the scientific purpose of mental discipline 
it is equal to any foreign tongue, it is for practical value far superior 
to any; in fine, that for an English-speaking youth, his mother-tongue 
and the great works written in it are the noblest literary study, and 
the power of wielding that tongne well the noblest literary gain. 

The Faculty of this University, in response to this growing public 
opinion which accords with their own judgment, have placed English, 
in regard to opportunities for its study, side by side with Latin and 
Greek. In the University High School the student will find ample 
opportunity for preparing himself to enter with credit the Freshman 
Class. Gradnation in the High School, or its equivalent, will be rigidly 
required of those who pass into the Collegiate Department. 

1. THe First YEAR’s CLAss will, during the first term, study 
simultaneously English and Elocution. In English the logical, as well 
as the higher grammatical, analysis of sentences will claim attention; in 
Elocution, gesture and enunciation. Weekly exercises in composition 
and in class-debate, or in declamation, will be required; and these 
exercises will be continued in some form through all the courses. 
During the second term the subject of Rhetoric will be studied, with 
reference both to the clements and qualities of style in written 
composition, and to the preparation and delivery of addresses. Text 
books: Thring’s Grammatical Analysis, Hepburn’s Rhetoric, Russell’s 
American Elocutionist, Worcester’s Quarto Dictionary. 

2. THE SECOND YEAR’S CLASS will first learn something of the history, 
growth and power of words. It will then enter upon the scientific 
study of our Mother Tongue, beginning with the acquisition of Old 
English as the basisof English Grammar and the foundation of English 
Etymology. Text Books: Trench’s Study of Words, March’s Anglo 
Saxon Grammar and Reader, Earle’s Philology of the English Tongue, 
Professor’s lectures on the history, literature and grammatical 
structure of Karly English. 

8. In the ToirpD YEAR’sCLAsstheaim will be to take a full view of the 
language as to its origin, historical development, philological relations: 
native etymology and idiomatic power. Text Books: Morris’ English 
Accidence, Whitney’s Language and Study of Language. Professor’s 
lectures on the Scandinavian element in English; and onthe history, 
Methods and results of linguistic science. 

4, Tur FourtH YerAR’s CiaAss will study English Literature, 
occypying the first term mainly with literary biography and the 
reciprocal relations of History and Literature; and the second with 
the special subject of Poetry. Text books: Shaw’s New History of 
English and American Literature, ed. Backus, Hale’s Longer English 
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Poems, Rolfe’s Merchant of Venice, Reed’s English Literature. 
Lectures on Poetry as contrasted with Prose; and on Shakespere, 
including succession of his plays, as indicated by metrical tests and 
esthetic criticism, the political use of the stage in his time, and the 
growth of his mind and art as illastrated by his works. 


MODERN LANGUAGES. 
ALEX. J. QUINCHE, LL. D., PROFESSOR. 


French is taught throughout the four years of the B. S. Course, with 
two recitations per week. 

Students cf the A. B. and B. P. Course study French during the 
last year of their course, with four recitations per week. Text books: 
Keetels’ French Grammar, Litterature Francaise Contemporaine, Clas- 
sic French Plays, or equivaients. 

Though the French is the only Modern language prescribed in the 
curriculum, classes in other modern languages may be formed when- 
ever there is a demand for instruction in them. t 


’ MATHEMATICS. 
GENERAL C. W. SEARS, PROFESSOR. 


The Course in Mathematics for the B. A, and B. P. degrees extend 
through the first and second years, with five recitations each week; 
embracing, in the order named, Algebra, Geometry, Plane and Spheri- - 
cal Trigonometry, Land Surveyingand Levelling, with use of instru- 
ments on the field, Analytical Geometry. 

In addition to the above the B.S. Course has the Differential and 
Integral Caiculus through the first term of the third year. 


PHYSICS AND ASTRONOMY. 
ROBERT B. FULTON, M. A., PROFESSOR. 


Students in the B. A. and B. 8. Courses take up the studies of this 
Department in their third year; inthe B. P. Course they are com- 
menced in the second year. Students of the B. A. and B. P. Courses 
prosecute the subjects of study to the extent of Ganot’s Physics, 
Peck’s Mechanics, and Gummere’s Astronomy exclusive of the Appendix. 
Those of the B.S. Course study Ganot’s Physics, Smith’s Mechanics 
and Gummere’s Astronomy, with problems and practice in the use of 
instruments. ‘Those of the M. A. and PH. D. Courses study Bouchar- 
lat’s Mechanics, Practical Astronomy with the Appendix, and Problems 
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of Gummere’s or Bartlett’s Text, or a portion of the Mecanique Celeste. 
Definite work will be assigned to applicants for either of the two 
degrees last named. 

Lectures are delivered upon all the subjects of this Department, and 
illustrated by extensive and suitable apparatus.

CHEMISTRY AND NATURAL HISTORY. 
RICHAR2 W. JONES, M. A., PROFESSOR. 
THOMAS D. GREENWOOD, A. B., TUTOR. 


The course of instruction in Chemistry and Natural History, 
includes General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, 
Minerology, Geology. 

1. GENERAL CHEMISTRY is taught mainly by lectures delivered 
four times a week to the Junior classes in the different courses of 
study, and copiously illustrated by experiments; for which the Lecture 
room is well arranged and provided with ample and excellent appa- | 
ratus. 

The object of the Instructor is to give as complete and satisfactory a 
view as the time will allow of the whole province of Inorganic and 
Organic Chemistry, to impress firmly on the student’s mind the 
principles of the science, as developed in the light of the most recent 
researches and methods, and to furnish a thorough preparation for the 
intelligent study of Mineralogy, Geology and Scientific Agriculture, 
as well as for the independent investigation of the problems of Modern 
Science. 

Books of Reference.—Roscoe’s Shemistry, Barker’s do., Cooke’s 
Chemical Philosophy. 

2. PRACTICAL CHEMISTRY.—This course embraces the various 
kinds of manipuiation and laboratory work : 

Blowpipe Reactions, Qualitative Analysis, Quantitative Analysis. 
The work is so conducted as to be of special interest and advantage 
to such as wish to become Professional Chemists, Metallurgists, Min- 
eralogists, Geologists, Druggists and Physicians. 

Text Books and Books of Reference.—Elderhorst, Odling’s Practical 
Chemistry. Roscoe’s, Millers, Gmelin’s Fresenius’ Chemistry. Platt- 
ner, Rose, Atfield, Parrish’s Pharmacy, U. 5.

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Students in the Junior B. 8. Coarse devote four hours per week to 
Practical Chemistry. 

8. BoraNny AND ZooLocgy.—The Freshman Olass in the B. §. and 
b. P. Courses attends lectures and recitations in Botany three hours 
per week. 

The Sophomore Class of the B, 8. Course and the Senior of B. A. 
give the same time to Zoology. . 

Text Books.—Gray’s Lessons, Gray’s perce and Systematic 
Botany, Chapman’s Flora of the Southern States, Agassiz’ and Gould’s 
a eee Nicholson’s Manual of Zoology. 

4, MINERALOGY AND GrEoLoGy.—These subjects are taught in the 
Senior year by lectures, text books and practical work of the student. } 
The Markoe collection of Minerals affords superior advantages for 
the study of Mineralogy. Geology is explained and illustrated by 
diagrams, charts and a large collection of rocks and fossils from all the 

formations. 

Special attention will be given to the Chemistry of Geology, its 
economical products and its bearing on Agriculture. 

The Geological Survey of the State is complete and contains several 
thousand specimens of all the formations, fossils and varieties of soil, 
with many careful analyses of soils.

ETHICS, METAPHYSICS, PriLOSOPHY AND LOGIC. 


JAMES A. LYON, D. D., PROFESSOR. 





The subject of Ethics includes Moral Science, Natural Theology, 
and Evidences of Christianity, and is taught to the Senior Class two 
hours each week throughout the scholastic year. 

Metaphysics embraces the History of Ancient and Modern Philoso- 
phy, and is taught to the Junior Class three hours each week for the 
first six months of the year. Logic, and the principles of Eloquence 
are taught to the same class three hours each week during the re- 
mainder of the year. 

TEXT-BooKsS AND BooKs OF REFERENCE.—In “Ethics”? and 
“Christian Evidences:”’ Wayland’s Moral Science, and Alexander’s 
Evidences areused as Texts. The Department is, for the most part, 
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taught by Lectures. In “Mental Science:” Hamilton, Haven, Porter, 
Reed, Upham, Cousin, ete., ete. 

History OF PHiLosopHy.—Lectures on this subject mainly de- 
rived from the following Histories of Philosophy, viz: Stanley, En- 
field, Lewes, Schwegler, Ueberweg, Morell, Cousin, Stewart, Archer, 
Butler, ete. 

In Loaic.—McCosh, Bowen, Thompson, Mill, Hamilton, Wilson, 
ete. 

Moral Science, Evidences and Metaphysics are taught by tert and 
lectures combined. Natural Theology, History of Philosophy and 
Principles of Eloquence, exclusively by lecture. 


HISTORY AND POLITICAL ECONOMY. 
ALEX, P. STEWART, PROFESSOR. 


History is taught throughout the third year of the course for Bach- 
elorof Arts, and throughout the first year of the course for Bachelor 
ot Philosophy. . 

Instruction is givenin Ancient Geography, Chronology, Ancient, 
Medieval and Modern History. 

_ Political Economy, International Law and Science of Government 
are taught during the last year of each of the Undergraduate Courses. 


CABINETS AND APPARATUS. 


In Physical and Chemical Apparatus and in Cabinets of Minerals, 
Rocks, Shells and other fossils, the University of Mississippi is unsur- 
passed by any institution in the country, save those which are specially 
Scientific Schools. 

The Physical Apparatus, purchased of the most celebrated makers 
in America and Europe, includes all that is needed to give to a class 
a full and clear illustration of every important fact and principle in 
Physical Science. Each instrument is the best of its kind; and the 
University possesses many not usually found in such collections. 

The apparatus employed for the illustration of the subject of Me- 
chanics embraces, besides the pieces required for demonstrating fund- 
amental principles, models of various kinds of machinery, and contri- 
yances for exhibiting the various modifications and transformations 
of motion as employed in the practical working of machinery.  At- 
wood’s and Morin’s Machines for demonstrating the laws of falling 
bodies, and the reversible pendulum of Kater for showing the convert- 
ibility of the axes of oscillation and suspension, all made in Paris, are 
unsurpassed in finish and accuracy.

UNIVERSITY OF MISSISSIPPI. 





The principles governing the equilibrium and motion of liquids and 
gases can be illustrated in full by the contrivances of Haldat, Mariotte, 
and Venturi; and the working models of Bramah’s hydrostatic press, 
Barker’s mill, Archimedes’ screw, the hydraulic ram, the fire engine, 
syphon fountain, intermittent fountain, Hiero’s fountain, water wheels, 
and water pumps of every description, are important applications of 
these principles. 

There are condensing and exhausting air pumps of the best work- 
manship, and provided with every accessory needed in the experi- 
mental illustration of Pneumatics. There are five different barome- 
ters by the best makers, and of superior accuracy. 

For the subject of Heat there is a fine collection of thermometers 
of every description, pyrometers, reflectors, and all the appliances for 
demonstrating the principles pertaining to this branch of Physical 
Science. 

With Electrical Apparatus, the University is remarkably well fur- 
nished. The great double plate electrical machine is the largest ever 
consiructed—its two plates being each six foet in diameter—and is sup- 
plied with correspondingly large conductors and batteries. There is 
also a second machine of smaller dimensions, and both are accompa- 
nied by every device for demonstrating the principles, and showing 
the phenomena, belonging to Statical Electricity. 

The large Ruhmkorff induction coil, and the powerful diamagnetic 
apparatus have but few equals. The University is fully equipped with 
all the contrivances of Ampere and others for showing the mutual in- © 
fluence of electrical currents, and the existence of earth-currents. 

The principles of Electric Telegraphy can be practically illustrated, 
and the powerful electric light exhibited. 

The instruments for the Magnetic Observatory are cf the most ap- 
proved pattern and best workmanship. The dipping needle, declina- 
tion needle, and instruments for measuring magnetic intensity deserve 
special notice. 

There is a fine collection of steel and natural magnets. A mounted 
specimen of the latter will sustain over seventy-five pounds. 

The Acoustic Apparatus satisfies every requirement for class illus- 
tration. The collection was furnished by Secretan, of Paris, and in- 
ciudes everything needed to establish the laws governing the vibra- 
tions of strings, rods, plates and columns of air. There are models 
showing all the various contrivances used for the production and regu - 
Jation of sound in musical instruments, and also many curious appli- 
cations of these. The toothed wheel of Savart, and the siren of Cag- 
uard-Latour furnish excellent means for determining the number of 
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vibrations of any sounding body. Koenig’s apparatus for analyzing 
sound by manometric flames has lately been added to the collection. 

The Optical Apparatus made by Lerebours and Secretan, is unsur- 
passed in excellence and is sufficient to illustrate every branch of the 
Science. There are mirrors, lenses and prisms for demonstrating all 
the geometrical principles. A magnificent magic lantern with many 
elegant slides, a powerful solar microscope, a Spencerian compound 
microscope of the highest power, and a fine binocular by Grunow, 
are some of the pieces belonging to this part of the subject. 


The heliostat of Silberman with Soleil’s diffraction bane is capable 
of projecting finely all the fringes due to interference. These phe- 
nomena are further represented on a larzer scale by an extensive col- 
lection of elegant oil paintings and accurate diagrams. 

The subject of double refraction and polarization are finely ex- 
plained by Engel’s models, and the phenomena all exhibited by Nor- 
remberg’s, Arago’s and Biot’s instruments. The chromatics of polarized 
light can be elaborately shown by the varicus devices used for 
that purpose. 


The saccharimeters of Soleil] and Mitscherlich are important prac- 
tical parts of the collection, to which a first-rate spectroscope, from the 
celebrated shop of Browning, London, has recently been added. 

In the department of Astronomy, the apparatus was originally in- 
tended to be equal to any in the world. This plan was interrupted in 
1861, and has not yet been completed. But the University is, never- 
theless, supplied with all that is necessary for class instruction in 
this department—having an elegant planetarium, eleven feet in diame- 
ter, two 36-inch globes, a refracting telescope of six feet focal length, 
a portable transit and clock, and an elegant alt-azimuth repeating 
circle; which can illustrate the equatorial mounting of a telescope, 

The Laboratory for practical work in Chemistry is large, well con- 
structed for comfort, convenience and thorough ventilation; it has 
well-made tables and stands to accommodate twenty students working 
ata time. There isa good supply of gas and Bunsen’s gas burners. 
From the main body of the room are divided off three small apart- 
ments: A. Balance Room, with three sets of delicate apparatus. B. 
Professor’s Room. C. Chamber for noxious gasses used as re-agents. 
The following are some of the more important equipments: 

1. Vitter & Son’s large wrought iron furnace, with all the arrange- 
ments and attachments for affording a supply of fresh distilled water, 
fora large number of water and steam baths, for drying chambers, for 
preparation of essential oils, ete. 
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2. Masonry furnace, with extensive sand-baths and means for igni- 
tion. 

3. Gas furnace for organic analysis. 

4. Charcoal furnaces and various small implements for distillation, 
determination of vapor density, etc. 

5. Air pump, barometers and thermometers of the best construction. 

6. Blowpipe table with bellows, mouth blowpipes, ete. 
7. Pump and elevated water-tank. 
8. Bunsen’s filter pump for rapid filteration, Aspirators. 

9. Self-regulating apparatus for generating the several gases needed 
in analysis. 


10. Hood and flues for collecting and conveying off the waste vola-_ 


tilized products. 

11. Photographic apparatus. 

12. Spectroscope. 

13. Microscope. 

14. Powerful galvanic battery: 

15. Oxy-hydrogen blowpipe. 

16. A good supply of platinum, silver, porcelain glass and earthen- 
ware vessels, with the re-agents and substances necessary to the proper 
prosecution of the several kinds of practical work. 


The Geological Department possesses : 


1. A fine collection of accurate maps and charts, geological reports 


of the various State surveys, and specimens of rocks and fossils repre-_ 


senting the various formations. 


2. The special Geology of the State and its characteristic fossils are 
represented by an extensive collection, including specimens of rocks, 
soils, marls, lignites, etc., and all remarkable fossils found in the State. 

This collection is of great interest, especially to those who make ag- 
riculture their business. The collection of soils from every county 
in the State, together with the analyses which have been made of most 
of them, and which show all their characteristics, enable a student to 
comprehend at once the agricultural resources of every part of the 
State. - 


The Markoe Collection of Minerals—a rare and elegant one, pur- 
chased of Mr. Francis Markoe of Washington, is pronounced inferior 
to none in the world. It includes a large number of rocks, minerals, 
and fossils, sufficient for the fullest illustration of Mineralogy and kin- 
dred subjects. 

The Budd Cabinet contains a rich and varied collection of marine, 
terrestrial, and fluviatile shells. This collection is the result of twenty-

five years’ labor, and is believed to be unsurpassed in this country. 

Zoology is rendered more interesting and intelligible by maps show- 
ing the geographical distribution of animals, by a collection of verte- 
brates which is increased every year, by specimens from the Geological 
‘} Cabinet and the “Budd Collection.” 

This department aiso possesses maps showing the geographical dis- 
tribution of plants. 

‘The University Herbarium contains specimens of all the forms of 
vegetable life indigenous to Mississippi and some of the adjoining 
States. 

The Department of Natural History is supplied with several com- 
plete sets of models of crystal forms, several microscopes, Walloston’s 
Reflecting Goniometer, Hauy’s Goniometer, several complete cases 
of instruments and re-agents for practical work in the Department and 
for field investigations.

!. THE LAW SCHOOL. 
PACULTY.

In June, 1872, the Trustees dispensed with the necessity of two | 
years’ attendance in this Law School, and permitted the graduation of I 
a student who attends one year, provided he should pass a satisfactory 
examination. The degree, or diploma, thus obtained, is made by stat- 
lite a license to practice law in any court in Mississippi. The student 
may enter the class at any time, though he is advised to be here at 
the beginning of the session, about the first of October. 

The following are the subjects of study pursued in this School, and 
under each head is set down a list of those authors read from time to 
time on that particular topic: 

1. The Law of Real Estate——Blackstone, Kent, Washburn, and 
Blackwell on Tax Titles. 7 

2. The Law of Personal Property, including Contracts and Commer- 
cial Law.—Kent, Story and Parsons, and Benjamin on Sales, and Wil- 
liams on Personal Property, and Addison. F 

3. The Rights of Persons.—Blackstone, Kent, Shouler’s Domestic | 
Relations, and Angel and Ames on Corporations. 

4. The Law of Torts.—Addison on Torts. 

5. Criminal Law and Procedure.—Blackstone and Bishop. 

6. The Law of Practice, including Pleading and Evidence.—Stephen, 
Gould, Chitty, Greenleaf, Starkie’s Evidence, 8 Blackstone, Conkling’s 
United States Courts, and Bump on Bankruptcy. Moot Courts, also, 
have always been in use in this School. 
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7. Equity Jurisprudence, Pleading and Practice.—Adams, Story, 
and Daniel. 

8. Constitutional Law.—Cooley, Kent and Story. 

9. International Law, including Private International Law or the 
Conflict of Laws.—Wharton’s Conflict of Laws, Story, Kent and 
Wheaton. 


Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, and 
lectures are not read to the class, for law is too abstruse a learning to 


-be taught after that fashion. One of the chief advantages of a law 


school—and especially one not overcrowded with students—is that by 
a rigorous course of examination, repeated with every student every 
day on his day’s reading, thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mas- 
tery of the subject. In this school every student is thus examined 
every day, about three hours a day being devoted to this exercise, 
and explanation being given on those points which this rigorous exam- 
ination may show that the student does not sufficiently understand. 

A practice has also been adopted here of requiring the students fre- 
quently, to write down in the recitation room, a synopsis of their 
latest reading, in order to compel them to that accuracy which is 
essential to a lawyer; and each student is in turn required to stand 
up before the class, and in a manner as decent and quiet as possible, 
to deliver an oral statement of the contents of the chapter, and 
sometimes a synopsis of the book under perusal. This is done to train 
the young men to the art of forensic oratory ; for they are not allowed 
to deliver a memorialized statement, and their exercise amounts to the 
same thing as an oral argument at the bar, is perhaps the only practi- 
cal mode of teaching the art of public speaking. Obviously, the 
fewer the students, the more training of this kind each one can 
obtain. 


No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, to 
master the voluminous learning of the law, need be told of the dismal 
and often overpowering dreariness of such an undertaking. Black- 
stone, after quoting a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Speelman’s confes- 
sion, that such a trial had made his soul sink within him, condemns 
the effort to learn law by “sequestering one’s self from the world, and 
by a tedious, lonely process, extracting the theory of the law from a 
mass of undigested learning.” He equally condemns the effort to 
learn ‘‘it by an assiduous attendance on the conrts to pick up theory 
and practice together.” A law school gives the student immense relief 
from this painful irksomeness, attending .his first year or two’s plod- 
ding in the endless volumes of the law. 
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Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship of 
studying in classes, and from the daily examinations. The students 
are constantly discussing their studies, not only with the Professor, 
but with each other, and their interest is thus prevented from flag- 
ging, and their daily work from becoming repulsive. 

Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, and of 
a much livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous, prosecution of his 
studies, to be derived by a law student from the daily discussion of a 
law school, there is another question, namely, whether a law office or 
a law school be the better place for learning law ina scientific method, 
such as every man must pursue to obtain success; and on this ques- 
tion, the attention of students and of the profession is invited to the 
opinion of Sir William Blackstone: 

” says he, “for one or two shining excep- 
tions, experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer educated to 
the bar in subservience to attorneys and solicitors, will find that he has 
begun at the wrong end. If practice be the whole he is taught, prac-

tice must also be the whole he will ever know. He must never 
aspire to form, and seldom expect to comprehend, any arguments 
drawn a priori, fiom the spirit of the laws and the natural foundation 
of justice.” 

On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says: 

“Tf the student will afford himself here a year or two further leisure, 
to lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and scientific 
method, without thirsting too early to attain that practice which it is 
impossible he should rightly comprehend, he will afterward proceed 
with the greatest ease, and will unfold the most intricate points with 
an intuitive rapidity and clearness.”

Legislature assigning two-fifths of the Congressional donation for this 
purpose, to the University of Mississippi. : 

In accordance with the explicit terms of the Act of Donation, the 
course is intended, not to turnout mere apprentices to the art of agri- 
culture, but “to teach, without excludivg other scientificand classical 
studies, and including military tactics, such branches of learning as 
are related to Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts, * * * * in 
order to promote the liberal.and practical education of the industrial 
classes in the several pursuits and professions of life.’ Agriculture 

is, therefore, to be taught as a profession, requiring varied knowledge 
and a liberal education, and fully equal in dignity to other professions: 
usually so designated.

Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the school will 
be examined in English Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic (including

Instruction in the Special Agriculture and Geology of the State will 
be based upon the extensive collection of soils, sub-soils, marls and 
rocks, from all portions of the State, which is one of the most impor- 
tant results of the State Agricultural Survey. Students wall thus be 
taught, not only what they should do in certain suppositious cases, 
but what are, in fact and practice, the cases they will have to deal 
with in their own State. 

Studenis desirous of engaging in other studies than those embraced 
in the full curriculum, can doso, provided they are prepared to pursue 
them profitably, and do not aspire to the diploma of B. 8. A.; which 
will, nevertheless, be awarded to any student sustaining a satisfactory 
examination in all the subjects embraced in the course. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the location 
of students in their rooms. They report their location to the Chan- 
cellor, and are not at liberty to change it without his permission. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the room occupied 
by them at the close of the session may do so, provided they attend 
punctually ; but if they are not personally present at the time of 
general allotment, rooms will not be reserved, except in special cases. 

Every Study-room in the University is designed for two students. 
No student can draw for a room in his own name singly; nor can a 
student who desires to hold the same room from one session to another, 
and whose room-mate may have retired, be allowed the privileges, 
unless he obtains another room-mate. 

Absences from the University during the session are not permitted 
except from reasons of importance. The parent has, at all times, the 
right to withdraw his son entirely, without reason assigned; 
but without so withdrawing him he,.cannot relieve him of the 
obligation to attend on his duties at the University. The incidental 
absences of students during the session are exceedingly disadyvan-, 
tageous, both to themselves and to the University. While, there- 
fore, the Faculty permit them in cases where propriety or urgent 
necesity seems to make them unavoidable, they hold it to be a duty 
to enquire into the reasons for which the permission is solicited. 

At theend of every month during the session, and at the end of the 
first termin Fe>ruary, and at the close of the session in June, a cir- 
cular is addressed to the parent or guardian of each student, giving 
such information in regard to the standing and deportment of the , 
student as may be esteemed most important. In any case in which 
the irregularities of the student’s attendance upon college exercises 
exceed a.certain limit, a special notice is sent to draw attention to the 
fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University 
execpt on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his parent or 
guardian. The Law provides that no certificate of discharge shall be 
delivered to a student; but that such certificate, when issued, shall be 
addressed to the parent or guardian, at his usual post-office.

It 
is the earnest desire of the Board of Trustees and Faculty to keep the 
cost of education here at the lowest reasonable limit, so as to place the 
advantages afforded by the University within reach of the greatest 
number. It will be seen, by reference to the Table of Expenses, that it is 
not necessary when your son or ward leaves home for the University 
to provide him with a large sum of money. All he needs is just 
enough to pay his traveling expenses, the University dues, his board 
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for a month or twoin advance, and to purchase a few text books 
Other amounts can be sent when needed. Almost any student will be 
ruined by having always plenty of money in his pocket, and he will be 
the cause of ruin toothers. Therefore, no matter what your circum- 
stances, use a spare hand in supplying money to your son or ward at 
the University. ; 

The conditions of admission and the course of study Jiave been 
adapted to the exigencies of the times. They are comprehensive 
enough to insure good scholarship, with reasonable diligence on the 
part of the student. 

To turn out good scholars, of industrious and frugal habits, well- 
grounded in the principles of a high Christian morality, will be the 
aim steadily kept in view by the Faculty.

PLAN OF INSTRUCTION IN THE UNIVERSITY. 


This Plan embraces three general Departments, viz: 


t. A Department of Preparatory Education. 
2. A Department of Science, Literature and the Arts. 


3. A Department of Professional Education. 
I. DEPARTMENT OF PREPARATORY EDUCATION. 


The first of these general Departments consists of a University 
High School, in which are taught the branches of study prelimi- 
nary to the University courses, viz: English, Latin, Greek and 
Mathematics, together with a course of Commercial Science, in- 
cluding Penmanship and Book-Keeping. 


II, DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE AND THE ARTS, 


Under the second are included five distinct courses of study, 
three of which are undergraduate courses, and /fwo are post-grad- 
uate courses. 


1. UNDERGRADUATE COURSES, 


The three Undergraduate Courses are known as: 1, The Course 
for Bachelor of Arts; 2, The Course for Bachelor of Science; 3, 
The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy. <A student has free 
choice of these courses, but the studies prescribed for each course 
are all compulsory for that course. 

1. Zhe Course for Bachelor of Arts requires four years for its 
completion, and embraces the studies following : 

For the first year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics. 
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For the second year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics. 

For the third year, English, Latin, Greek, Physics, Chemistry, 
Metaphysics, Logic, History. 

For the fourth year, English, French, Greek, Optics, Astronomy, 
Geology, Mineralogy, Zoology, Political Economy. 

2. Lhe Course for Bachelor of Science, requires four years for 
its completion, and embraces the studies following : 

For the first year, English, Latin, French, Mathematics, Botany. 

For the second year, English, Latin, French, Mathematics, 
Zoology. # 

For the third year, English, French, Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry, Metaphysics, Logic. 

For the fourth year, English, French, Optics, Astronomy, Ge- 
ology, Mineralogy, Ethics, Potitical Economy. 

3. The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy is Elective and em- 
braces the studies of any seven of the nine existing departments, 
Viz: 

Greek, Latin, Modern Languages, English, Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry and Natural History, Mental and Moral Science, His- 
tory and Political Economy. | 








2 POST GRADUATE COURSES. 
i. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF M. A. 


The Degree of Master of Arts may be conferred on Bachelors of 
Arts or Bachelors of Science,,of at least one year’s standing, on 
passing a satisfactory examination on any one of the six following 
courses. Applications for this degree by graduates of other insti- 
tutions will be entertained by the Faculty, and a special course of 
work assigned in each case. 

The Subjects embraced in these six courses, respectively, are : 

I. Mathematics, Modern Languages, History, and Political 
Economy. 

_ II. Physics and Astronomy, Latin Language and Literature, 
English Language and Literature. 

III. Chemistry and Natural Science, Greek Language and Lit- 

erature, Ethics and Metaphysics. 
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IV. Mathematics, Ethics and Metaphysics, Greek Language 
and Literature. 


V. Physics and Astronomy, Latin Language and Literature, 
History and Political Economy. 

VI. Chemistry and Physical Science, Modern Languages, Eng- 
lish Language and Literature. 

Ln Mathematics—Church’s Differential and Integral Calculus will 
be used. 

Ln French—Pujol’s Grammar, with Literature; Corinne, or His- 
tory of Charles XII. 

Ln Physics and Astronomy—Candidates for the cegrec of Mo A. 
may choose any one of the following schemes: 

I. An extended general course on Physics, such as that included 
in the treatise of Thompson and Tait. — 

II. An extended special course embracing one or more special 
branches, e. ¢., Dynamical theory of Heat or Undulating theory 
of Light. ; } 

III. An extended course on Mechanics. 

IV. An extended course on Astronomy. 

Definite information will be given to candidates upon applica- 
tion to the Professor in charge of the department.

required. 


Ln English—Heine’s Beowulf; Whitney’s Language and Study of 
Language; Dowden’s Mind and Art of Shakspere. 
Ln Chemistry and Natural istory—Qualitative Analysis, two hours 
daily in Laboratory; Agricultural and Economic Chem- 
istry, three hours weekly; Gray’s Structural and Syste- 
matic Botany; Dana’s Mineralogy; Dana’s Geology ; 4 
Sowerby’s Conchology; with two hours practical exer- 
cises daily, in addition to the daily recitation. 
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Ln History and Political Economy— Adam Smith’s Wealth of 
Nations; Malthus on Population; Ancient, Middle and 
Modern History; Ancient Geography ; Chronology. 
By consent of the Faculty, an equivalent may be substituted 
for any one subject, and one only, in any selected course. 
Applications for the degree must be made through the Chan- 
cellor, by the First Monday in November of each year. 


11. COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF PH. D. 


This degree is a professional one, implying the ability of the 
recipient to teach, practice and expand, by independent research, 
the branches of knowledge wherein he graduates. Candidates 
for the degree of Ph. D. are required to furnish evidence that 
they have either accomplished the course of B. A., in all its parts, 
as required in this Institution, or in some other of equal grade, 
or, in case no regular Collegiate course has been pursued, to 
prove, by examination, that they possess an equivalent amount of 
knowledge. . 

The requirements for graduation shall be special proficiency in 
any three Departments of knowledge, (as usually defined,) and 
the presentation of a satisfactory dissertation, on some subject of 
original research connected therewith. For degrees in the Natural 
Sciences, a knowledge of the French and German Languages 1s 
a pre-requisite ; in other cases, a knowledge of any Modern Lan- 
guage, in addition to the English, will be required. ‘The final ex- 
amination for this degree will be held in the presence of the whole 
Faculty, at any time during the session, when the candidate may 
deem himself prepared to undergo the same, and he must be rec- | 
ommended for examination by at least two of the Professors in | 








whose departments he expects to graduate. In this examination 
all members of the Faculty will be at liberty to question the can- 
didate upon any subject embraced in the degree, or in the prelim- 
inary courses.

TERMS OF ADMISSION IN THE DEPARTMENT OF ARTS. 


| 1. Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the 
Bachelor of Arts Course must be able to sustain a satisfactory ex- 
amination on Butler's English Grammar, First Lessons in English 
Composition, Geography and Arithmetic. Students will be exam- 
ined also upon Davies’ Elementary Algebra, to Equations of the 
second degree, and, besides the foregoing, the following books, 
or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek: Latin Grammar, (Hark- 
ness’ or Andrews and Stoddard’s), Cesar, any two of Cicero’s 
Orations, two books of the Atneid of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek 
Grammar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, and the first 
book of the Anabasis. 

z. Apphcants for advanced classes ‘must be proficient in the 
studies prescribed in preliminary classes. 
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3. Candidates for the first year’s class of the Bachelor of 
Science Course will be examined on all the studies required for 
the first year of the Bachelor of Arts Course, except the Greek. 

4. Candidates for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course will be 
examined on the same, with the addition of the whole of Davies’ ° 
Elementary Algebra, or its equivalent, omitting the studies not 
embraced in their course. 









5. The age of admission to the first year of any course is at 
least szxteen years; a proportional increase of age is required for an 






advanced class. In case of superior qualifications the Faculty 
have power to dispense with this requisition. 












6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all can- 
didates for admission ; and if from another College, this certificate 
must show that the student was honorably discharged. 

7. Candidates for admission must report to:the Chancellor or 
Vice-Chancellor within twenty-four hours after their arrival. All 








who present themselves will be examined on Thursday and Friday 






preceding Commencement; others, at the opening of the Fall 









‘Term. 





8. The attention of ‘parents, and of candidates for admission, 





is called to the Act passed at the last session of the Legislature 
prohibiting the carrying of concealed weapons, and also to the 
following Article of the Laws of the University : 

‘‘Every student, upon his entrance into College, shall be ear- 
nestly admonished, by the Chancellor, of his responsibility to the 
laws and regulations of the University, and of his duty to yield 
them implicit obedience; and he shall be required.to state that he 
has no fire-arms or deadly weapons in his possession, or in the 
possession of others for him, or if he have such, to deliver the 
same to the Chancellor.” 












TERMS, EXAMINATIONS, ETC. | 






The session consists of nine consecutive months. divided into 
two terms of four and a half months each. ‘The first term begins 
on the last Thursday in September, annually, and continues to the 
middle of February. The second term, beginning at the close of 
the first, continues to the last Thursday of June following. The 
session of 1878—79 begins on Thursday, September 26th. 

There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The 
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first (which is the Intermediate or Semi-annual Examination) is 
held during the second week of February, and the second (which 
is the Annual Examination) begins with that of the Graduating 
Classes, one month before Commencement, and the remaining 
classes are examined during the latter half of the month of June. 
These examinations are both written and oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of 
June, on which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are con- 
ferred. On the preceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the 
University Chapel before the Trustees,.Faculty, Students and 
citizens assembled, by some Minister of the Gospel previously ap- 
pointed. ‘The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are 
occupied by exhibitions of elocution from students, and by Hon- 
orary orations. ) 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to 
graduates of the various courses who have finished the prescribed 
curriculum, and have sustained a satisfactory examination in all 
the studies of the course whose degree they propose to take. 


VACATIONS. 


The vacations during the year are two. ‘The Summer vacation 
begins on the last Friday of June, and continues until the last 
Thursday of September; the recess at Christmas begins on or near 
the 24th of December and closes on the 1st of January. Parents 
and guardians are earnestly requested zo¢ to call their sons or 
wards home before the holidays begin, and to send them back in 
time to be at duty on the 1st day of January. 


PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel of 
the University, and all the students are required by law to be 
present. Itis also expected that they attend divine service in 
some one of the churches of Oxford on the Sabbath; and a proper 
observance of the Sabbath is exacted of every student. 


LIBRARIES. 


The Libraries of the University contain over six thousand 
volumes, which have been carefully selected with the view of sup- 
plying all the needs of classical, scientific and law students. The 
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Department of Ancient Classical Literature is complete; that of 
Science is well supphed with works on every branch. ‘The De- 
partment of History, Poetry, Biography, Theology, Geography, 
Travels, etc., contain the standard works on each subject. All 
students connected with the University have access to the Library, 
which is opened at stated times, weekly, for the receipt and deliv- 
ery of books. Several hundred volumes have been added to the 
Library during the past year. 

The Phi Sigma and Hermeean Societies have Libraries containing 
in the aggregate some twenty-five hundred volumes, which are 
accessible to the members. 


READING ROOM. 


A Reading Room has been fitted up by the Board and furnished 
with leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews and Mag- 
azines, for the benefit of the Faculty and students. 


PRIZES. 


PRIZES FOR DECLAMATION. 
Ses THE UNIVERSITY. 


The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in Elocution, 
consisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes must 
be second year’s students. ‘The Monday previous to the last 
Thursday of June is the day set apart for the Prize Declamation. 
Disinterested judges are chosen by the authorities of the Univer- 
sity, annually, who decide upon the merits of these declaimers, | 
and assign the medals to the two who rank in point of excellence 
as first and second speakers. 


2, PY THE POCIETIES. 


Each of the Literary Societies, the Herman and Phi Sigma, 
has established a Prize for excellence in Elocution. The candi- 
dates must be students of the first year. ‘The prizes consist of 
gold medals. The day of the prize declamation of the Hermzean 
Society is fixed for the Friday, and that of the Phi Sigma Society, 
for the Saturday before Commencement. 


FOREIGN PRIZES. 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English 
Literature for the department which he conducts. 
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1. The Early English Text Society, of London, offers a prize 
‘“to the best scholar in English before Chaucer.” ‘This is bestowed 
upon the student of the Junior Class who presents the best written 
examination in old English. . 

2. The New Shakspere Society (London) offers a prize for the 
best examination paper in English Literature, in which some 
prominence is given to the criticism of Shakspere’s plays. This is 
bestowed in the Senior Class, whose work in English’is confined 
to the Literature of the Language. — 


These prizes consist of Reprints of the Society’s publications, 
and are valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 


LITERARY ASSOCIATIONS. 


The Phi Sigma and Hermzan Societies are Literary in their 
character, consisting of students meeting during the forenoon of 
every Saturday, for the purpose of improvement in debate, decla- 
mation and composition. 

A similar organization exists among the Law students. 


THE SOCIETY OF ALUMNI. 


This Association meets annually, during the Commencement 
week for the transaction of business, and an address is delivered 
on the occasion by a member previously selected. The Wednes- 
day evening of Commencement week is reserved for this address. 


ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Over two hundred students may be accommodated in the three 
large dormitories on the Campus, and students may occupy these’ 
buildings for lodging, or lodge in private families as they may 
prefer. | 

Accommodations may be found for all who may attend. 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 


The principle that distinguishes the present scheme of this De- 
partment is that of election of courses. A student may choose 
any one of three courses, but all the studies prescribed.in any 
course are compulsory for that course, and necessary to the degree 
for which the student is a candidate. No. student will be per- 
mitted to drop any given study until he has completed the term 
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examination in that study. 


Students, however, may pursue select 


studies, for such a length of time as they may choose, under certain 


restrictions.

At their meeting in June, 1877, the Board of Trustees adopted 
the following resolutions: 

r. Lesolved, That when a student shall have completed satisfac- 
torily the longer course of instruction in any department, a De- 
partment Diploma shall be awarded him therefor, (provided that 
when he takes a Diploma in a single department his minimum 
grade shall be 80) and delivered to him on Commencement Day, 
and when he shall have completed satisfactorily the shorter course 








in any department he shall in the same manner receive a Certifi- 
cate of Proficiency. 

2. That a holder of a Department Diploma shall be considered 
an Alumnus after he shall have ceased to be a student in the 
University. ; 

3. Any student who shall have obtained Department Diplomas 
or Certificates of Proficiency in any seven of the existing depart- 





ments (Greek, Latin, Modern Languages, English, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry and. Natural History, Mental and Moral 
Science, History and Political Economy,) shall have conferred 
upon him the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. 

4..That the condition of the A. B. and B. S. courses remain 
unchanged, except that Diplomas and Certificates of Proficiency 
be awarded upon the completion of the departments in accord- 
ance with resolution No. 1. 

Provided, however, that should any student make the rise or be 
entitled to a Department Diploma or Certificate of Proficiency in 
all departments save one, and shall have made a respectable grade 
in that one, though falling below the average, he may, in the first 
instance, be advanced by. the Faculty, and in the last instance be 
recommended by it, and receive a Diploma in the course of

GREE LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


JOR VHEAT, D. D.,>oPROFESSOR: 


During the first two years, thorough instruction is given in the 
grammatical forms and syntax of the language, ‘with translation 
into ;pure idiomatic English, both oral and written, and with con- 
stant blackboard exercises and a careful analysis of the text: 
Special attention is also paid to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, while embra- 
cing the above method, includes also the subjects of derivation, 





formation and composition of words and prosody. Lectures are 
delivered from time to time on the general subjects of Greek 





Literature, designed, at the same time, as far as possible, to give 
a correct view of the social, religious and political life of the 
Greeks. Text-books are fully enumerated in the ‘‘Summary of 
ine’ Courseorstudy,” on pp. 31-33.

The study of the Latin Language extends through three years 
of the A. B. and two of the B. S. course. 
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The Freshman Class read Curtius or De Amicitia and Livy, 
review the Grammar, and have written and oral exercises in trans- 
lating English into Latin. 

The Sophomore Class read the Odes, Satires and Epistles of 
Horace, (devoting, while perusing this author, especial attention 
to Prosody and Mythology) and the Agricola of ‘Tacitus—continue 
the study of Grammar and translate English into Latin. 

The Junior Class read Selections from Juvenal or other Latin 
Poets, and Quintilian, or Cicero’s De Ovficils, and have exercises 
in extempore translation of Latin into English.

ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


JOHN LIPSCOMB JOHNSON, PROFESSOR. 
AVENT A. WALTER, “ASSISTANT. 


A revolution is now taking place in the educational world in 
regard to the study of English. There has long been a growing 
discontent in the minds of many, both in England and America, 





arising from the conviction that their best institutions of learning 
have failed to do all their proper work; that their graduates, with 
thorough and elegant scholarship in many branches of polite edu- 
cation, have been sent forth into society without a corresponding 
acquaintance with their own language. Wise and thoughtful 
observers have murmured because our young men have been 
allowed to leave college, knowing indeed many things, and know- 
ing them well, but lacking the power to communicate with facility 
the knowledge they possess; and they have protested earnestly 
and loudly against the perpetuation of a system which brings re- 
proach upon itself, from the life-long injury it inflicts upon the 
student. . 

These murmurs have been heard, these protests considered; and 
not without hopeful results. Among those men whose views 
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fashion and guide the public mind, the opinion grows daily that 
in all our literary institutions the study of the English language 
ought to be made more prominent; that, while for the scientific pur- 
pose of mental discipline it is equal to any foreign tongue, it is for 
practical value far superior to any; in fine, that for an English- 
speaking youth, his mother-tongue and the great works written in 
it are the noblest literary study, and the power of wielding that 
tongue well the noblest literary gain. 

Along with this growing sense of the value of the knowledge of 
English, there is an enlarging view of the importance of an ac- 
quaintance with the earlier forms of the language. ‘‘It is strange,” 
says Dr. F. A. March, ‘‘that there should have been no more 
study of Anglo-Saxon, the mother of our mother-tongue. There 
is talk enough about it. From the way our orators and critics 
dilate upon the glories of the Anglo-Saxon tongue, and the beauty 
and power of an Anglo-Saxon style, one would suppose that every- 
body studies it. But it is only within the last ten years that it has 
had any place in our common American college course. The 
course has now been widened, and there are many things to be said 
in favor of admitting the grandmother-tongue. . . . Almost all 
our grammatical forms are Anglo-Saxon. The difficulties of our 
language, whether in spelling, in the irregular formation of modes 
and tenses, or of plurals or genders, or in the peculiar combina- 
tions of syntax, are almost all to be referred to Anglo-Saxon, and 


most of them are there easily understood; they are now’ difficult 
y 5 y 


because they are relics of habits and forms which have passed away. 
No class of teachers need to know Anglo-Saxon so much as teachers 
of English grammar. ‘Teachers in our common schools, and 
much, more in our high schools and academies, might use it with 
every lesson in grammar or language; and they are always in 
danger of being asked questions they cannot answer without 
knowing it. Pupils will ask whether /ofn’s book is a contraction 
of John his book; how comes goose to have geese for its plural and 
gander for its masculine; how comes dady to be the feminine of 
lord ; what does the 72 mean when you say “0 err ts human ; should 
we parse J asked him a question by supplying ¢o before Aim; and 
so on without end. But such questions cannot be answered with- 
out knowing Anglo-Saxon. Ingenious teachers reason about them 
with infinite subtlety and no end, and demonstrate how they must 
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be—both ways; when a single look at an Anglo-Saxon sentence 
settles the matter. No teacher can safely decide such questions 
without knowing the old forms.” In accordance with this view, 
the aim of this department is to give the student such knowledge 
of the earliest facts of the language as will enable him to handle 
intelligently all the more difficult forms of the modern speech. 
And this knowledge once attained, it is sought constantly to apply 
in all the subsequent studies of the course. Large experience in 
the use of this method of teaching only strengthens the conviction 
of the Professor, that this is the only true way to those attainments 
which make a man master of his own tongue. 











1. The Freshman class is occupied mainly with the study of 
Rhetoric, giving attention both to the elements and the qualities of 
style in written composition and to the preparation and delivery 
of addresses. Instruction is given on the subject of Gesture also ; 
and frequent exercises in composition and in class-debate, or in 
declamation, are required. Something is then learned of the his- 
tory, growth and power of words, chiefly of the Romanic class. 
Text-books: Hill’s Science of Rhetoric, Trench’s Study of Words, 
Worcester’s Dictionary. 

2. The Sophomore class enters upon the scientific study of the 
mother-tongue, beginning with Anglo-Saxon as the basis of our 
grammar and the foundation of English etymology. Then follows 
a comparison of the earlier English with the later. The text-books 
used are, March’s Anglo-Saxon Grammar and Reader, and Trench’s 
English Past and Present. But much of the work of this class is 





furnished directly by the Professor, there being as yet no satisfac- 
tory treatise on the etymology of words purely Saxon. 

3. The Junior class, continuing the same general plan, takes a 
full view of the language, as to its origin, historical development 
and philological relations. The Danish element, brought directly 
into contact with our early speech, and the kindred elements com- 
ing through the Norman conquest; the history, methods and 
results of linguistic science are carefully discussed by lectures. The 
biography of our best writers is then studied, thus preparing for 
the work of the next year. Text-books: Morris’ English Acci- 
dence, Shaw’s New History of English Literature, ed. Backus. 

4. The Senior class studies Poetry, ‘‘the noblest portion of our 
noble literature,” becoming acquainted with our most prominent 
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authors, and concluding the course with Shakspere. Text-books: 
Reed’s English Literature, Hale’s Longer English Poems, Hud- 
son’s Life, Art and Characters of Shakspere. Lectures are de- 
livered on the succession of Shakspere’s plays, as indicated by 
metrical tests and esthetic criticism, and on the growth of his 
mind and art as illustrated by his works. 








MODERN LANGUAGES. 


ALEX. J. QUINCHE, LL. D., PROFESSOR. 
French is taught throughout the four years of the B. S. Course, 
with two recitations per week. 
_ Students of the A. B. and B. P. Courses study French during the 
last year of their respective courses with four recitations per week. 
Text-books: Keetel’s French Grammar, Litterature Francaise 
Contemporaine, Classic French Plays, or equivalents. 
Though the French is the only Modern language prescribed in 





the curriculum, classes in other modern lanzuages may be formed 
whenever there 1s a demand for instruction in them. | 


MATHEMATICS. 
GENERAL CLAUDIUS W. SEARS, PROFESSOR. 


hes Gore Mathematics for the By A. and B. P.idegrees 
extend through the first and second years, with five recitations 
each week; embracing, in the order named, Algebra, Geometry, 
Plane and Spherical Trigonometry, Land Surveying and Levelling, 
with use of instruments on the field, Analytical Geometry. 

In addition to the above the B. S. Course has the Differential 
and Integral Calculus through the first term of the third year. 





PHYSICS AND ASTRONOMY. 
ROBERT B. FULTON, .M. .A., PROFESSOR. 


Students in the B. A. and B. S. Courses take up the studies of 
this Department in their third year; in the B. P. Course they are 
commenced in the second year. Students of the B. A. and B. P. 
Courses prosecute the subjects of study to the extent of Ganot’s 
Physics, Peck’s Mechanics, and Gummere’s Astronomy, excluszve of 
the Appendix. Those of the B. S. Course study Ganot’s Physics, 
Smith’s Mechanics and Gummere’s Astronomy, with problems and 
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practice in the use of instruments. Those of the M. A. and PH. 
D. Courses study Boucharlat’s Mechanics, Practical Astronomy 
with the Appendix, and Problems of Gummere’s or Bartlett’s 
Text, or a portion of the Mecanique Celeste. Definite work will 
be assigned to applicants for either of the two degrees last named. 

A class in Practical Telegraphy is taught, to which members of 
any College or High School class may be admitied. During the 
past session this class numbered twenty members, all of whom 
made commendable progress. 

Lectures are delivered upon all the subjects of this Department, 
and illustrated by extensive and suitable apparatus.

CHEMISTRY AND NATURAL HISTGRY. 
RICHARD. W. JONES, M. A., PROFESSOR.

The course of instruction in Chemistry and Natural History, 
includes General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, 
Mineralogy, G-ology. 

I. GENERAL CHEMISTRY Is taught mainly by lectures delivered 
four times a week to the Junior classes in the different courses of 
study, and copiously illustrated by experiments; for which the 
room is well arranged and provided with ample and excellent ap- 
paratus. 

The object of the instructor is to give as complete and satisfac- 
tory a view as the time will allow of the whole province of Jnor- 
ganic and Organic Chemistry, to impress firmly on the student’s 
mind the-prznciples of the science, as developed in the light of the 
most recent researches and methods, and to furnish a thorough 
preparation for the intelligent study of Mineralogy, Geology and 
Scientific Agriculture, as well as for the independent investigation 
of the problems 9f Modern Science. 

Books of Reference.—Roseoe’s Chemistry, Cooke’s Chemical 
Philosophy, Fownes’ Chemistry. 
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2. PRacTICAL CHEMISTRY.—This course embraces the various 
kinds of manipulations and laboratory work : 

Blowpipe Reactions, Qualitative Analysis, Quantitative Anal- 
ysis. The work is so conducted as to be of special interest and 
advantage to such as wish to become Professional Chemists, Met- 
allurgists, Mineralogists, Geologists, Druggists and Physicians.

A. give the same time to Zoology.

4. MINERALOGY AND GrEoLocy.—These subjects are taught in 
the Senior year by lectures, text books and practical work of the 
student. 


Tne Markoe collection of Minerals affords superior advantages 
for the study of Mineralogy.. Geology is explained and illustrated 
by diagrams, charts and a large collection of rocks and fossils 
from all the formations. 


Special attention will be’ given to the Chemistry of Geology, its 
economical products and its bearing on Agriculture.

The subject of Ethics includes Moral Science, Natural Theology, 
and Evidences of Christianity, and. is taught to the Senior Class 
two hours each week throughout the scholastic year. 

Metaphysics embraces the History of Ancient and Modern 
Philosophy, and is taught to the Junior Class three hours each 
week for the first six months of the year. Logic, and the princi- 
ples of Eloquence are taught to the same class three hours each 
week during the remainder of the year. 

TExT-Books AND Books OF REFERENCE.—In ‘‘Ethics” and 
‘Christian Evidences,” Wayland’s Moral Science, and Alexander’s 
Evidences are used as Zexts. The Department is, for the most 
part, taught by Lectures. In ‘‘Mental Science:’ Hamilton, 
Haven, Porter, Reed, Upham, Cousin; etc., etc. 

History or PHiLosopHy.—Lectures on this subject mainly 
derived from the following Histories of Philosophy, viz: Stanley, 
Enfield, Lewes, Schwegler, Ueberweg, Morell, Cousin, Stewart, 
Archer, Butler, Francis Bowen, Dr. McCosh.

History is taught throughout the third year of the courses for 
Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Philosophy. 

Instruction is given in Ancient Geography, Chronology, 
Ancient, Medizeval and Modern History.

The apparatus employed for the illustration of the subject of 
Mechanics embraces, besides the pieces required for demonstrating 
fundamental principles, models of various kinds of machinery, 
and contrivances for exhibiting the various modifications and 
transformations of motion as employed in the practical working of 
machinery.

for showing the convertibility of the axes of oscillation and suspen- 
sion, all made in Paris, are unsurpassed in finish and accuracy. 

The principles governing the equilibrium and motion of liquids 
and gasses can be illustrated in full by the contrivances of Haldat, 
Mariotte, and Venturi; and the working models of Bramah’s 
hydrostatic press, Barker’s mill, Archimedes’ screw, the hydraulic 
ram, the fire engine, syphon fountain, intermittent fountain, 
Hiero’s fountain, water wheels and water pumps of every descrip- 
tion, are important applications of these principles. 

There are condensing and exhausting air pumps of the best 
workmanship, and provided with every accessory needed in the 
experimental illustration of Pneumatics. There are five different 
barometers, by the best makers, and of superior accuracy. 

For the subject of Heat there is a fine collection of thermom- 
eters of every description, pyrometers, reflectors and all the appli- 
ances for demonstrating the principles pertaining to this branch of 


Physical Science. on 
With Electrical Apparatus, the University is remarkably well 


furnished. The great double plate electrical machine is the 
largest ever constructed—its two plates being each six feet in diam- 
eter—and is supplied with correspondingly large conductors and 
batteries. There is also a second machine of smaller dimensions, 
and both are accompanied by every device for demonstrating the 
principles, and showing the phenomena, belonging to Statical 
Electricity. @ 
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The large Ruhmkorff induction coil, and the powerful diamag- 
metic apparatus have but few equals. The University is fully 
equipped with all the contrivances of Ampere and others for 
showing the mutual influence of electrical currents, and the exist- 
ence of earth-currents. 

Additions recently made to the electrical apparatus enable the 
department to exhibit the most approved modes of electric illumi- 
nation, and the most powerful diamagnetic and inductive action. 
Working models of Telephonic apparatus have also been added. 

The instruments for the Magnetic Observatory are of the most 
approved pattern and best workmanship. ‘The dipping needle, 
declination needle, and instruments for measuring magnetic 
intensity deserve special notice. 

There is a fine collection of steel and natural magnets. A’ 
mounted specimen of the latter will sustain over seventy-five 
pounds. 

The Acoustic apparatus satisfies every requirement for class 
illustration. The collection was furnished by Secretan, of Paris, 
and includes everything needed to establish the laws governing 
the vibrations of strings, rods, plates and columns of air. ‘There 
are models showing all the various contrivances used for the pro- 
duction and regulation of sound in musical instruments, and also 
many curious applications of these. The toothed wheel o! 
Savart, and the siren of Cagnard-Latour furnish excellent means 
for determining the number of vibrations of any sounding body. 
Koenig’s apparatus for analyzing sound by manometric flames has 
lately been added to the collection. 

The Optical Apparatus, made by Lerebours and Secretan, is 
unsurpassed in excellence and is sufficient to illustrate every 
branch of the science. ‘There are mirrors, lenses and prisms for 
demonstrating all the geometrical principles. A magnificent magic 
lantern with many elegant slides, a powerful solar microscope, a 
Spencerian compound microscope of the highest power, and a fine 
binocular by Grunow, are some of the pieces belonging to this 
part of the subject. . 

The heliostat of Silberman with Soleil’s diffraction danc is capable 
of projecting finely all the fringes due to interference. These 
phenomena are further represented on a larger scale by an exten- 
sive collection of elegant oil aes and accurate diagrams. 
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The subject of double refraction and polarization are finely ex- 
plained by Engel’s models, and the phenomena all exhibited by 
Noremberg’s, Arago’s and Biot’s instruments. The chromatics of 
polarized light can be elaborately shown by the various devices 
used for that purpose. 

The saccharimeters of Soleil and Mitscherlich are important 
practical parts of the collection, to which a first-rate spectroscope, 
from the celebrated shop of Browning, London, has been added. 

In the department of Astronomy, the apparatus was originally 
intended to be equal to any in the world. This plan was inter- 
rupted in 1861, and has not yet been completed. But the Uni- 
versity is, nevertheless, supplied with all that is necessary for class 
instruction in this department—having an elegant planetarium, 
eleven feet in diameter, two 36-inch globes, a refracting telescope 
of six feet focal length, a portable transit and clock, and an ele- 
gant alt-azimuth repeating circle, which can illustrate the equatorial 
mounting of a telescope. 

The Laboratory for practical work in Chemistry is large, well 





constructed for comfort, convenience and thorough ventilation; it 
has well-made tables and stands to accommodate ten students 
working at atime. ‘There is a good supply of gas and Bunsen’s 
gas burners. From the main body of the room are divided off 
three small apartments: A. Balance Room, with three sets of del- 
cate apparatus. B. Professor’s Room. C. Chamber for noxious 
gasses used as re-agents. The following are some of the more 
important equipments : 

1. Vitter & Son’s large wrought iron furnace, with all the 





arrangements and attachments for affording a supply of fresh dis- 
tilled water, for a large number of water and steam baths, for dry- 
ing chambers, for preparation of essential oils, etc. 

2. Masonry furnace, with extensive sand-baths and means for 
ignition. 

3. Gas furnace for organic analysis. 

4. Charcoal furnaces and various small implements for distilla- 
tion, determination of vapor density, etc. 

5. Air pump, barometers and thermometers of the best con- 
struction. 

6. Blowpipe table with bellows, mouth blowpipes, etc. 

7. Pump and elevated water tank. 
| 8. Bunsen’s filter pump for rapid filtration, Aspirators. 
? 
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9. Self-regulating apparatus for generating the several gases 
needed in analysis. 

to. Hood and flues for collecting and conveying off the waste 
volatilized products. 

11. Photographic apparatus. 

12. spectroscope. 

13. Microscope. 

14. Powerful galvanic battery. 

15. Oxy-hydrogen blowpipe. 

16. A good supply of platinum, silver, porcelain, glass and 
earthenware vessels, with the re-agents and substances necessary to 
the proper prosecution of the several kinds of practical work. 

The Geological Department possesses : 

1. A fine collection of accurate maps and charts, geological 
reports of the various State surveys, and specimens of rocks and 
fossils representing the various formations. 

2. The special Geology of the State and its characteristic fossils 
are represented by an extensive collection, including specimens of 
rocks, soils, marls, lignites, etc., and all remarkable fossils found 
in the State. 

This collection is of great interest, especially to those who make 
agriculture their business. The collection of soils from every 
county in the State, together with the analyses which have been 
made of most of them, and which show all their characteristics, 
enable a student to comprehend at once the agricultural resources 
of every part of the State. 

The Markoe Collection of Minerals—a rare and elegant one, 
purchased of Mr. Francis Markoe, of Washington, is pronounced 
inferior to none in the world. It includes a large number of rocks, 
minerals and fossils, sufficient for the fullest illustration of Miner- 
alogy and kindred subjects. 

The Budd Cabinet contains a rich and varied collection of 
marine, terrestrial and fluviatile shells. This collection is the 
result of twenty-five years’ labor, and is believed to be un- 
surpassed in this country. 

Zoology is rendered more interesting and intelligible by maps 
showing the geographical distribution of animals, by a collection 
of vertebrates which is increased every year, by specimens from 
the Geological Cabinet and the ‘‘ Bud Collection.”’ 
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This department also possesses maps showing the geographical 
distribution of plants. 

The University Herbarium contains specimens of all the forms 
of vegetable life indigenous to Mississippi and some of the 
adjoining States. 

The Department of Natural History is supphed with several 
complete sets of models of crystal forms, several microscopes, 
Wollaston’s Reflecting Goniometer, Hauy’s Goniometer, several 
complete cases of instruments and re-agents for practical work in 
the Department and for field investigations.

THE LAW SCHOOL.

In June, 1872, the Trustees dispensed with the necessity of two 
years’ attendance in this Law School, and permitted the gradua- 
tion of a student who attends one year, provided he should pass a 
satisfactory examination. The degree, or diploma, thus obtained, | 





is made by statute a license to practice law in any court in Mis- 
sissippl. The student may enter the class at any time, though he 
is advised to be here at the beginning of the session, the last 
Thursday in September. 





Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, and 
not lectures read to the class, for law is too abstruse a learning to 
be taught after that fashion. One of the chief advantages of a 
law school—and especially one not over-crowded with students— 
is that by a rigorous course of examination, repeated with every 
student every day on his day’s reading, thorough accuracy is 
guaranteed in his mastery of the subject. In this school every 
student is thus examined every day, about two hours a day being 
devoted to this exercise, and explanation being given on those 
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points which this rigorous examination may show that the student 
does not sufficiently understand. 

A practice has also been adopted here of requiring the students 
frequently, to. write down in the recitation room, a synopsis of 
their latest’ reading, in order to compel them to that accuracy 
which is essential to a lawyer; and each student is in turn required 
to stand up before the class, and in a manner as decent and quiet 
as possible, to deliver an oral statement of the contents of the 
chapter, and sometimes a synopsis of the book under perusal. 
This is done to train the young men to the art of forensic oratory . 
for they are not allowed to deliver a memorized statement, and 
their exercise amounts to the same thing as an oral argument at 
the bar, is perhaps the only practical mode of teaching the art of 
public speaking. Obviously, the fewer the students, the more 
training of this kind each one can obtain. 

No young man who has attempted, without. associates in study, 
to master the voluminous learning of the law, need be told of the 
dismal and often overpowering dreariness of such an undertaking, 
Blackstone, after quoting a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Speel- 
man’s confession, that such a trial had made his soul sink within 

. him, condemns the effort to learn law by ‘‘sequestering one’s self 
from the world, and by a tedious, lonely process, extracting the 
theory of the law from a mass of undigested learning.” He equally 

condemns the effort to learn ‘‘it by an assiduous attendance on the 
courts to pick up theory and practice together.” A law school 
gives the student immense relief from this painful irksomeness, at- 
tending his first year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of 


the law. 
Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship of 
studying in classes, and from the daily examinations. The 


students are constantly discussing their studies, not only with the 
Professor, but with each other, and their interest is thus prevented 
from flagging, and their daily work from becoming repulsive, 
Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, 
and of a much livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous, pros- 
ecution of his studies, to be derived by a law student from the 
daily discussions of a law school, there is another question, 


namely, whether a law office or a law school be the better place 








for learning law in a scientific method, such as every man must 
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pursue to obtain success; and on this question, the attention of 
students and of the profession is invited to the opinion of Sir Wil- 
liam Blackstone : 

‘¢ Making due allowance,” says he, ‘‘for one or two shining ex- 
ceptions, experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer educated 
to the bar in subservience to attorneys and solicitors, will, find 
that he has begun at the wrong end. If practice be the whole he 
is taught, practice must also be the whole he will ever know. He 
must never aspire to form, and seldom expect to comprehend, any 
arguments drawn @ priort, from the spirit of the laws and the nat- 
ural foundation of justice.” 


On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says: 

‘Tf the student will afford himself here a year or two further 
leisure, to lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and 
scientific method, without thirsting too early to attain that practice 





which it is impossible he should rightly comprehend, he will after- 
ward proceed with the greatest ease, and will unfold the most 
intricate points with an intuitive rapidity and clearness.”

In addition to the instruction given by Prof. Mayes, the fol- 
lowing distinguished gentlemen will deliver occasional courses of 
lectures to the Law Class, viz: Chief Justice Horatio F. Simrall, 
Associate Justice Hamilton H. Chalmers, U. S. District Judge 
Robert A. Hill, Hon. Jehu A. Orr, Hon. Hugh A. Barr, Hon. 
Harvey W. Walter. 


The regular course of class-reading is Blackstone’s Com- 
mentaries, Stephen on Pleading, rst vol. of Greenleaf on Ev- 
idence, Kent’s Commentaries, Adams’ Equity, Smith on Contracts, 
Addison on Torts, (Harvard Abridgment), in the order indicated. 
Collateral reference will be made to other standard authors on the 
same and kindred subjects.~ So soon as Greenleaf is read a Moot 
Court 1s organized, in which the ‘students are instructed by the 
Professor presiding as Judge in the Circuit Court and Justice’s 
Court practice. When Adams’ Equity is read, the Moot Court is 
re-organized as a Court of Chancery. 








The books needed in the course, can be procured at Oxford as 
needed; the cost of the whole course, new and late editions, is 
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about forty-six dollars ; and the tuition fee for the year is fifty dol- 
lars. No deductions are made from the tuition fee where a 
student comes in late; but he is given the privilege of a full years’ 
attendance, even although that year may embrace parts of two 
sessions. 
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MISCHL LA NEOUS, 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the loca- 
tion of students in their rooms. They report their location to the 
Chancellor, and are not at liberty to change it without his per- 
mission. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the room occu- 
pied by them at the close of the session may do so, provided they 
attend punctually; but if they are not personally present at the 
time of general allotment, rooms will not be reserved, except in 
special cases. 

Every study-room in the University is designed for two students. 
No student can draw for a room in his own name singly; nor can 
a student who desires to hold the same room from one session to 
another, and whose room-mate may have retired, be allowed the 
privileges, unless he obtains another room-mate. 

Absences from the University during the session are not per- 
mitted except from reasons of importance. ‘The parent has, at all 
times, the right to withdraw his son entirely, without reason as- 
signed; but without so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him of 
the obligation to attend on his duties at the University. The 
incidental absences of students during the session are exceedingly 
disadvantageous, both to themselves and to the University. While, 
therefore, the Faculty permit them in cases where propriety or 
urgent necessity seems to make them unavoidable, they hold it to 
be a duty to enquire into the reasons for which the permission is 
solicited. 

At the end of every month during the session, and at the end 
of the first term in February, and at the close of the session in 
June, a circular is addressed to the parent or guardian of each 
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student, giving such information in regard to the standing and 
deportment of the student as may be esteemed most important. 
In any case in which the irregularities of the student’s attendance 
upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a special notice is 
sent to draw attention to the fact. 


No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University 
except on application to the Chancellor, mn writing, by his parent 
or guardian. The law provides that no certificate of discharge 
shall be delivered to a student; but that such certificate, when 
issued, shall be addressed to the parent or guardian, at his usual 
post-office.

Rooms in the dormitories are free of rent, and as two students 
occupy one room, the expense is divided. 

The cost, to each occupant, of furnishing a room, will vary 
from $12 to $15, or will be proportionately less if bedding be 
brought from home. 7 

Necessary expenses per session of nine months, not including 
books and clothing, need not exceed $150 to $200. If the system 
of messing be adopted, they may be reduced below $100.

Definite information will be given to candidates upon applica- 
tion to the Professor in charge of the department.

ll, COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF PH. D. 


This degree is a professional one, implying the ability of the 
recipient to teach, practice and expand, by independent research, 
the branches of knowledge wherein he graduates. Candidates 
for the degree of Ph. D. are required to furnish evidence: that 
they have either accomplished the course of B. A., in all its parts, 
as required in this institution, or in some other of equal grade; 
or, in case no regular Collegiate course has been pursued, to 
prove, by examination, that they possess an equivalent amount of 
knowledge. 

The requirements for graduation shall be special proficiency in 
any three Departments of knowledge, (as usually defined, ) and 
the presentation of a satisfactory dissertation, on some subject of 
original research connected therewith. For degrees in the Natural 
Sciences, a knowledge of the French and German Languages is 
a pre-requisite ; in other cases, a knowledge of any Modern Lan- 
guage, in addition to the English, will be required. The final ex- 
amination for this degree will be held in the presence of the 
whole Faculty, at any time during the session, when the candi- 
date may deem himself prepared to undergo the same, and he 
must be recommended for examination by at least two of the 
Professors in whose departments he expects to graduate. In this 
examination all members of the Faculty will be at liberty to ques- 
tion the candidate upon any subject embraced in the degree, or 
in the preliminary courses.

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


1. Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the 
Bachelor of Arts Course must be able to sustain a satisfactory ex- 
amination on Butler’s English Grammar, First Lessons in English 
Composition, Geography and Arithmetic. Students will be ex- 
amined also upon Davies’ Elementary Algebra, to Equations of 
the second degree, and, besides the foregoing, the following books, 
or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek: Latin Grammar, (Hark- 
ness’ or Andrews and Stoddard’s), Czesar, any two of Cicero’s 
Orations, two books of the A‘nied of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek 
Grammar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, and the first 
book of the Anabasis. 

2. Applicants for advanced classes must be proficient in the 
studies prescribed in preliminary classes. 

3. Candidates for the first year’s class of the Bachelor of 
Science Course will be examined on all the studies required for 
the first year of the Bachelor of Arts Course, except the Greek. 

4. Candidates for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course will be 
examined on the same, with the addition of the whole of Davies’ 
Elementary Algebra, or its equivalent, omitting the studies not 
embraced in their course. 

5. The age of admission to the first year of any course is at 
hs —24- é 
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least sexfeen years; a proportional increase of age is required for 
an advanced class. In case of superior qualifications the Faculty 
have power to dispense with this requisition. 

6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all can- 
didates for admission ; andif from another College, this certificate 
must show that the student was honorably discharged. 

7.. Candidates for admission must report to the Chancellor or 
Vice-Chancellor within twenty-four hours after their arrival. All 
who present themselves will be examined on Thursday and Friday 
preceding Commencement; others, at the opening of the Fall | 
Pern ; 

8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for admission, 
is called to the Act passed at a late session of the Legislature 
prohibiting the carrying of concealed weapons, and also to the 
following Article of the Laws of the University : 

‘¢Hvery student, upon his entrance into College, shall be ear- 
nestly admonished, by the Chancellor, of his responsibility to the 
laws and regulations of the University, and of his duty to yield 





them implicit obedience ; and he shall be required to state that 
he had no fire-arms or deadly weapons in his possession, or in the 
possession of others for him, or if he have such, to deliver the 
same to the Chancellor.” 


TERMS, EXAMINATIONS, ETC. 





The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into 
two terms of four and a half months each. The first term begins | 
on the last Thursday in September, annually, and continues to the 
middle of February. The second term, beginning at the close 
of the first, continues to the last Thursday of June following. ‘The 
session of 1879-80 begins on Thursday, September 25th. 

There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The 
first (which is the Intermediate or Semiannual Examination) 1s 
held during the second week of February, and the second (which 
is the Annual Examination) begins with that of the Graduating 
Classes, one month before Commencement, and the remaining 
classes are examined during the latter half of the month of June. 
These examinations are both written and oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of | 
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June, on which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are con- 
ferred. On the preceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the 
University Chapel before the Trustees, Faculty, Students and 
citizens assembled, by some Minister of the Gospel previously ap- 
pointed. ‘The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are 
occupied by exhibitions of elocution from students, and by Hon- 
orary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to 





graduates of the various courses who have finished the prescribed 





curriculum, and have sustained a satisfactory examination in all 
the studies of the course whose degree they propose to take. 


VACATIONS. / 


The vacations during the year are two. The Summer vacation 
begins on the last Friday of June, and continues until the last 
Thursday of September; the recess at Christmas begins on or near 
the 24th of December and closes on the 1st of January. Parents 
and guardians are earnestly requested wof to call their sons or 
wards home before the holidays begin, and to send them back in 
time to be at duty on the rst day of January. 


PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel of 
the University, and all the students are required by law to be 
present. It is also expected that they attend divine service in 
some one of the churches of Oxford on the Sabbath; and a proper 
observance of the Sabbath is exacted of every student. 


LIBRARIES. 


The Libraries of the University contain over six thousand 
volumes, which have been carefully selected with the view of sup- 
plying all the needs of classical, scientific and law students. The 
Department of Ancient Classical Literature 4s complete; that of 
Science is well supplied with works on every branch. The De- 
partments of History, Poetry, Biography, Theology, Geography, 
Travels, etc., contain the standard works on each subject. All 
students connected with the University have access to the Library, 
which is opened at stated times, weekly, for the receipt and deliv- 
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ery of books. Several hundred volumes have been added to the 
Library during the past two years. 

The Phi Sigma and Hermezan Societies have Libraries containing 
in the aggregate some*twenty-five hundred volumes, which are 
accessible to the members. 


READING ROOM. 


A Reading Room has been fitted up by the Board and furnished 
with leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews and Mag- 
azines, for the benefit of the Faculty and students.

PRIZES FOR DECLAMATION. 


4, py THE UNIVERSITY. 


The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in Elocu- 
tion, consisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes 
must be second year’s students. The Monday previous to the 
last Thursday of June is the day set apart for the Prize Declamation. 
Disinterested judges are chosen by the authorities of the Univer- 
sity, annually, who decide upon the merits of these declaimers, 
and assign the medals to the two who rank in point of excellence 
as first and second speakers. 


Beer THE SOCIETIES, 


Each of the Literary Societies, the Hermeean and Phi Sigma, 
has established two Prizes for excellence in Elocution. The candi- 
dates must be students of the first year. The prizes consist of 
gold medals. ‘The day of the prize declamation of the Hermzan 
Society is fixed for the Friday, and that of the Phi Sigma Society, 
for the Saturday before Commencement. 


FOREIGN PRIZES: 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English 
Literature for the department which he conducts. 

1. The Larly English Text Societ;, of London, offers a prize 
‘to the best scholar in English before Chaucer.” ‘This is bestowed 
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upon the student of the Junior Class who presents the best written 
examination in old English. 

2. The New Shakspere Society (London) offers a prize for the 
best examination paper in English Literature, in which some 
prominence is given to the criticism of Shakspere’s plays. This 
is bestowed in the Senior Class, whose work in English is confined 
to the Literature of the Language. 

These prizes consist of reprints of the Society’s publications, 
and are valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 











LITERARY ASSOCIATIONS. 


The Phi Sigma and Hermean societies are literary in their 
character, consisting of students meeting during the forenoon of 





every Saturday, for the purpose of improvement in debate, decla- 
mation and composition. 
A similar organization exists among the Law students. 


THE SOCIETY OF ALUMNI. 





This Association meets annually during the Commencement 
week for the transaction of business, and an address is delivered 
on the occasion by a member previously selected. The Wednes- 
day evening of Commencement week is reserved for this address. 


ACCOMODATIONS. 


Over two hundred students may be accommodated in the three 
large dormitories on the Campus, and students may occupy these 
buildings for lodging, or lodge in private families as they. may 
prefer:

PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 


The principle that distinguishes the present scheme of this De- 
partment is that of election of courses. A student may choose 
any one of three courses, but all the studies prescribed in any 
course are compulsory for that course, and necessary to the degree 
for which the student is a candidate. No student will be permit- 
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ted to drop any given study until he has completed the term 
examination in that study. Students, however, may pursue select 
studies, for such a length of time as they may choose, under cer- 
tain restrictions.

COURSE OF STUDY FOR BACHELOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 


In June, 1877, the Board of Trustees adopted the following 
resolutions : 

1. £Lesolved, That when a student shall have completed satis- 
factorily the longer course of instruction in any department, a De- 
partment Diploma shall be awarded him therefor, (provided that 
when he takes a Diploma in a single department his minimum 
grade shall be 80) and delivered to him on Commencement Day, 
and when he shall have completed satisfactorily the shorter course 
in any department he shall in the same manner receive a Certifi- 
cate of Proficiency. 

2. Thata holder of a Department Diploma shall be considered 
an Alumnus aftér he shall have ceased to be a student in the Uni- 


versity. 
3. Any student who shall have obtained Department Diplomas 


or Certificates of Proficiency in any seven of the existing depart- 
ments (Greek, Latin, Modern Languages, English, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry and Natural History, Mental and Moral 
Science, History and Political Economy,) shall have conferred 
apon him the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. 

4. That the condition of the A. B. and B.S. courses -remain 
unchanged, except that Diplomas and Certificates of Proficiency 


be awarded upon the completion of the departments in accord- 
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Provided, however, that should any student make the rise or be 
entitled to a Department Diploma or Certificate of Proficiency in 
all departments save one, and shall have made a respectable grade 
in that one, though falling below the average, he may, in the first 
instance, be advanced by the Faculty, and in the last instance be 
recommended by it, and receive a Diploma in the course of Bach- 
elor of Arts. 

In June, 1878, the Board separated Chemistry and Natural His- 
tory, making them distinct departments in the requirements for 
the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. This degree will accord- 
ingly be conferred on any student who shall have obtained Depart- 
ment Diplomas or Certificates of Proficiency in any seven of the | 
following ten departments :

GREEK LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


JOHN 'J.- WHEAT, “Deeps, “PROFESSOR. 


During the first two years, thorough instruction is given in the 
grammatical forms and syntax of the language, with translation 
into pure idiomatic English, both oral and written, and with con- 
stant blackboard exercises and a careful analysis of the text. 
Special attention is also paid to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, while embra- 
cing the above method, includes also the subjects of derivation, 
formation and composition of words and prosody. Lectures are 
delivered from time to time on the general subjects of Greek 
Literature, designed, at the same time, as far as possible, to give 
a correct view of the social, religious and political life of the 
Greeks. Text-books are fully enumerated in the ‘‘ Course of 
Study,” on pp. 29-32.

The study of the Latin Language extends through three years 
of the A. B. and two of the B. S. course. 

The Freshman Class read Curtius or De Amicitia and Livy, 
review the Grammar, and have written and oral exercises in trans- 
lating English into Latin: 

The Sophomore Class read the Odes, Satires and Epistles of 
Horace, (devoting, while perusing this author, especial attention 
to Prosody and Mythology) and the Agricola of Tacitus—continue 
the study of Grammar and translate English into Latin. 

The Junior Class read Selections from Juvenal or other Latin 
Poets, and Quintilian, or Cicero’s De Officiis, and have exercises 
in extempore translation of Latin into English.

ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 





JOHN LIPSCOMB JOHNSON, PROFESSOR. 
THOS. W. STOCKARD, A. B., TUTOR. 


A revolution is now taking place in the educational world in 
regard to the study of English. ‘There has long been a growing 
discontent in the minds of many, both in England and America, 
arising from the conviction that their best institutions of learning 
have failed to do all their proper work; that their graduates, with 
thorough and elegant scholarship in many branches of polite 
education, have been sent forth into society without a correspond- 
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ing acquaintance with their own language. Wise and thoughtful 
observers have murmured because our young men have been 
allowed to leave college, knowing indeed many things, and know- 
ing them well, but lacking the power to communicate with facility 
the knowledge they possess; and they have protested earnestly 
and loudly against the perpetuation of a system which brings 
reproach upon itself, from the life-long injury it inflicts upon the 





student. 

These murmurs have been heard, these protests considered ; 
and not without hopeful results. Among those men whose views 
fashion and guide the public mind, the opinion grows daily that 
in all our literary institutions the study of the English language 
ought to be made more prominent; that, while for the scientific 
purpose of mental discipline it is equal to any foreign tongue, it is 
for practical value far superior to any; in fine, that for an English- 
speaking youth, his mother-tongue and the great works written in 
it are the noblest literary study, and the power of wielding that 
tongue well the noblest literary gain. 

Along with this growing sense of the value of the knowledge of 
English, there is an enlarging view of the importance of an ac- 
quaintance with the earlier forms of the language. ‘‘Itis strange,” 
says Dr. F. A March, ‘‘that there should have been no more 
study of Anglo-Saxon, the mother of our mother-tongue. There 
is talk enough about it. From the way our orators and critics 
dilate upon the glories of the Anglo-Saxon tongue, and the beauty 
and power of the Anglo-Saxon style, one would suppose that every- 
body, studies it. But it is only within the last ten years that it has 








had any place in our common American college course. The 
course has now been widened and there are many things to be said 
in favor of admitting the grandmother-tongue. . . . Almost all 
our grammatical forms are Anglo-Saxon. The difficulties of our 
language, whether in spelling, in the irregular formation of moods 
and tenses, or of plurals or genders, or in the peculiar combina- 
tions of syntax, are almost all to be referred to Anglo-Saxon, and 





most of them are there easily understood;-they are now difficult 
because they are relics of habits and forms which have passed away. 
No class of teachers need to know Anglo-Saxon so much as teachers 





of English grammar. ‘Teachers in our common schools, and

much more in our high schools and academies, might use it with 
every lesson in grammar or language; and they are always in 
danger of being asked questions they cannot answer without 
knowing it. Pupils will ask whether ‘John’s book is a contraction 
of John his book; how comes goose to have geese for its plural and 
gander for its masculine ; how comes /ady to be the feminine of 
lord ; what does the #o mean when you say fo err zs human; should 
we parse J asked him a question by supplying fo before Aim ; and 
so on without end. But such questions cannot be answered with 
out knowing Anglo-Saxon. Ingenious teachers reason about them 
with infinite subtlety and no end, and demonstrate how they must 
be—both ways; when a single look at an Anglo-Saxon sentence 
settles the matter. No teacher can safely decide such questions 
without knowing the old forms.” In accordance with this view, 
the aim of this department is to give the student such knowledge 
of the earliest facts of the language as will enable him to handle 
intelligently all the more difficult forms of the modern speech. 
And this knowledge once attained, it is sought constantly to apply 
in all the subsequent studies of the course. Large experience in 
the use of this method of teaching only strengthens the conviction 
of the Professor, that this is the only true way to those attainments 
which make a man master of his own tongue. 

1. The Freshman class is occupied mainly with the study of 
Rhetoric, giving attention both to the elements and the qualities 
of style in written composition and to the preparation and delivery 
of addresses. Instruction is given on the subject of Gesture also; 
and frequent exercises in composition and in class-debate, or in 
declamation, are required. Something is then learned of the his- 
tory, growth and power of words, chiefly of the Romanic class. 
Text-books: Hill’s Science of Rhetoric, Trench’s Study of Words, 
Worcester’s Dictionary. 

2. The Sophomore class enters upon the scientific study of the 
mother tongue, beginning with Anglo-Saxon as the basis of our 
grammar and the foundation of English etymology. Then follows 
a comparison of the earlier English with the later. The text-books 
used are March’s Anglo-Saxon Grammar and Reader, and Trench’s 
English Past and Present. But much ‘of the work of this class is 
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furnished directly by the Professor, there being as yet no satisfac- 
tory treatise on the etymology of words purely Saxon. 
3. The Junior class, continuing the same general plan, takes a 








full view of the language, as to its origin, historical development 
and philological relations. ‘The Danish element, brought directly 
into contact with our early speech, and the kindred elements com- 
ing through the Norman conquest; the history, methods and 
results of linguistic science are carefully discussed by lectures. 
The biography of our best writers is then studied, thus preparing 
for the work of the next year. Text-books: Morris’ English Ac- 
cidence, Shaw’s New History of English Literature, ed. Backus. 

4. The Senior class studies Poetry, ‘‘the noblest portion of our 
noble literature,” becoming acquainted with our most prominent 
authors, and concluding the course with Shakspere. ‘Text-books: 
Reed’s English Literature, Hale’s Longer English Poems, Hud- 
son’s Life, Art and Characters of Shakspere. Lectures are de- 
livered on the succession of Shakspere’s plays, as indicated by 





metrical tests and esthetic criticism, and on the growth of his 
mind and art as illustrated by his works. 


MODERN LANGUAGES. 


ALEX. J. QUINCHE, LLD., PROFESSOR. 


French is taught throughout the four years of the B. S. Course, 
with two recitations per week. 

Students of the A. B. and B. P. Courses study French during 
the last year of their respective courses with four recitations per 
week. ‘Text-books: Keetel’s French Grammar, Literature Fran- 
caise Contemporaine, Classic French Plays, or equivalents. 

Though the French is the only Modern Language prescribed in 
the curriculum, classes in other Modern languages may be formed 
whenever there is a demand for instruction in them. 


MATHEMATICS.

The Course in Mathematics for the B. A. and B. P. degrees 
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extends through the first and second years, with five recitations 
each week ; embracing in the order named, Algebra, Geometry, 
Plane and Spherical Trigonometry, Land Surveying and Levelling, 
with use of instruments on the field, Analytical Geometry. 

In addition to the above, the B. S. Course has the Differential 
and Integral Calculus through the first term of the third year. 


PHVSICS AND ASTRONOMY. 


ROBERT B. FULTON, A. M., PROFESSOR. 


Students in the B. A. and B. S. Courses take up the studiés of 
this Department in their third year; in the B. P. Course they are 
commenced in the second year. Students of the B. A. and B. 
P. Courses prosecute the subjects of study to the extent of Ganot’s 
Physics, Peck’s Mechanics, and Gummere’s Astronomy, exclusive 
of the Appendix. ‘Those of the B. S. Course study Ganot’s 
Physics, Smith’s Mechanics and Gummere’s Astronomy, with prob- 
lems and practice in the use of instruments. Those of the M. A. 
and PH. D. Courses study Boucharlat’s Mechanics, Practical 
Astronomy with the Appendix, and Problems of Gummere’s or 
Bartlett’s Text, or a portion of the Mecanique Celeste. Definite 
work will be assigned to applicants for either of the two degrees 
last named. 

A class in Practical Telegraphy is taught, to which members 
of any College or High School class may be admitted. During 
the past session this class numbered twenty members, all of whom 
made commendable progress. 

Lectures are delivered upon all the subjects of this Department, 
and illustrated by extensive and suitable apparatus.

CHEMISTRY AND NATURAL HISTORY. 
RICHARD W. JONES, A. M., PROFESSOR.

| The course of instruction in Chemistry and Natural History, j 
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includes General Chemistry, Practical Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, 
Mineralogy, Geology 

GENERAL CHEMISTRY is taught mainly by lectures delivered 
four times a week to the Junior classes in the different courses of 
study, and copiously illustrated by experiments; for which the 





room is well arranged and provided with ample and excellent ap- 





paratus. 

The object of the instructor is to give as complete and satisfac- 
tory a view as the time will allow of the whole province of Jnor- 
ganic and Organic Chemistry, to impress firmly on the student’s 
mind the principles of the science, as developed in the hght of the 
most recent researches and methods, and to furnish a thorough 
preparation for the intelligent study of Mineralogy, Geology and 
Scientific Agriculture, as well as for the independent investigation 
of the problems of Modern Science. 

Books of Reference—Roscoe’s cae Cooke’s Chemical 
Philosophy, Fownes’ Chemistry. 

2. PRACTICAL CHEMISTRY.—This course embraces the various 
kinds of manipulations and laboratory work : 

Blowpipe Reactions, Qualitative Analysis, Quantitative Anal- 
ysis. The work is so conducted as to be of special interest and 
advantage to such as wish to become Professional Chemists, Met- 
allurgists, Mineralogists, Geologists, Druggists and Physicians. 

Text-Books and Books of Reference.—Elderhorst, Odling’s Prac- 
tical Chemistry, Roscoe’s, Miller’s, Gmelin’s Fresenius’ Chemistry, 
Plattner, Rose, Atfield, Muspratt, Pelouse & Fremy, Berzelius, 
Parish’s Pharmacy, U. S. Dispensatory. 

Students in the Junior B. S. Course, devote four hours per week 
to Practical Chemistry. 

3. Borany anp ZooLoGy.—The Freshman Class in the B. S. 
and B. P. Courses attends lectures and recitations in Botany three 
hours per week. 

The Sophomore Class of the B.S. Course and the Senior B. 
A. give same time to Zoology. 

Text-Books.—Gray’s Structural and Systematic Botany, Chap- 





man’s Flora of the Southern States, Nicholson’s Manual of Zoology, 
Gray’s Field, Forest and Garden Botany, Jordan’s Manual of 
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Vertebrates, Packard’s Our Common Insects and Guide to Study 
of Insects. 

4. MINERALOGY AND GEoLocy.—These subjects are taught in 
the Senior year by lectures, text books and practical work of the 
student. 

The Markoe collection of Minerals affords superior advantages 
for the study of Mineralogy. Geology is explained and illustrated 
by diagrams, charts and a large collection of rocks and fossils 
from all the formations. 

Special attention will be given to the Chemistry of Geology, its 
economical products and its bearing on Agriculture. 

The Geological Survey of the State is complete and contains 
several thousand specimens of all the formations, fossils and 
varieties of soil, with many careful analyses of soils. 

Text Books AND Books or REFERENCE.—Dana’s Mineralogy, 
Elderhorst’s Manual (edition of Nason and Chandler), Dana’s

ETHICS, METAPHYSICS, PHILOSOPHY AND LOGIC. 
JAMES A. LYON, D. D., PROFESSOR. 


The subject of Ethics includes Moral Science, Natural Theology, 
and Evidences of Christianity, and is taught to the Senior Class 
two hours each week throughout the scholastic year. 

Metaphysics embraces the History of Ancient and Modern 
Philosophy, and is taught to the Junior Class three hours each 
week for the first six months of the year. Logic, and the princi- 
ples of Eloquence are taught to the same class three hours each 
week during the remainder of the year. 

Trext-Booxs anD Books or REFERENCE.--In ‘‘Ethics’ and 
‘‘Christian Evidences,” Wayland’s Moral Science, and Alexander’s 
Evidences are used as Zexts. The Department is, for the most 
part, taught by Lectures. In ‘‘ Mental Science :” Hamilton, 
Haven, Porter, Reed, Upham, Cousin, etc., etc. 

History or PartosopHy.—Lectures on this subject mainly

CABINETS AND APPARATUS. 


In Physical and Chemical Apparatus and in Cabinets of Min- 
erals, Rocks, Shells and other fossils, the University of Mississippi 
is unsurpassed by any institution in the country, save those which 
are specially Scientific Schools. 

The Physical Apparatus, purchased of the most celebrated 
makersin America and Europe, includes all that is needed to give 
to a class a full and clear illustration of every important fact and 


| 
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| 
History is taught throughout the third year of the courses for 





principle in Physical Science. Each instrument is the best of its 
kind; and the University possesses many not usually found in 
such collections. 

The apparatus employed for the illustration of the subject of 
Mechanics embraces, besides the pieces required for demonstrating 
fundamental principles, models of various kinds of machinery, 
and contrivances for exhibiting the various modifications and 
transformations of motion as employed in the practical working 
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of machinery. Atwood’s and Morin’s Machines for demonstra- 
ting the laws of falling bodies, and the reversible pendulum of 
Kater for showing the convertibility of the axes of oscillation and 
suspension, all made in Paris, are unsurpassed in finish and ac- 
curacy. 

The principles governing the equilibrium and motion of liquids 
and gases can be illustrated in full by the contrivances of Haldat, 
Mariotte, and Venturi; and the working models of Bramah’s 
hydrostatic press, Barker’s mill, Archimedes’ screw, the hydraulic 
ram, the fire engine, syphon fountain, intermittent fountain, 
Hiero’s fountain, water wheels and water pumps of every descrip- 
tion, are important applications of these principles. 





There are condensing and exhausting air pumps of the best 
workmanship, and provided with every accessory needed in the 
experimental illustration of Pneumatics. There are five different 
barometers, by the best makers, and of superior accuracy. 

For the subject of heat there is a fine collection of thermom- 
eters of every description, pyrometers, reflectors and all the apphi- 
ances for demonstrating the principles pertaining to this branch of 
Physical Science. 

With Electrical Apparatus, the University is remarkably well 
furnished. The great double plate electrical machine is the 
largest ever constructed—its two plates being each six feet in diam- 
eter—and is supplied with correspondingly large conductors and 
batteries. There is also a second machine of smaller dimensions, 
and both are accompanied by every device for demonstrating the 
principles, and showing the phenomena, belonging to Statical 
Electricity. 

The large Ruhmkorff induction coil, and the powerful diamag- 
netic apparatus have but few equals. The University is fully 
equipped with all the contrivances of Ampere and others for 
showing the mutual influence of electrical currents, and the exist- 
ence of earth-currents. 

Additions recently made to the electrical apparatus enable the 
department to exhibit the most approved modes of electric illumi- 
nation, and the most powerful diamagnetic and inductive action. 
Working models of Telephonic apparatus have also been added. 
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The instruments for the Magnetic Observatory are of the most 
approved pattern and best workmanship. ‘The dipping needle, 
declination needle, and instruments for measuring ‘magnetic 
intensity deserve special notice. | 

There is a fine collection of steel and natural magnets. A 





mounted specimen of the latter will sustain over seventy-five 

pounds. 
| The Acoustic apparatus satisfies every requirement for class 
illustration. The collection was furnished by Secretan, of Paris, 
and includes everything needed to establish the laws governing 
the vibration of strings, rods, plates and columns of air. ‘There 
are models showing all the various contrivances used for the pro- 
duction and regulation of sound in musical instruments, and also 
many curious applications of these. The toothed wheel of 
Savart, and the siren of Cagnard-Latour furnish excellent means 
for determining the number of vibrations of any sounding body. 
Koenig’s apparatus for analysing sound by manometric flames has 
lately been added to the collection. 

The Optical Apparatus, made by Lerebours and Secretan, is 
unsurpassed in excellence and is sufficient to illustrate every 
branch of the science. ‘There are mirrors, lenses and prisms for 
demonstrating all the geometrical principles. A magnificent magic 
lantern, with many elegant slides, a powerful solar microscope, a 
Spencerian compound microscope of the highest power, and a fine 
binocular by Grunow, are some of the pieces belonging to this 
part of the subject. 

The helostat of Silberman with Soleil’s diffraction danc is capable 
of projecting finely all the fringes due to interference. ‘These 
phenomena are further represented on a larger scale by an exten- 
sive collection of elegant oil paintings and accurate diagrams. 

The subject of double refraction and polarization are finely ex- 
plained by Engel’s models, and the phenomena all exhibited by 
Noremberg’s, Arago’s and Biot’s instruments. ‘The chromatics of 





polarized light can be elaborately shown by the’ various devices 
used for that purpose. 

The Saccharimeters of Soleil and Mitscherlich are important 
practical parts of the collection, to which a first-rate spectroscope, 
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from the celebrated shop of Browning, London, has been added. 

In the department of Astronomy, the apparatus was originally 
intended to be equal to any in the world. This plan was inter- 
rupted in 1861, and has not yet been completed. ‘But the Uni- 
versity is, nevertheless, supplied with all that 1s necessary for class 
instruction in this department—having an elegant planetarium, 
eleven feet in diameter, two 36 inch globes, a refracting telescope 
of six feet focal length, a portable transit and clock, and an ele- 
gant alt-azimuth repeating circle, which can illustrate the equatorial 
mounting of a telescope. 

The Laboratory for practical work in Chemistry is large, well 
constructed for comfort, convenience and thorough ventilation ; it 
has well-made tables and stands to accommodate ten students 
working at a time. ‘There is a good supply of gas and Bunse’s 
gas burners. From the main body of the room are divided off 
three small apartments: a Balance Room, with three sets of deli- 
cate apparatus. B. Professor’s Room. C. Chamber for noxious 
gases used as re-agents. The following are some of the more 
important equipments: 





1. Vitter & Son’s large wrought iron furnace, with all the ar- 
rangements and attachments for affording a supply of fresh dis- 
tilled water, for a large number of water and steam baths, for dry- 
ing chambers, for preparation of essential oil, etc. 


2. Masonry furnace, with extensive sand baths and means for 





ignition. 

3. Gas furnace for organic analysis. 

4. Charcoal furnaces and various small implements for distilla- 
tion, determination of vapor destiny, etc. 

5. Air pump, barometers and thermometers of the best con- 
struction. 

6. Blowpipe table with bellows, mouth blowpipes, etc. 

7. Pump and elevated water tank. 

8. Bunsen’s filter pump for rapid filtration, Aspirators. 

9. Self-regulating apparatus for generating the several gases 


needed in analysis. 
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to. Hood and flues for collecting and conveying off the waste 
volatilized products. 

t1. Photographic apparatus. 

12. Spectroscope. 

13. Microscope. 

14. Powerful galvanic battery. 

15. Oxy-hydrogen blowpipe. 

16. A good supply of platinum, silver, porcelain, glass and 
earthenware vessels, with the re-agents and substances necessary to 
the proper prosecution of the several kinds of practical work. 

The Geological Department possesses : 

1. A fine collection of accurate maps and charts, geological 
reports of the various State surveys. and specimens of rocks and 
fossils representing the various formations. 

2. The special Geology of the State and its characteristic fossils 
are represented by an extensive collection, including specimens of 
rocks, soils, marls, lignites, etc., and all remarkable fossils found 
in the State. 

This collection is of great interest, especially to those who make 
agriculture their business. ‘The collection of soils from every 
county in the State, together with the analyses which have been 
made of most of them, and which show all their characteristics, 
enable a student to comprehend at once the agricultural resources 
of every part of the State. 

The Markoe Collection of Minerals—a rare and elegant one, 
purchased of Mr. Francis Markoe, of Washington, is pronounced 
enferior to none in the world. It includes a large number of rocks, 
minerals and fossils, sufficient for the fullest illustration of Miner- 
alogy and kindred subjects. 

The Budd Cabinet contains a rich and varied collection of 
marine, terrestrial and fluviatile shells. This collection is the 
result of twenty-five year’s labor, and is believed to be un- 
surpassed in this country. 

Zoology is rendered more interesting and intelligible by maps 
showing the geographical distribution of animals, by a collection 
of vertebrates which is increased every year, by specimens from 
the Geological Cabinet and the ‘‘ Bud Collection.” 

This department also possesses maps showing the geographical 


distribution of plants. }

THE LAW SCHOOL.

In June, 1872, the Trustees dispensed with the necessity of two 
year’s attendance in this Law School, and permitted the grad- 
uation of a student who attends one year, provided he passa 
satisfactory examination. Zhe degree or diploma thus obtained ts 
made by statute a license to practice law in any court in Mississippt, 
and 1s recognized by the courts of the United States in Misstssippt. 
The student may enter the class at any time; but he is advised to 
be here at the beginning of the session, the 25th of September. 

Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, 
and lectures are not uniformly read to the class, for law is too 
abtruse a learning to be taught after that fashion. One of the 
chief advantages of a law school—and especially one not, over- 
crowded with students—is that by a rigorous course of examina- 
tion, repeated with every student every day on his day’s reading, 
thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of the subject. 
In this school every student is thus examined every day, abcut 
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two hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explanation 
being given on these points which this rigorous examination may 
saow that the student does not sufficiently understand. 

A practice has also been adopted here of requiring the stu- 
dents, frequently, to write down in the recitation room, a synopsis 
of their latest reading, in order to compel them to that accuracy 
which is essential to a lawyer; and each student is in turn requir- 
ed to stand up before the class, and, in in a manner as decent 
and quiet as possible, to deliver an oral statement of the contents 
of the chapter, and sometimes a synopsis of the book under peru- 
sal. This is done to train the young men to the art of forensic 
oratory: for they are not allowed to deliver a memorized state- 
ment, and their exercise amounts to the same thing as an oral 
argument at the bar, and is perhaps the only practical mode of 
teaching the art of pubtic speaking. Obviously, the fewer the 
students, the more training of this kind each one can obtain. 

No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, 
to master the voluminous learning of the law, need be told of the 
dismal and often overpowering dreariness of such an undertaking. 
Blackstone, after quoting a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Spell- 
man’s confession, that such a trial had made his soul sink within 
him, condemns the effort to learn law by ‘‘sequestering one’s self 
from the world, and by a tedious, lonely process, extracting the 
theory of the law from a mass of undigested learning.” He 
equally condemns the effort to learn it ‘‘by an assiduous attend- 


‘ance on the courts, to pick up theory and practice together.” A 


law-school gives the student immense relief from this painful irk- 
someness, attending his first year or two’s plodding in the endless 
volumes of the law. | 

Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship 
of studying in classes, and from the daily examinations. The 
students are constantly discussing their studies, not only with the 
Professor, but also with each other; and their interest is thus pre- 
vented from flagging, and their daily work from becoming repul- 
sive. 

Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, 
and of a livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous prosecution 
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of his studies, to be derived by a law-student from the daily dis- 
cussion of a law-school, there is another question; namely, whether 





a law-office or a law-school be the better place for learning law in 
a scientific method such as every man must pursue to obtain suc- 
cess; and on this question, the attention of students, and of the 
profession, is invited to the opinion of Sir William Blackstone. 

‘¢Making due allowance,” says he, ‘‘for one or two shining 
exceptions, experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer 
educated to the bar in subservience to attorneys and solicitors, 
will find that he had begun at the wrong end. If practice be 
the whole he is taught, practice must also be the whole he will 
ever know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom expect 
to comprehend, any argument drawn @ pvvort, from the spirit of 
the laws and the natural foundation of justice.” 

On the other hand, speaking-of the school, he says: 

‘‘Tf a student will afford himself here a year or two further 





leisure, to lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and 
scientific method, without thirsting too early to attend that prac- 
tice which it is impossible he should rightly comprehend, he will 
afterward proceed with the greatest ease and will unfold the most 
intricate points with an intuitive rapidity and clearness.”

| Kent’s Commentaries, Adams’ Equity, Smith on Contracts, Addi- 
son on Torts, (Harvard Abridgment,) Story on the Conflict of 
Laws, in the order indicated. Collateral reference will be made 
to other standard authors on the same and kindred subjects. So 
soon as Greenleaf is read, a Moot Court is organized, in which 





the students are instructed by the Professor, presiding as Judge, 
in the Circuit Court and Justice’s Court practice. When Adams’ 
Equity is read, the Moot Court is re-organized as a Court of 
Chancery. 
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The books needed in the course, can be procured at Oxford as 
needed ; the cost of the whole course, new and late editioné, is 
about forty-six dollars; and the tuition fee for the year is fifty dol- 
lars. Many students borrow books from their friends, and those 
purchased, are bought at intervals. No deduction is made from 
the tuition fee when a student comes in late, as that would be to 
place a premium on late coming.

The student has opportunities for forming friendships, and 
associations with the most cultivated young men of the entire 








State; with the young men who are to be the most prominent and 
influential of the State. This wide-spread acquaintance is pecu 
liarly valuable to a young lawyer; and experience has demon- 
strated that it alone is worth, and quickly worth, many times the 


cost of a years’ attendance. 
4th. The law students, whilst controlled by a different faculty, 


are subject to the same laws and discipline as the students in the 
department of Arts and Sciences. ‘They have, also, and without 
extra charge, the same privileges; access to the Reading Room, 
the Libraries, the Gymnasium, the Literary Associations, etc. In 
case a young man is quick in acquisition, and has a little spare 
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time, he is allowed to take any ‘collateral course of study in the 
sister department, that he may desire.

Rooms in the Dormitories are free of rent, and as two students 
occupy each room, the cost to each occupant of furnishing will 
vary from $12 to $15, and will be less if bedding be brought from 
home. 





In short, necessary expenses for a session of nine months will 
not exceed $200 to $250, exclusive of booksand clothing. Seven- 
ty-five to one hundred dollars will do very well to start with. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 





At the opening of the session, the first business will b+ the loca- 
tion of students in their rooms. They report their locacion to the 
Chancellor, and are not at liberty to change it without his per- 
mission. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the room occu- 
pied by them at the close of the session may do so, provided they 
attend punctually; but if they are not personally present at the 
time of general allotment, rooms will not be reserved, except in 
special cases. 

Every study-room in the University is designed for two students. 
No student can draw for a room in his own name singly; nor can 
a student who desires to hold the same room from one session to 
another, and whose room-mate may have retired, be allowed the 
privileges, unless he obtains another room-mate. 

Absences from the University during the session are not per- 
mitted except from reasons of importance. The parent has, at all 
times, the right to withdraw his son entirely, without reason as- 
signed; but without so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him of 
the obligation to attend on his duties at the University. The 
incidental absences of students during the session are exceedingly 
disadvantageous, both to themselves and to the University. While 
therefore the Faculty permit them in cases where propriety or 





urgent necessity seems to make them unavoidable, they hold it to 
be a duty to enquire into the reasons for which the permission is 
solicited. 

At the end of every month during the session, and at the end 
of the first term in February, and at the close of the session in 
June, a circular is addressed to the parent or guardian of each 
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student, giving such information in regard to the standing and 
deportment of the student as may be esteemed most important.

In any case in which the irregularities of the student’s attendance 
upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a special notice is 
sent to draw attention to the fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University 
except on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his parent 
or guardian. ‘The law provides that no certificate of discharge 
shall be delivered to a student; but that such certificate, when 
issued, shall be addressed to the parent or guardian, at his usual 





post-office. 


EXTRACTS FROM THN TISTORIOAL DISCOURSE 


DELIVERED BY CHANCELLOR WADDELL, JUNE 25, 1878. 


INITIATORY STEPS IN FOUNDING A UNIVERSITY. 





By the liberality of the Congress of 1819, two years after Mis- 
sissipp! had been admitted into the Union, an entire township of 
the public domain within the State,—23,o40 acres—was granted 
to the State for the purpose of establishing a Seminary of Learning. 
The title to this land was, by act of Congress, vested in the State 
Legislature, 77 ¢rust, for the support of the Institution. We learn, 
also, by further investigation, that the trust was accepted by the 
Legislature, and that in pursuance of the spirit and intent of the 
Act, ‘‘lands of great value” were selected by the State, and, in 
due time, thirty-five and one-half of the thirty-six sections were 
sold. Notes were taken from the purchasers, with approved secu- 
rity, and deposited in the Planter’s Bank, for collection, 1833. 
Several years thereafter, the first action was taken. in the way of 
applying the fund which thus accrued to the purposes for which 








the grant had been intended. 
The Legislature had taken action to have Commissioners 
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appointed who should visit various points in the State, and receive 
proposals inviting the location of the University in their midst. 
In 1841, after some struggle, Oxford, in LaFayette County, was 
selected by a majority of one vote, as the seat of the Institution. 
The citizens of Oxford and the county of LaFayette had pur- 
chased a section of land, and donated it to the authorities of the 
University, as a site whereon to build. 

In 1844 the Legislature chartered the Institution under the fol- 
lowing Board of Trustees:

Of the original chartered Board of thirteen Trustees, only five 
still survive. Shortly after the act of incorporation, the Board 
proceeded to organize themselves into a regular body and com- 
menced the discharge of their important duties. On a day ap- 
pointed, the corner-stone of the principal edifice—the Lyceum — 
was laid with appropriate Masonic ceremonies, and an address 
delivered by the Hon. John J. McCaughan. 


FINANCIAL HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


I premise by saying, that my authorities on this subject are 
found in the journals of Congress of 1819; in Hutchinson’s Mis- 
sissippi Code, from 1798 to 1848; and in a message of Hon. John 
J. McRae, Governor of Mississippi, addressed to the Legislature 
on the 6th of February, 1856. From these sources I learn, as 
already stated on a preceding ._page of this discourse, that, in ac- 
cordance with an act of Congress, passed on the 2oth of Febru- 
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ary, 1819, a township of land was granted to the State for the 
purpose of establishing a Seminary of Learning; that the right 
should be vested in the Legislature, zz ¢rust, for this purpose ; that 
the Legislature accepted the trust; that after the selection of the 
lands, which was judiciously made, the State pursued the policy 
of leasing them until March, 1833, at which time an act of the 
Legislature was passed, providing for the sale of the thirty-six sec- 





tions; that the sale was made in 1833, on one, two and three 
years’ time, and the notes were made payable on November rst, 





1834, 1835 and 1836, respectively. The next legislation in re- 
gard to this fund, which is of importance, is that recorded in the 
eleventh section of ‘‘an Act for the Collection and Investment of 
the Seminary Fund,” whereby it is made the ‘‘duty of the State 
Treasurer to credit the University Fund with interest at the rate of 
five per cent. per annum, upon all moneys heretofore paid into 





the Treasury, from the time when so paid to the passage of the 
act: and thereafter, to credit said fund with interest at the rate of 
eight per cent. per annum, upon all moneys due from the State to 
said fund.” 

Conscious as I am of the fact that I am approaching a subject 
on which there has been much discussion and no little feeling on 
the part of many, I remark that I design no offence, but shall 
confine myself to a statement of facts that must be accepted as 





historically true, and to certain legitimate inferences from these 
facts. 7 

After the sale of these lands, and during the crisis consequent 
upon the wild and ruinous financial career of this State, very nearly 
all of the proceeds of those sales were lost; the remnant saved 
from the wreck amounting to less than $200,000. 

I next quote from Governor McRae’s Message in 1856, the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘By applying the rule laid down in this law to the ascer- 
tainment of the condition of the fundon the 1st of January, 1856, 
it is discovered that the sum due from the State to the University 
Fund was, at that time $1,077,790.07.” ) 

The Governor then proceeds to deduct the appropriations made, 
from time to time, by the Legislature, for the establishment and 
support of the University, computing interest upon those advances 
by the same rule as previously on the fund itself. The amount of 
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these appropriations, with interest added, computed as above, is 
$203,465.58, which, deducted from $1,077,790.07, leaves as the 
actual sum due seventeen years ago, $874,324.49. 

This calculation, I very well remember, was made by my im- 
mediate predecessor, Dr Barnard, at that time Professor of Mathe- 
matics, whose skill in such calculations no one ever doubted. 
This state of the facts of the case was made known to the Legis- 
lature ; but that body persistently refused to acknowledge the in- 
debtedness of the State to the University to that amount. The 
utmost that could be obtained from the Legislature was the recog- 
nition of the sum of less than $200,000, referred to above, on 
which the State had been paying interest, amounting to about 
$11,500 per annum. 

I quote, again, from a writer in 1856, who says: ‘‘To the honor 
of the Board of Trustees then in office, they caused that a bill 
should be prepared and introduced into the Senate, acknowledg- 
ing this amount of $874,324.49, as due to the University from the 
State, when forthwith, opposition of such a character was mani- 








fested, as to induce its friends to accept a poor substitute, and to 
withdraw, temporarily, the original. ‘The substitute passed the 
Senate, no one dissenting; but when it reached the House, it en- 
countered a fierce, bitter and almost malignant opposition. After 
a long and arduous struggle, however, it passed that body by a 
majority of two, and received the signature of the Governor. 
The amount thus appropriated was $20,000 annually, and was ac- 
cepted by the Trustees, very properly, under protest. The Legis- 
lature considered this an appropriation, not acknowledging the 
obligation to pay either principal or interest. on the debt claimed 
by the Trustees. The Board on their part did not ask for an ap- 
priation; they only demanded the payment of a just and lawfuj 
debt.” 

I chronicle the next fact of historical interest on this subject, 
that since the war, when the University was in great need, another 
effort was made by the Board of Trustees to obtain an acknowl- 
edgment of the State’s indebtedness to the University, which 
resulted in a similar refusal to recognize it, and a similar appropri- 
ation of $20,000 per annum. I have since presented to the Goy- 
ernor a calculation, made by my esteemed and distinguished col- 
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league, Dr. Garland, at my request, which makes the indebted_ 
ness of the State to the University over One Million and a Half 
of Dollars, after deducting all appropriations. 


The appropriation made by the Legislature of 1878 for the sup- 
port of the University for the years 1878, 1879, was as follows: 
For University of Mississippi, for repairs and improve-

TO ENCOURAGE THE ESTABLISHMENT OF HIGH SCHOOLS AND COL- 


LEGES IN THIS STATE. 


~ WHEREAS, There is a recognized want of a system of high schools 
and colleges furnishing a course of instruction intermediate between 
the common school course and the university course ; and, 


WHEREAS, The board of trustees of the University have recognized 
the deticiency by the organization of a preparatory school; and, 


WHEREAS, The officers of the University desire a link between the 
University and the common school; and, 


WHEREAS, This deficiency can be best supplied, and at less cost to 
the State, by fostering and encouraging individual enterprise ; and, 


WHEREAS, There are already in the State several chartered institu- 
tions of learning with buildings, libraries, apparatus, and organized 
faculties composed of competent teachers; and, 

WHEREAS, There are other places where such schooi facilities would 
be furnished if proper assurance of permanency were given by the 
State : } 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Missis- 
sippi, That where suitable school buildings and a Library of 200 
bound volumes of well selected miscellaneous literature are furnished 
without expense to the State; and where a faculty of one or more 
teachers of good moral and educational standing in the State shall 
have associated themselves as a faculty in such school, students attend- 
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ing such school from any county in the State, shall be entitled to 
draw from the school fund of nis or her county the pro rata amount to 
which such student would have been entitled had he attended a first- 
class public school in lis own county. 


SEc. 2. Beit further enacted, That the principal of said school shall 
be required to furnish to each student in attendance a certified month- 
ly statement of number of days said student was in attendance, grade 
of scholarship and deportment, except in cases where the student shall 
make it necessary for his expulsion or suspension; and he shall also be 
required to send to each county superintendent a monthly certified 
roll of students in attendance from his county; and upon the presen- 
tation of said certificate, held by the student, parent or guardian, it 
shall be the duty of the several county superintendents of the State 
to issue a pay certificate to him or them as now prescribed by law for 
the pay of teachers in their respective counties, to be paid out of the 
common school fund of the county. 


Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That students attending these schools 
shall pay only the regular rates of tuition established by the principal or 
board of trustees of said schools; and the principal or board of trus- 
tees of said schools shall look to the students, their parents or guar- 
dians, as they now do in sucu colleges and high schools, for their 
tuition; and the student, parent or guardian shall look to the school 
fund of his county for the $2.00 per month as herein provided. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That said high schools or colleges 
shall adopt a course of text books as nearly as_ possible in accordance 
with the curriculum of the University of Mississippi, so that students 
may pass from these schools into any class in the University without 
loss of time or text books. 


Sno. 5. Be it further enacted, That a graded honor-roll be opened in 
the University for students entering from these schools or colleges 
showing literary status of such students; and that the Chancellor of 
the University be required to furnish, on request of princpals of these 
schools, a certified statement of the character of preparation of his 
students, that said teachers may he encouraged by a proper recogni- 
tion of their work, and a high educational standard erected in the 
State. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That the principals and presidents of 
these schoois be and are hereby required to meet in the Legislative 
Hall, at Jackson, Mississippi, annually, on the first Tuesday in July, 
at their own expense, to take into consideration all matters pertinent 
to the proper development of educational interest of the State ; and 
such convention of teachers shall be styled: “The Teachers’ Associa- 
tion of the State of Mississippi.” of which the Chancellor of the 
University and State Superintendent of Education shall be repective- 
ly ex-officio President and Vice-President. 

Src. 7. Be it further enacted, That this Act take effect and be in 
force on and after its passage.

tr. All students coming from any High School or College des- 
cribed in section 1 of ‘‘an Act to encourage the establishment of 
High Schools and Colleges in this State,” approved March 5, 
1878, shall be subjected to a competitive examination by the 
several Professors in whose departments they apply for admission, 
and the result of such examination shall be estimated on a scale 
ranging from zero to one hundred. Each Professor shall réport 
the examination to the Faculty, and the Secretary shall keep a 
list of the names of such students, and the High School from 
which they came, with their examination grade in each depart- 
ment and the general average made by combining the numbers in 
the several departments. 

2. Students coming from other High Schools than those referred 
to in the aforesaid Act, shall be examined, at their option, as in 
the case of students mentioned in section 1, and this shall apply 
to the University High School. 

3. The Chancellor shall indicate on the order for examination 
whether the student is to pass a competitive examination. 

4. The examination shall be in the studies requisite for admis- 
sion, as made known in the Catalogue; and, also, in Spelling, 
Reading, Writing and Geography, and in these latter studies the 
examinations shall be assigned by the Chancellor to the Tutors in 
the University. 

5. The Chancellor shall, upon application, furnish to each 
Principal of a High School a statement of the grade of his 
pupils. 

6. The Chancellor shall publish in the Catalogue the names and 
general average of the students having the highest grade.

Rooms in the dormitories are free of rent, and as two students 
occupy one room, the expense is divided. 

The cost, to each occupant, of furnishing a room, will vary 
from $12 to $15, or will be proportionately less if bedding be 
brought from home. 

Necessary expenses per session of nine months, not including 
books and clothing, need not exceed $150 to $200. If the sys- 
tem of messing be adopted, they may be reduced below $100. 

Should any changes be made by the Board of Trustees at their 
meeting in June, they will be made known by special announce- 
ment, and newspaper advertisements. 


TO PARENTS AND GUARDIANS. 


It will be seen from the Table of Expenses, that it is not neces- 
sary when your son or ward leaves home for the University to 
provide him with a large sum of money. All he needs is just 
enough to pay his traveling expenses, the University dues, his board 
for a month or two in advance, and to purchase a few text-books. 
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Other amounts can be sent when needed. Almost any student 
will be ruzned by haying always plenty of money in his pocket, 
and he will be the cause of ruin to others. Therefore, no matter 
what your circumstances, use a spare hand in supplying money to 
your son or ward at the University. 

The conditions of admission and the course of study have been 
adapted to the exigencies of the times. ‘They are comprehensive 
enough to insure good scholarship, with reasonable diligence on 
the part of the student.

1. A DEPARTMENT OF PREPARATORY EDUCATION. 
2. A DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE AND’ THE 
ARTS. 
3. A DEPARTMENT OF PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION. 
1. DEPARTMENT OF PREPARATORY EDUCATION. 


The first of these general Departments consists of a 
University High School, in which are taught the branches 
of study preliminary to the University courses, viz: 
English, Latin, Greek and Mathematics, together with 
a course of Commercial Science, including Penmanship 
and Book-Keepineg. 


Il. DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE AND THE ARTS. 
Under the second are included five distinet courses 


of study, three of which are undergraduate courses, 
and two are post-graduate courses. 


1. UNDERGRADUATE COURSES, 


The three Undergraduate Courses are known as: 
1. The Course for Bachelor of Arts; 2. The Course for 
Bachelor of Science; 3. The Course for Bachelor of 
Philosophy. A student has free choice of these courses, 
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but the studies prescribed for each course are all com- 
pulsory for that course. 

1. The Course for Bachelor of Arts requires four 
years for its completion, and embraces the studies fol- 
lowing: | 

For the first year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathe- 
matics. | 

For the second year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathe- 
matics. 

For the third year, English, Latin, Greek, Physics, 
Chemistry, Metaphysics, Logic, History. 

For the fourth year, English, French, Greek, Optics, 
Astronomy, Geology, Mineralogy, Zoology, Political 
Kconomy. 

2. The Course for Bachelor of Science, requires fonr 
years for completion, and embraces the studies follow- 
ing: 

For the first year, English, Latin, French, Mathemat-

For the second year, English, Latin, French, Mathe-

For the third year, English, French, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry, Metaphysics, Logic. 

For the fourth year, English, French, Optics, Astron- 
omy, Geology, Mineralogy, Ethics, Political Economy. 

3. The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy is Elective, 
and embraces the studies of any seven of the ten ex- 
isting departments, viz: 

Greek, Latin, Modern Languages, English, Mathe- 
maties, Physics, Chemistry, Natural History, Mental 
and Moral Science, History and Political Economy.

In Chemistry and Natural History—Qualitative Anal- 
ysis, two hours daily in Laboratory; Agricul- 
tural and Economic Chemistry, three hours 
weekly ; Gray’s Structural and Systematic Bot- , 
any; Dana’s Mineralogy; Dana’s Geology; Sow- 
erby’s Conchology; with two hours practical ex- 
ercises daily, in addition to the daily recitation. 

In History and Political Hconomy—Adam Smith’s

By consent of the Faculty, an equivalent may be 
substituted for any one subject, and one only, in any 
selected course. 

Applications for the degree must be made through 
the Chancellor, by the First Monday in November of 
each year. 


Il. COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF PH. D. 





This degree will be conferred on the following con- 
ditions : 
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1. The candidate must apply to the Faculty in wri- 
ting. 

2. He must be a graduate of this University with 
the degree of B. A., or B. 8., or of some other institution 
of like grade, with equal degree; or hemust, by exam- 
ination, satisfy the Faculty that he possesses the train- 
ing and attainments derived by faithful students in 
pursuing to completion the courses for these degrees.

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


1. Applicants for admission into the first year’s class 
of the Bachelor of Arts Course must be able to sustain 
a Satisfactory examination on Butler’s English Gram- 
mar, First Lessons in English Composition, Geograhpy 
and Arithmetic. Students will be examined also upon 
Davies’ Elementary Algebra, to equations of the second 
degree, and besides the foregoing, the following books, 
or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek: Latin Gram- 
mar, (Harkness’ or Andrews and Stoddard’s), Cesar, 
any two of Cicero’s Orations, two books of the Aineid 
of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek Grammar, with W hi- 
tonm’s First Lessons in Greek, and the first book of the 
Anabasis. 
2. Applcants for advanced classes must be proficient 
in the studies prescribed in preliminary classes. 
3. Candidates for the first year’s class of the Bache- 
lor of Science Course will be examined on all the 
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studies required for the first year of the Bachelor of 
Arts Course, except the Greek. 

4. Cree for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course 
will be examined on the same, with the addition of the 
whole of Davies’ Elementary Algebta or its equiva- 
lent, omitting the studies not embraced in their course. 

The age of admission to the first year of any 
course is at least sixteen years; a proportional in- 
crease of age is required for an advanced class. In 
case of superior qualifications the Faculty have power 
to dispense with this requisition. 

6. Certificates of good moral character are required | 
of all candidates for admission; and if from another 
College, this certificate must show that the student | 
was honorably discharged. 

Candidates for admission must report to the Chan- 
| cellor, or, in his absence, to the Vice-Chancellor, within 
twenty-four hours after their arrival. All who present 
themselves will be examined on Thursday and Friday 
preceding Commencement; others at the opening of 
the Fall term. 

The attention of parents, and of candidates: for 
admission, is called to the Act passed at a late session 
of the Legislature prohibiting the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons, and also to the folowing Article of 
the Laws of the University: 

“Kvery student, upon his entrance into College, 
shall be earnestly admonished, by the Chancellor, of 
his responsibility to the laws and regulations of the 
University, and of his duty to yield them implicit 
obedience; and he shall be required to state that he 
has no fire-arms or deadly weapons in his possession, |: 
or in the possession of others for him, or if he have 
such, to deliver the same to the Chancellor.” 
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TERMS, EXAMINATIONS, ETC. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, 
divided into two terms of four and a half months 
each. The first term begins on the last Thursday in Sep- 
tember, annually, and continues to the middle of Feb- 
ruary. The second term, beginning at the close of the 
first, continues to the last Thursday of June following. 

The session of 1880-’81 begins on Thursday, Septem- 
ber 23d, 1880. 

There are two examinations of all classes during the 
year. The first (which is the Intermediate or Semi- 
annual Examination) is held during the second and third 
weeks of February, and the second (which is the An- 
nual Examination) begins with that of the Graduating 
Classes, one month before Commencement, and the 
remaining classes are examined during the latter half 
of the month of June. These examinations are both 
written and oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held on the last 
Thursday of June, on which day Academical and Hon- 
orary Degrees are conferred. Onthe preceding Sabbath 
a sermon is delivered in the University Chapel before 
the Trustees, Faculty, Students and citizens assmbled, 
by some Minster of the Gospel previously appointed 

The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday 
are occupied by exhibitions of elocution from students, 
and by Honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are deliv- 
ered to graduates of the various courses who have 
finished the prescribed curriculum, and have sustained 
a Satisfactory examination in all the studies of the 
course whose degree they propose to take. 











VACATION. 





There is one vacation during the year, which begins 
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on the last Friday of June, and continues until the last 
Thursday of September, on which day every student, 
if possible, should be present. 


ABSENCES. 


Absences from the University during the session are 
not permitted except from reasons of importance. 
The parent has, at all times, the right to withdraw his 
son entirely, without reason assigned; but without so 
withdrawing him he cannot relieve him of the obliga- 
tion to attend on his duties at the University. The in- 
cidental absences of students during the session are 
exceedingly disadvantageous, both to themselves and 
to the University. While, therefore, the Faculty permit 
them in cases where propriety or urgent necessity 
seems to make them unavoidable, they hold it to be a 
duty to enquire into the reasons for which the permis- 
sion is solicited. When a student absents himself 
during the session tor a period of one week or more, 
although with the permission of the Chancellor, he 
shall upon his return be subject to examination if the 
Faculty require it, and shall not be entitled to re-enter 
his class unless his examination be satisfactory. 


| A.SIGNMENT OF. ROOMS. 


At the opening of the session, the first business will 
be the location of students in their rooms. They re- 
port their location to the Chancellor, and are not at 
liberty to change it without his permission. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the 
room occupied by them at the close of the session may 
do so, provided they attend punctually ; but if they 
are not personally present at the time of general allot- 
ment, rooms will not be reserved except in special cases. 

Every study-room in the University is designed for 
two students. No student can draw for a room in his 
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own name singly; nor can a student who desires to 
hold the same room from one session to another, and 
whose room-mate may have retired, be allowed the | 
privilege, unless he obtains another room-mate. 





REPORTS AND DISCHARGES. 


At the end of every month during the session, and 
at the end of the first term in February, and at the 
close of the session in June, a circular is addressed to 
the parent or guardian of each student, giving such | 
information in regard to the standing and deportment 
of the student as may be esteemed most inportant. 
In any case in which the irregularities of the student’s 
attendance upon college exercises exceed a certain 
limit, a special notice is sent to draw attention to the | 
fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the 
University except on application to the Chancellor, in 
writing, by his parent or guardian. The law provides | 
that no certilicate of discharge shall be delivered to a 
student; but that such certificate, when .issued, shall 
be addressed to the parent or guardian, at his usual 
post-office. 

Whenever a student shall be frequently absent from 
his scholastic exercises, though for sufficient reason, 
the Faculty shall call the attention of the parent or 
guardian to that fact; that if there be no improve- 
ment in this respect they shall advise the withdrawal 
of such student; and in case a student be manifestly 
making ill use of his time, from whatever cause, his 
withdrawal may be advised in like manner. | 

Whenever a student is suspended he shall leave the | 
college grounds within twenty-four hours after being 
notified of the fact, and the town of Oxford, if not.a | 
resident thereof, within forty-eignt hours after receiv- 
ing such notification, unless the Chancellor, for suffi- 
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cient reason, see fit to grant a longer delay. Disregard 
of this regulation shall be punished according to the 
circumstances of the case; but if the disregard be 
defiant, the offender shail be expelled. 

Should the Faculty, at any time, believe that an 
undergraduate student is falling into idle or pernicious 
habits, then, through the Chancellor as their organ, 
they shall make known their impressions to the parent 
or guardian of the student, with the grounds on which 
it is founded ; and it shall be their duty, at all times, 
and in the fullest manner, to acquaint the friends of 
every student with whatever would be likely to give 
them anxiety in regard to the welfare of such student. 

Students shall not be exempt from responsibility to 
the authorities of the University for censurable acts 
committed in the vacations or while absent from the 
University during the session. 








PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the 
Chapel of the University, and all the students are re- 
quired by law to be present. It is also expected that 
they attend divine service in some one of the churches 
of Oxford on the Sabbath; and a proper observance 
of the Sabbath is exacted of every student. 


LIBRARIES. 


The Libraries’ of the University contain over six 
thousand volumes, which have been carefully selected 
with the view of supplying all the needs of classical, 
scientific and law students. The Department of 
Ancient Classical Literature is complete; that of 
Science is well supphed with works on every branch. 
The Departments of History, Poetry, Biography, The- 
ology, Geography, Travels, ete., contain the standard 
works on each subject. All students connected with 
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the University have access to the Library, which is 
opened at stated times, weekly, for the receipt and de- 
livery of books. Several hundred volumes have been 
added to the Library during the past two years. 

The Phi Sigma and Hermeean Societies have Libraries 
containing in the aggregate, some twenty-five lfundred 
volumes, which are accessible to the members. 








READING ROOM. 


A Reading Room has been fitted up by the Board 
and furnished with leading American and Foreign 
Journals, Reviews and Magazines, for the benefit of the 
Faculty and students. 


PRIZES. 
PRIZES FOR DECLAMATION. 


Y: BY THE JNIVERSITY. 


The trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence 
in elocution, consisting of gold medals. The contest- 
ants for these prizes must be second year’s students. 
The Monday previous to the last Thursday of June is 
the day set apart for the Prize Declamation. Disinter- 
ested judges are chosen by the authorities of the Uni- 
versity, annually, who decide upon the merits of these 
declaimers, and assign the medals to the two who rank 
in point of excellence as first and second speakers. 





2; BY THE gp pOCIsTigEs: 


Each of the Literary Societies, the Hermean and 
Phi Sigma, has established Prizes for excellence 
in elocution. The candidates must be students of the 
first year. The prizes consist of gold medals. The 
day of the prize declamation of the Hermzean Society 
is fixed for the Friday, and that of the Phi Sigma So- 
ciety, for the Saturday before Commencement.

FOREIGN PRIZES. 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor 
of English Literature for the department which he 
conducts. 

1. Lhe Harly English Text Society, of London, 
offers a prize “to the best scholar in English before 
Chaucer.” This is bestowed upon the student of the 
Junior Class who presents the best written examina- 
tion in old English. 

“. The New Shakspere Society (London) offers a 
prize for the best examination paper in English Liter- 
ature, in which some prominence is given to the criti- 
cism of Shakspere’s plays. This is bestowed in the 
Senior Class, whose work in English is confined to the 
Literature of the Language. 

These prizes consist of reprints of the Society’s pub- 
lications, and are valued at from twenty to twenty-five 
dollars in gold. 


LITERARY ASSOCIATIONS, 


The Phi Sigma and Hermeean societies are literary 
in their character, consisting of students meeting dur- 
ing the forenoon of every Saturday, for the purpose of 
improvement in debate, declamation and composition.

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COURSE OF STUDV FOR BACHELOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 
Department Diplomas: Certificates of Proficiency. 


When a student shall have completed satisfactorily 
the longer course of instruction in any department, a 
Department Diploma shall be awarded him therefor, 
(provided that when he takes a Diploma in a single 
department his minimum grade shall be 80) and deliv- 
ered to him on Commencement Day, and when he shall 
have completed satisfactorily the shorter course in 
any department he shall in the same manner receive a 
Certificate of Proficiency. 

The holder of a Department Diploma shall be con- 
sidered an Alumnus after he shall have ceased to be a.

GREEK LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


JOHN J. WHEAT, D. D., PROFESSOR. 


During the first two years, thorough instruction is 
given in the grammatical forms and syntax of the lan- 
guage, with translation into pure idomatic English, 
both oral and written, and with constant blackboard 
exercises and a careful analysis of the text. Special 
attention is also paid to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, 
while embracing the above method, includes also sub- 
jects of derivation, formation and composition of 
words and prosody. Lectures are delivered from time 
to time\on the general subjects of Greek Literature, 
designed, at the same time, as far as possible, to give 
a correct view of the social, religious and political life 
of the Greeks. Text-books are fully enumerated in the 
“Course of Study,” on pp. 86-40.

The Sophomore Class read the Odes, Satires and 
Epistles of Horace, (devoting, while perusing this 
author, especial attention to Prosody and Mythology) 
and the Agricola of Tacitus—continue the study of 
Grammar and translate English into Latin. 

The Junior Class read Selections from Juneval or 
other Latin Poets, and Quintilian, or Cicero’s De Offi- 
clis, and have exercises in extempore translation of 
Latin into English.

A revolution is now taking place in the educational 
world in regard to the study of English. There has long 
been a growing discontent in the minds of many, both 
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in England and America, arising from the conviction 
that their best institutions of learning have failed to 
do all their proper work; that their graduates, with 
thorough and elegant scholarship in many branches 
of polite education, have been sent forth into society 
without a corresponding acquaintance with their own. 
language. Wise and thoughtful observers have mur- 
mured because our young men have been allowed to 
leave college, Knowing indeed many things, and know- 
ing them well, but lacking the power to communicate 
with facility the knowledge they possess; and they 
have protested earnestly and loudly against the per- 
petuation of a system which brings reproach upon 
itself, from the life-long injury it inflicts upon the 
student. . 

These murmurs have been heard, these protests con- 
sidered, and not without hopeful results. Among 
those men whose views fashion and guide the public 
mind, the opinion grows daily that in all our literary 
institutions the study of the English language ought 
to be made more prominent; that, while for the scien 
tific purpose of mental discipline it is equal to any 
foreign tongue, it 1s for practical value far superior to 
any ; in fine, that for an English-speaking youth, his 
mother-tongue and the great works written init are | 
the noblest literary study, and the power of wielding 
that tongue well the noblest literary gain. | 

Along with this growing sense of the value of the 
knowledge of English, there is an enlarging view of 
the importance of an acquaintance with the earlier 
forms of the language. “It 1s strange,” says Dr. F. A. 
March, “that there should have been no more study of 
Anglo-Saxon, the mother of our mother-tongue. There 
is talk enough aboutit. From the way our orators and 
critics dilate upon the glories of the Anglo-Saxon 
tongue, and the beauty and power of the Anglo-Saxon 
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Style, one would suppose that everybody studies it, 
But it is only within the last ten years that it has 
had any place in our common American college-course. 
The course has now been widened and there are 
many things to be said in favor of admitting the 
grandmother-tongue ... . . Almost all our gram- 
matical forms are Anglo-Saxon. The difficulties of 
our language, whether in spelling, in the irregular for- 
mation of moods and tenses, or of plurals or genders, or 
in the peculiar combinations of syntax, are almost all to 
be referred to Anglo-Saxon, and most of them are there 
easily understood; they are now difficult because they 
are relics of habits and forms which have passed away. 
No class of teachers need to know Anglo-Saxon so 
much as teachers of English grammar. Teachers in 
our common schools, and much more in our high 
schools and academies, might- use it with every lesson 
in grammar or language ; and they are always in danger 
of being asked questions they cannot answer without 
knowing it. Pupils will ask whether John’s book is a 
contraction of John his book; how comes goose to have 
geese for its plural and gander for its masculine ; how 
comes lady to be the feminine of lord; what does the 
fo mean when you say fo err is hwman; should we parse 
LT asked him a question by supplying fo before him ; and 
so on without end. But such questions cannot be 
answered without Knowing Anglo-Saxon. Ingenious 
teachers reason about them with infinite subtlety and 
no end, and demonstrate how they must be—both ways; 
when a single look at an Anglo-Saxon sentence settles 
the matter. No teacher can safely decide such ques- 
tions without knowing the old forms.” In accordance 
with this view, the aim of this department is to give 
the student such knowledge of the earliest facts of the 
language as will enable him to handle intelligently all 
the more difficult forms of the modern speech. And 
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this knowledge once attained, it is sought constantly 
to apply in all the subseqent studies of the course. 
Large experience in the use of this method of teaching 
only strengthens the conviction of the Professor, that 
this is the only true way to those attainments which 
make a man master of his own tongue. 

1. The Freshman Class reviews the subject of Eng- 
lish Grammar, and then takes up the study of Rhetoric, 
giving attention both to the elements and qualities of 
style in written composition and to the preparation 
and delivery of addresses. Text books: Whitney’s 
Essentials of English Grammar, Bain’s Rhetoric, Wor- 
cester’s Dictionary. 

2. The Sophomore Class enters upon the scientific 
study of the mother-tongue, beginning with <Anglo- 
Saxon as the basis of our grammar and the foundation 
of English etymology. The text books are March’s 
Anglo-Saxon Grammar and Reader, and Lounsbury’s 
English Language. But much of the work of this 
class is furnished directly by the Professor, there being 
as yet no satisfactory treatise on the etymology of 
words purely Saxon. 

3. The Junior Class, continuing the same general 
plan, takes a full view of the language, as to its origin, 
historical development and philological relations. The 
Danish element, brought directly into contact with our 
early speech, and the kindred elements coming through 
the Norman conquest; the history, methods and results 
of linguistic science; are carefully discussed by lec- 
tures. The biography of our best writers is then 
studied, thus preparing for the work of next year. Text 
books: Morris’s English Accidence, Arnold’s English 
Literature. 

4, The Senior Class studies Poetry,“‘the noblest portion 
of our noble literature,” becoming acquainted with our 
most prominent authors, and concluding the course with 
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Shakspere. Text books: Carpenter’s English of the 
Fourteenth Century, Hale’s Longer English Poems, 
Hudson’s Life, Art and Characters of Shakspere. Lec- 
tures are delivered on the succession of Shakspere’s 
plays, as indicated by metrical tests and esthetic criti- 
cism, and on the growth of his mind and art as illus- 
trated by his works. 





MODERN LANGUAGES. 


ALEX. J. QUINCHE, LL. D., PROFESSOR. 


French is taught throughout the four years of the 
B.S. Course, with two recitations per week. 

Students of the A. B.and B. P. Courses study French 
during the last year of their respective courses, with 
four recitations per week. Text books: Keetel’s 
French Grammar, Literature Francaise Contemporaine, 
Classic French Plays, or equivalents. 

Though the French is the only Modern Language 
prescribed in the curriculum, classes in other modern 
languages may be formed whenever there is a demand 
for instruction in them. 


MATHEMATICS.

The Course in Mathematics for the B. A. and B. P. 
degrees extends through the first and second years, 
with five recitations each week; embracing in the order

instruments in the field, Analytical Geometry. 

In addition to the above, the B.S. Course has the 
Differential and Integral Calculus through the first 
term of the third year. 
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PHYSICS AND ASTRONOMY.

Students in the B. A. and B.S. Courses take up the 
the studies of this Department in their third year; in 
the B. P. Course they are commenced in the second 
year. Students of the B. A. and B. P. Courses prose- 
cute the subjects of study to the extent of Ganot’s 
Physics, Peck’s Mechanics, and Gummere’s Astrono- 
my, exclusive of the Appendix. Those of the B. 8S. | 
Course study Ganot’s Physics, Peck’s Mechanics and | 
Gummere’s Astronomy, with problems and practice in 
the use of instruments. Students of the M. A. and Ph. 
D. Courses pursue studies as indicated in the curricula 
for those degrees. Practical instruction in telegraphy 
is given to all students who desire it. 

Lectures are delivered upon all the subjects of this 
Department, and illustrated by extensive and suitable 
apparatus.

CHEMISTRY AND NATURAL HISTORY. 


RICHARD W. JONES, A. M., PROFESSOR.

The course of instruction in Chemistry and Natura] 
History includes General Chemistra Yy, Practical Chem- 
istry, Botany, Zoology, Mineralogy, Geology. 

GENERAL CHEMISTRY is taught mainly by lectures 

delivered four times a week to the Junior classes in the 
different courses of study, and copiously illustrated 
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by experiments ; for which the room is well arranged 
and provided with ample and excellent apparatus. 

The object of the instructor is to give as complete 
and satisfactory a view as the time will allow of the 
whole province of Inorganic and Organic Chemistry, 
to impress firmly on the student’s mind the principles 
of the science, as developed in the light of the most 
recent researches and methods,:and to furnish a 
thorough preparation for the intelligent study of Min- 
eralogy, Geology and Scientific Agriculture, as well as 
for the independent investigation of the problems of 
Modern Science. | 

Books of Reference—Roscoe’s Chemistry, Cooke’s 
Chemical Philosophy, Fowne’s Chemistry. 

2, PRAcTICAL CHEMISTRY.—This course embraces the 
various kinds of manipulations and laboratory work : 

Blowpipe Reactions, Qualitative Analysis, Quan- 
titative Analysis. The work is so conducted as to be 
of special interest and advantage to such as wish to 
become Professional Chemists, Metallurgists, Mineral- 
ogists, Geologists, Druggists and Physicians.

Students in the Junior B.S. Course devote four hours 
per week to Practical Chemistry. 

3. Botany AND Zoontogy.—The Freshman Class in 
the B. 8. and B. P. Courses attends lectures and recita- 
tions in Botany three hours per week. 

The Sophomore Class of the B. 8. Course and the 
Senior B. A. give same time to Zoology. 

Text-books.—Gray’s School and Field Book of Bot 
any, Chapman’s Flora of the Southern States, Nichol- 
son’s Manual of Zoology, Jordan’s Manual of Verte- 
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brates, Packard’s Guide to Study of Insects and Coues 
on Birds. 

4. MINERALOGY AND GrEOLOGY.—These subjects are 
taught in the Senior year by lectures, text-books and 
practical work of the student. 

The Markoe collection of Minerals affords superior 
advantages for the study af Mineralogy. Geology is 
explained and illustrated by diagrams, charts and a 
large collection of rocks and fossils from all the for- 
mations. 

Special attention will be given to the Chemistry of 
Geology, its economical products and its bearing on 
Agriculture. 

The Geological Survey of the State is complete and 
contains several thousand specimens of all the forma- 
tions, fossils and varieties of soil, with many careful 
analyses of soils. 

Text-Books and Books of Reference.—Dana’s Min- 
eralogy, Elderhorst’s Manual (edition of Nason and 
Chandler), Dana’s Geology, Hilgard’s Geology of Mis- 
sissippi, Toumy’s Geology of Alabama, Owen’s Geol- 
ogy of Arkansas, Safford’s Geology of Tennessee, 
Hopkin’s Geology of Louisiana. 














ETHICS, METAPHYSICS, PHILOSOPHY AND LOGIC. 
JAMES A. LYON, D. D., PROFESSOR. | 


The subject of Ethics includes Moral Science, Nat- 
ural Theology, and Evidences of Christianity, and is 
taught to the Senior Class two hours each week through- 
out the scholastic year. 

Metaphysics embraces the History of Ancient and 
Modern Philosophy, and is taught to the Junior Class 
three hours each week for the first stx months of the 
year. Logic, and the principles of Eloquence are 
taught to the same class three hours each week during 
the remainder of the year. 
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Lext-Books and Books of Reference.—In “Ethics” 
and “Christian Evidences,” Wayland’s Moral Science, 
and Alexander’s Evidences are used as Texts. The 
Department is, for the most part, taught by Lectures. 
In Mental Science: Hamilton, Haven, Porter, Reed, 
Upham, Cousin, etc., etc. 

History or Pramosonpy.—Lectures on this subject 
mainly derived from the folowing histories of Philos- 
ophy, viz: 

Stanley, Enfield, Lewes, Schwegler, Ueberweg, Morell, 
Cousin, Stewart, Archer, Butler, Francis Bowen, Dr. 
McCosh.

Moral Science, Evidences and Metaphysics are taught 
by text and lectures combined. Natural Theology, 
History of Philosophy and Principles of Eloquence, 
exclusively by lecture. 








HISTORY AND POLITICAL ECONOMY. 
ALEX. P. STEWART, PROFESSOR. 


History is taught throughout the third year of the 
courses for Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Philoso- 
phy. 

Instruction is given in Ancient Geography, Chronol- 
ogy, Ancient, Medizeval and Modern History. 

Political Economy, International Law, and Science 
of Government are taught during the last year of the 
Undergraduate Courses. 


CABINETS AND APPARATUS. 


In Physical and Chemical Apparatus and in Cabinets 
of Minerals, Rocks, Shells and other fossils, the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi is unsurpassed by any institution 
in the country, save those which are specially Scientific 
Schools. | 
ee 
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The Physical Apparatus, purchased of the most cel- 
ebrated makers in America and Europe, includes all 
that is needed to give to a class a full and clear illustra- 
tion of every important fact and principle in Physical 
Science. Each instrument is the best of its kind; and 
the University possesses many not usually found in 
such collections. 

The apparatus employed for the illustration of . the 
subject of Mechanics embraces, besides the pieces 
required for demonstrating fundamental principles, 
models of various kinds of machinery, and contrivances 
for exhibiting the various modifications and transfor- 
mations of motion as employed in the practical work- 
ingof machinery. Atwood’s and Morin’s Machines for 
demonstrating the laws of falling bodies, and the re- 
versible pendulum of Kater for showing the converti- 
bility of the axes of oscillation and suspension, all 
made in Paris, are unsurpassed in finish and accuracy. 

The principles governing the equilibrium and motion 
of liquids and gases can be illustrated in full by the 
contrivances of Haldat, Mariotte, and Venturi; and 
the working models of Bramah’s hydrostatic press, 
Barker’s mill, Archimedes’ screw, the hydraulic ram, 
the fire engine, syphon fountain, intermittent fountain, 
Hiero’s fountain, water wheels and water pumps of 
every description, are important applications of these 
principles. 

There are condensing and exhausting air pumps of 
the best workmanship, and provided with every acces- 
sory needed in the experimental illustration of Pneu- 
matics. There are five different barometers, by the 
best makers, and of superior accuracy. 

For the subject of heat there is a fine collection of 
thermometers of every description, pyrometers, reflec- 
tors and all the appliances for demonstrating the prin- 
ciples pertaining to this branch of Physical Science. 
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With Electrical Apparatus, the University is remark- 
ably well furnished. The great double plate electrical 
machine is the largest ever constructed—its two plates 
being each six feet in diameter—and is supplied with 
correspondingly large conductors and batteries. There 
is also a second machine of smaller dimensions, and 
both are accompanied by every device for de:nonstra- 
ting the principles, and showing the phenomena, be- 
longing to Statical Electricity. 

The large Ruhmkorff induction coil, and the power- 
ful diamagnetic apparatus have but few equals. The 
University is fully equipped with all the contrivances 
of Ampere and others for showing the mutual influence 
of electrical currents, and the existence of earth-cur- 
rents. 

Additions recently made to the electrical apparatus 
enable the department to exhibit the most approved 
modes of electric illumination, and the most powerful 
diamagnetic and inductive action. Working models 
of Telephonie apparatus have also been added. 

The instruments for the Magnetic Observatory are of 
the most approved pattern and best workmanship. 
The dipping needle, declination needle, and instru- 
ments for measuring magnetic intensity deserve special 
notice. 

There is a fine collection of steel and natural mag- 
nets. A mounted specimen of the latter will sustain 
over seventy-five pounds. 

The Acoustic apparatus satisfies every requirement for 
class illustration. The collection was furnished by 
Secretan, of Paris, and includes everything needed to 
establish the laws governing the vibration of strings, 
rods, plates and columns of air. There are models 
showing all the various contrivances used for the pro- 
duction and regulation of sound in musical instru- 
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The toothed wheel of Savart, and the siren of Cagnard- 
Latour furnish excellent means for determining the 
number of vibrations of any sounding body. Koenig’s 
apparatus for analysing sound by manometric flames 
has lately been added to the collection. 

The Optical Apparatus, made by Lerebours and 
Secretan, is unsurpassed in excellence and is sufficient 
to illustrate every branch of the science. There are 
mirrors, lenses and prisms for demonstrating all the 
geometrical principles. A magnificent magic lantern, 
with many elegant slides, a powerful solar microscope, 
a Spencerian compound microscope of the highest 
power, and a fine binocular by Grunow, are some of 
pieces belonging to this part of the subject. 

The heliostat of Silberman with Soleil’s diffraction 
banc is capable of projecting finely all the fringes due 
to interference. These phenomena are further repre- 
sented on a larger scale by an extensive collection of 
elegant oil paintings and accurate diagrams. 

The subject of double refraction and polarization are 
finely explained by Engel’s models, and the phenom- 
ena all exhibited by Noremberg’s, Arago’s and Buiot’s 
instruments. The chromatics of polarized light ean be 
elaborately shown by the various devices used for that 
purpose. 

The Saccharimeters of Soleil and Mitscherlich are 
important practical parts of the collection, to which 
a first-rate spectroscope, from the celebrated shop of 


. Steinheil, Munich, has. been added. 


In the department of Astronomy, the apparatus was 
originally intended to be equal to any in the world. 
This plan was interrupted in 1861, and has not yet been 
completed. But the University 1s, nevertheless, supphed 
with all that is necessary for class instruction in this 
department—having an elegant planetarium, eleven 
feet in diameter, two 36 inch globes, a refracting tele- 
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Scope of six feet focal length, a portable transit and 
clock, and an elegant alt-azimuth repeating circle, 
which can illustrate the equatorial mounting of a tel- 
escope. 

The Laboratory for practical work in Chemistry is 
large, well constructed for comfort, convenience and 
thorough ventilation; it has well-made tables and 
stands to accommodate te n students working at a time. 
There is a good supply of gas and Bunse’s gas burners, 
From the main body of the room are divided off three 
small apartments: A. Balance Room, with three sets of 
delicate apparatus; B. Professor’s Room; C. Cham- 
ber for noxious gases used as re-agents. The follow- 
ing are some of the more important equipments : 

i. Vitter & Son’s large wrought iron furnace, with all 
the arrangements and attachments for affording a sup- 
ply of fresh distilled water, for a large number of 
water and steam baths, for drying chambers, for prepa- 
ration of essential oil, ete. 

2. Masonry furnace, with extensive sand baths and 
means for ignition. 

3. Gas furnace for organic analysis. 

4. Chareoal furnaces and various small implements 
for distillation, determination of vapor destiny, ete. 

5. Air pump, barometers and thermometers of the 
best construction. 

6. Biowpipe tables with bellows, mouth blowpipes, 
etc. 

7. Pump and elevated water tank. 

8. Bunsen’s filter pump for rapid filtration, Aspi- 
rators. 
| 9. Self-regulating apparatus for generating the sev- 
cral gases needed in analysis. 
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10. Hood and flues for collecting and conveying off 
the waste volatilized products. 

11. Photographic apparatus. 

12. Spectroscope. 

13. Microscope. 

14. Powerful galvanic battery. 

15. Oxy-hydrogen blowpipe. 

16. A good supply of platinum, silver, porcelain, 
class and earthenware vessels, with the re-agents and 
substances necessary to the proper prosecution of the 
several kinds of practical work. 

The Geological Department possesses : 

1. A fine collection of accurate maps and charts, ge- 
ological reports of the various State surveys, and 
specimens of rocks and fossils representing the various 
formations. 7 | 

2. The special Geology of the State and its character- 
istic fossils are represented by an extensive collection, 
including specimens of rocks, soils, marls, lgnites, 
ete., and all remarkable fossils found in the State. 

This collection is of great interest, especially to 
those who make agriculture their business. The col- 
lection of soils from every county in the State, together 
with the analyses which have been made of most of 
them, and which show all their characteristics, enable 
a student to comprehend at once the agricultural re- 
sources of every part of the State. 

The Markoe Collection of Minerals—a rare and ele- 
gant one, purchased of Mr. Francis Markoe, of Wash- 
ington, is pronounced inferior to none in the world. It 
includes a large number of rocks, minerals and fossils, 
sufficient for the fullest illustration of Mineralogy and 
kindred subjects. 

The Budd Cabinet contains a rich and varied collec- 
tion of marine, terrestrial and fluviatile shells. This

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collection is the result of twenty-five years’ labor, and 
is believed to be unsurpassed in this country. 

Zoology is rendered more interesting and intelligible 
by maps showing the geographical distribution of ani- 
mals, by a collection of vertebrates which is increased 
every year, by specimens from the Geological Cabinet 
and the ‘‘ Budd Collection.” 

This department also possesses maps showing the 
ceographical distribution of plants. 

The University Herbarium contains specimens of all | 
the forms of vegetable life indigenous to Mississippi 
and some of the adjoining States. — 

The Department of Natural History is supplied with 
several complete sets of models of crystal forms, sev- 
eral microscopes, Wollaston’s Reflecting Goniometer, 
Hauy’s Goniometer, several complete cases of instru- 
ments and re-agents for practical work in the Depart- 
ment and for field investigations.

THE LAW SCHOOL.

In June, 1872, the Trustees dispensed with the neces- 
sity of two years’ attendance in this Law School, and 
permitted the graduation of a student who attends one 
year, provided he pass a satisfactory examination. 
The degree or diploma thus obtained is made by stat- 

ute a license to practice law in any court in Missis- 
sippi, and is recognized by the courts of the United 
States in Mississippi. The student may enter the 
class at any time; but he is advised to be here at the 
beginning of the session, the 25th of September. 

Text-books are the chief means of instruction in 
this school, and lectures are not uniformly read to the 
class, for law is too abstruse a learning to be taught 
after that fashion. One of the chief advantages of a 
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law school—and especially one not over-crowded with 
students—is that by a rigorous course of examination, 
repeated with every student every day on his day’s 
reading, thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery 
of the subject. In this school every student is thus 
examined every day, about two hoursa day being de- 
voted to this exercise, and explanation being given on 
those points which this rigorous examination may show 
that the student does not sufficiently understand. 

«A. practice has also been adopted here of requiring 
the students, frequently, to write down in the recitation 
room, @ Synopsis of their latest reading, in order to 
compel them to that accuracy which is essential to a 
lawyer; and each student is in turn required to stand 
up before the class, and, in a manner as decent and quiet 
as possible, to deliver an oral statement of the contents 
of the chapter, and sometimes a synopsis of the book 
under . perusal. This is done to train the young 
men to the art of forensic oratory: for they are not 
allowed to deliver a memorized statement, and their 
exercise amounts to the same thing as oral argument 
at the bar, and is perhaps the only practical mode of 
teaching the art of public speaking. Obviously, the 
fewer the students, the more training of this kind each 
one can obtain. 

No young man who has attempted, without asso- 


ciates.in study, to master the voluminous learning of. 


the law, need be told of the dismal and often over- 
powering dreariness of such an undertaking. Black- 
stone, after quoting a very great lawyer, Sir Henry 
Spellman’s confession, that such a trial had made his 
soul sink within him, condemns the effort to learn law 
by “sequestering one’s self from the world, and by 
a tedious, lonely process, extracting the theory of the 
law from a mass of undigested learning.” He equally 
condemns the effort to learn it ‘‘by an assiduous attend- 
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ance on the courts, to pick up theory and practice 
together.” A law-school gives the student immense 
relief from this painful irksomeness, attending his first 
year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of the 
law. 

Such relief is derived from the emulation and com- 
panionship of studying in classes, and from the daily 
examinations. The students are constantly discussing 
their studies, not only with the Professor, but also with 
each other; and their interest is thus prevented from 
flagging, and their daily work from becoming repul- 
Sive. | 

Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his 
learning, and of a livelier, and therefore a much more 
vigorous prosecution of his studies, to be derived by a 
law-student from the daily discussion of a law-school, 
there is another question—namely, whether a law-office 
or a law-school be the better place for learning law in 
a scientific method such as every man must pursue to 
obtain success; and on this question, the attention of

The regular course of class-reading is Blackstone’s |

on the Conflict of Laws, in the order indicated. Col- 
lateral reference will be made to other standard authors | 
on the same and kindred subjects.. So soon as Green- — 
leaf is read, a Moot Court is organized, in which the | 
students are instructed by the Professor, presiding as 
Judge, in the Circuit Court and Justice’s Court prac- | 
tice. When Adams’ Equity is read, the Moot Court is 
re-organized as a Court of Chancery. 

The books needed in the course, can be procured at 
Oxford as needed; the cost of the whole course, new | 
and late editions, is about forty-six dollars; and the | 
tuition fee for the year is fifty dollars. Many students 
borrow books from their friends, and those’ purchased | 
are bought at intervals. No deduction is'made from | 
the tuition fee when a student comes in late, as that | 
would be to place a premium on late coming.

2. In connection with the daily recitations, the Pro- 
fessor, whilst impressing upon the students the princi- 
ples of the common law, and of equity jurisprudence, 
which pervade the legal systems of allour States, con- 
stantly, also, directs their observation to the modifica- 
tions effected by the statutes and decisions of our own 
State. | 

3. The student has opportunities for forming 
friendships and associations with the most cultivated 
young men of the entire State; with the young men 
who are to be the most prominent and influential of 
the State. This wide-spread acquaintance is peculiarly 
valuable to a young lawyer; and experience has de- 
monstrated that it, alone, 1s worth, and quickly worth, 
many times the cost of a year’s attendance. 

4. The law students, whilst controlled by a differ- 
ent faculty, are subject to the same laws and discipline 
as the students in the department of Arts and Sciences. 
They have, also, and without extra charge, the same 
privileges; access to the Reading Room, the Libraries, 
the Gymnasium, the Literary Associations, etc. In 
case a young man is quick in acquisition, and has a 
little spare time, he is alowed to take any collateral 
course of study in the sister department, that he may 
desire.

Rooms in the Dormitories are free of rent, and as 
two students occupy each room, the cost to each oecu- 
pant of furnishing will vary from $10 to $15, and will 
be less if bedding be brought from home. 

In short, necessary expenses for a session of nine 
months will not exceed $200 to $250, exclusive of 
books and clothing. Seventy-five to one hundred dol- 
lars will do very well to start with. 
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Extracts from the Historical Discourse 


DELIVERED BY CHANCELLOR WADDEL, JUNE 25, 1878. 
INITIATORY STEPS IN FOUNDING A UNIVERSITY. 


By the liberality of the Congress of 1819, two years 
after Mississippi had been admitted into the Union, an 
entire township of the public domain within the State, 
—23,040 acres—was granted to the State for the pur- 
pose of establishing a Seminary of Learning. The 
title to this land was, by act of Congress, vested in 
the State Legislature, iz trust, for the support of the 
Institution. We learn, also, by further investigation, 
that the trust was accepted by the Legislature, and 
that in pursuance of the spirit and intent of the Act, 
“lands of great value” were selected by the State, and, 
in due time, thirty-five and one-half of the thirty-six 
sections were sold. Notes were. taken from the pur- 
chasers, with approved security, and deposited in the 
Planters’ Bank, for collection, 1833. Several years 
thereafter, the first action was taken in the way of 
applying the fund which thus accrued to the purposes 
for which the grant had been intended. 

The Legislature had taken action to have Commis- 
sioners appointed who should visit various points in 
the State, and receive proposals inviting the location 
of the University in their midst. In 1841, after some 
struggle, Oxford, in Lafayette county, was selected by 
a majority of one vote, as the seat of the Institution. 
The citizens of Oxford and the county of Lafayette 
had purchased a section of land, and donated it to the 
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authorities of the University, as a site whereon to 
build. | 

in 1844, the Legislature chartered the Institution un- 
der the following Board of Trustees :

Of the original chartered Board of thirteen Trustees, 
only five still survive. Shortly afterthe act of incor- 
poration, the Board proceeded to organize themselves 
into a regular body and commenced the discharge of 
their important duties. On a day appointed, the 
corner-stone of the principal edifice—the Lyceum— 
was laid with appropriate Masonic ceremonies, and an 
address delivered by the Hon. John J. McCaughan. 


FINANCIAL HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


I premise by saying, that my authorities on this sub- 
ject are found in the journals of Congress of 1819; in 
Hutchinson’s Mississippi Code, from 1798, to 1848; and 
in a message of Hon. John J. McRae, Governor of Mis- 
sissippi, addressed to the Legislature on the 6th of 
February, 1856. From these sources I learn, as already 
stated on a preceding page of this discourse, that, in 
accordance with an act of Congress, passed on the 
20th of February, 1819, a township of land was 
eranted to the State for the purpose of establishing a 
675: 
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Seminary of Learning; that the right should be vested 
in the Legislature, in trust for this purpose; that the 
Legislature accepted the trust; that after the selection 
of the lands, which was judiciously made, the State 
pursued the policy of leasing them until March, 1833, 
at which time an act of the Legislature was passed, 
providing for the sale of the thirty-six sections ; that 
the sale was made in 1833, on one, two and three years’ 
time, and the notes were made payable on November 
1st, 1834, 1835 and 1836, respectively. The next legis- 
lation in regard to this fund, which is of importance, 
is that recorded in the eleventh section of ‘tan Act for 
the Collection and Investment of the Seminary Fund,” 
whereby it is made the “duty of the State Treasurer 
to credit the University Fund with interest at the rate 
of five per cent. per annum, upon all monies heretofore 
paid into the Treasury, from the time when so paid to 
the passage of the act; and thereafter, to credit said 
fund with interest at the rate of eight per cent. per 
annum, upon all moneys due from the State to said 
Awa Fe 

Conscious as [am of the fact that I am approaching 
a subject on which there has been much discussion and 
no little feeling on the part of many, I remark that I 
design no offence, but shall confine myself to a state- 
ment of facts that must be accepted as historically 
true, and to certain legitimate inferences from these 
facts. 

After the sale of these lands, and during the crisis 
consequent upon the wild and ruinous financial career 
of this State, very nearly all the proceeds of those sales 
were lost; the remnant saved from the wreck amount- 
ing to less than $200,000. 

I next quote from Governor McRae’s Message in 1856, 
the following: ‘‘By applying the rule laid down in this 
law to the ascertainment of the condition of the fund 
ry -68— é

on the Ist of January, 1856, it is discovered that the 
sum due from the State to the University Fund was, at 
that time $1,077,790 07.” 

The Governor then proceeds to deduct the appropria- 
tions made from time to time, by the Legislature, for the 
establishment and support of the University, comput- 
ing interest upon those advances by the same rule as 
previously on the fund itself. The amount of these 
appropriations, with interest added, computed as above, 
1s $203,465 58, which, deducted form $1,077,790 07, 
leaves as the actual sum due seventeen years ago, 
$874,324 49. 

This calculation, I very well remember, was made by 
my immediate predecessor, Dr. Barnard, at that time 
Professor of Mathematics, whoge skill in such calcula- 
tions no one ever doubted. This state of the facts of 
the case was made known to the Legislature, but that 
body persistently refused to acknowledge the indebt- 
edness of the State to the University to that amount, 
The utmost that could be obtained from the Legislature 
was the recognition of the sum of less than $200,000, 
referred to above, on which the State has been paying 
interest, amounting to about $11,500 per annum. 

I quote, again, from a writer in 1856, who says: “To 
the honor of the Board of Trustees then in office, they 
caused that a bill should be prepared and introduced 
into the Senate, acknowledging this amount of $874,- 
324 49, as due to the University from the State, when 
forthwith, opposition of such a character was mani- 
fested, as to induce its friends to accept a poor substi- 
tute, and to withdraw temporarily, the original. The 
substitute passed the Senate, no one dissenting; but 
when it reached the House it encountered a fierce, bit- 
ter and almost malignant opposition. After a long 
and arduous struggle, however, it passed that body by 
a majority of two, and received the signature of the 
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Governor. The amount thus appropriated was $20,000 
annually, and was accepted by the Trustees, very pro- 
perly, under protest. The Legislature considered this 
an appropriation, not acknowledging the obligation to 
pay either principal or interest on the debt claimed by 
the Trustees. The Board on their part did not ask for 
an appropriation; they only demanded the payment of 
a just and lawful debt.” 

I chronicle the next fact of historical interest on this 
subject, that since the war, when the University was in 
great need, another effort was made by the Board of 
Trustees to obtain an acknowledgment of the State’s 
indebtedness to the University, which resulted in a 
similar refusal to recognize it, and a similar appropri- 
ation of $20,000 per annum. I have since presented to 
the Governor a calculation, made by my esteemed and 
distinguished colleague, Dr. Garland, at my request, 
which makes the indebtedness of the State to the Uni- 
versity over one million and a half of dollars, after 
deducting all appropriations.

AN ACT to provide for the ascertainment of the indebtedness of the 
State on account of the Seminary Fund and for the payment of the 
interest thereon. 


WHEREAS, Under an Act of Congress providing fora grant of 
iand for the support of a Seminary of Learning within the State 
of Mississippi,the Legislature of this State, by enactment thereof, 
accepted the said grant in trust for the purposes mentioned in 
said act of Congress; and, 

WHEREAS, Under an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, approved March 2, 1833, the Governor was author- 
ized and required to appoint commissioners to estimate the value 
of said lands and have the same sold and the proceeds returned 
to the Treasury, for and in aid of the trust enumerated in said 
grant; and, 

Wuereas, Under the Act entitled an Act to incorporate the 
University of Mississippi, approved February 24, 1844, the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the lands granted by the Act of Congress 
aforesaid were vested, when collected, in the Board of Trustees 
of said University of Mississippi, in aid of the original Act of 
Congress ; and 

WHEREAS, The State of Mississippi did collect the proceeds 
arising from the sale of said lands and has never accounted for 
the same to the University of Mississippi; and, 

WHEREAS, The joint committee on Universities, as instructed 
by the concurrent resolution adopted at the present session of 
the Legislature, have fully investigated the condition of the ac- 
count of the State with said University in respect to said fund, 
and have reported the sum of $544,061 23, as ascertained by the 
statement of said account made by C. A. Brougher, Esq., under 
the direction of said committee, the amount of the indebtedness 
of the State to said University on account of said Seminary fund; 
now, therefore, 

SECTION 1. Be 7 enacted by the Legislature of the State of Mts- 
sissippt, ‘Vhat.the indebtedness of the State on account of said 
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Seminary Fund so held in trust as aforesaid, be and the same is 
hereby acknowledged and declared to be the said sum of five 
hundred and forty-four thousand and sixty-one dollars and twenty- 
three cents. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That said sum so ascertained to 
be due shall bear interest at the rate of six per centum per annum, 
from the first January, 1880, which said interest shall be payable 
out of the State Treasury quarterly, on the first days of January, 
April, July, and October in each year hereafter ; and on the appli- 
cation of the Treasurer of said University, the Auditor of Public 
Accounts is hereby authorized and required to issue his warrant 
for the said installments of interest, in favor of the Treasurer 
of said University, on the Treasurer of the State. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the sum of thirty-two thous- 
and six hundred and forty-three dollars ($32,643 oo), be and the 
same is hereby appropriated for the year 1880, and annually 
thereafter, for the purpose of paying the interest due on said sum 
of five hundred and forty-four thousand, sixty-one dollars and 
twenty-three cents; (544,061 23). 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That this Act take effect from and 
after its passage. 

APPROVED, March 5, 1880. 
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Loéatio n—Health—M orals. 


The University is situated one mile west of Oxford, 
the county seat of Lafayette county, in the midst of 
one of the highest and most healthy regions of Missis- 
sippi. Midway between the coast and the mountains, 
it 1s, In a great measure, exempt from fevers as well as 
from pneumonias, and other lung diseases. The soil is 
sandy, andrapidly absorbs the rain. There is no stream 
of any size in the vicinity, nor standing water to produce 
malaria. The atmosphere is dry and pure. There ex- 
ist no local causes, whatever, for disease. The winters 
are mild, the temperature rarely falling so low as zero. 
Yellow fever and cholera have never visited the county. 
During the past seven years, but four deaths have oc- 
curred among the students—one of these due, doubt- 
less, to a chronic or constitutional affection; the others, 
to a want of proper care. In the Spring of 1879, there 
were a few cases of typhoid fever, a disease which 
sometimes prevails in schools, and among the young, 
everywhere. Usually, there is very little sickness, ex- 
cept such as may be traced to unnecessary: exposure. 
Twice, only, during the last fifteen years, measles have 
prevailed. In the course of the present session there 
have been, perhaps, as many as eighty or a hundred 
cases, all of which recovered. No doubt an actual com- 
parison with other institutions would prove the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi to be, as regards health, one of the 
most highly favored of all our schools. Young men 
; —73— 
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from all parts of the country may resort here with per- 
fect safety to health. 

As to moral influences, freedom from temptation to 
vice, and the conduct of her students, the University 
challenges comparison with the three or four hundred 
Colleges of the United States. Itis a State institution, 
not under the control of any religious denomination, 
and therefore supposed by some to be specially given 
over to wickedness. Nevertheless it happens that a 
large majority of the Board of Trustees, every member 
of the Faculties, and fully half the students, are pro- 
fessing christians and members of churches. A Young 
Mens’ Christian Association exists among the students, 
an efficient organization, of large and excellent influ- 
ence. In the town of Oxford are five churches, Baptist, 
Episcopalian, Methodist, Presbyterian and Cumberland 
Presbyterian, whose services and Sunday Schools are 
attended by Faculty and students. The town itself, 
though prosperous and growing, has a population of 
only some two or three thousand, and is measurably 
free from the seductive vices which lead young men 
astray in the larger towns and cities. There seems to 
be but one direction in which the young men of Oxford 
and of the University may be tempted to their ruin. 
A law of the State prohibits, under severe penalty, 
the selling or giving away of ‘‘vinous, spirituous or 
malt liquors, within five miles of the University of 
Mississippi.” Some defect in the law, or rules of evi- 
dence, renders conviction, under the law, sometimes 
difficult. Very few persons would take advantage of 
a defect in a law, made for such a purpose, to violate 
it. Yet there are a few who do so, and the Faculty are 
powerless to remedy the evil. The difficulty can be 
entirely obviated by amending the law, which, doubt- 
less, will be done by the Legislature at its next session, 
and by its faithful enforcement. The State would not 
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think for a moment of leaving her Treasury open to 
be plundered by thieves ik robbers ; nor would she 
hesitate to pass any law, or omolaa any suitable 
means likely to afford the necessary protection. What 
treasure does she possess comparable in value to her 
children? While she maintains a University for the 
higher education of young men, and invites parents to 
place their sons under her care, it is her sacred duty 
to employ whatever measure of authority and force 
may be necessary to prevent families and society from 
being robbed of their choicest treasure. 
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To the Friends of Kducation. 


The subject of education is of the highest impor- 
tance tothe people of Mississippi. Perhaps no one will 
question the following propositions : 

Education is essential to both individual and publie 
prosperity. 

It is essential to the faithful and successful adminis- 
tration of the State and Federal governments. 

It is essential to the prevention of revolution, to the 
preservation of free institutions, and a republican 
form of government. 

Without it, the individual and social progress and 
development which it is the duty of society to pro- 
mote, are impossible. 

Everybody should be educated; but it is not neces- 
sary, perhaps not desirable, that all should be educated 
to the same degree. ~ Cee 

All children, capable of acquiring knowledge, should 
be taught the elementary branches of education. The 
means should be within the reach of a large number to 
advance beyond the elements; and of some to acquire 
the highest degree of education attainable in our 
country. 

The educational system of Mississippi is imperfect 
in that it fails to provide adequately for all these dif- 
ferent degrees of instruction. There are primary and 
common schools for the elements; and the University 
for the “higher education;’ while the intermediate 
Schools, the Grammar, the Preparatory or High- 
Schools, and Normal Schools, are almost entirely want- 
ing.

The recognition by the Legislature, during its last 
Session, of the indebteness of the State to the ‘“‘ Semi- 
nary Fund,” gives the University an endowment of 
$544,061 23, yielding an annual income of $32,643 00. 
This assures the permanence of the University, re- 
moves it from the field of political and sectarian strife, 
and enables the Board of Trustees to maintain efficient, 
working Faculties in the Departments of Science and 
Art, and of Law. Itis nof sufficient to enable them to 
provide for the preparatory training of all who may 
wish to avail themselves of the advantages she offers. 

At present she 1s compelled to maintain a Prepara- 
tory School. She should be relieved of this burthen, 
because preparatory instruction is not her proper 
sphere ;'and a single Preparatory School at the Uni- 
versity falls far short of supplying the wants of the 
State. That the University may accomplish her proper 
work, and make an ample return to the people for 
what they pay towards her support, a school prepara- 
tory to the University courses should be established, at 
least in every county town. The teachers in these 
schools should be thoroughly competent, and the 
courses of instruction exactly suited to bring pupils 
fully up to the first year’s course in the University. 
There would then always be full classes in the Univer- 
sity, composed of young men properly prepared at 
home, a great majority of whom, instead of drifting 
away, as somany do, with a mere smattering of learn- 
ing, would remain, to complete the courses and take 
the degrees. 

These Preparatory Schools are an wrgent necessity ; 
but they can be had only by being paid for. Are not 
the people abundantly able to provide these connecting 
links between the University and the common schools, 
and so to complete the educational system of the 
State 4

| TO PARENTS AND GUARDIANS. 


It will be seen, from the Table of Expenses, that it 1s 
not necessary when your son or ward leaves home for 
the University to provide him with a large sum of 
money. All he needs is just enough to pay his travel-, 
ing expenses, the University dues, his board for a 
month or two in advance, and to purchase a few text- 
books. Other amounts can be sent when needed. 
Almost any student will be ruined by having always 
plenty of money in his pocket, and he will be the 
sause of ruin to others. Therefore, no matter what 
your circumstances, use a spare hand in supplying 
money to your son or ward at the University. 

The conditions of admission and the course of study 
have been adapted to the exigencies of the times.

2. COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF PH. D. 


This degree will be conferred on the following conditions : 

1. The candidate must apply to the Faculty in writing. 

2. He must be a graduate of this University with the degree of 
B. A., or B. S., or of some other institution of lke grade, with 
equal degree; or he must, by examination, satisfy the Faculty that 
he possesses the training and attainments derived by faithful stu- 
dents in pursuing to completion the courses for these degrees. 

3. He must pursue for two years, at least one of which shall be 
spent at the University, the special studies embraced in one of the 
following collective subjects, stand a satisfactory examination 
before a Committee of not less than three members of this Facul- 
ty, and present an approved thesis giving evidence of original 
investigation in some department in which his work has been done.

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TERM OF ADMISSION. 


1. Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the 
Bachelor of Arts Course must be able to sustain a satisfactory 
examination on Butler’s English Grammar, First Lessons in 
English Composition, Geography and Arithmetic. Students will 
be examined also upon Davies’ Elementary Algebra, to equations 
of the second degree, and besides the foregoing, the following 





books, or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek: Latin Grammar, 
(Allen and Greenough, or Bingham’s, ) Ceesar, any two of Cicero’s | 
Orations, two books of the A‘neid of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek | 
Grammar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, and the first | 
book of the Anabasis. 


2. Applicants for advanced classes must be proficient in the 
studies prescribed in preliminary classes. 


3. Candidates for the first year’s class of the Bachelor of Science 
Course will be examined on all the studies required for the first 
year of the Bachelor of Arts Course, except the Greek. 


4. Candidates for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course will be 
examined on the same, with the addition of the whole of Davies’ 
Elementary Algebra or its equivalent, omitting the studies not 
embraced in their course. 


5. The age of admission to the first year of any course is at 
least sixteen years; a proportional increase of age is required for 
an advanced class. In case of superior qualifications the Faculty 
have power to dispense with this requisition. 


6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all can- 
didates for admission; and if from another College, this certificate 
must show that the student was honorably discharged. 











7. Candidates for admission must report to the Chancellor, or, 
in his absence, to the Vice-Chancellor, within twenty-four hours 
after their arrival. All who present themselves will be examined 
on ‘Thursday and Friday preceding Commencement; others at the 
opening of the Fall term. 


8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for admission, is 
called to the Act passed at a late session of the Legislature pro- 
hibiting the carrying of concealed weapons, and also to the follow- 
ing Article of the Laws of the University: | | 
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‘‘Every student, upon his entrance into College, shall be earnest- 
ly admonished, by the Chancellor, of his responsibility to the laws 
and regulations of the University, and of his duty to yield them 
implicit obedience; and he shail be required to state that he has 
no fire-arms or deadly weapons in his possession, or in the posses. 
sion of others for him, or if he have such, to deliver the same 
to the Chancellor.” 


TERMS, EXAMINATIONS, ETC. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into 
two terms of four and a half months each. The first term begins 
on the last Thursday in September, annually, and continues to the 
mfddle of February. The second term, beginning at the close of 
the first, continues to the last Thursday of June following. 


The session of 1881-’82 begins on Thursday, September 29th, 
1881. 


There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The 
first (which is the Intermediate or Semi-annual Examination) 1s 
held during the second and third weeks of February, and the 
second (which is the Annual Examination) begins with that of the 
Graduating Classes, one month before Commencement, and the 
remaining classes are examined during the latter half of the month 
of June. ‘These examinations are both written and oral. 





The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of 
June, on which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are con- 
ferred. On the preceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the 
University Chapel before the Trustees, Faculty, Students and cit- 
izens, by some Minister of the Gospel previously invited by the 
Faculty. 


The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are occu- 
pied by exhibitions of elocution from students, and by Honorary 
orations. 9 


On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to grad- 
uates of the various courses who have finished the prescribed cur- 
riculum, and have sustained a satisfactory examination in all the 
studies of the course whose degree they propose to take. 
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VACATIONS. 





There are two vacations during the year. ‘The summer vaca- 
tion begins on the day following the last Thursday of June, and 
continues until the last Thursday of September, on which day the 
session opens, and every student, if possible, should be present. 

The recess at Christmas begins or or near the 24th of Decem- 
ber and closes on the 1st of January. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly requested not to call their 
sons or wards home in December before the holidays begin, and 
to send them back in time to be at duty on the rst day of January. 





ABSENCES, 





Absences from the University during the session are not per- 
mitted except from reasons of importance. The parent has, at all 
times, the right to withdraw his son entirely, without reason 
assigned ; but without so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him 
of the obligation to attend on his duties at the University. The 
incidental absences of students during the session are exceedingly 
disadvantageous, both to themselves and to the University. While, 
therefore, the Faculty permit them in cases where propriety or 
urgent necessity seems to make them unavoidable, they hold it to 
be a duty to enquire into the reasons for which the permission is 
solicited. When a student absents himself during the session for 
a period of one week or more, although with the permission of the 
Chancellor, he shall upon his return be subject to examination if 
the Faculty require it, and shall not be entitled to re-enter his class 
unless his examination be satisfactory. 


ASSIGNMENT OF ROOMS, 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the loca- 
tion of students in their rooms. They report their location to the 
Chancellor, and are not at liberty to change it without his per- 
mission. 





Students of a former session who desire to retain the room occu- 
pied by them at the close of the session may do so, provided they 
attend punctually; but if they are not personally present at the 
time of general allotment, rooms will not be reserved except in 
special cases. 
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Every study-room in the University is designed for two students. 








No student can draw for a room in his own name singly; nor can 
a student who desires to hold the same room from one session to 
another, and whose room-mate may have retired, be allowed the 
privilege, unless he obtains another room-mate. 


REPORTS AND DISCHARGES. 


At the end of every month during the session, and at the end 
of the first term in February, and at the close of the session in 
June, a circular is addressed to the parent or guardian of each 





student, giving such information in regard to the standing and 
deportment of the student as may be esteemed most important. 
In any case in which the irregularities of the student’s attendance 
upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a special notice is 
sent to draw attention to the fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University 
except on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his parent 
or guardian. ‘The law provides that no certificate of discharge 
shall be delivered to a student; but that such certificate, when 
issued, shall be addressed to the parent or guardian, at his usual 
post-office. 

Whenever a student shall be frequently absent from his scholas- 
tic exercises, though for sufficient reason, the Faculty shall call 
the attention of the parent or guardian to that fact; thatif there be 
no improvement in this respect they shall advise the withdrawal of 
such student; and in case a student be manifestly making 1ll use of 
his time, from whatever cause, his withdrawal may be advised in 
like manner. 

Whenever a student is suspended he shall leave the college 
grounds within twenty-four hours after being notified of the fact, 
and the town of Oxford, if not a resident thereof, within forty- 
eight hours after receiving such notification, unless the Chancellor, 
for sufficient reason, see fit to grant a longerdelay. Disregard of 
this regulation shall be punished according to the circumstances 
of the case; butif the disregard be defiant, the offender shall be 
expelled. 

Should the Faculty, at any time, believe that an undergraduate 
student is falling into idle or pernicious habits, then, through the 
Chancellor as their organ, they shall make known their impres- 
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sions to the parent or guardian of the student, with the grounds 
on which it is founded; and it shall be their duty, at all times, and 
in the fullest manner, to acquaint the friends of every student with 
whatever would be likely to give them anxiety in regard to the 
welfare of such student. 

Students shall not be exempt from responsibility to the authori- 
ties of the University for censurable acts committed in the vaca- 
tions or while absent trom the University during the session. 


PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel of 
the University, and all the students are required by law to be 
present. Itis also expected that they attend divine service in 
some one of the churches of Oxford on the Sabbath; and a proper 
observance of the Sabbath is exacted of every student. 





LIBRARIES. 


The Libraries of the University contain over six thousand 
volumes, which have been carefully selected with the view of sup- 
plying all the needs of classical, scientific and law students. The 
Department of Ancient Classical Literature is complete; that of 
Science is well supplied with works on every branch. The Depart- 
ments of History, Poetry, Biography, Theology, Geography, 
Travels, etc., contain the standard works on each subject. All 
students connected with the University have access to the Libra- 
ry, which is opened at stated times, weekly, for the receipt and 
delivery of books. Several hundred volumes have recently been 
added to the Library. 

The PhiSigma and Hermzan Societies have Libraries contain- 
ing in the aggregate, some twenty-five hundred volumes, which 
are accessible to the members. 











READING ROOM, 


A Reading Room has been fitted up by the Board and furnished 
with leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews and Maga- 
zines, for the benefit of the Faculty and students. 
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PRIZES, 
PRIZES FOR DECLAMATION. 


Teo Yen hE Ey UN TW RSE lave 


The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in elocu- 
tion, consisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes 
must be second year’s students. ‘The Monday previous to the last 
Thursday of June is the Cay set apart for the Prize Declamation. 
Disinterested judges are chosen by the authorities of the Univer- 
sity, annually, who decide upon the merits of these declaimers, 
and assign the medals to the two who rank in point of excellence 
as first and second speakers. 


Ze bY THE SOCIEDIES: 


Each of the Literary Societies, the Hermzean and Phi Sigma, 
has established Prizes for excellence in elocution. The candidates 
Musiperstucdents Oiethe first year. ‘Thesprizes consise of gold 
medals. The day of. the prize declamation of the Hermzan 
Society is fixed for the Friday, and that of the Phi Sigma Society, 
for the Saturday before Commencement. 


FOREIGN PRIZES: 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English 
Literature for the department which he conducts. 

1. The Early English Text Society, of London, offers a prize ‘‘to 
the best scholar in English before Chaucer.” This is bestowed 
upon the student of the Junior Class who presents the best written 
examination in old English. 

2. The New Shakspere Society (London) offers a prize for the 
best examination paper in English Literature, in which some prom- 
inence is given to the criticism of Shakspere’s plays. This is 
bestowed in the Senior Class, whose work in English is confined to 
the Literature of the Language.

GREEK LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 





JOHN J. WHEAT, D. D., PROFESSOR. 


During the first two years, thorough instruction is given in the 
grammatical forms and syntax of the language, with translation 
into pure idomatic English, both oral and written, and with con. 
stant blackboard exercises and a careful analysis of the text. 





Special attention is also paid to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, while embrac- 
ing the above method, includes also subjects of derivation, for- 
mation and composition of words and prosody. Lectures are 
delivered from time to time on the general subjects of Greek Lit- 
erature, designed, at the same time, as far as possible, to give a 
correct view of the social, religious and political life of the Greeks. 
Text-books are fully enumerated in the ‘‘Course of Study,” on pp. 
32-34-

The Junior Class read Selections from Juvenal or other Latin 
Poets, and Quintilian, or Cicero’s De Officiis, and have exercises 
in extempore translation of Latin into English.

ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 


JoHN LipscomB JOHNSON, Lh. D., PRoFEsSoR. 
ross.vy. STOCKARD, A. M-) TUTOR: 


In this department the Freshman Class has two recitations a 
week ; the Sophomore, three ; the Junior, two; the Senior, three. 

1. The Freshman Class reviews the subject of English Gram- 
mar, and then takes up the study of Rhetoric, giving attention 
both to the elements and qualities of style in written composition 
and to the preparation and. delivery of addresses. ‘Text books: 
Whitney’s Essentials of English Grammar, Bain’s Rhetoric, Wor- 
cester’s Dictionary. 

2. The Sophomore Class enters upon the scientific study of the 
mother-tongue, beginning with Anglo-Saxon as the basis of our 
grammar and the foundation of English etymology. ‘The text 
books are March’s Anglo-Saxon Grammar and Reader, and 
Lounsbury’s English Language. But much of the work of this 
class is furnished directly by the Professor, there being as yet no 
satisfactory treatise on the etymology of words purely Saxon. 
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full view of the language, as to its origin, historical development 
and philological relations. ‘The Danish element, brought directly 
into contact with our early speech, and the kindred elements com- 
ing through the Norman conquest; the history, methods and re- 





sults of linguistic science; are carefully discussed by lectures. 
The biography of our best writers is then taken up, preparatory to 
the study of Chaucer. Text books: Morris’ English Accidence, 
Shaw’s New English ,Literature (Ed. Backus), Carpenter’s En- 
glish of the Fourteenth Century. 

4. The Senior Class studies Poetry, ‘‘the noblest portion of 
our noble literature,’ becoming acquanted with our most prominent 





authors, and concluding the course with Shakespere. Lectures are 
delivered on the succession of Shakespere’s plays, as indicated by 
metrical tests and esthetic criticism, and on the growth of his mind 
and art as illustrated by his works. 

Text Books: Hales’ Longer English Poems, Marlowe’s Ed- 
ward I, (Ed. Tancock), Dowden’s Mind and Art of Shakespere, 
Hudson’s and Rolfe’s Select Plays. 





MODERN LANGUAGES. 


ALEX. J.'QUINCHE, LL. D., PROFESSOR. 


French is taught throughout the four years of the B. S. Course, 





with two recitations per week. 

Students of the A. B. and B. P. Courses study French during 
the last year of their respective courses, with four recitations per 
week. Text books: Keetel’s French Grammar, Literature Fran- 
caise Contemporaine, Classic French Plays, or equivalents. 

Though the French is the only Modern Language prescribed 
in the curriculum, classes in other modern languages may be 
formed whenever there is a demand for instruction in them.

Geology is explained and illustrated 
by diagrams, charts and a large collection of rocks and fossils 
from all the formations. 

Special attention will be given to the Chemistry of Geology, its | 
i. economical products and its bearing on Agriculture. 
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The Geological Survey of the State is complete and contains 
several thousand specimens of all the formations, fossils and vari- 
eties of soil, with many careful analyses of soils.

HISTORY AND POLITICAL ECONOMY. 


ALEX. P. STEWART, PROFESSOR. 


History is taught throughout the third year of the courses for 
Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Philosophy, and Political 
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Economy during the last year of all the Undergraduate courses. 
CABINETS AND APPARATUS. 


In Physical and Chemical Apparatus and in Cabinets of Min- 
erals, Rocks, Shells and other fossils, the University of Mississippi 
is unsurpassed by any institution in the country, save those which 





are specially Scientific Schools. 

The Physical Apparatus, purchased of the most celebrated 
makers in America:and Europe, includes all that is needed to give 
to a class a full and clear illustration of every important ‘fact and 





principte in Physical Science. Each instrument is the best of its 
kind; and the University possesses many not usually found in 
such collections. 

The apparatus employed for the illustration of the subject of 
Mechanics embraces, besides the pieces required for demonstrating 
fundamental principles, models of various kinds of machinery, 
and contrivances for exhibiting the various modifications and 
transformations of motion as employed in the practical working 
of machinery. Atwood’s and Morin’s Machines for demonstrat- 





ing the laws of falling bodies, and the reversible pendulum of 
Kater for showing the convertibility of the axes of oscillation 
and suspension, all made in Paris, are unsurpassed in finish 
and accuracy. 

The principles governing the equilibrium and motion of liquids 
and gases can be illustrated in full by the contrivances of 
Haldat, Mariotte, and Venturi; and the working models of 
Bramah’s hydrostatic press, Barker’s mill, Archimedeas’ screw, 
the hydraulic ram, the fire engine, syphon fountain, intermittent 
fountain, Hiero’s fountain, water wheels and water pumps of 
every description, are important applications of these principles. 

There are condensing and exhausting air pumps of the best 
workmanship, and provided with every accessory needed in the 
experimental illustration of Pneumatics. ‘There are five different 
barometers, by the best makers, and of superior accuracy. 

For the subject of heat there is a fine collection of thermome- 
ters of every description, pyrometers, reflectors and all the appli- 
ances for demonstrating the principles pertaining to this branch of 
Physical Seience. 

With Electrical Apparatus, the University is remarkably well 
furnished. The great double plate electrical machine is the /argest é 
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ever constructed—its two plates being each six feet in diameter— 
and is supplied with correspondingly large conductors and_bat- 
teries. There is also a second machine of smaller dimensions, 
and both are accompanied by every device for demonstrating the 
principles, and showing the phenomena, belonging to Statical 
Electricity. 





The large Ruhmkorff induction coil, and the powerful diamag- 
netic apparatus have but few equals. The University is fully 
equipped with all the contrivances of Ampere and others for show- 
ing the mutual influence of electrical currents, and the existence 
of earth-currents. 





Additions recently made to the electrical apparatus enable the 
department to exhibit the most approved modes of electric illu- 
mination, and the most powerful diamagnetic and inductive action. 
Working models of Telephonic apparatus have also been added. 


The instruments for the Magnetic Observatory are of the most 
approved pattern and best workmanship. The dipping needle, 
declination needle,and instrument for measuring magnetic intensity 





deserve special notice. 


There is a fine collection of steel and natural magnets. A 
mounted specimen of the latter will sustain over seventy-five 
pounds. 





The Acoustic apparatus satisfies every requirement for class illus- 
tration. ‘The collection was furnished by Secretan, of Paris, and 
includes everything needed to establish the laws governing the 
vibration of strings, rods, platesand columns of air. There are 
models showing all the various contrivances used for the produc- 
tion and regulation of sound in musical instruments, and also 
many curious applications of these. The toothed wheel of Savart, 
and the siren of Cagnard-Latour furnish excellent means for de- 
termining the number of vibrations of any sounding body. 
Koenig’s apparatus for analyzing sound by manometric flames has 
lately been added to the collection. 


The Optical Apparatus, made by Lerebours and Secretan, is 
unsurpassed in excellence and is sufficient to illustrate every 
branch of the science. ‘There are mirrors, lenses and prisms for 
demonstrating all the geometrical principles. A magnificent 








magic lantern, with many elegant slides, a powerful solar micro- 
scope, a Spencerian compound microscope of the highest power, 
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and a fine binocular by Grunow, are some of the pieces belonging 
to this part of the subject. 

The heliostat of Silberman with Soleil’s diffraction danc is capa- 
ble of projecting finely all the fringes due to interference. ‘These 
phenomena are further represented on a larger scale by an exten- 
sive collection of elegant oil paintings and accurate diagrams. 

The subject of double refraction and polarization are finely ex- 
plained by Engel’s models, and the phenomena all exhibited by 
Noremberg’s, Arago’s and Biot’s instruments. ‘The chromatics of 
polarized light can be elaborately shown by the various devices 
used for that purpose, 

The Saccharimeters of Soleil and Mitscherlich are important 
practical parts of the collection, to which a first-rate spectroscope, 
from the celebrated shop of Steinheil, Munich, has been added. 

In the department of Astronomy, the apparatus was originally 
intended to be equal to any in the world. ‘The plan was inter- 
rupted in 1861, and has not yet been completed. But the Unr 
versity is, nevertheless, supplied with all that is necessary for 
class instruction in this department—having an elegant planetarium, 
eleven feet in diameter, two 36 inch globes, a refracting telescope 
of six feet focal length, a portable transit and clock, and an ele- 
gant alt-azimuth repeating circle, which can illustrate the equato- 





rial mounting of a telescope. 

The Laboratory for practical work in Chemistry is large, well 
constructed for comfort, convenience and thorough ventilation; it 
has well-made tables and stands to accommodate ten students 
working ata time. ‘There is a good supply of gas and Bunse’s 
gas burners. From the main body of the room are divided off 
three small apartments: A. Balance Room, with three sets of 
delicate apparatus; B. Professor’s Room; C. Chamber for nox- 
lous gases used as re-agents. ‘The following are some of the more 
important equipments: 





1. Vitter & Son’s large wrought iron furnace, with all the arrange. 
ments and attachments for affording a supply of fresh distilled 
water, for a large number of water and steam baths, for drying 
chambers, for preparation of essential oil, etc.

The Geological Department possesses : 
1. A fine collection of accurate maps and charts, geological 






reports of the various State surveys, and specimens of rocks and 






fossils representing the various formations. 

2. The special Geology of the State and its characteristic fossils 
are represented by an extensive collection, including specimens 
of rocks, soils, marls, lignites, etc., and all remarkable fossils 
found in the State. 

This collection is of great interest, especially to those who make 
agriculture their business. The collection of soils from every 
county in the State, together with the analyses which have been 
made of most of them, and which show all their characteristics, 
enable a student to comprehend at once the agricultural resources 
of every part of the State. 

The Markoe Collection of Minerals 
purchased of Mr. Francis Markoe, of Washington, is pronounced 
wnferior to none in th? world. It includes a large number of rocks, 
minerals and fossils, sufficient for the fullest illustration of Miner- 
alogy and kindred subjects. 

The Budd Cabinet contains a rich and varied collection of 
marine, terrestrial and fluviatile shells. This collection is the 
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a rare and elegant one, 
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result of twenty-five years’ labor, and 1s believed to be unsurpassed 
in this country. 

Zoology is rendered more interesting and intelligible by maps 
showing the geographical distribution of animals, by a collection 
of vertebrates which is increased every year, by specimens from 
the Geological Cabinet and the ‘‘Budd Collection.” 

This department also possesses maps showing the geographical 
distribution of plants. 

The University Herbarium contains specimens of all the forms 
of vegetable life indigenous to Mississippi and some of the adjoin- 
ing States. 

The Department of Natural History is supplied with several 
complete sets of models of crystal forms, several microscopes, 
Wollaston’s Reflecting Goniometer, Hauy’s Goniometer, several 
gomplete cases of instruments and re-agents for practical work in 
the Department and for field investigations.

In June, 1872, the Trustees dispensed with the necessity of. two 
years’ attendance in this Law School, and permitted the gradua- 
tion of a student who attends one year, provided he pass a satis- 
factory examination. The degree or diploma thus obtained ts made 
by statute a license to practice law in any court in Mississippi, and ts 
recognized by the courts of the United States in Alississippi. ‘The 
student may enter the class at any time; but he is advised to be 





here at the beginning of the session. 

Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, 
and lectures are not uniformily read to the class, for law -is too 
abstruse a learning to be taught after that fashion. One of the 
chief advantages of a law school—and especially one not over- 
crowded with students—is that by a rigorous course of examina- 
tion, repeated with every student every day on his day’s reading, 
thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of the subject. In 











this school every student is thus examined every day, about two 


hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explanation being : 
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given on those points which this rigorous examination may show 
that the student does not sufficiently understand. 

A practice has also been adopted here of requiring the students, 
frequently, to write down in the recitation room, a synopsis of 
their latest reading, in order to compel them to that accuracy 
which is essential to a lawyer; and each student is 1n turn required 
to stand up before the class, and, in a manner as decent and quiet 
as possible, to deliver an oral statement of the contents of the 
chapter, and sometimes a synopsis of the book under perusal.’ 
This is done to train the young men to the art of forensic oratory: 
for they are not allowed to deliver a memorized statement, and 
their exercise amounts to the same thing as oral argument at the 
bar, and is perhaps the only practical mode of teaching the art of 
public speaking. Obviously, the fewer the students, the more 
training of this kind each one can obtain. 


No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, 
to master the voluminous learning of the law, need be told of the 
dismal and often over-powering dreariness of such an undertaking. 
Blackstone, after quoting a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Spell- 
man’s confession, that such a trial had made his soul sink within 
him, condemns the effort to learn law by ‘‘sequestering one’s self 
from the world, and by a tedious, lonely process, extracting the 
theory of the law from a mass of undigested learning.” He 
equally condemns the effort to learn it ‘‘by an asiduous attendance 
on the courts, to pick up theory and practice together.” A law 
school gives the student immense relief from this painful irksome- 
ness, attending his first year or two’s plodding in the endless vol- 
umes of the law. 


Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship 
of studying in classes, and from the daily examinations. ‘The 
students are constantly discussing their studies, not only with the 
Professor, but also with each other ; and their interest is thus pre- 
vented from flagging, and their daily work from becoming repul- 
sive. 


Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, 
and of a livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous prosecution 





of his studies, to be derived by a law-student from the daily dis- 
cussion of a law-school, there is another question—namely, 
whether a law-office or a law-school be the better place for learn- 
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ing law in a scientific method such as every man must. pursue to 
obtain success; and on this question, the attention of students, 
and of the profession, is invited to the opinion of Sir William 
Blackstone. 7 
‘¢Making due allowance,” says he, ‘‘for one or two shining 
exceptions, experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer 
educated to the bar in subservience to attorneys and solicitors, 
will find that he has begun at the wrong end. If practice be the 





bed 


whole he is taught, practice must also be the whole he will ever 
know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom expect to com- 
prehend, any argument drawn a@ gviori from the spirit of the laws 
and the natural foundation of justice.” 

On the other hand, speaking of the school, he Says: 

‘¢ If a student will afford himself here a year or two further 
leisure, to lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and 
scientific method, without thirsting too early to attend that prac- 
tice which it is impossible he should rightly comprehend, he will 
afterward proceed with the greatest ease and will unfold the most 
intricate points with an intuitive rapidity and clearness.”—1 
Blackstone’s Commentaries, Introduction, pp. 31-34. 








In addition to the instruction given by Professor Mayes, the fol- 





lowing distinguished gentlemen will deliver occasional courses of 
lectures to the’ Law Class, viz: Ex-Chief Justice Horatio EF. 
Simrall, LL. D., Associate Justice Hamilton H. Chalmers, U. S. 
District Judge Robert A. Hill, Hon. Jehu A. Orr, Hon. Hugh A. 
Barr. 








The regular course of class-reading is Blackstone’s Commen- 
taries, Stephen on Pleading, rst volume of Greenleaf on Evi- 





dence, 1st volume of Kent’s Commentaries, Bigelow on Torts, 
Washburn’s Manual of Criminal Law; Smith’s Mercantile Law ; 
Bispham’s Equity ; Barton’s Suit in Equity; Mississippi Code of 
1880, in the order indicated. Collateral reference will be made 
to other standard authors on the same and kindred subjects. So 
soon as Greenleaf is read, a Moot Court is organized, in which 
the students are instructed by the Professor, presiding as Judge, 
in the Circuit Court and Justice’s Court practice. 





The books needed in the course can be procured at Oxford as 
needed; the cost of the whole course, new and late editions, is 
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about forty-six dollars; and the tuition fee for the year is fifty 
dollars. Many students borrow books from their friends, and 
those purchased are bought at intervals. No deduction is made 
from the tuition fee when a student comes in late, as that would 
be to place a premium on late coming. 


WHY A MISSISSIPPIAN SHOULD STUDY LAW AT OXFORD. 


1. The ‘statement -oftclass-prperess ior ‘the year 4577-3, 
contained in the special Law Catalogue for that year, shows what 
emulation and ciass-organization will do for the law-student. 
These results could not possibly be obtained under any other 
system ; for the very sufficient reason, if for none other, that no 
practicing attorney could afford to devote to a student the time 
necessary to that end. Many experienced lawyers have dis- 
covered this; hence, the class-lists given in this catalogue and in that 
above mentioned embrace sons, brothers, and personal friends, 
of many of the first lawyers in the State. 

2. In connection with the daily recitations, the Professor, whilst 
impressing upon the students the principles of the common law, 
and of equity jurisprudence, which pervade the legal systems of 
all our States, constantly, also, directs their observation to the 
modifications effected by the statutes and decisions of our own 
State. 


3. The student has opportunities for forming friendships and 
associations with the most cultivated young men of the entire 
State; with the young men who are to be the most prominent 
and influential of the State. This wide-spread acquaintance is 
pecuharly valuable to a young lawyer; and experience has de- 
monstrated that it, alone, is worth, and quickly worth, many times 
the cost of a year’s attendance. 

4. The law students, whilst controlled by a different faculty, 
are suoject to the same laws and discipline as the students in the 
department of Arts and Sciences. ‘They have, also, and without 
extra charge, the same privileges; access to the Reading Room, 
the .Libraries, the Gymnasium, the Literary Association, etc. 
In case a young man is quick in acquisition, and has a little spare 
time, he is allowed to take any collateral course of study in the 
sister department, that he may desire. 4 
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5. A Diploma from this Law-School is, by statute, a License to 
practice law in any court of the State. 

6. The cost of attendance is exceedingly small, as will be seen 
by reference to the following :

1. DEPARTMENT OF PREPARATORY EDUCATION. 


The first of these general Departments consists of a University 
High School, in which are taught the branches of study prelimt- 
nary to the University courses, viz: English, Latin, Greek and 
Mathematics, together with a course of Commercial Science, 
including Penmanship and Book-Keeping. 


2, DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE AND THE ARTS. 





Under the second are included five distinct courses of study, 
three of which are undergraduate courses, and two are post grad- 
uate courses. 


1, UNDERGRADUATE COURSES. 


The three Undergraduate Courses are knownas: 1. ‘The 
Course for Bachelor of Arts. 2. The Course for Bachelor of 
Science. 3. The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy. A student 
has free choice of these courses, but the studies prescribed for 
each course are all compulsory for that course, except that the 
course for Bachelor of Philosophy is elective. 

t. Zhe Course for Bachelor of Arts requires four years fer its 
completion, and embraces the studies following: 

For the first year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics. 

For the second year, English, Elocution, Latin, Greek, Math.

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For the third year, English, Elocution, Latin, Greek, Physics, 
Chemistry, Psychology, Logic, History. 

For the fourth year, English, Elocution, French or German,

2. The Course for Bachelor of Science, requires four years for 
completion, and embraces the studies following : 

For the first year, English, Latin, French, Mathematics, Bot- 
any. 

For the second year, English, Elocution, Latin, rrench, Math- 
ematics, Zoology. 

For the third year, English, Elocution, French, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry, Psychology, Logic. 

For the fourth year, English, Elocution, German, Optics, 
Astronomy, Geology, Mineralogy, Ethics, Political Economy, 
Metaphysics. 

3. The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy is Elective, and 
embraces the studies of any seven of the ten existing departments, 





VIZ: 
Greek, Latin, Modern Languages, English, Mathematics, 
_ Physics, Chemistry, Natural History, Mental and Moral Science, 
History and Political Economy, and in addition, Elocution. 
Students who are not candidates for a degree may pursue a 
course of select studies, under certain restrictions. 





2, POST GRADUATE COURSES. 





1. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ARTS. 


The Degree of Master of Arts may be conferred on Bachelors 
of Arts or Bachelors of Science, of at least one year’s standing, 
on passing a satisfactory examination on any one of the six follow- 
ing courses. Applications for this degree, by graduates of other 
institutions, will be entertained by the Faculty and a special course 
of work assigned in each case. 


The subjects embraced in these courses, respectively, are : 


I. Mathematics; Modern Languages; History and Political 
Economy. 





II. Physics and Astronomy; Latin Language and Literature:

The text books to be used will be prescribed by the several 
Professors, on application by candidates. 

By consent of the Faculty, an equivalent may be substituted 
for any one subject, and one only, in any selected course. 

Applications for the degree must be made through the Chancel” 
lor, by the first Monday in November of each year. 


2. COURSE OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 


This degree will be conferred on the following conditions : 

1. The candidate must apply to the Faculty in writing. 

2. He must be a graduate of this University with the degree 
of B. A., or B. S., or of some other institution of hke grade, with 
equal degree ; or he must, by examination, satisfy the Faculty that 
he possesses the training and attainments derived by faithful stu- 
dents in pursuing to completion the courses for these degrees. 

3. He must pursue for two years, at least one of which shall 
be spent at the University, the special studies embraced in one of 
the following collective subjects, stand a satisfactory examination 
before a Committee of not less than three members of this Facul- 
ty, and present an approved thesis giving evidence of original 
investigation in some department in which his work has been 


done.

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 





1. Applicants for admission into the first year’s class of the 
Bachelor of Arts Course must be able to sustain a satisfactory 
examination on Butler’s English Grammar, First Lessons in 
English Composition, Geography and Arithmetic. Students will 
be examined also upon Davies’ Elementary Algebra, to equations 
of the second degree, and besides the foregoing, the following 
books, or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek: Latin Grammar, 
(Allen and Greenough, or Bingham’s,) Cesar, any two of Cicero’s 
Orations, two books of the Aineid of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek 
Grammar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, and the first 


book of the Anabasis. 
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| 2. ‘Applicants for advanced classes must be proficient in the 
studies prescribed in preliminary classes. 





3. Candidates for the first year’s class of the Bachelor of Science 
Course will be examined on all the studies required for the first 
year of the Bachelor of Arts Course, except the Greek. 





4. Candidates for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course will be 
examined on the same, with the addition of the whole of Davies’ 
Elementary Algebra or its equivalent, omitting the studies not 
embraced in their course. 


5. The age of admission to the first year of any course is at 
least sixteen years; a proportional increase of age is required for 
an advanced class. In case of superior qualifications the Faculty 
have power to dispense with this requisition. 


6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all can- 
didates for admission ; and if from another College, this certificate 
must show that the student was honorably discharged. 

7. Candidates for admission must report to the Chancellor, or, 
in his absence, to the Vice-Chancellor, within twenty-four hours 
after their arrival. All who present themselves will be examined 
on Thursday and Friday preceding Commencement; others at the 
opening of the Fall term. 

8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for admission, 
is called to the Act passed at a late session of the Legislature pro- 
hibiting the carrying of concealed weapons, and also to the fol- 
lowing Article of the Laws of the University : 

‘‘Hvery student, upon his entrance into College, shall be ear- 
nestly admonished by the Chancellor, of his responsibility to the 
laws and regulations of the University, and of his duty to yield 
them implicit obedience ; and he shall be required to state that he 














has no fire-arms or deadly weapons in his possession, or in the 
possession of others for him, or if he have such, to deliver the 
same to the Chancellor.” 





TERMS, EXAMINATIONS, ETC. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into 
two terms of four anda half months each. ‘The first term begins 
on the last Thursday in September, annually, and continues to the 
middle of February. The second term, beginning at the close of 


the first, continues to the last Thursday of June following.

4 times, the right to withdraw his son entirely, without reason 
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The session of 1882-’83 begins on Thursday, September 28th, 
1882. 

There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The 
first, (which is the Intermediate or Semi-annual Examination ) is 
held during the second and third weeks of February, and the 
second, (which is the Annual Examination) begins with that of 
the Graduating Classes, one month before Commencement, and 
the remaining classes are examined during the latter half of the 
month of June. These examinations are both written and oral. 


The Annual Commencement ts held on the last Thursday of 
June, on which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are con- 
ferred. On the preceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the 
University Chapel before the Trustees, Faculty, Students and citi- 
zens, by some Minister of the Gospel, previously invited by the 
Faculty. : 

The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are occu’ 
pied by exhibitions of elocution from students, and by Honorary 
orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to grad- 
uates of the various courses who have finished the prescribed cur- 
riculum, and have sustained a satisfactory examination in all the 
studies of the course whose degree they propose to take. 


VACATIONS, 


There are two vacations during the year. The summer vaca- 
tion begins on the day following the last Thursday of June, and 
continues until the last Thursday of September, on which day the 
session opens, and every student, if possible, should be present. 

The recess at Christmas begins on or near the 24th of Decem- 
ber and closes on the 1st of January. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly requested not to call their 
sons or wards home in December before the holidays begin, and 
to send them back in time to be at duty on the 1st day of January. 


ABSENCES, 





Absences from the University during the session are not per- 
mitted except from reasons of importance. ‘The parent has, at all 


a ———— 
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assigned ; but without so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him 
of the obligation to attend on his duties at the University. The 
incidental absences of students during the session are exceedingly 
disadvantageous, both to themselves and to the University. 
While, therefore, the Faculty permit them in cases where proprie- 
ty or urgent necessity seems to make them unavoidable, they hold 
it to be a duty to enquire into the reasons for which the permis" 
sion is solicited. When a student absents himself during the ses 
sion for a period of one week or more, although with the permis- 
sion of the Chancellor, he shall upon his return be subject to ex- 
amination if the Faculty require it, and shall not be entitled to 
re-enter his class unless his examination be satisfactory. 


ASSIGNMENT OF ROOMS. 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the loca- 
tion of students in their rooms, ‘They report their location to the 
Chancellor, and are not at liberty to change it without his permis- 
sion. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the room occu- 
pied by them at the close of the session may do so, provided they 


























attend punctually; butif they are not personally present at the 
time of general allotment, rooms will not be reserved except in 
special cases. 

Every study-room in the University is designed for two students. 
No student can draw for a room in his own name singly ; nor can 
a student who desires to hold the same room from one session to 
another, and whose room-mate may have retired, be allowed the 
privilege, unless he obtains another room-mate. 


REPORTS AND DISCHARGES. 


At the end of every month during the session, and at the end 
of the first term in February, and at the close of the session in 
June, a circular is addressed to the parent or guardian of each 
student, giving such information in regard to the standing and 
deportment of the student as may be esteemed most important. 
In any case in which the irregularities of the student’s attendance 
upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a special notice is 
sent to draw attention to the fact. 














No under graduate can receive a discharge from the University 
b except on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his parent é 
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or guardian. ‘The law provides that no certificate of discharge 
shall be delivered to astudent; but that such certificate when 
issued, shall be addressed to the parent or guardian, at his usual 
post-office. 

Whenever a student shall be frequently absent from his scholas- 
tic exercises, though for sufficient reason, the Faculty shall call 
the attention of the parent or guardian to that fact; that if there 
be no improvement in this respect they shall advise the with- 
drawal of such student; and in case a student be manifestly | 
making ill use of his time, from whatever cause, his withdrawal 
may be advised in like manner. 








Whenever a student is suspended he shall leave the college 
grounds within twenty-four hours after being notified of the fact, 
and the town of Oxford, if not a resident thereof, within forty. 
eight hours after receiving such notification, unless the Chancellor, 
for sufficient reason, see fit to grant a longer delay. Disregard 
of this regulation shall be punished according to the circumstances 
of the case; but if the disregard be defiant, the offender shall be 
expelled. 

Should the Faculty, at any time, believe that an under-graduate 
student is falling into idle or pernicious habits, then, through the 
Chancellor as their organ, they shall make known their impres- 
sions to the parent or guardian of the student, with the grounds 
on which it is founded; and it shall be their duty, at all times, and 
in the fullest manner, to acquaint the friends of every student with 
whatever would be likely to give them anxiety in regard to the 
welfare of such student. , 

Students shall not be exempt from responsibility to the authori- 
ties of the University for censurable acts committed in the vaca- 
tions or while absent from the University during the session. 


PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel of 
the University, and all the students are required by law to be 
present. It is also expected that they attend divine service in 
some one of the churches of Oxford on the Sabbath; and a 
proper observance of the Sabbath is exacted of every student. 


LIBRARIES. 


The Libraries of the University contain over six thousand vol- 
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umes, which have been carefully selected with the view of sup- 
plying all the needs of classical, scientific and law students. The 
Department of Ancient Classical Literature is complete; that of 
Science is well supplied with works on every branch. The De- 
partments of History, Poetry, Biography, Theology, Geography, 
Travels, etc., contain the standard works on each subject. All 
students connected with the University have access to the Libra- 
ry, which is opened at stated times weekly, for the receipt and 
delivery of books. Several hundred volumes have been added 
to the Library during the present session. 

The Phi Sigma and Hermeean Societies have Tibranies contain- 
ing in the aggregate, some: twenty-five hundred volumes, which 
are accessible to the members. 


READING ROOM, 


A Reading room has been fitted up by the Board and furnished 
with leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews and Maga- 
zines, for the benefit of the Faculty and students.

PRIZES FOR DECLAMATION.

The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in elocu- 
tion, consisting of gold medals. ‘The contestants for these prizes 
must be second year’s students. ‘The Monday previous to the last 
Thursday of June is the day set apart for the Prize Declamation. 
Disinterested Judges are chosen by the authorities of the Univer- 
sity, annually, who decide upon the merits of these declaimers, 
and assign the medals to the two who rank in point of excellence 
as first and second speakers. 





2 bY SLHE SOCIRIITES: 


Each of the Literary Societies, the Hermzan and Phi Sigma, 
has established prizes for excellence inelocution. The candidates 
must be students of the first year. The prizes consist of gold 

medals. The day of the prize declamation of the Hermzan 
| Society is fixed for the Friday, and that of the Phi Sigma Society 
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FOREIGN PRIZES. 





Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English 
Literature for the department which he conducts. 

1. Zhe Larly English Text Society, of London, offers a prize 
‘to the best scholar in English before Chaucer.” This is bestowed 
upon the student of the Junior Class who presents the best written 
examination in old English. 

2. The New Shakspere Society (London) offers a prize for the 
best examination paper in English Literature, in which some 
prominence is given to the criticism of Shakspere’s plays. This 
is bestowed in the Senior Class, whose work in English is confined 
to the Literature of the Language. 

These prizes consist of reprints of the Society’s publications, 
and are valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 








LITERARY ASSOCIATIONS, 


The Phi Sigma and Hermean Societies are literary in their char- 
acter, consisting of students meeting during the forenoon of 
every Saturday, for the purpose of improvement in debate, decla- 





mation and composition. 
A similar organization exists among the Law students. 


YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION, 


This organization has been in existence several years. A reli 
gious service is held every Sabbath afternoon, open to all the 
students. Occasionally lectures are delivered by members of the 
Faculty, and the Pastors of the Oxford churches. At the close 
of the present session, there are twenty-two active and seventeen 
associate members.

DETAILED STATEMENT 


IN REGARD TO THE SEVERAL DEPARTMENTS OF SCIENCE, LIT- 
ERATURE AND THE ARTS. 





GREEK LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
JoHn J. WHEAT, D. D., PROFESSOR. 


During the first two years, thorough instruction is given in the 
grammatical forms and syntax of the language, with translation 
into pure idiomatic English, both oral and written, and with con- 
stant blackboard exercises and a careful analysis of the text. 
Special attention is also paid to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, while embrac- 
ing the above method, includes also subjects of derivation, forma- 
tion and composition of words and prosody. Lectures are deliv- 
ered from time to time on the general subjects of Greek Litera- 
ture, designed, at the same time, as far as possible, to give a cor- 
rect view of the social, religious and political life of the Greeks. 
Text books are fully enumerated in the ‘‘Course of Study” on pp. 
BOnS0 

Books oF REFERENCE.—Liddell and Scott’s Greek Lexicon,

LATIN LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
ALEX. J. QuincHE, LL. D., PROFEssoR. 


The study of the Latin Language extends through three years 
of the B. A., and two of the B. S. course. 
The Freshman Class read Curtius or De Amicitia and Livy, é 


; een 
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review the Grammar, and have written and oral exercises in trans 
lating English into Latin. 

The Sophomore Class read the Odes, Satires and Epistles of 
Horace, (devoting, while perusing this author, especial attention 
to Prosody and Mythology ) andthe Agricola of Tacitus—continue 
the study of Grammar and translate English into Latin. 

The Junior Class read Selections from Juvenal or other Latin 
Poets, and Quintilian, or Cicero’s De Officiis, and have exercises 
in extempore translation of Latin into English. 

Books OF REFERENCE RECOMMENDED.—Andrews’ and_ Stod. 
dard’s Latin Grammar, Harkness’ Latin Grammar, Madvig’s and 
Zumpt’s Latin Grammar, Andrews’ Latin Lexicon, Riddle and 
Arnold’s English-Latin Lexicon, Anthon’s or Smith’s Classical 
Dictionary, Long’s Classical Atlas, Liddell’s History of Rome, 
Browne’s Roman Classical Literature, Ramshorne’s or Doeder- 
lein’s Latin Synonyms, Dwight’s Modern ‘Philology, Whitney’s 
Language and the Study of Language. 
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ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
JOHN L. JoHnson, LL. D., PROFEssor. 


In this department the Freshman Class has two recitations a 
week ; the Sophomore, three; the Junior, two; the Senior, three. 

1. The Freshman Class reviews the subject of English G:ram- 
mar, and then takes up the study of Rhetoric, giving attention 
both to the elements and qualities of style in written composition 
and to the preparation and delivery of addresses. Text Books: 
Whitney’s Essentials of English Grammar, Hill’s Science of 
Rhetoric, Worcester’s Dictionary.} 

2. The Sophomore Class enters upon the scientific study of the 
mother-tongue, beginning with Anglo-Saxon as the basis of our 
grammar and the foundation of English etymology. The text 
books are Sweet’s Anglo-Saxon Grammar and Reader, and 
Lounsbury’s English Language. But much of the work of this 
class is furnished directly by the Professor, there being as yet no 
satisfactory treatise on the etymology of words purely Saxon. 

3. The Junior Class, continuing the same general plan, takes 
a full view of the language, as to its origin, historical develop- 
















ment and philological relations. The Danish element, brought 
directly into contact with our early speech, and the kindred ele- 
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| 
ments coming through the Norman conquest; the history, meth- 
ods and results of linguistic science, are carefully discussed by 
lectures. The biography of our best writers is then taken up, pre- 
paratory to the study of Chaucer. Text Books: Morris’ English | 
Accidence, Shaw’s New English Literature (Ed. Backus), Car- | 
penter’s English of the Fourteenth Century. 

4. The Senior Class studies Poetry, ‘‘the noblest portion of 
our noble literature,” becoming acquainted with our most promi- 
nent authors, and concluding the course with Shakspere. Lec- 
tures are delivered on the succession of Shakspere’s plays, as 
indicated by metrical tests and zesthetic criticism, and on the 
growth of his mind and art as illustrated by his works. 

Text Books: Hales’ Longer English Poems, Marlowe’s Edward 
I, (Ed. Tancock ), Dowden’s Mind and Art of Shakspere, Hud- 
son’s and Rolfe’s Select Plays. 


MODERN LANGUAGES. 


CHARLUS WOODWARD Hutson, INSTRUCTOR. 


In the B. S, Course, the first, second and third years are de- 
voted to French, with two recitations each week. The fourth 
year is devoted to German, with four recitations each week. 

Students of the B. A. and B. P. Courses study French during 
the last year of their respective courses, with four recitations each 
week. ‘Text books in French; Keetel’s New Method, Knapp’s 
Reading Book, Select Texts. 

Text Books inGerman: The Joynes—Otto Course, Select Texts: 
French and German Literature by lectures. Recent works pre- 
ferred for reading. 

Classes in Spanish or Italian will be formed whenever there is 
a demand for instruction in those languages. 

While it is fully admitted that fluent speech in a foreign tongue 
can be acquired only by constant practice, great attention is paid 
to accuracy 1n pronunciation and purity of idiom. 


MATHEMATICS. 
GEN. CLaupIus W. Sears, PRoFessor. 


The Course in Mathematics for the B. A. and B. P. degrees 
. extends through the first and second years, with five recitatio 


ns 
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each week ; embracing in the order named, Algebra, Geometry, 
Plane and Spherical Trigonometry, Land Surveying with work 
on the field, Analytical Geometry and Descriptive Geometry. 

In addition to the above, the B. S. Course has the Differential 
and Integral Calculus through the first term of the third year. 



































PHYSICS AND ASTRONOMY. 
RoBERT B. Futtron, A. M., PROFESSOR. 


Students in the B. A. and B.S. Courses enter this Department 
regularly at the beginning of their Junior year; those in the B. P. 
course may begin at the commencement of their second year if 
sufficiently advanced in Mathematics. 

During their first year in this IYepartment all students study 
Mechanics and Physics through the subjects of Sound and Heat, 
using as Text-books Peck’s Mechanics, and Ganot’s Physics, 
( Atkinson’s translation. ) 

During the first term of the Senior year, Light and Electricity 
occupy the time of all students in the Department—B. S. students 
taking a more extended course, with Laboratory work. The 
second term is given to Astronomy, extra practical work being 
done by B, S. students. Loomis’ Text-book is used. 

Studies for the M. A. and Ph. D. degrees are assigned in the 
curricula for these degrees. . 

While Text books are placed in the hands of students, all the 
subjects are expanded and illustrated fully by lectures and experi- 
mental proofs. The equipment of Physical apparatus is ample 
for these purposes. 

The standard books of reference used are the works of Daguin, 
Jamin, Pouillet, Deschanel, Tyndal, Maxwell, Stewart, Bouch- 
arlat, Smith, Thompson and Tait; Herschel, Chambers, Schellen, 
Newcomb, and Chauvenet. 








CHEMISTRY. 


Ricoarp W. Jones, Lh. D., PRoFEssoR. 


Instruction embraces, 1. A course in General Chemistry. 2. 
A systematic Laboratory course of Practical and Analytical Chem- 
astry. 


1. GENERAL CHEMiIstTrRy is taught by lectures (four per week) 
é 
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and portions of the Text-books assigned for collateral reading, 
and continues throughout the session of nine months, At each 





meeting of the class, some time is devoted to a careful examina- 
tion of students on the preceding lecture and the}reading as- 
signed. 

Attention is given to writing reactions and the solution of 
Chemical problems. . rc 

The Lecture Room is large, well-arranged_ "and *furnished’ with 
apparatus which is ifreelye u used” ‘in Experimental [llustrations. to 
present the subjects i in 1 the n most “qitractive and impressive , ve form. = 

eiche o object i is to give as satisfactory a view as possible of the 
whole province of Chemistry, both Inorganic and Organic; the 
principles of Chemical Philosophy, the laws of combination, 
etc., are discussed in the light of the most recent researches and 


methods; the facts are succinctly presented in connection with 








the Elements and their more important compounds, with allusion 
to applications in Medicine, the Arts and Manufactures. 

This course is required of students of the third year in B. A. 
and B. S. courses. 

Text-books : Roscoe’s Lessons, Fowne’s Chemistry, Cook’s 
Chemical Philosophy, Revised. 

2. PRACTICAL AND ANALYTICAL CHEMISTRY, embraces a 
systematic course of general manipulation in the Laboratory, Blow- 
pipe Exercises, Qualitative Analysis, Quantitative Analysis. 

After completing the courses of instruction, students are en- 
couraged to make analyses of mineral waters, soils, manures, etc. 

Students of the third year in the B. S. Course are required to 
spend six hours per week in Analytical work. 

Text-books: Appleton’s Qualitative Analysis, Appleton’s Quan” 
titative Analyses, Elliot and Storer, Fresenius, both Qualitative 
and Quantitative, Atfield, Odling, Caldwell, Frankland, Elder- 
horst, Parrish’s Pharmacy, U. S. Dispensatory.

MINERALOGY is taught three hours weekly, to the Senior Class, 


during the first term, and Geology during the second term. é 
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BoTany is taught three hours weekly, to the Freshman Class, 
and Zoology 1s taught three hours weekly to the Sophomore Class, 
in the B. S. Course during the year. 

Textbooks: Dana’s Manual of Mineralogy, Dana’s Text-book 
of Geology, Gray’s School and Field-book of Botany, Nicholsons’ 
Text-book of Zoology. 


PSYCHOLOGY, LOGIC. ETHICS AND METAPHYSICS. 
JAMES M. Lone, A. M., PROFESSOR. 


PsycHoLocy.—This branch is taught to the Junior Class, three 
hours each week, during the first term, by ¢ex¢ and lecture com- 
bined. The course is supplemented by lectures on the latest 
phases of the subject as presented in Mental Physiology and 
Animal Psychology. 

The Zext-book is Munseli’s Psychology. Books of Reference, 
Hamilton, Porter, Hickok, Carpenter’s Mental Physiology, and 
Lindsey’s Animal Psychology. 

Locic.—During the secend term, the Junior Class has three 
recitations per week in Logic. 


Text-book: McCosh. Books of Reference: Bowen, Mill, 
Thompson, Bain and Jevons. 





ErxHics.— Moral Philosophy is taught to the Senior Classs two 
hours each week during the first term. The Text-book used is 
Peabody’s Moral Philosophy, supplemented by lectures on the 
different ethical theories which have been advanced by leading 
Moral Philosophers. 





Merapuysics.—This embraces the Evidences of Religion, 
Natural Theology, and the History of Philosophy, and occupies 
the time of the Senior Class two hours each week during the sec- 
ond term. 

EvipENces. —Wright’s Logic of Christian Evidences and Bond’s 
Positive Evidences of Christianity are used as Text-books. In 
connection with the argument, current objections to religious 
truth are considered from the modern scientific point of view. 











Natura. THEOLOGY.—This branch is taught by lectures with 
special reference to showing how the discoveries of modern science 
confirm the idea of an intelligent mind in nature. | 

History of PHtLozopHy.—This subject is presented in a course 
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oflectures, and aims to exhibit the great Schools of Philosophy, 
ancient and modern, as forming one continuous movement of 
thought. The fundamental ideas are presented in their genetic 
relations with a view of enabling the student to acquire a fuller 
and clearer comprehension of the subject. Schwegler, Ueberweg, 
Morell, Cousin, Lewes, Bowen, -and McCosh, are used as stand- 
ard authorities. 

OratTory.—In this department during the entire scholastic year 
the Sophomore and Junior Classes receive instruction, each, one 
hour per week, in the principles of Oratory. Dale’s Elocution 
is used as a text-book. 

PAIDEUTICS OR SCIENCE OF EpUCATION.—Students desiring to 
inform themseves in the Science and the Art of Teaching, will 
have the opportunity of forming a Normal Class, to which instruc. 
tion by lectures will be given by the professor in this department 
one hour each week during the entire scholastic year. The first 
term will be devoted tothe Philosophy of Education ; the second 
to the Methodology of Teaching in its practical aspects. 














The Books of reference are Bain’s Science of Education, Fitch’s 
Lectures on Teaching, and Baldwyn’s Art of School Manage- 
ment. 





HiSTORY AND POLITICAL ECONOMY. 


THE CHANCELLOR gives instruction in Ancient and Modern 

| History, and Chronology, throughout the third year of the courses 

for Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Philosophy; and in Polit: 

ical Economy throughout the fourth year of all the under-graduate 
courses. ‘These subjects are taught by text and lectures. 


CABINETS AND APPARATUS. 


In Physical and Chemical Apparatus and in Cabinets of Min- 
erals, Rocks, Shells and other fossils, the University of Missis- 
sippl is unsurpassed by any institution in the country, save those 
which are specially Scientific Schools. 

The Physical Apparatus, purchased of the most celebrated 
makers in America and Europe, includes all that is needed to give 
to a class a full and clear illustration of every important fact and 
principle in Physical Science. Each instrument is the best of its 
kind ; and the University possesses many not usually found in 


such collections. 















































The apparatus employed for the illustration of the subject of 
Mechanics embraces, besides the pieces required for demonstra- 
ting fundamental principles, models of various kinds of machin- 
ery, and contrivances for exhibiting the various modifications and 
transformations of motion as employed in the practical working 
of machinery. Atwood’s and Morin’s Machines for demonstra- 
ting the laws of falling bodies, and the reversible pendulum of 
Kater for showing the convertibility of the axes of oscillation and 
suspension, all made in Paris, are unsurpassed in finish and 
accuracy. 

The principles governing the equilibrium and motion of liquids 
and gases can be illustrated in full by the contrivances of Haldat, 
Mariotte, and Venturi; and the working models of Bramah’s 
hydrostatic press, Barker’s mill, Archimedes’ screw, the hydraulic 
ram, the fire engine, syphon fountain, intermittent fountain, 
Hiero’s fountain, water wheels and water pumps of every descrip- 
tion, are important applications of these principles. 

There are condensing and exhausting air pumps of the best 
workmanship, and provided with every accessory needed in the 
experimental illustration of Pneumatics. There are five different 
barometers, by the best makers, and of superior accuracy. 


For the subject of heat there is a fine collection of thermome- 
ters of every description, pyrometers, reflectors and all the appli- 
ances for demonstrating the principles pertaining to this branch 
of Physical Science. 

With Electrical Apparatus, the University is remarkably well 
furnished. The great double plate electrical machine is the /argest 
ever constructed—its two plates being each six feet in diameter— 
and is supplied with correspondingly large conductors and bat. 
teries. There is also a second machine of smaller dimensions, 
and both are accompanied by every device for demonstrating the 
principles, and showing the phenomena, belonging to Statical 
Electricity. 

The large Ruamkorff induction coil, and the powerful diamag- 
netic apparatus have but few equals. The University is fully 
equipped with all the contrivances of Ampeye and others for show- 
ing the mutual influence of electrical currents, and the existence 
of earth-currents. 


Additions recently made to the electrical apparatus enable the é 
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department to exhibit the most approved modes of electric ilumi- 
nation, and the most powerful diamagnetic and inductive action. | 
Working models of Telephonic apparatus have also been added. 

The instruments for the Magnetic Observatory are of the most 
approved pattern and best workmanship. The dipping needle, 
declination needle, and instrument for measuring magnetic inten- 
sity deserve special notice. | 

There is a fine collection of steel and natural magnets. A 
mounted specimen of the latter will sustain over seventy-five 





pounds. 





The Acoustic apparatus satisfies every requirement for Class 
illustration. ‘The collection was furnished by Secretan, of Paris, 
and includes everything needed to establish the laws governing 
the vibration of strings, rods, plates and co-:umns of air. There 
are models showing all the various contrivances used for the pro- 
duction and regulation of sound in musical instruments, and also 
many curious applications of these. The toothed wheel of Savart, 
and the siren of Cagnard-Latour furnish excellent means for de- 
termining the number of vibrations of any sounding body. 
Keenig’s apparatus for analyzing sound by manometric flames has 
lately been added to the collection. 








The Optical Apparatus, made by Lerebours and Secretan, is 
unsurpassed in excellence and is sufficient to illustrate every 
branch of the science. ‘There are mirrors, lenses and prisms for 
demonstrating all the geometrical principles. A magnificent 
magic lantern, with many elegant slides, a powerful solar micro- 
scope, a Spencerian compound microscope of the highest power, 
and a fine binocular by Grunow, are some of the pieces belonging 
to this part of the subject. 

The heliostat of Silberman with Soleil’s diffraction dane is capa- 





ble of projecting finely all the fringes due to interference. These 
phenomena are further represented ona larger scale by an ex- 
tensive collection of oil paintings and accurate diagrams. 

The subjects of double refraction and polarization are finely 
explained by Engel’s models, and the phenomena all exhibited by 
Noremberg’s, Arago’s and Biot’s instruments. The chromatics of 





polarized light can be elaborately shown by the various devices 
used for that purpose. 


The Saccharimeters of Soleil and Mitscherlich are important 
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practical parts of the collection, to which a first-rate spectroscope 
from the celebrated shop of Steinheil, Munich, has been added. 





In the department of Astronomy, the apparatus was originally 
intended to be equal to any in the world. The plan was inter- 
rupted in 1861, and has not yet been completed. But the Unzi- 
versity is, nevertheless, supplied with all that is necessary for 
class instruction in this department—having an elegant planeta- 
rium, eleven feet in diameter, two 36 inch globes, a refracting tele- 
scope, of six feet focal length, a portable transit and clock, and 
an elegant alt-azimuth repeating circle, which can illustrate the 
equatorial mounting of a telescope. 


The Laboratory for practical work in Chemistry is large, well 
constructed for comfort, convenience and thorough ventilation ; it 
has well-made tables and stands to accommodate ten students 
working ata time. ‘There is a good supply of gas and Bunse’s 
gas burners. From the main body of the room are divided off 
three small apartments: A. Balance Room, with three sets of 
delicate apparatus; B. Professor’s Room; C, Chamber for nox- 
lous gases used as re-agents. The following are some of the more 
important equipments: 





1. Vitter & Son’s large wrought iron furnace, with all the ar- 
rangements and attachments for affording a supply of fresh dis- 
tilled water, for a large number of water and steam baths, for dry- 
ing chambers, for preparation of essential oil, etc. 





2. Masonry furnace, with extensive sand baths and means for 
ignition. 
3. Gas furnace for organic analysis. 


4. Charcoal furnaces and various small implements for distilla- 
tion, determination of vapor density, etc. 


5. Air pump, karometers and thermometers of the best con- 
struction. 


6. Blowpipe tables with bellows, mouth blowpipes, etc. 


7. Pump and elevated water tank. 





8. Bunsen’s filter pump for rapid filtration. Aspirators. 


9. Self regulating apparatus for generating the several gases 


needed in analysis. é

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10. Hood and flues for collecting and conveying off the waste 
volatilized products. 

11. Photographic apparatus. 

12. Spectroscope. 

13. Microscope. 

14. Powerful galvanic battery. 

15. Oxy-hydrogen blowpipe. 

16. A good supply of platinum, silver, porcelain, glass and 
earthenware vessels, with the re-agents and substances necessary 
to the proper prosecution of the several kinds of practical work. 

The Geological Department possesses : 

1. A fine collection of accurate maps and charts, geological 
reports of the various State surveys, and specimens’ of rocks and 
fossils representing the various formations. 

2. The special Geology of the State and its characteristic fossils 
are represented by an extensive collection, including specimens 
of rocks, soils, marls, lignites, ete, and all remarkable fossils 
found in the State. 

This collection is of great interest, especially to those who make 
agriculture their business. The collection of soils from every 
county in the State, together with the analyses which have been 
made of most of them, and which show all their characteristics, 
enable a student to comprehend at once the agricultural resources 
of every part of the State. 

The Markoe Collection of Minerals—a rare and elegant one, 
purchased of Mr. Francis Markoe, of Washington, is pronounced 
inferior to none in the world. It includes a large number of rocks, 
minerals and fossils, sufficient for the fullest illustration of Miner- 
alogy and kindred subjects. 

The Budd Cabinet contains a rich and varied collection of 
marine, terrestrial and fluviatile shells. This collection is the 
result of twenty-five years’ labor, and is believed to be unsur- 
passed in this country. 

Zoology is rendered more interesting and intelligible by maps 
showing the geographical distribution of animals, by a collection 
of verterbrates which is increased every year, by specimens from 
the Geological Cabinet and the ‘‘Budd Collection.” 

This department also possesses maps showing the geographical 
distribution of plants. 


The University Herbarium contains specimens of all the forms 
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of vegetable life indigenous to Mississippi and some of the adjoin- 
ing States. | 

The Department of Natural History is supplied with several 
complete sets of models of crystal forms, several microscopes, 
Wollaston’s Reflecting Gontometer, Hauy’s Goniometer, several] 
complete cases of instruments and re-agents for practical work in 
the Department and for field investigations,

In June, 1881, the Trustees passed a resolution establishing the 
two years’ course in this Law School, in lieu of the one years’ 
course heretofore established ; and requiring the student to finish 
both the Junior and Senior courses in order to obtain a degree. 





The degree or diploma thus obtained is made by statute a license to 
praciice law in any courtin Mississippi, and ts recognized by the 
courts of the United States in Mississippi. The student may enter 
the classes at any time, provided he pass a satisfactory preliminary 
examination ; but he is advised to be here at the beginning of the 
session. | 
Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, 
and lectures are not uniformly read to the class, for law is too 
abstruse a learning to be taught after that fashion. One of the 
chief advantages of a law school—-and especially one not over- 
crowded with students—is that by a rigorous course of examina- 
tion, repeated with every student every day on his day’s reading, 
thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of the subject. In 
this school every student is thus examined every day, about two 
hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explanation being 
given on those points which this rigorous examination may show 


that the student does not sufficiently understand. 
— oe 
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A practice has also been adopted here of requiring the students, 
frequently, to write down in the recitation room, a synopsis of 
their latest reading, in order to compel them to that accuracy 
which is essential to a lawyer; and each student is in turn re- 
quired to stand up before the class, and, in a manner as decent 
and quiet as possible, to deliver an oral statement of the contents 
of the chapter, and sometimes a synopsis of the book under perusal. 
This is done to train the young men to the art of forsenic oratory ; 
for they are not allowed to deliver a memorized statement, and 
their exercise amounts to the same thing as oral argument at the 
bar, and is perhaps the only practical mode of teaching the art 
of public speaking. Obviously, the fewer the students, the more 
training of this kind each one can obtain. 


No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, 
to master the voluminous learning of the law, need be told of the 
dismal and often over-powering dreariness of such an undertaking, 
Blackstone, after quoting a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Spell- 
man’s confession, that such a trial had made his soul sink within 
him, condemns the effort to learn law by ‘‘sequestering one’s self 
from the world, and by a tedious, lonely process, extracting the 
theory of the law from a mass of undigested learning.” He 
equally condemns the effort to learn it ‘‘by an assiduous attend- 
ance on the courts, to pick up theory and practice together.” A 
law school gives the student immense relief from this painful irk- 
someness, attending his first year or two’s plodding in the endless 
volumes of the law. 








Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship 
of studying in classes, and from the daily examinations. The 
students are constantly discussing their studies, not only with the 
Professor, but also with each other; and their interest is thus pre- 
vented from flagging, and their daily work from becoming repul- 
sive. 

Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, 
and of a livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous prosecution 
of his studies, to be derived by a law-student from the daily dis- 
cussion of a law school, there is another question—namely, 
whether a law-office or a law-school be the better place for learn- 
ing law in a scientific method such as every man must pursue to 
obtain success; and on this question, the attention of students 
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and of the profession, is invited to the opinion of Sir Wilham 


Blackstone. 
‘‘Making due allowance,” says he, ‘‘for one or two shining 













exceptions, experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer 
educated to the bar in subservience to attorneys and solicitors, 
will find that he has begun at the wrong end. If practice be the 
whole he is taught, practice must also be the whole he will ever 
know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom expect to com- 













prehend, any argument drawn «a priori from the spirit of the laws 
and the natural foundation of Justice.” 







On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says: 






‘Tf a student will afford himself here a year or two further 
leisure, to lay the foundation of his future labors ina solid and 
scientific method, without thirsting too early to attend that practice 














which it is impossible he should rightly comprehend, he will after- 
ward proceed with the greatest ease and will unfold the most 
intricate points with an intuitive rapidity and clearness.”—1 
Blackstone’s Commentaries, Introduction, pp. 31-34. 














In addition to the instruction given by Professor Mayes, the fol- 
lowing distinguished gentlemen will deliver occasional courses of 
lectures to the Law Class, viz: Ex-Chief Justice Horatio F. Sim- 
rall, LL. D., Chief Justice Hamilton H. Chalmers, U. S. District 
Judge Robert A. Hull, HonmjenaeA Orr, Hon? Hugh) Assia 


The regular course of Class-reading for the Junior Class is 
Blackstone’s Commentaries (omitting 4th book), Stephen on Plead- 
ing, 1st vol. of Greenleaf on Evidence, 2d and 3d vols. of Kent’s 
Commentaries, Bishop’s Criminal Law, Bishop’s Criminal Proced- 
ure, Bishop on Contracts and Bigelow on Torts. That of the 
Senior Class is Adam’s Equity, Bispham’s Principles of Equity 
Jurisprudence, Barton’s Suitin Equity, 1st vol. of Kent’s Com- 
mentaries, Desty’s Federal Procedure, Constitution of the United 
States, Constitution of Mississippi, Cooley’s Constitutional Limita- 
tions, Pierce on Railways, May on Insurance, Mississippi Code 
of 1880—all in the order named. Collateral reference is made 
to other standard authors on the same and kindred subjects. So 
soon as Greenleaf is read, the Juniors will be admitted to practice 
in. the common law Moot-Court, together with the Seniors; and 
so soon as Barton’s Suit in equity isread, an Equity Moot-Court 


is organized for the Seniors. 
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The books needed in the course can be procured at Oxford, as 
needed; the cost of the whole course, new and late editions, is 
sixty dollars for the Junior course, and about fifty dollars 
for the Senior; and the tuition fee for each year is fifty dollars. 
Many students borrow books from their friends, and those pur- 
chased are bought at intervals. No deduction is made from the 
tuition fee when a student comes in late, as that would be to place 
a premium on late coming. 





WHY A MISSISSIPPIAN SHOULD STUDY LAW AT OXFORD. 





1. The ‘‘statement of class-progress for the year 1877-8,” 
contained in the special Law Catalogue for that year, shows what 
emulation and class-organization will do for the law-student. 
These results could not possibly be obtained under any other 
system: for the very sufficient reason, if for none other, that no 
practicing attorney could afford to devote to a student the time 
necessary to that end. Many experienced lawyers have dis- 
covered this; hence, the class-lists given in this catalogue and in 
that above mentioned embrace sons, brothers, and personal friends, 
of many of the first lawyers in the State. 


2. In connection with the daily recitations, the Professor, whilst 
impressing upon the students the principles of the common law, 
and of equity jurisprudence, which pervade the legal systems of 
all our States, constantly, also, directs their observation to the 
modifications effected by the statutes and decisions of our own 
State. 


3. The student has opportunities for forming friendships and 
associations with the most cultivated young men of the entire 
State; with the young men who are to be the most prominent 
and influential ‘of the State. This wide spread acquaintance is 
peculiarly valuable to a young lawyer; and experience has de- 
monstrated that it, alone, is worth and quickly worth, many times 
the cost of a year’s attendance. 

4. The law students, whilst controlled by a different faculty, 
are subject to the same laws and discipline as the students in the 
departments of Arts and Sciences. They have, also, and without 
extra charge, the same privileges ; access to the Reading Room, 
the Libraries, the Gymnasium, the Literary Association, etc. In 
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case a young man is quick in acquisition, and has a little spare 
time, he is allowed to take any collateral course of study in the 
sister department, that he may desire. 

s. A Diploma from this Law-School is, by statute, a License to 
practice law in any court of the State.

2. Department of Science, Literature aud the Arts. 


Under the second are included five distinct courses of study, three of 
which are undergraduate courses, and two are post-graduate courses. 


i. Undergraduate Courses. 


The three Undergraduate Courses are known as: ‘1. The Course for 
Bachelor of Arts. 2. The Course for Bachelor of Science. 3. The Course 
for Bachelor of Philosophy. A student has free choice of these courses, 
but the studies prescribed for each course are all compulsory for that 
course, except that the course for Bachelor of Philosophy is elective. 

The Course for Bachelor of Arts requires four years for its completion, 
and embraces the studies following: 

For the first year, English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics. 

For the second year, English, Elocution, Latin, Greek, Mathematics. 

For the third year, English, Elocution, Latin, Greek, Physics, Chemistry, 
Psychology, Logic, History. 

For the fourth year, English, Elocution, French or German, Greek, 
Optics, Astronomy, Geology, Mineralogy, Zoology, Political Economy, 
Ethics, Metaphysics. 

2. The Course for Bachelor of Science requires four years for completion,

All who present themselves [will. be examined on Thursday and 
Friday preceding Commencement; others at the opening of the Fall 
term. 

8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for admission, is called 
to the Act passed at a late session of the Legislature prohibiting the car- 
rying of concealed weapons, and also to the following Article of the Laws 


of the University. : 

‘Every student, upon his entrance into College, shall be earnestly ad- . 
monished by the Chancellor of his responsibility to the laws and. regula- 
tions of the University, and of his duty to yield them implicit obedience; 
and he shall be required to state that he has no fire-arms or deadly weapons 
in his possession, or in the possession of others for him, or if -he have 
such, to deliver the same to the Chancellor.” 


Admission of Females. 


At annual meeting of the Board of Trustees in June, 1882, it was 

Resolved, 1. Vhat hereafter females shall be admitted as students in this 
University upon the same terms and conditions, in all respects, as males, 
and be subject to such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Faculty for good and orderly government; provided, that no female shall 
be admitted unless, after an approved examination, such female applicant 
shall be deemed sufficiently advanced to enter the Freshman class. 

2. That no female student shall be permitted to board or lodge on the 
Campus, except in the homes of members of the Faculty.

The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into two terms, 
of four and a-half months each. The first term begins on the last Thurs- 
day in September, annually, and continues to the 22d of February. The 
second term, beginning at the close of the first, continues to the last Thurs- 





day of June following. 
The session of 1884-85 begins on Thursday, September 25th, 1884. 
There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The first | 


(which is the intermediate or Semi-annual Examination) is held during 
578s : 
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the second and third weeks of February, and the second, (which is the 
Annual Examination) begins with that of the Graduating Classes, one 
month before Commencement, and the remaining classes are examined 
during the latter half of the month of June. The examinations are both 
written and oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of June, on 
which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are conferred. On the pre- 
ceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the University Chapel before the 
Trustees, Faculty, Students and citizens, by some Minister of the Gospel 
previously invited by the Faculty. 

The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are occupied by 
exhibitions of elocution from students, and by Honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to graduates of 
the various courses who have finished the prescribed curriculum, and have 
sustained a satisfactory examination in all the studies of the course whose 
degree they propose to take. 


Wacations. 


There are two vacations during the year. The summer vacation begins 
on the day following the last Thursday of June, and continues until the 
last Thursday of September, on which day the session opens, and every 
student, if possible, should be present. 

The recess at Christmas begins on or near the 24th of December and 
closes on the Ist of January. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly requested not to call their sons or 
wards home in December before the holidays begin, and to send them 
back in time to be at duty on the Ist day of January. 


Absences. 


Absences from the University during the session are not permitted except 
from reasons of importance. The parent has, at all times, the right to 
withdraw his son entirely and finally, without reason assigned; but with- 
out so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him of the obligation to attend 
on his duties at the University. The incidental absences of students dur- 
ing the session are exceedingly disadvantageous, both to themselves and to 
the University. While, therefore, the Faculty permit them in cases where 
propriety or urgent necessity seems to make them unavoidable, they hold 





it to be a duty to enquire into the reasons for which the permission is 
solicited. When a student absents himself during the session for a period 
of one week or more, although with the permission of the Chancellor, he 
shall upon his return be subject to examination if the Faculty require it, 
and shall not be entitled to re-enter his class unless his examination be 





satisfactory. 
Assignment of Rooms. 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the location of @ 
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students in their rooms. They report their location to the Chancellor, 
and are not at liberty to change it without his permission. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the room occupied by 
them at the close of the session may do so, provided they attend punctu™ 
ally; but if they are not personally present at the time of general allot- 





. ment, rooms will not be reserved except in special cases. 


Every study-room in the University is designed for two students. No 
student can draw for a room in his Own name singly; nor can a student 
who desires to hold the same room from one session to another, and whose 
room-mate may have retired. be allowed the privilege, unless he obtains 
another room-mate. 


Neports and Discharges. 


At the end of every month during the session, at the end of the first 
term in February, and at the close of the session in June, a circular is 
addressed to the parent or guardian of each student, giving such informa- 
tion in regard to the.standing and deportment of the student as may be 
esteemed most important. In any case in which the irregularities of the 
student’s attendance upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a special 
notice is sent to draw attention to the fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University except 
on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his parent or guardian. 
The law provides that no certificate of discharge shall be delivered to a 
student; but that such certificate when issued, shall be addressed to the 
parent or guardian, at his usual postoffice. 

Whenever a student shall be frequently absent from his scholastic exer- 
cises, though for sufficient reason, the Faculty shall call the attention of 
the parent or guardian to that fact; that if there be no improvement in 
this respect they shall advise the withdrawal of such student; and in case 
a student be manifestly making ill use of his time, from whatever cause, 
his withdrawal may be advised in like manner. * 

Whenever a student is suspended he shall leave the college grounds 
within twenty-four Hours after being notified of the fact, and the town of 
Oxford, if not a resident thereof, within forty-eight hours after receiving 
such notification, unless the Chancellor, for sufficient reason, see fit to 
grant a longer delay. Disregard of this regulation shall be punished 
according to the circumstances of the case; but if the disregard be defiant, 
the offender shall be expelled. 

Should the Faculty, at any time, believe that an under graduate student 
is falling into idle or pernicious habits, then, through the Chancellor as 
their organ, they shall make known their impressions to the parent or 
guardian of the student; with the grounds on which it is founded; and it 
shall be their duty, at all times, and in the fullest manner, to acquaint the 
friends of every student with whatever would be likely to give them anx- 





iety in regard to the welfare of such student. 
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Students shall not be exempt from responsibility to the authorities of 
the University for censurable acts committed in the vacations or while 
absent from the University during the session. 


Public Worship. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel of the Uni- 
versity, and all the students are required by law to be present. It is also 
expected that they attend divine service in some one of the churches of 
Oxford on the Sabbath; and a proper observance of the Sabbath is exacted 


of every student. 
Libvraries. 


The Libraries of the University contain several thousand volumes, 
which have been carefully selected with the view of supplying all the 
needs of classical, scientific and law students. The Department of An- 
cient Classical Literature is complete; that of Science is well supplied 
with works on every branch. The Departments of History, Poetry, Biog- 
raphy, Theology, Geography, Travels, etc., contain the standard works on 
each subject. All students connected with the University have access to 
the Library, which is opened at stated times weekly, for the receipt and 
delivery of books. 

Reading Room. 

A Readins Room has been fitted up by the Board and furnished with 
leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews and Magazines, for the 
benefit of the Faculty and students. ; 


Prizes. 
\ 


Prizes for Declamation. 
1. BY THE UNIVERSITY. 


The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in elocution, con- 
sisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes must be second 
year’s students. The Monday previous to the last Thursday of June is the 
day set apart for the Prize Declamation. Disinterested Judges are chosen 
by the authorities of the University, annually, who decide upon the merits 
of these declaimegs, and assign the medals to the two who rank in point 
of excellence as first and secon | speakers. 


2. BY THE SOCIETIES. 

Each of the Literary Societies, the Hermean and Phi Sigma, has estab- 
lished prizes for excellence in elocution. ‘The candidates must be students 
of the first year. The prizes consist of gold medals. The day of the 
prize declamation of the Hermezan Society is fixed for the Friday, and 
that of the Phi Sigma Society for the Saturday before Commencement. 

FOREIGN PRIZES. 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English Litera- 
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1. The Early English Text Society, of London offers a prize “to the best 
scholar in English before Chaucer.” This is bestowed upon the student of 
the Junior Class who presents the best written examination in old Eng- 
lish. P 

« 2. The New Shakspere Society (London) offers a prize for the best exam- 
ination paper in English Literature, in which some prominence ‘is given 
to the criticism of Shakspere’s plays. This is bestowed in the Senior 
Class, whose work in English is confined to the Literature of the Lan- 
guage. 

These prizes consist of reprints of the Society’s publications, and are 
valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 











Literary Associations. 








The Phi Sigma and Hermean Societies are literary in their character, 
consisting of students meeting during the forenoon of every Saturday, for 
the purpose of improvement in debate, declamation and composition. 

A similar organization exists among the Law students. 


Young Men’s Christian Association. 


This organization has been in existence several years. A religious ser- 
vice is held every Sabbath afternoon, open to all the students. Occasion- 
ally lectures are delivered by members of the Faculty and the pastors of 
the Oxford churches.

Over two hundred students may be accommodated in the three large dor- 
mitories on the Campus, and students may occupy these buildings for lodg- 
ings, or lodge in private families as they may prefer.

Plan of Organization. 


The principle that distinguishes the present scheme of this Department 
is that of election of courses. A student may choose any one of three 
courses, but all the studies prescribed in any course are compulsory for 
that course, and necessary to the degree for which the student is a candi- 





date. No student wjll be vermitted to drop any given study until he has 
completed the term examination in that study. Students, however, may 
pursue select studies for such a length of time as they may choose, under 
certain restrictions.

Course of Study for Bachelor of Philosophy. 


DEPARTMENT DIPLOMAS; CERTIFICATES OF PROFICIENCY. 


When a student shall have completed satisfactorily the longer course of 
instruction in any department, a Department Diploma shall be awarded 
him therefor, (provided that when he takes a Diploma in a single Depart- 
ment his minimum grade shall be 80,) and delivered to him on Commence- 
ment Day; and when he shall have completed satisfactorily the shorter 
course in any department, he shall, in the same manner, receive a Certifi- 





cate of Proficiency. — 

The holder of a Department Diploma shall be considered an Alumnus 
after he shall have ceased to be a student in the University. 

Any student who shall have completed satisfactorily the longer or shorter 
courses in any seven of the existing departments, (Greek; Latin; Modern 
Languages; English; Mathematics; Physics; Chemistry; Natural History; 
Psychology, Logic, Ethics and Metaphysics; History and Political Econ- 
omy;) and in addition, the course of Elocution, shall have conferred upon 
him the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. 
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DETAILED STATEMENTS 


IN REGARD TO THE SEVERAL DEPARTMENTS OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE 
AND THE ARTS. 





Greek KLanguage and Literature. 


JOHN J. WuHEAT, D. D., PROFESSOR. 


During the first two years thorough instruction is given in the gram- 
matical forms and syntax of the language, with translation into pure 
idiomatic English, both oral and written, and with constant blackboard 
exercises and a careful analysis of the text. Special attention is also paid 
to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years. while embracing the 

above method, includes also subjects of derivation, formation and compo- 
sition of words and prosody. Lectures are delivered from time to time 
on the general subjects of Greek Literature, designed, at the same time, | 
as far as possible, to give a correct view of the social, religious and politi- 
cal life of the Greeks. Text-books are fully enumerated in the “Course of 
Study” on pp. 27, 28, 29 and 30, , 
Booxs oF Rererence.—Liddell and Scott’s Greek Lexicon, Goodwyn’s 
Moods and Tenses, Rawlinson’s Herodotus, Long’s Classical Atlas, Anthon’s 
or Smith’s Classical Dictionary, Brown’s Greek Classical Literature, 
Grote’s History of Greece, Jelf’s Kuhner’s Greek Grammar, Harrison’s 
Greek Prepositions, Theology of the Greek Poets, Homeric Studies— 
Gladstone, Curtius’ History of Greece. 


Latin Wanguage and FLiterature. 
Auex. J. QuincueE, LL. D., Proressor. | 


The study of the Latin Language extends through three years of the B. 
Wi A., and two of the B. 8S. Course. 

The Freshman Class read Cartius or DeAmicitia and Livy, review the 
Grammar, and have written and oral exercises in translating English into 
Latin. 

The Sophomore Class read the Odes, Satires and Epistles of Horace, 
(devoting, while pursuing this author, especial attention to Prosody and 
Mythology) and the Agricola of Tacitus; continue the study of Grammar 


and translate English into Latin. é 
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The Junior Class read Selections from Juvenal or other Latin Poets, 
and Quintilian, or Cicero’s De Officiis, and have exercises in extempore 
translation of Latin into English.

English Language and Literature. 


Joun L. Jonunson, LL. D., Professor. 


In this department the Freshman and Junior Classes have four recita- 
tions a week each during the first term; the Sophomore five, and the 
Senior six a week during the second term. 

1. The Freshman Class reviews the subject of English Grammar, and 
then takes up the study of Rhetoric, giving attention both to the elements 
and qualities of style in written composition and to the preparation and 
delivery of addresses. Text-books: Whitney’s Essentials of English 
Grammar, Hill’s Science of Rhetoric, Worcester’s Dictionary. 

2. The Sophomore Class enters upon the scientific study of the mother- 
tongue, beginning with Anglo-Saxon as the basis of our grammar and the 
foundation of English etymology. The text-books are Sweet’s Anglo- 
Saxon Grammar and Reader, and Lounsbury’s English Language. But 
much of the work of this class is furnished directly by the Professor 
there being as yet no satisfactory treatise on the etymology of words 
purely Saxon. 

3. The Junior Class continuing the same general plan, takes a full view 
of the language, as to its origin, historical development aid philological 
relations. The Danish elements, brought directly into contact with our 
early speech, and the kindred elements coming through the Norman con- 





quest; the history, methods and results of linguistic science are carefully | 
discussed by lectures. The biography of our best writers is then taken 
up, preparatory to the study of Chaucer. Text-books: Morris’ English 
English Literature, Carpenter’s English of the 





Accidence, 
Fourteenth Century. 
4, The Senior Class studies Poetry, “the noblest portion of our noble 








literature,” becoming acquainted with our most prominent authors, and 
concluding the course with Shakspere. Lectures are delivered on the suc- 
cession of Shakspere’s plays, as indicated by metrical tests and esthetic 
criticism, and on the growth of his mind and art as illustrated by his 
works. | 
Text-books: Hale’s Longer English Poems, Marlowe’s Edward I. (Kd. 
Tancock,) Dowden’s Mind and Art of Shakspere, Hudson’s and Rolfe’s 


2 Select Plays. 
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Modern Languages. 
CHARLES Woopwarp Hutson, Instructor. 


In both French and German the course for under-graduates is now com- 
pleted in one year, with daily recitations in each. B. 8S. students are re- 
quired to take both French and German. French alone is required of B. 
A. and B. P. students. The literature is taught by lectures. Text-books 
in French: Ahn’s French Method, Alfred le Grand, Select Plays. 

Text-books in German: The Joynes-Otto Course, Boisen’s German Prose, 
Select Plays. 

Classes in Spanish or Italian will be formed whenever there is a demand 
for instruction in those languages. 

While it is fully admitted that fluent speech in a foreign tongue can be 
acquired ohly by constant practice, great attention is paid to accuracy in 
pronunciation and purity of idiom. 


WMiathematics- 
Gren. Cuaupius W. Sears, Professor. 


The Course in Mathematics for the B. A. and B. P. degrees extends 
through the first and second years, with five recitations each week, embrac- 
ing in the order named, Algebra, Geometry, Plane and Spherical Trigo- 
nometry, Land Surveying with work on the field, Analytical Geometry and 
Descriptive Geometry. 

In addition to the above, the B. 8S. Course has the Differential and Inte- 
gral Calculus through the second term of the third year. 





Physics and Astronomy. 


Rosert B. Fuuton, A. M. Proressor. 





Students in the B. A. and B 8. Courses enter this Department regularly 
at the beginning of their junior year; other students are admitted when 
found to be sufficiently advanced in the study of Mathematics. 

The course for the first year includes Elementary Mechanics, and a gen- 
eral study of Acoustics, Heat, Optics and Electricity. There are five 
lectures per week, and Ganoi’s Physics is the text used. 

The first term of the senior year is devoted to the analytical study of 
Mechanics, and of special topics in Physics, particular attention being 
given to the methods of Physical investigation, using Peck’s and Ganot’s 
Texts. 

During the second term of the senior year, Astronomy is studied, 
Loomis’ Text being used. 

B. 8. students are engaged five hours per week in the senior year; others 
four hours per week. 

Subjects of study for the M. A. and Ph. D. dezrees are assigned else- 
where. 


While Text-books are placed in the hands of students a.l the subjects : 
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taught are expanded and illustrated fully by lectures and experimental 
proofs. The equipment of Physical apparatus is ample for this purpose. 

The standard books of reference used are the works of Daguin, Jamin, 
Pouillet, Deschanel, Tyndall, Maxwell, Stewart, Bouchartal, Smith, 
Thompson and Tait, Herschel, Chambers, Schellen, Newcomb and Chau- 
venet. 


Chennistry. 
Ricuarp W. Jonzes, LL. D, PROFESSOR. 


Instruction embraces: 1. A course in General Chemistry. 2. A system- 
atic Laboratory course of Practical and Analytical Chemistry. 

1. Genera Cuemistay is tauzht by lectures, (four per week,) and por- 
tions of the Text-books assigned for collateral reading, and continues 
throughout the session of nine months. At each meeting of the class, 
some time is devoted to a careful examination of students on the preced- 
ing lecture and the reading assigned. 

Attention is given to writing reactions and the solution of Chemical 





problems. | 

The Lecture Room is large, well arranged and furnished with apparatus 
which is freely used in Experimental Illustrations to present the suber 
in the most attractive and impressive form. 

The object is to give as satisfactory a view as possible of the whole 
province of Chemistry, both Inorganic and Organic; the principles of 
Chemical Philosophy, the laws of combination, etc., are discussed in the 
light of the most recent researches and methods; the facts are succintly 
presented in connection with the Elements and their more important com- 





pounds, with allusion to applications in Medicine, the Arts and Manufac- 
tures. 

This course is required of students of the third year in B. A. and B.S, 
courses. : 

Text-books: Roscoe’s Lessons; Fowne’s Chemistry; Cook’s Chemical 
Thilosophy, Revised. 

2, PRaoctTIcAL AND ANALYTICAL CHEMISrRY embraces a systematic course 
of general manipulation in the Laboratory, Blow-pipe Exercises, Quali- 
tative Analysis, Quantitative Analysis. 

After completing the courses of instruction, students are encouraged to 
make analyses of mineral waters, soils, manures, etc. 

Students of the third year in the B. S. Course are required to spend six 
hours per week in Analytical work :

The course 
is supplemented by lectures on tne latest phases of the subject as pre- 
sented in Mental Physiology and Animal Psychology. 

The Tert-book is Mahan’s Psychology. Books of Reference: Hamilton, 
Porter, Hickok, Carpenter’s Mental Physiology, and Lindsay’s Animal 


Psychology. 
Lo«ero.—During the second term, the Junior Class has three recitations 


per week in Logic. 

Text-book: McCosh. Books of Reference: Bowen, Mill, Thompson, Bain, 
and Jevons. 

Erxics—Moral Philosophy is taught to the Senior Class two hours each 
week during the first term. The Text-book used is Peabody’s Moral Phil- 
osophy, supplemented by lectures on the different ethical theories which 
have been advanced by leading Moral Philosophers. 

Merapnysics.--This embraces the Evidences of Religion. Natural The- 
ology, and the History of Philosophy, and occupies the time of the Senior 
Class two hours each week during the second term. 

Evipencrs.—Wright’s Logic of Christian Evidences, and Bond’s Positive 
Evidences of Christianity are used as Text-books. In connection with the 
argument, current objections to religious truth are considered from the 
modern scientific point of view. 

Naturat THEeoLtocy.—This branch is taught by lectures with special 
reference to showing how the discoveries of modern science confirm the 
idea of an intelligent Minp in nature. 

Hisrory or Puitosopuy.—This subject is presented in a course of lec- 
tures, and aims to exhibit the great Schools of Philosophy, ancient and 
modern, as forming one continuous movement of thought. The funda- 
mental ideas are presented in their genetic relations with a view of enabling 
the student to acquire a fuller and clearer comprehension of the subject. 
Schwegler, Ueberweg, Morell, Cousin, Lewes, Bowen and McCosh, are 
used as standard authorities. 
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Oratory.—In this department, during the first term, the Sophomore 
Class receives instruction two hours per week, in the principles of ,Ora- 
tory. Dale’s Elocution is used as a text-book. 

Patprutics OR ScreNce or Epvucation.—Students desiring to inform 
themselves in the Science and Art of Teaching, will have the opportunity 
of forming a Normal Class, to which instruction by lectures will be given 
by the professor in this department one hour each week during the last 
half of the scholastic year. 

The Books of Reference are Bain’s Science of Education, Fitch’s Lec- 
tures on Teaching, and Baldwin’s Art of School Management. 











History and Political Economy. 


THE CHANCELLOR gives instruction in Ancient and Modern History and 
Chronology during the second term of the third year of the courses for 
Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Philosophy; and in Political Economy 
during the first term of the fourth year of all the under-graduate courses.

In June, 1881, the Trustees passed a resolution establishing the two 
years’ course in this Law School, in lieu of the one years’ course hereto- 
fore established; and requiring the students to finish both the Junior and 
Senior courses in order to obtain a degree. The degree or diploma thus 
obtained is made by statute a license to practice law in any court in Mississippi, 

| and is recognized by the courts of the United States in Mississippi. The student 
may enter the classes at any time, provided he pass a satisfactory prelim- 
inary examination; but he is advised to be here at the beginning of the

ing to be taught after that fashion. One of the chief advantages of a law 
school—and especially one not overcrowded with students—is that by a 





dent does not sufficiently understand. 


A practice has also been adopted here of requiring the students, fre- é 





rigorous course of examination, repeated with every student every day on 
his day’s reading, thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of the 
subject. In this school every student is thus examined every day, about 
two hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explanation being given 
on those points which this rigorous examination may show that the stu-’ 
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quently, to write down in the recitation room, a synopsis of their latest 
reading, in order to compel them to that accuracy which is essential to a 
lawyer; and each student is in turn required to stand up before the class, 
and, in a manner as decent and quiet as possible, to deliver an oral state- 
ment of the contents of the chapter; and, sometimes, a synopsis of the 
book under perusal. This is done to train the young men to the art of 
forensic oratory; for they are not allowed to deliver a memorized state- 
ment, and their exercise amounts to the same thing as oral argument at 
the bar, and is perhaps the only practical mode of teaching the art of 

’ public speaking. Obviously the fewer the students the more training of 
this kind each one can obtain. 

No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, to master 
the voluminous learning of law, need be told of the dismal and often over- 
powering dreariness of such an undertaking. Blackstone, after quoting 
a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Spellman’s confession, that such a trial had 
made his soul sink within him, condemns the effort to learn law by “se- 
questering one’s self from the world, and by a tedious, lonely process, ex- 
tracting the theory of the law from amass of undigested learning.” He 
equally condemns the effort to learn it “by an assiduous attendance on the 
courts to pick up theory and practice together.” A law school gives the 
student immense relief from this: painful irksomeness, attending his first 
year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of law. 

Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship of study- 
ing in classes, and from the daily examinations. The students are con- 
stantly discussing their studies, not only with the Professor, but also with 
each other; and their interest is thus prevented from flagging, and their 
daily work from becoming repulsive. 

Besides, however the advantages of precision in his learning, and of a 








jivelier, and therefore a much more vigorous prosecution of his studies, to 
be derived by a law-student from the daily discussion of a law school, 
there is another question, namely, whether a law-office or a law-school be 
the better place for learning law in a scientific method such as every man 
must pursue to obtain success; and on this question the attention of stu- 
dents, and of the profession, is invited to the opinion of Sir William Black- 
stone: 

‘“* Making due allowance,” says he, “for one or two shining exceptions, 
experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer educated to the bar in 
subservience to attorneys and solicitors, will find that he has begun at the 
wrong end. If practice be the whole he is taught, practice must also be 
the whole he will ever know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom 
expect to comprehend, any argument drawn a priori from the spirit of the 








laws and the natural foundation of justice.” 

On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says: 

“Tf a student will afford himself here a year or two further leisure, to 
lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and scientific method, 


b without thirsting too early to attend that practice which it is impossible 
2 Bs) 
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he should rightly comprehend, he will afterward proceed with the greatest 
ease and will unfold the most intricate points with an intuitive rapidity 
and clearness.” —1 Blackstone’s Commentaries, Introduction, pp. 31-34. 

In addition to the instruction given by Professor Mayes, the following 
distinguished gentlemen will deliver occasional courses of lectures to the 
Law Class, viz.: Ex-Chief Justice Horatio F. Simrall, LL. D., Hon. Ham- 
ilton H. Chalmers, U. 8. District Judge Robert A. Hill, Hon. Jehu A. Orr, 
Hon. Hugh A. Barr. 

The regular course of Class-reading for the Junior Class is Blackstone’s 
Commentaries (omitting 4th book), Stephen on Pleading, 1st volume of 
Greenleaf on Evidence, 2d and 3d vols. of Kent’s Commentaries, Bishop’s 
Criminal Law, Bishop’s Criminal Procedure, Bishop on Contracts, and 
Bigelow on Torts. That of the Senior Class is Adam’s Equity, Bispham’s 
Principles of Equity Jurisprudence, Barton’s Suit in Equity, Ist vol. of 
Kent’s Commentaries, Detsly’s Hederal Procedure, Constitution of the 








United States, Constitution of Mississippi, Cooley’s Constitutional Limi- 





tations, Pierce on Railways, May on Insurance, Mississippi Code of 1880— 
all in the order named. Collateral reference is made to other standard 
authors on the same and kindred subjects. So soon as Greenleaf is read, 
the Juniors will be admitted to practice in the common law Moot-Court, 
together with the Seniors; and so soon as Barton’s Suit in Equity is read, 
an Equity Moot Court is organized for the Seniors. 

The books needed in the course can be procured at Oxford, as needed; 
the cost of the whole course, new and late editions, is sixty dollars for the 
Junior course, and about fifty dollars for the Senior; and the tuition fee 
for each year is fifty dollars. Many students borrow books from their 
friends, and those purchased are bought at intervals. No deduction is 
made from the tuition fee when the student comes in late, as that would 
be to place a premium on late coming. 





Why a Mississippian Should Study Law at Oxford. 





1. The “statement of class-progress for the year 1877-8,” contained in 





the special Law Cafalogue for that year, shows what emulation and class- 
organization will do for the law student. These results could not possibly 
be obtained under any other system; for the very sufficient reason, if for 
none other, that'no practicing attorney could afford to devote to a student 
the time necessary to that end. Many experienced lawyers have discov- 
ered this; hence the class-lists given in this catalogue and in that above 
mentioned, embrace sons, brothers and personal friends of many of the 
first lawyers in the State. 

2. In connection with the daily recitations, the Professor, whilst im- 
pressing upon the students the principles of the common law, and of 
equity jurisprudence, which pervade the legal systems of all our States, 
constantly, also, directs their observation to the modifications effected by 
the statutes and decisions of our own State. 

8. The student has opportunities for forming friendships and associa 
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tions with the most cultivated young men of the entire State; with-the 
young men who are to be the most prominent and influential of the State. 
This wide-spread acquaintance is peculiarly valuable to a young lawyer; 
and experience has demonstrated that it, alone, is worth and quickly worth, 
many times the cost of a year’s attendance. 

4, The law students are controlled by the same faculty, and are subject 
to the same laws and discipline as the students in the department of 
Arts and Sciences. They have, also, and without extra charge, the same 
privileges; access to the Reading Room, the Libraries, the Gymnasium, . 
the Literary Association, etc. In case’a young man is quick in acquisition, 
and has a little spare time, he is allowed to take any collateral course of 
“Tee in the sister department, that he may desire.

For the fifth year, English, French or German, Greek, Optics, Astron- 
omy, Geology, Mineralogy, Zoology, Political Economy, Ethics, Metaphy- 
sics. 

2. The Course for Bachelor of Science requires five years for completion, 
and embraces the studies following: 

For the first year, English, Latin, Mathematics, Physical Geography.

For the third year, English, Elocution, Latin, French, German, Mathe- 
matics.

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3. The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy is elective, and embraces the 
studies of any seven of the ten existing departments, viz:

Students who are not candidates for a degree may pursue a course of 
select studies, under certain restrictions. 





2. Post-Graduate Courses. 
1. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ARTS. 


The Degree of Master of Arts may be conferred on Bachelors of Arts 
or Bachelors of Science, of at least one year’s standing, on passing a sat- 
isfactory examination on any one of the six following courses. Applica- 
tions for this degree, by graduates of other institutions, will be enter- 
tained by the Faculty and a special course of work assigned in each case: 

The subjects embraced in these courses, respectively are: 

I. Mathematics; Modern Languages, History and Political Economy. 

II. Physics and Astronomy; Latin Language and Literature; English 
Language and Literature. 

III. Chemistry; Natural Science; Greek Language and Literature; 
Psychology, Logic, Ethics and Metaphysics. 

IV. Mathematics; Psychology, Logic, Ethics and Metaphysics; Greek 
Language and Literature. 

V. Physics and Astronomy; Latin Language and Literature; History 
and Political Economy. 

VI. Chemistry; Natural Science; Modern Languages; English Language 
and Literature. 

The text books to be used will be prescribed by the several Professors, 
on application by candidates. 

By consent of the Faculty, an equivalent may be substituted for any 
one subject, and one only, in any selected course. 

Applications for the degree must be made through the Chancellor, by 
the first Monday in November of each year. 








2. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 


This degree will be conferred on the following conditions: 

1. The candidate must apply to the Faculty in writing. 

2. He must be a graduate of this University with the degree of B. A., or 
B.S., or of some other institution of like grade, with equal degree; or he 
must, by examination, satisfy the Faculty that he possesses the training 
and attainments derived by faithful students in pursuing to completion 
the courses for these degrees. 

3. He must pursue for two years, at least one of which shall be spent at 
the University, the special studies embraced in one of the following col- 
lective subjects, stand asatisfactory examination before a committee of 


ot less than three members of the Faculty, and present an approved 


- 
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thesis giving evidence of original investigation in some department in 
which his work has been done.

Terms of Admission into the First Year’s Class. 


1. The First Year’s Class will be composed solely of those who are fully 
fifteen years of age, who are sufficiently advanced to enter the Second 
Year’s or Freshman Class, after one year’s study, and who take the full 
Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Science course. 

2. Candidates for the Bachelor of Arts course must be able to sustain a 
satisfactory examination on Harvey’s English Grammar, First Lessons in 
English Composition, Geography, Arithmetic, Allen and Greenough’s 
Latin Grammar, Comstock’s First Lessons in Latin or an equivalent, Had- 
jey’s Greek Grammar, Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek through the first 
eight lessons. 

3. Candidates for the Bachelor of Science course will be examined on 
on all the above studies except the Greek. 


Terms of Admission into the Higher Classes. 


1. Applicants for admission into the Second year’s or Freshman Class of 
the Bachelor of Arts Course, must be able to sustain a satisfactory examina- 
tion on Butler’s English Grammar, First Lessons in English Composition, 
Geography und Arithmetic. Students will be examined also upon Davies’ 
Elementary Algebra, to equations of the second degree, and besides the 
foregoing, the following books, or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek; 

: Latin Grammar, (Allen and Greenough, or Bingham’s,) Ceasar, any two of é 
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Cicero’s Orations, two books of the Aneid of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek 
Grammar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, and the first book of the 
Anabasis. 

2. Applicants for advanced classes must be proficient in the studies 
prescribed in preliminary classes. 

3. Candidates for the second year’s or Freshman class of the Bachelor 
of Science course will be examined on all the studies required for the first 
year of the Bachelor of Arts course, except the Greek. 

4, Candidates for the Bachelor of Philosophy course will be examined 
on the same, with the addition of the whole of Davies’ Elementary Alge- 
bra or its equivalent, omitting the studies not embraced in their course. 

5. The age of admission to the seeond year of any course is at least 
sixteen years; a proportional increase of age is required for an advanced 
class. In case of superior qualifications the Faculty have power to dis- 
pense with this requisition. 

6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all candidates 
for admission; and if from another College, this certificate must show 
that the student was honorably discharged. 

7, Candidates for admission must report to the Chancellor within 
twenty-four hours after their arrival. All who present themselves will be 
examined on Thursday and Friday preceding Commencement; others at 
the opening of the Fall term. . 

8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for admission, is called 
to the Act passed at a late session of the Legislature prohibiting the car- 
rying of concealed weapons, and also to the following Article of the Laws 
of the University: 








‘* Every student, upon his entrance into College, shall be earnestly ad- 
monished by the Chancellor of his responsibility to the laws and regula- 
tions of the University, and of his duty to yield them implicit obedience; 
and he shall be required to state that he has no fire-arms or deadly wea- 
pons in his possession, or in the possession of others for him, or if he 
have such, to deliver the same to the Chancellor.” 





Admission of Females. 


At annual meeting of the Board of Trustees in June, 1882, it was 

Resolved, 1. That hereafter females shall be admitted as students in this 
University upon the same terms and conditions, in all respects, as males: 
and be subject to such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Faculty for good and orderly government; provided, that no female shall 
be admitted unless, after an approved examination, such female applicant 
shall be deemed sufficiently advanced to enter the Freshman class. 

2. That no female student shall be permitted to board or lodge on the 
Campus, except in the homes of members of the Faculty. 











Terms, Examinations, Etc. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into two terms, 
of four and a half months each. The first term begins on the last Thurs- 
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day in September, annually, and continues to the middle of February. 
The second term, beginning at the ¢lose of the first, continues to the last 
Thursday of June following. 

The session of 1885,—’86, will begin on Thursday, September 24th, 1885. 

There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The first 
(which is the intermediate cr Semi-annual Examination) is held during 
the first and second weeks of February, and the second, (which is the 
Annual Examination,) begins with that of the Graduating Classes, one 
month before Commencement, and the remaining classes are examined 
during the latter half of the month of June. The examinations are both 
written and oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of June, on 
which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are conferred. On the pre- 
ceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the University Chapel before the 
Trustees, Faculty, Students and citizens, by some Minister of the Gospel, 
previously invited by the Faculty. . 

The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are occupied by 
exhibitions of elocution from students, and by Honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencment, diplomas are delivered to graduates of 
the various courses who have finished the prescribed curriculum, and have 
sustained a satisfactory examination in all the studies of the course whose 
degree they propose to take. 


Wacations. 


There are two vacations during the year. The summer vacation begins 
on the day following the last Thursday of June, and continues until the 
last Thursday in September, on which day the session opens, and every 
student, if possible, should be present. 

The recess at Christmas begins on or near the 24th of December and 
closes on the Ist of January. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly requested not to call their sons or 
wards home in December before the holidays begin, and to send them 
back in time to be at duty on the Ist day of January. 


Absences. 


Absences from the University during the session are not permitted ex- 
cept from reasons of importance. The parent has, at all times, the right 
to withdraw his son entirely and finally, without reason assigned; but 
without so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him of the obligation t5 
attend on his duties at the University. Theincidental absences of students 
during the session are exceedingly disadvantageous, both to themselves 
and tothe University. While, therefore, the Faculty permit them in cases 
where propiety or urgent necessity seems to make them unavoidable, they 
hold it to be a duty to enquire into the reasons for which the permission is 
solicited. When a student absents himself during the session for a period 
Q of one week or more, although with the permission of the Chancellor, he 
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shall upon his return be subject to examination if the Faculty require it, 
and shall not be entitled to re-enter his class unless his examination be 





satisfactory. 
Assignment of Rooms. 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the location of 
students in their rooms. They report their location to the Chancellor, and 
are not at liberty to change it without his permission. 

Students of a former session who desire to retain the room occupied by 
them at the close of the session may do so, provided they attend punctu- 
ally; butif they are not personally present at the time of general allot- 
ment, rooms will not be reserved except in special cases. 

Every study-room in the University is designed for two students. No 
student can draw for a room in his own name singly; nor can a student 
who desires to hold the same room from one session to another, and whose 
room-mate may have retired, be allowed the privilege, unless he obtains 
another room-mate. Any student who occupies a room alone, must pay 
a double coal fee. 


RMeports and Discharges, 


At the enc of every month during the session, at the end of the first 
term in February, and at the close of the session in June, a circular is 
addressed to the parent or guardian of each student, giving such informa- 
tion in regard to the standing and deportment of the studeirt as may be 
esteemed most important. In any case in which the irregularities of the 
student’s attendance upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a special 
notice is sent to draw attention to the fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University except 
on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his parent or guardian. 
The law provides that no certificate of discharge shall be delivered to a 
student; but that such certificate, when issued, shall be addressed to the 
parent or guardian, at his usual postoffice. 

Whenever a student shall be frequently absent from his scholastic exer- 
cises, though for sufficient reason, the Faculty shall call the attention of 
the parent or guardian to that fact; thatif there be no improvement in 
this respect they shall advise the withdrawal of such student; and in case 
a student be manifestly making ill use of his time, from whatever cause, 
his withdrawal may be advised in like manner. 

Whenever a student is suspended he shall leave the college grounds 
within twenty-four hours after being notified of the fact, and the town of | 
Oxford, if not a resident thereof, within forty-eight hours after receiving 
such notification, unless the Chancellor, for sufficient reason, see fit to 
grant a longer delay. Disregard of this regulation shall be punished ac- 
cording to the circumstances of the case; but if the disregard be defiant, 
the offender shall be expelled. 


Q Should the Faculty, at any time, believe that an under-graduate student ‘ 























is falling into idle or pernicious habits, then, through the Chancellor as 
their organ, they shall make known their impressions to the parent or 
guardian of the student, with the grounds on which it is founded; and it 
shall be their duty, at all times, and in the fullest manner, to acquaint the 
friends of every student with whatever would be likely to give them 
anxiety in regard to the welfare of such student. 
Students shall not be exempt from responsibility to the authorities of 
the University for censurable acts committed in the vacations or while 
absent from the University during the session. 


Public Worship. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel of the: Uni- 
versity, and all the students are required by law to be present. It is also 
expected that they attend divine service in some one of the churches of 
Oxford on the Sabbath; and a proper observance of the Sabbath is exacted 


of every student. 
Libraries. 


The Libraries of the University contain several thousand volumes, 
which have been carefully selected with the view of supplying all the 
needs of classical, scientific and law students. The Department of An- 
cient Classical Literature is complete; that of Science is well supplied 
with works on every branch. The Departments of History, Poetry, Biog- 
raphy, Theology, Geography, Travels, etc., contain the standard works on 
each subject. All students connected with the University have access to 
the Library, which is opened at stated times weekly for the receipt and 


delivery of books. ; 
Reading Room. 


A Reading Room has been fitted up by the Board and furnished with 
leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews and Magazines, for the 
benefit of the Faculty and students. 


Prizes. 
Prizes for Declamation.,. 
1. By tHe UNIVERSITY. 


The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in elocution, con- 
sisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes must be second 
year’s students. The Monday previous to the last Thursday of June is 
the day set apart for the Prize Declamation. Disinterested Judges are 
chosen by the authorities of the University annually, who decide upon the 
merits of these declaimers and assign the medals to the two who rank in 
point of excellence as first and second speakers. 


2. By THE SOOIETIES. 


Each of the Literary Societies—the Hermean and Phi Sigma—has 
hin ne 
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established prizes for excellence in elocution. The candidates must be 
students of the first year. The prizes consist of gold medals. The day 
of the prize declamation of the Hermzean Society is fixed for the Friday, 
and that of the Phi Sigma Society for the Saturday, before Commence- 
ment. 





FOREIGN PRIZES. 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English Litera- 
ture for the department which he conducts. 

1. The Karly English-Text Society, of London, offers a prize “to the best 
scholar in English before Chaucer.” This is bestowed upon the student 
of the Junior Class who presents the best written examination in old Eng- 
lish. 

2. The New Shakspere Society (iondon) offers a prize for the best exami- 
nation paper in English Literature, in which some prominence is given 
to the criticism of Shakspere’s plays. This is bestowed in the Senior 
Class, whose work in English is confined to the Literature of the Lan- 
guage. 

These prizes consist of reprints of the Society’s publications, and are 
valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 


Literary Associations. 


The Phi Sigma and Hermezan Societies are literary in their character. 
They hold their meetings during the forenoon of every Saturday, for the 





purpose of improvement in debate, declamation and composition. 
A similar organization exists among the Law students. 


Young Men’s Christian Association. 


This organization has been in existence several years. A religious ser- 
vice is held every Sabbath afternoon, open to all the students. Occasion- 
ally lectures are delivered by members of the Faculty and the pastors of 
the Oxford churches.

Course of Study for Bachelor of Philosophy. 


Any student who coimnpletes satisfactorily the full courses in any seven 
of the existing departments, (Greek; Latin; Modern Languages; English; 
Mathematics; Physics and Astronomy; Chemistry; Natural History; 
Metaphysics; History and Political Economy;) shall be entitled to the 
degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. Should either Greek, Latin, English, 
Mathematics, or History and Political Economy be included in the course, 
the additional work in such department necessary to the completion of 
the course for Bachelor of Science will also be required. 


DEPARTMENT DIPLOMAS AND CERTIFICATES OF PROFICIENCY. 





When a student shall have completed satisfactorily the longer course of 
instruction in any department, a Department Diploma shall be awarded 
him therefor, (provided that when he takes a Diploma in a single Depart- 
ment his minimum grade shall be 80,) and delivered to him on Com- 
mencement Day; and when he shall have completed satisfactorily the 
shorter course in any department, he shall, in the same manner, receive a 
Certificate of Proficiency. 

Department Diplomas or Certificates of Proficiency will not be issued 
to student’s studying for a degree, except in departments which are not 
included in the course for such degree. 

The holder of a Department Diploma shall be considered an Alumnus 
after he shall have ceased to be a student in the University. 
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DETAILED STATEMENTS 


IN REGARD TO THE SEVERAL DEPARTMENTS OF SCIENCE, LITERATURE 
AND THE ARTS. 


Greek Language and Literature. 
JoHN J. WHEAT, D. D., PRoressor. 


During the first two years thorough instruction is given in the gram- 
matical forms and syntax of the language, with translation into pure 
idiomatic English, both oral and written, and with constant blackboard 
exercises and a careful analysis of the text. Special attention is also paid 
to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, while embracing the 
above method, includes also subjects of derivation, formation and compo- 
sition of words and prosody. Lectures are delivered from time to time 
on the general subjscts of Greek Literature, designed, at the same time;

Latin Language and Literature. 
Aurex. J, QuincHr, LL. D., Prorgssor. 


The study of the Latin Language extends through two years and a half 
of the B. A., and one and a half of the B. S. Course. 

The Freshman Class read Curtius or DeAmicitia and Livy, review the 
Grammar, and have written and oral exercises in translating English into 
Latin. 

The Sophomore Class read the Odes, Satires and Epistles of Horace, 
(devoting, while pursuing this author, especial attention to Prosody and 
Mythology,) and the Agricola of Tacitus; continue the study of Grammar 


.) and translate English into Latin. 
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The Junior Class read selections from Juvenal or Quintilian, and have 
exercises in extempore translation of Latin into English.

English Language and Literature. 


Joun L. Jonnson, D. D., LL. D., PRorzrssor. 


In this Department, the Freshman and Junior Classes have four recita- 
tions a week each, during the first term; the Sophomore five, and the 
Senior six a week, during the second term. 

1. The Freshman Class reviews the subject of English Grammar, and 
| then takes up the study of Rhetoric, giving attention both to the ele- 
ments and qualities of style in written composition, and to the prepara- 
tion and delivery of addresses. 

Trext-Booxs.—Whitney’s Essentials of English Grammar, Hill’s Prin- 
ciples of Rhetoric, Worcester’s Dictionary. 

2. The Sophomore Class enters upon the scientific study of the mother 
tongue, beginning with Anglo-Saxon as the basis of our grammar and the 
foundation of English etymology. The text-books are March’s Anglo-Saxon 
Grammar and Reader, and Lonsbury’s English Language; but much of 
the work of this class is furnished directly by the Professor, there being 
as yet no satisfactory treatise on the etymology of words purely Saxon. 

3. The Junior Class continuing the same general plan, takes a full view 
of the language, as to its origin, historical development and philological 
relations. The Danish elements, brought directly into contact with our 
early speech, and the kindred elements coming through the Norman con- 
quest; the history, methods and results of linguistic science are carefully 
discussed by lectures. The biography of our best writers is then taken 
up, preparatory to the study of Chaucer. 

Trext-Booxs.—Morris’ English Accidence, —-—— 
ture, Carpenter’s English of the Fourteenth Century. 

4. The Senior Class studies Poetry, “the noblest portion of our noble 
literature,’ becoming acquainted with our most prominent authors, and 
concluding the course with Shakspere. Lectures are delivered on the suc- 
cession of Shakspere’s plays, as indicated by metrical tests and esthetic 
criticism, and on the growth of his mind and art as illustrated by his 
works. 

Trxt-Booxs.—Hale’s Longer English Poems, Marlow’s Edward I, (Ed. 
Tancock,) Hudson’s Life, Art and Character of Shakspere, Hudson’s and

CHARLES WoopwaRp Hutson, INSTRUCTOR. 


In both French and German the course for undergraduates is now com- 
pleted in one year, with daily recitations in each. B. S. studeuts are re- 
quired to take both French and German. French alone is required of B. 
A. and B. P. students. The literature is taught by lectures. Text books 
in French: Ahn’s French Method, Alfred le Grand, Select Plays. 

Text-books in German: The Joynes-Otto Course, Boisen’s German Prose, 


Select Plays. 
Classes in Spanish or Italian will be formed whenever there is a de- 


mand for instruction in those languages. 

While it is fully admitted that fluent speech in a foreign tongue can be 
acquired only by constant practice, great attention is paid to accuracy in 
pronunciation and purity of idiom. 


Mathematics. 
Gen. CuAupius W. SEARS, PROFESSOR. 


The Course in Mathematics embraces Algebra, Geometry, Plane and 
Spherical Trigonometry, Land Ee with work on the field, and 
Analytical Geometry. 

In addition to the above, the B. 8S. and B. P. Courses have the Differential 
and Integral Calculus through the second term of the Junior year. 


Physics and Astronomy. 





Ropzerr B. Fuuton, A. M., PROFESSOR. 


Students in the B. A. and B.S. Courses enter this Department regularly 
at the beginning of their junior year; other students are admitted when 
found to be sufficiently advanced in the study of Mathematics. 

The course for the first year includes Elementary Mechanics, and a 
general study of Acoustics, Heat, Optics and Electricity. There are five 
lectures per week, and Ganot’s Physics is the text used. 

The first term of the Senior year is devoted to the analytical study of 
Mechanics, and of special topics in Physics, particular attention being 
given to the methods of Physical investigation, using Peck’s and Ganot’s 
Texts. 

During the second term of the Senior year, Astronomy is studied, 
Loomis’ Text being used. 

B.S. students are engaged five hours per week inthe Senior year; others 
four hours per week.

Instruction embraces: 1. A course in General Chemistry. I. A system- 
atic Laboratory course of Practical and Analytical Chemistry. 

1. GeNERAL Cuemistry is taught by lectures, (four per week,) and por- 
tions of the text-books assigned for collateral reading, and continues 
throughout the session of nine months. At each meeting of the class 
some time is devoted to a careful examination of students on the preced- 
ing lecture and the reading assigned. 

Attention is given to writing reactions and the solution of Chemical 
problems. 

The Lecture Room is large, well arranged and furnished with apparatus 
which is freely used in Experimental Illustrations to present the subjects 
in the most attractive and impressive form. 

The object is to give as satisfactory a view as possible of the whole 
province of Chemistry, both Inorganic and Organic; the principles of 
Chemical Philosophy, the laws of combination, etc., are discussed in the 
light of the most recent researches and methods; the facts are succinctly 
presented in connection with the Elements and their more important 
compounds, with allusion to applications in Medicine, the Arts and Man- 





ufactures. 
This course is required of students of the third year in B. A. and B.S. 


courses, ! 

Text-books: Roscoe’s Lessons, Fowne’s Chemistry, Cook’s Chemical 
Philosophy, Revised. 

2. PRACTICAL AND ANALYTICAL CHEMISTRY embraces a systematic course 
of general manipulation in the Laboratory, Blow-pipe Exercises, Qualita- 
tive Analysis, Quantitative Analysis. 

After completing the course of Instruction, students are encouraged to 
make analyses of mineral waters, soils, manures, etc.

Books of Reference: Hamilton, 
Porter, Hickok, Carpenter’s Mental Physiology, and Lindsay’s Animal 
Psychology. 

Locio,—During the second term, the Junior Class has three recitations 
per week in Logic. 

Text-book: McCosh. Books of Reference: Bowen, Mill, Thompson

Ernics.—Moral Philosophy is taught to the Senior Class two hours each 
week during the first term. The text-book used is Peabody’s Moral Phil- 
osophy, supplemented by lectures on the different ethical theories which 
have been advanced by leading Moral Philosophers. 

Merapuysros.—This embraces the Evidences of Religion, Natural The- 
ology, and the History of Philosophy, and occupies the time of the Senior 
Class two hours each week during the second term. 

Eyrpences.—Wright’s Logic of Christian Evidences, and Bond’s Posi- 
tive Evidences of Christianity are used as text-books. In connection with 
the argument, current objections to religious truth are considered from 
the modern scientific point of view. 

Naturat Tueorocy.—This branch is taught by lectures, with special 
reference to showing how the discoveries of modern science confirm th® | 
dea of an intelligent Mrnp in nature. | 

Hisrory or Puinosorpny.—This subject is presented in a course of lec- | 





itures, and aims to exhibit the great Schools of Philosophy, ancient and 
modern, as forming one continuous movement of thought. The funda- 





mental ideas are presented in their genetic relations, with a view of enab- 
ling the student to acquire a fuller and clearer comprehension of the sub- 
ject.

In June, 1881, the Trustees passed a resolution establishing the two 
years’ course in this Law School, in lieu of the one years’ course hereto- 
fore established; and requiring the student to finish both the Junior and 
Senior courses in order to obtain a degree. ‘The degree or diploma thus 
obtained is made by statute a license to practice law in any court in Mississippi, 
and is recognized by the courts of the United States in Mississippi. The student 
may enter the classes at any time, provided he pass a satisfactory prelim- 
inary examination; but he is advised to be here at the beginning of the 
session. 

Applicants for admission must be at least nineteen years of age, and if 
not graduates of some college, will be required to exhibit satisfactory cer- 
tificates of good moral character. 

Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, and lec- 
tures are not uniformly read to the class, for law is too abstruse a learn- 
ing to be taught after that fashion. One of the chief advantages of a law 
school—and especially one not overcrowded with students—is that by a 
rigorous course of examination, repeated with every student every day on 
his day’s reading, thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of the 
subject. In this school every student is thus examined every day, about 
two hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explanation is given 
on those points which this rigorous examination may show that the stu- 
dent does not sufficiently understand. 

A practice has also been adopted here of requiring the students, fre- 
quently, to write down in the recitation room a synopsis of their latest 
reading, in order to compel them to that accuracy which is essential to a 
lawyer; and each student is in turn required to stand up before the class, 














and, ina manner as decent and quiet as possible, to deliver an oral state- 


ment of the contents of the chapter; and, sometimes, a synopsis of the : 
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book under perusal. This is done to train the young men to the art of 
forensic oratory; for they are not allowed to deliver a memorized state- 
ment, and their exercise amounts to the same thing as oral argument at 
the bar, and is perhaps the only practical mode of teaching the art of pub- 
lic speaking. Obviously the fewer the students the more training of this 
kind each one can obtain. 

No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, to master 
the voluminous learning of law, need be told of the dismal and often over- 
powering dreariness of such an undertaking. Blackstone, after quoting 
avery great lawyer, Sir Henry Spellman’s confession, that such a trial had 
made his soul sink within him, condemns the effort to learn law by “se. 
questering one’s self from the world, and by a tedious, lonely process, ex- 
tracting the theory of the law from a mass of undigested learning.” He 
equally condemns the effort to learn it “‘by an assiduous attendance on the 
courts to pick up theory and practice together.” A law school gives the 
student immense relief from this painful irksomeness, attending his first 
year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of law. 

Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship of study- 
ing in classes, and from the daily examinations. The students are con- 
stantly discussing their studies, not only with the Professor, but also with 
each other; and their interest is thus prevented from flagging, and their 
daily work from becoming repulsive. 


Besides, however, the advantages of precisionin his learning, and of a 
livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous prosecution of his studies, to 
be derived by a law-student from the daily discussion of a law school, 
there is another question, namely, whether a law-office or a law-school be 
the better place for learning law in a scientific method such as every man 
must pursue to obtain success; and on this question the attention of stu- 
dents, and of the profession, is invited to the opinion of Sir William Black- 
stone: 





“Making due allowance,” says he, “for one or two shining exceptions, 
experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer educated to the bar in 
subservience to attorneys and solicitors, will find that he has begun at the 
wrong end. If practice be the whole he is taught, practice must also be 
the whole he will ever know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom 
expect to comprehend, any argument drawn a priori from the spirit of the 
laws and the natural foundation of justice.” 





On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says: 

“If a student will afford himself here a year or two further leisure, to 
lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and scientific method, 
without thirsting too early to attain that practice which it is impossible 
he should rightly comprehend, he will afterward proceed with the greatest 
ease and will unfold the most intricate points with an intuitive rapidity 
and earnestness”’—1 Blackstone’s Commentaries, Introduction, pp. 31-34. 

In addition to the instruction given by Professor Mayes, the following 


‘ distinguished gentlemen will deliver occasional courses of lectures to the 
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Law Class, viz.: Ex-Chief Justice Horatio F. Simrall, LL. D., U.S. District 
Judge Robert A. Hill, Hon. Jehu A. Orr, Hon. Hugh A. Barr. 

The regular course of Class-reading for the Junior Class is Blackstone’s 
Commentaries (omitting 4th book), Stephen on Pleading, 1st volume of 
Greenleaf on Evidence, 2d and 3d vols. of Kent’s Commentaries, Bishop’s 





Criminal Law, Bishop’s Criminal Procedure, Bishop on Contracts, and 
Bigelowon Torts. That of the Senior Class is Adam’s Equity, Bispham’s 
Principles of Equity Jurisprudence, Barton’s Suit in Equity, 1st vol. of 
Kent’s Commentaries, Detsly’s Federal Procedure, Constitution of the 
United States, Constitution of Mississippi, Cooley’s Constitutional Limi- 
tations, Pierce on Railways, May on Insurance, Mississippi Code of 1880— 
all in the order named. Collateral reference is made to other standard 
authors on the same and kindred subjects. So soon as Greenleaf is read, 
the Juniors will be admitted to practice in the common law Moot Court, 
together with the Seniors; and so soon as Barton’s Suit in Equity is read, 
an Equity Moot Court is organized for the Seniors. 

The books needed in the course can be procured at Oxford, as needed; 
the cost of the whole course, new and late editions, is sixty dollars for the 
Junior course, and about fifty dollars for'the Senior; and the tuition fee 
for each year is fifty dollars. Many students borrow books from their : 
friends, and those purchased are bought at intervals. No deduction is 
made from the tuition fee when the student comes in late, as that would 
be to place a premium on late coming. 


Why a Mississippian Should Study Law at Oxford. 


1. The “statement of class-progress for the year 1877-8,”’ contained in 
the special Law Catalogue for that year, shows what emulation and class- 
organization will do for the lawstudent. These results could not possibly 





be obtained under any other system; for the very sufficient reason, if for 
none other, that no practicing attorney could afford to devote toa student 
the time necessary to that end. Many experienced lawyers have discoy- 
ered this; hence the class-lists given in this catalogue and in that above 
mentioned, embrace gons, brothers tnd personal friends of many of the 
first lawyers of the State. 

2. In connection with the daily zecitations, the Professor, whilst im- 
pressing upon the students the principles of the common law, and of 
equity jurisprudence, which pervade the legal systems of all our States, 
constantly, also, directs their observation to the modifications effected by 
the statutes and decisions of our own State. 

3. The student has opportunities for forming friendships and associa- 
tions with the most cultivated young men of the entire State; with the 
young men who are to be the most prominent and influential of the State. 
This wide-spread acquaintance is peculiarly valuable to a young lawyer; 
and experience has demonstrated that it, alone, is worth and quickly worth» 
many times the cost of a year’s attendance. 


4. The law students are controlled by the same faculty, and are subject 
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to the same laws and discipline as the students in the department of Arts 
and Sciences. They have, also, and without extra charge, the same priv- 
ileges; access to the Reading Room, the Libraries, the Gymnasium, the 
Literary Association, etc. In case a young man is quick in acquisition, 
and has a little spare time, he is allowed to take any collateral course of 





study in the sister department, that he may desire. 

5. A Diploma from this Law School is, by statute, a License to practice 
law in any court of the State. 

6. The cost of attendance is exceedingly small, as will be seen by refer- 
ence to the following:

All University fees are to be paid in advance. No deductions are made 
for those who come late, and nothing refunded to those who leave early. 


To Parents and Guardians. 


It will be seen from the Table of Expenses, that it is not necessary 
when your son or ward leaves home for the University to provide him with 
a large sum of money. All he needs is just enough to pay his travelling 
expenses, the University dues, his board for a month or two in advance, 
and to purchase a few text books. Other amounts can be sent when 
needed. Almost any student will be rwined by having always plenty of 
money in his pocket, and he will be the cause of ruin to others. There- 
fore, no matter what your circumstances, use a spare hand in supplying 
money to your son or ward at the University. 

The conditions of admission and the course of study have been adapted 
to the exigencies of the times. They are comprehensive enough to insure 
good scholarship, with reasonable diligence on the part of the student.

I. Department of Science, Literature and the Artes. 


Under the first are included five distinct courses of study, three of 
which are Undergraduate courses, and two are Post-Graduate courses. 


I. Undergraduate Courses. 


The three Undergraduate Courses are known as: 1. ,The Course for 
Bachelor of Arts. 2. The Course for Bachelor of Science. 3. The Course 
for Bachelor of Philosophy. The studies prescriqed for each course, are 
all compulsory for that course, except that the course for Bachelor of 
Philosophy is elective. . 

The Course for Bachelor of Arts requires five years for its ;completion 
and embraces the studies following: 

For the first, second and third years, English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics, 

For the fourth year, English, Latin, Greek, Physics, Chemistry, Psy- 
chology, Logic, History. 

For the fifth year, English, French or German, Greek, Optics, Astron- 
omy, Ganlog 3s Mineralogy, Zoology, Political Economy, Ethics, Meta- 
physics. 

1. The Course for Bachelor of Science requires five years for completion, 
and embraces the studies following: 

For the first year, English, Latin, Mathematics, Physical Geography. 

For the second year, English, Latin, Mathematics, Botany, Zoology. 

For the third year, English, Latin, French, German, Mathematics. 

For the fourth year, English, French, Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, 
Pyschology, Logic. 

For the fifth year, English, Gonna Opties, Astronomy, Geology, Min- 
eralogy, Ethics, Political Economy, Metaphysics. 
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3. The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy is elective, and embraces the 
studies of any seven of the ten existing departments, viz.: 

Greek, Latin, Modern Languages, English, Mathematics, Physics, Chem- 
istry, Natural History, Mental and Moral Science, History and Political 
Economy. 

Students who are not candidates for a degree may pursue a course of 


select studies, under certain restrictions. 
2. Post-Graduate Courses. 
1. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ARTS. 


The Degree of Master of Arts may be conferred’'on Bachelors of Arts 
or Bachelors of Science, of at least one year’s standing, on passing a sat- 
isfactory examination on any one of the six following courses. Applica- 
tion for this degree, by graduates of. other institutions, will be enter- 
tained by the Faculty, and a special course of work assigned in each 
case. 

The subjects embraced in these courses respectiv ely are: 

I. Mathematics; Modern Languages; History, and Political Economy. 

II. Physics and As'ronomy; Latin Language and Literature; English 
Language and Literature. 

III. Chemistry; Natural Sclence; Greek Language and Literature; 
Psychology, Logic, Ethics and Metaphysics. 

iV. Mathematics; Psychology, Logic, Ethics and Metaphysics; Greek 
Language and Literature. 

V. Physies and Astronomy; Latin Language and Literature; History 
and Political Economy. 

VI. Chemistry; Natural Science; Modern Languages; English Lan- 
guage and Literature. 

The text-books to be used will be prescribed by the several tae ore 
on application by candidates. 

By consent of ‘the Faculty, an equivalent may be substituted for any 
one subject, and one only, in any selected course. 

Applications for the degree must be made through the Chancellor, by 
the first Monday in November of each year. 


2. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 


This degree will be conferred on the following conditions: 


1. The candidate must apply to the Faculty in writing. 

2. He must be a graduate of this University, with the degree of B. A., 
or B. S., or of some other institution of like grade, with equal degree; or 
he must, by examination, satisfy the Faculty that he possesses the train- 
ing and attainments derived by faithful students in pursuing to comple- 
tion the courses for these degrees. 

3. He must pursue for two years, at least one of which shall be spent 
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at the University, the special studies embraced in one of the following 
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collective subjects, stand a satisfactory examination before a committee 
of not less than three members of the Faculty, and present an approved 
thesis giving evidence of original investigation in some department in 
which his work has been done. 


COURSES OF STUDY.

III, Analytical Chemistry; Geology and Determinative Mineralogy;

On application, the several Professors will indicate to candidates the 
books they will be required to use.

Terms of Admission into the First WYear’s Class. 


1. The First Year’s Class will be composed solely of those who are fully 
fifteen years of age, who are sufficiently advanced to enter the Second 
Year’s or Freshman Class, after one year’s study, and who take the full 
Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Science course. 

2. Candidates for the Bachelor of Arts course must be able to sustain a 
satisfactory examination on Harvey’s English Grammar, First Lessons in 
English Composition, Geography, Arithmetic, Allen and Greenough’s 
Latin Grammar, Comstock’s First Lessons in Latin or an equivalent, 
Hadley’s Greek Grammar, Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, through the 
first eight lessons. 

3. Candidates for the Bachelor of Science course will be examined on 
all the above studies, except the Greek. 


Terms of Admission imto the Migher Classes. 


1. Applicants for admission into the Second Year’s or Freshman Class of 
the Bachelor of Arts course, must be able to sustain a satisfactory examina- 
tion on Butler’s English Grammar, First Lessons in English Composition, 
Geography and Arithmetic. Candidates will be examined also upon Davies’ 





Elementary Algebra, to equations of the second degree, and besides the 
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foregoing, the following books, or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek: 
Latin Grammar, (Allen and Greenough, or Bingham’s), Cesar, any two of 
Cicero’s Orations, two books of the Mneid of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek 
Grammar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek, and the first book of the 





Anabasis. ; 
| 2. Applicants for advanced classes must be proficient in the studies 
prescribed in preliminary classes. 

3. Candidates for the second year’s or Freshman class of the Bacnelor 
of Science course will be examined on all the studies required for the 
first year of the Bachelor of Arts course, except the Greek. 

4, Candidates for the Bachelor of Philosopy course will be examined on 
the same, with the addition of the whole of Davies’ Elementary Algebra 
or its equivalent, omitting the studies not embaced in their course. 

5. The age of admission to the second year of any course is at least 
sixteen years; a proportional increase of age is required for an advanced 
class. In case of superior qualifications the Faculty have power to dis- 
pense with this requisition. 

6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all candidates 
for admission; and if from another College, this certificate must show 
that the student was honorably discharged. 

7. Candidates for admission must report to the Charcellor within twen- 
ty-four hours after their arrival. All who present themselves will be ex- 
amined on Thursday and Friday preceeding Commencement; others at 








the opening of the Fall term. 

8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for sdmission, is called 
to the Act passed at a late session of the Legislature prohibiting the car- 
rying of concealed weapons, and also to the following Article of the Laws 
of the University: 

“Hvery student, upon his entrance into College, shall be earnestly ad- 
monished by the Chancellor of his responsibility to the laws and regula- 
tions of the University, and of his duty to yield them implicit obedience; 
and he shall be required to state that he has no fire-arms or deadly wea- 
pons in his possession, or in the possession of others for him, or if he 
have such, to deliver the same to the Chancellor.” 


Admission of Females. 





At annual meeting of the Board of Trustees in June, 1882, it was 

Resolved, 1. That hereafter females shall be admitted as students in this 
University upon the same terms and conditions, in all respects, as males, 
and be subject to such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Faculty for good and orderly government; provided, that no female shall 





be admitted unless, after an approved examination, such female applicant 
shall be deemed sufficiently advanced to enter the Freshman class. 
2. That no female student shall be permitted to board or lodge on the 


Campus, except in the homes of members of the Faculty. 
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Terms, Examinations, Etc. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into two terms, 
of four and a half months each. The first term begins on the last Thurs- 
day in September, annually, and continues to the middle of February. 
The second term, beginning at the close of the first, continues to the last 
Thursday of June following. 

The session Of 1886-787, will poeta on Thursday, September 30, 1886. 

There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The first 
(which is the intermediate or Semi-annual Examination) is held during 
the first and second weeks of February; the second, (which is the 
Annual Examination,) begins with that of the Graduating Classes, one 
month before Commencement, and the remaining classes are examined 
during the latter half of the month of June. The examinations are both 
written and oral. 

The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of June, on 
which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are conferred. On the pre- 
ceeding Sabbath a sermon. is delivered in the University Chapel before 
the Trustees, Faculty, Students and citizens, by some Minister of the Gos- 
pel, previously invited by the Faculty. 

The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are occupied by 
exhibitions of elocution from students, and by Honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to graduates of 
the various courses who have finished the prescribed curriculum, and have 
sustained a satisfactory examination in all the studies of the course whose 
dezrees they propose to take. 


WVacations. 


There are two vacations during the year, The summer vacation begins 
on the day following the last Thursday of June, and continues until the 
last Tharsday in September, on which day the session opens, and every 
student, if possible, should be present. 

The recess at Christmas begins on or near the 24th of December, and 
closes on the 1st of January. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly requested not to call their sons or 
wards home in December before the holidays begin, and to send them 
back in time to be at duty on the Ist day of January. 


Absences. 





Absences from the University during the session are not permitted ex- 
cept for reasons of importance. ‘The parent has, at all times, the right 
to withdraw his son entirely and finally, without. reason assigned; but 
without so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him of the obligation to 
attend on his duties at the University. The incidental absences of stu- 

dents during the session are exceedingly disadvantageous, both to them- 
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selves and to the University. While, therefore, the Faculty permit them 
in cases where propriety or urgent necessity seems to make them una- 


_ voidable, they hold it to be a duty to enquire into the reasons for which 


the permission is solicited. Whenastudent absents himself during the 
session for a period of one week or more, although with the permission 
of the Chancellor, he shall upon his return be subject to examination if 
the Faculty require it, and shall not be entitled to re-enter his class un- 
less his examination be satisfactory. 


Assizgument of Rooms. 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the location of 
stucents in their rooms. ‘They report their location to the Chancellor, and 
are not at liberty to change it without his permission. 

Sudents of a former session who desire to retain the room occupied by 
them at the close of the session may do so, provided they attend punctu- 
ally; butif they are not personally present at the time of general allot- 
ment, rooms will not be reserved except in special cases. 

Every study-room in the University is designed for two students. No 
student can draw for a room in his own name singly; nor can a student 
who desires to hold the same room from one session to another, and whose 
room-mate may have retired, be allowed the privilege, unless he obtains 
another room-mate. Any student who occupies a room alone, must pay 
a double coal fee. 


Reports and Discharges. 


At the end of every month during the session, at the end of the first 
term in February, and at the close of the session in June, a circular is 
addressed to the parent or guardiau of each student, giving such infor- 
mation in regard to the standing and deportment of the student as may 





be esteemed most important. In any caséin which the irregularities of 
the student’s attendance upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a 
special notice is sent to draw attention to the fact. 

No under-graduate can receive adischarge from the University except 
on application to the Chancellor, in writing, by his parent or guardian. 
The law provides that no certificate of discharge shall be delivered to a 
student; but that such certificate, when issued, shall be addressed to the 
parent or guardian, at his usual postoffice. 

Whenever a student shall be frequently absent from his scholastic exer- 
ercises, though for sufficient reason, the Faculty shall call the attention of 
the parent or guardian to the fact; that if there be no improvement in 
this respect they shall advise the withdrawal of such student; and in case 
a student be manifestly making ill use of his time, from whatever cause, 
his withdrawal may be advised in like manner. | 





Whenever a student is suspended he shall leave the college grounds 
within twenty-four hours after being notified of the fact, and the town of 
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Oxford,if not aresident thereof, within forty-eight hours after receiving 
such notification, unless the Chancellor, for sufficient reason, see fit to 
grant a longer delay. Disregard of this regulation shall be punished ac- 
cording to the circumstances of the case; but if the disregard be defiant 
the offender shall be expelled. 

Should the Faculty, at any time, believe that an uhder-graduate student, 
is falling into idle or pernicious habits, then, through the Chancellor 
as their organ, they shall make known their impressions to the parent or 
guardian of the student, with the grounds on which it is founded; and it 
shall be their duty, at all times, and in the fullest manner, to acquaint the 
friends of every student with whatever would be likely to give them 
anxiety in regard to the welfare of such student. 

Students shall not be exempt from responsibility to the authorities of 
the University for censurable acts committed in the vacations or while 
absent from the University during the session. 


Public Worship. 


The exercises of every day begin with prayer in the Chapel of the Uni- 
versity, and all the students are required by law to be present. It is also 
expected that they attend divine service in some ono of the churches of 
Oxford on the Sabbath; and a proper observance of ithe Sabbath is ex- 
acted of every student. 





Libraries. 


The Libraries of the Uuiversity contain several thousand volumes, 
which have been carefully selected with the view of supplying all the 
needs of classical, scientific and law students. The Department of An- 
cient Classical Literature is complete; that of Science is well supplied 
with works on every branch. The Departments of History, Poetry, Biog- 
raphy, Theology, Geography, Travels, etc., contain the standard works on 
each subject. All students connected with the University have access to 
the Library, which is opened at stated times weekly for the receipt and 
delivery of books. A thousand volumes have been added to the Library 
during the past year. 





Reading Room. 


A Reading Room has been fitted up by the Board and furnished with 
leading American and Foreign Journals, Reviews and Magazines, for the 
benefit of the Faculty and students. 


Prizes. 


Frizes tor Deciamation. 





1. By tHe UNIVERSITY. 





A The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in elocution, con- : 
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sisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes must be students 
of the third or Sophomore year. The Monday previous to the last Thurs- 
day of June is the day set apart for the Prize Declamation. Disinterested 
judges are chosen by the authorities of the University annually, who decide 
upon the merits of these declaimers and assign the medals to the two who 
rank in point of excellence as first and second speakers. 

2. By rus Soctreriszs. 

Hach of the Literary Societies—the Hermen and Phi Sigma—has 
established prizes for excellence in elocution. The candidates must be 
students of the first year. The prizes consist of gold medals. The day 
of the prize declamation of the Hermen Society is fixed for the Friday, 
and that of the Phi Sigma Society for the Saturday, before Commence- 
ment. 

FOREIGN PRIZES. 

Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English Litera- 
ture for the department which he conducts. 

1. The Early English-Text Society, of London, offers a prize “to the best 
scholar in English before Chaucer.” Thisis bestowed upon the student 
of the Junior Class who presents the best written examination in old Eng- 
lish. 

2. The New Shakespere Society (uondo.) offers a prize for the best ex- 
amination paper in English Literature, in which some prominence is given 
to the criticism of Shakespere’s plays. This is bestowed in the Senior 
Class, whose work in English is confined to the Literature of the Lan- 
guage. 

These prizes consist of reprints of the Society’s publications, and are 
valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 


Literary Associations. 


The Phi Sigma and Hermazn Societies are} literary in their character. 
They hold their meetings during the forenoon of every Saturday, for the 
purpose of improvement in debate, declamation and composition. 


Young Men’s Christian Association. 


This organization has been in existence several years. A religious ser- 
vice is held every Sabbath afternoon, open to all the students, Occasion- 
ally lectures are delivered by members of the Faculty and the pastors of 
the,Oxford churches.

Greek Language and Literature. | 


Joun J. WuHeEat, D. D., PRoressor. 





During the first two years, thorough instruction is given in the gram- 

matical forms and syntax of the language, with translation into pure 

_ idiomatic English, both oral and written, and with constant blackboard 
exercises and a careful analysis of the text. Special attention is also 
paid to the Greek accent. 

The course of instruction in the two latter years, while embracing the 
above method, includes also subjects of derivation, formation and compo- 
sition of words and prosody. Lectures are delivered from time to time 
on the general subjects of Greek Literature, designed, at the same time, 
as far as possible, to give a correct view of the social, religious and polit- 
ical life of the Greeks. 'Text-books are fully enumerated in the ‘‘ Course 
of Study” on pp. 27, 28, 29 and 30. 

Booxs OF ReFreRENCE.— Liddell and Scott’s Greek Lexicon, Goodwyn’s 
Moods and Tenses, Rawlinson’s Herodotus, Long’s Classical Atlas, An-

The study of the Latin Language extends through two years anda half | _ 
of the B. A., and one and a half of the B.S. course. 

The Freshman Class read Curtius or DeAmicitia and Livy, review the 
Grammar, and have written and oral exercises in translating English into 
Latin. ; 

The Sophomore Class read the Odes, Satires and Epistles of Horace, 
| (devoting, while pursuing this author, especial attention to Prosody and 








Mythology,) and the Agricola of Tacitus; continue the study of Grammar

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The Junior Class read selections from Juvenal or Quintillian, and have 
exercises in extempore translation of Latin into English.

t English Language and Literature. 


Joun L. Jounson, D. D., LL. D., Proressor. 


In this Department, the Freshman and Junior Classes have four recita- 
tions a week each, during the first term; the Sophomore five, and the 
Senior six a week, during the second term. 

1. The Freshman Class reviews the subject of English Grammar, and 
then takes up the study of Rhetoric, giving ‘attention both to the ele- 
ments and qualities of style in written composition, and to the prepara- 
tion and delivery of addresses. 

Text-Booxs.— Whitney’s Essentials of English Grammar, Hill’s Princi- 
ples of Rhetoric, Worcester’s Dictionary. 

2. The Sophomore Class enters upon the scientific study of the mother 
tongue, beginning with Anglo-Saxon as the basis of our grammar and the 
foundation of English etymology. The text-books are March’s Anglo- 
Saxon Grammar and Reader, and Lonsbury’s English Language; but 
much of the work of this class is furnished directly by the Professor, 
there being as yet no satisfactory treatise on the etymology of words 








purely Saxon. 

3. The Junior Class, continuing the same general plan, takes a full view 
of the language, as to its origin, historical development and philological 
relations. The Danish elements, brought directly into contact with our 
early speech, and the kindred elements coming through the Norman con- 
quest; the history, methods and results of linguistic science are carefully 
discussed by lectures. The biography of our best writers is then taken 
up, preparatory to the study of Chaucer. 

Trxt-Booxs.—Morris’ English Accidence, 
ture, Carpenter’s English of the Fourteenth Century. 

4, The Senior Class studies Poetry, “the noblest portion of our noble 
literature,” becoming acquainted with our most prominent authors, and 
concluding the course with Shakspere. Lectures are delivered on the suc- 
cession of Shakspere’s plays, as indicated by metrical tests and esthetic 
criticisms, and on the growth of his mind and art, as illustrated by his 
works. 

Trext-Booxs.—Gummere’s Hand-Book of Poetics, Hale’s Longer English 
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English Litera- 
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Poems, Marlow’s Edward I, (Ed. Tancock,) Hudson’s Life, Art and Char- 
acter of Shakspere, Hudson’s and Rolfe’s Select Plays. 


Modern Languages. 
CuHartes Woopwarp Hutson, PROFESSOR. 


In both French and German the course for under-graduates is now 
completed in one year, with daily recitations in each. B. S. and B. P. 
students are required to take both French'and German. French alone is 
required of B. A. students. The literature is taught by lectures. Text 
books in French: The Natural Method, first by Moutonniers E‘tude 
Francais, then by Worman’s Second French Book, Knapp’s Modern 
French Readings. 

Text-books in German: The Phrase Book Progressive Method, by 
Woodbury’s Easy Lessons in German, the Natural Method by Worman’s 
Second German Book, Boisen’s German Prose, Select Plays. 

Classes in Spanish or Italian will be formed whenever there is a de- 
mand for instruction in those languages. 

While it is fully admitted that fluent speech ina foreign tongue can be 
acquired only by constant practice, great attention is paid to accuracy in 
pronunciation and purity of idiom.

In addition to the above, the B. S. and B. P. Courses have the Differen- 
tial and Integral Calculus through the second term of the Junior year. 


Physics and Astronomy. 


Rosert B. Fuuron, A. M., PROFEssoR. 


Students in the B. A. and B. 8. Courses enter this Department regular- 
ly at the beginning of their Junior year; other students are admitted 
when found to be sufficiently advanced in the study of Mathematics. 

The course for the first year includes Elementary Mechanics, and a 
general study of Acoustics, Heat, Optics and Electricity. There are five 
lectures per week, and Ganot’s Physics is the text used. 

The first term of the Senior year is devoted to the Analytical study of { 
Mechanics, and of special topics in Physics, particular attention being 
given to the methods of Physical investigation, using Peck’s and Ganot’s 
Texts. 

During the second term of the Senior year, Astronomy is studied, 
Loomis’ Text being used. 

B.S. students are engaged five hours per week in the Senior year; others 
four hours per week. 

Subjects of study for the M. A. and Ph. D. degrees are assigned else- 
where. 

While text-books are placed in the hands of students all the subjects 
taught are expanded and illustrated fully by lectures and experimental 
proofs. The equipment of Physical apparatus isample for this purpose, 


Chemistry. 
WoopvitLe LATHAM, Proresson. 


This Department embraces general and practical Chemistry. 

In general Chemistry the subjects presented are the distinctive features 
of Chemistry, the properties and relations of chemical elements and 
compounds, the laws of chemical combination, and the doctrines of 
modern chemical philosophy, with incidental allusion to applications of 
Chemistry in Pharmacy, Medicine and the Arts. 

In practical Chemistry the prescribed course for students seeking the 
B.S. degree includes chemical manipulation and qualitative analysis, 
which are learnt in the laboratory under the guidance of the instructor; 


but opportunity is offered for larger study, and students who have 
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sufficient preliminary training may have practice in quantitative analysis, 
and in the manufacture of pharmaceutical preparations. 

The laboratory is well equipped with first-rate appliances, and the in- 
telligent liberality of the Trustees in this direction heretofore gives the 
best assurance to the public that the institution will continue to afford 
every reasonable facility for thorough chemical study. 


Watural Mistory. 


GeorGE Lirriz, Pu. D., Prorsssor. 


MINERALOGY is taught four hours weekly to the Senior Class during the 
first term, and Geology during the second term. 

Botany is taught five hours weekly to the Freshman Class during the 
first term, and Zoology five hours weekly during the second term, in the 
B. 8S. Course. 

Text-books: Dana’s Manual of Mineralogy, Dana’s Text-book of 
Geology, Gray’s School and Field-book of Botany, Orton’s Text-book of 
Zoology. 


Psychology, Logic, Ethics and Metaphysics. 
—_——__ --_ + —_——., PROFESSOR. 


PsycuoLocy.—This Branch is taught to the Junior Class three hours each 
week during the first term by text and lecture combined. The course is 
sppplemented by lectures on the latest phases of the subject as presented 
in Mental Physiology and Animal Psychology. 

The text-book is Mahan’s Psychology. Books of reference: Hamilton, 
Porter, Hickok, Carpenter’s Mental Physiology, and Lindsay’s Animal 
Psychology. 

Locio.—During the second term, the Junior Class has three recitations 
per week in Logic. 

Text-book: McCosh. Books of Reference: Bowen, Mill, Thompson 
Bain, and Jevons. 

Erurcs.—Moral Philosophy is taught to the Senior Class two hours each 
week during the first term. The text-book used is Peabody’s Moral Phil- 
osophy, supplemented by lectures on the different ethical theories which 
have been advanced by leading Moral Philosophers. 

Merapnuysics.—This embraces the Evidences of Religion, Natural The. 
ology, and the History of Philosophy, and occupies the time of the Senior 
Class two hours each week during the second term. 

Evipences.—Wright’s Logic of Christian Evidences, and Bond’s Posi- 
tive Evidences of Christianity are used as text-books. In connection 
with the argument, current objections to religious truth are considered 
from the modern scientific point of view. 


NaturAu Tureotocy.—This branch is taught by lectures, with special 
reference to showing how the discoveries of modern science confirm the 
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History or Pumosoruy.—This subject is presented in a course of lec- 
tures, and aims to exhibit the great Schools of Philosophy, ancient and 
modern, as forming one continuous movement of thought. The funda- 
mental ideas are presented in their genetic relations, with a view of ena- 
bling the student to acquire a fuller and clearer comprehension of the sub- 
ject. Schwegler, Ueberweg, Morell, Cousin, Lewes,. Bowen and McCosh are 
used as standard authorities. 

At present the duties of the Professor of Metaphysics are divided be- 
tween the Professor of Greek, and the Chancellor. 


Wlistory and Political Kconomy 


The Chancellor gives instruction in Ancient and Modern History and 
Chronology during the second term of the fourth year of the courses for 
Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Philosophy, and in Political Economy 
during the first term of the fifth year of all the undergraduate courses. 

These subjects are taught by texts and lectures. 

History has been assigned, temporarily, to the Professor of Modern 
Languages.

In June, 1881, the Trustees passed a resolution establishing the two 
years’ course in this Law School, in lieu of the one years’ course hereto_ 
fore established; and requiring the student {o finish both the Jrnior and 
Senior courses in order to obtain a degree. The degree or diploma thus ob- 
tained is made by statute a license to practice law in any court in Mississippi, and 
is recognized by the courts of the United States in: Mississippi. The student 
may enter the classes at any time, provided he pass a satisfactory prelim- 
inary examination; but he is advised to be here at the beginning of the 





session. 

Applicants for admission must be at least nineteen years of age, and if 
not graduates of some college, will be required to exhibit satisfactory cer- 
tificates of good moral character. 

Text-books are the chief means of instruction in this school, and lec- 
tures are not uniformly read to the class, for law is too abstruse a learning 
to be taught after that fashion. One of the chief advantages of a law 
school—and especially one not overcrowded with students—is that by a 
rigorous course of examination, repeated with every student every day on 
his day’s reading, thorough accuracy is guaranteed,in his mastery of the 
subject. In this school every student is thus examined every day, about 
two hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explanation is given 
on those points which this rigorous examination may show that the stu- 
dent does not sufficiently understand. 

No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, to mas- 
ter the voluminous learning of law, need be told of the dismal and often 





b overpowering dreariness of such an undertaking. Blackstone, after quo- 
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ting a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Spellman’s confession, that such a 
trial had made his soul sink within him, condemns the effort to learn law 
by “sequestering one’s self from the world, and by a tedious, lonely Pro; 
cess, extracting the theory of the law from amass of undigested learning.” 
He equally condemns the effort to learn it “by an assiduous attendance 
on the courts’ to pick up theory and practice together.” A law school gives 
the student immense relief from this painful irksomeness, attending his 
first year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of the law. 

Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship of study- 
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ing in classes, and from the daily examinations. The students are con- 
stantly discussing their studies, not only with the Professor, but also with 
each other; and their interest is thus prevented from flagging, and their 
daily work from becoming repulsive. 

Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, and of a 
livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous prosecution of his studies, to 
be derived by a law student from the daily discussion of a law school, 
there is another question, namely, whether a law office or a law school be 
the better place for learning law in a scientific method such as every man 
must pursue to obtain success; and or this question the attention of stu- 
dents, and of the professsion, is invited to the opinion of Sir William 
Blackstone: 





“Making due allowance,” says he, “for one or two shining exceptions 
experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer educated to the bar in 
subservience to attorneys and solicitors, will find that he has begun at the 





wrong end. If practice be the whole te is taught, practice must also be 
the whole he will ever know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom 
expect to comprehend, any argument drawn a priori from the spirit of the 
laws and the natura! foundation of justice.” 


On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says: 

“If a student will afford himself here a year or two further leisure, to 
lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and scientific method, 
without thirsting too early to attain that practice which it is impossible 





he should rightly comprehend, he will afterward proceed with the greatest 
ease and will unfold the most intricate points with an intuitive rapidity 
and earnestness.’’—1 Blackstone’s Commentaries, Introduction, pp. 31-34: 

In addition to the instruction given by Professor Mayes, the following 
distinguished gentlemen will deliver occasional courses of lectures to the 
Law Class, viz: Ex-Chief Justice Horatio F. Simrall, LL. D., U.S. District 
Judge Robert A. Hill, Hon. Jehu A. Orr, Hon. Hugh A. Barr. 

The regular course of Class-reading for the Junior Class in Blackstone’s 
Commentaries (omitting 4th book,) Stephen on Pleading, Ist volume of 
Greenleaf on Evidence, 2d and 3d vols. of Kent’s Commentaries, Bishop’s 
Criminal Law, Bishop’s Criminal Procedure. That of the Senior Class is 
Bishop on Contracts, Bigelow on Torts, Adams’ Equity, Bispham’s Prin- | 








ciples of Equity Jurisprudence, Barton’s Suit in Equity, Ist and 4th vols. 
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of Kent’s Commentaries, Curtis’ Jurisdiction of the United States Courts, 
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Constitution of the United States, Constitution of Mississippi, Cooley’s 
Constitutional Limitations, Pierce on Railways, Mississippi Code of 1880 
—-all in the order named. Collateral reference is made to other standard 
authors on the same and kindred subjects. So soon as Greenleaf is read, 
the Juniors will be admitted to practice in the common law Moot Court, 
together with the Seniors. 

The books needed in the course can be procured at Oxford, as needed; 
the cost of the whole course, new and late editions, is sixty dollars for the 
Junior course, and about fifty dollars for the Senior; and the tuition fee 
for each year is fifty dollars. Many students borrow books from their 
friends, and those purchased are bought at intervals. No deduction is 
made from the tuition fee when the student comes in late, as that would 
be to place a premium on late coming. 


Why a Mississippian Should Study Law at Oxford. 


1. The “statement of class-progress for the year 1877-8,” contained in 
the special Law Catalogue for that year, shows what emulation and class- 
organization will do for the law student. These results could not possibly 
be obtained under any other system; for the very sufficient reason, if for 
none other, that no practicing attorney could afford to devote to a student 
the time necessary to that end. Many experienced lawyers have discov- 
ered this; hence the class-lists givenin this catalogue and in that above 
mentioned, embrace sons. brothers and personal friends of many of the 
first lawyers of the State. 


2. In connection with the daily recitations, the Professor, whilst im- 
pressing upon the students the principles of the common law, and of 
equity jurisprudence, which pervade the legal systems or all our States, 
constantly, also, directs their observation to the modifications effected by 
the statutes and decisions cf our own State. 

8. The student has opportunities for forming friendships and associa- 
tions with the most cultivated young men of the entire State; with the 
young men who are to be the most prominent and influential of the State. 
This wide-spread acquaintance is peculiarly valuable to a young lawyer; 
and experience has demonstrated that it, alone, is worth and quickly worth 
many times the cost of a year’s atttendance. 

4, The law students are controlled by the same faculty, and are subject 
to the same laws and discipline as the students in the department of Arts 
and Sciences. They have, also, and without extra charge, the same priv- 
ileges: access to the réading room, the Libraries, the Gymnasium, the 
Literary Association, etc. In case a young man is quick in acquisition, 
and has a little spare time, he is allowed to take any collateral course of 
study in the sister department, that he may desire. 

5. A Diploma from this Law School is, by statute, a License to practice 
law in any Court of the State.

The Department of Science, Literature and the Arts 


Includes five distinct courses of study, three of which are Undergradu- 
ate courses, and two are Post-Graduate courses. 





The Undergraduate Courses are 


1. The Course for the degree of Bachelor of Arts. 

2. The Course for the degree of Bachelor of Science. 

3. The Course for the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. 

The studies for the two courses first named are prescribed and compul- 
sory ; those for the third course are elective. 

1 The course for Bachelor of Arts requires five years for its completion, 
and embraces the studies following: 

For the first, second, and third years, English, Latin, Greek and Math- 











ematics. 

For the fourth year, English, Latin, Greek, Physics, Optics, Acoustics, 
Chemistry, Psychology, Logic, History. 

For the fifth year, English, French, Physics, Astronomy, Geology, Min- 
eralogy, Political Economy, Ethics. f 

2. The Course for Bachelor of Science requires five years for its ccmple- 
tion, and embraces the studies following : 

For the first year, English, Latin, Mathematics. 

For the second year, English, Latin, Mathematics, Botany, Zoology. 

For the third year, English, Latin, Mathematics, French. 

For the fourth year, English, Mathematics, Physics, Optics, Acoustics, 
Chemistry, Psychology, Logic, Ethics. 

For the fifth year, English, German, Physizs, Astronomy, Mineralogy 
Geology, Political Economy, Chemistry. 

3. The Course for Bachelor of Philosophy is elective within certain limits. 
The student may pursue any seven of the ten following departments, be- 
ing required to do the full work of each of the seven, to-wit: 


1. Greek Lariguage and Literature. 
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Latin Language and Literature. 
Modern Languages, being both the French and the German. 
English Language (including Anglo-Saxon) and Literature. 
Mathematics, including the Calculus. 
Physics and Astronomy, including Optics and Acoustics. 
Chemistry; General and Practical. 
Natural History; including Botany, Zoology, Mineralogy, Geology. 
Mental and Moral Science, including Logie. 
History and Political Economy. 

Sexteot Stupres.—Students who are not candidates for any degree may 
pursue a course of select studies, under certain restrictions as to the suffi- 
ciency of their work.

The Post-Graduate Courses are 
1. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ARTS. 


The Degree of Master of Arts may be conferred on Bachelors of Arts 
or Bachelors of Science, of at least. one year’s standing, on passing a sat- 
isfactory examination on any one of the six following courses, Applica- 
tion for this degree, by graduates of other institutions, will be enter- 
tained by the Faculty, and a special course of work assigned in each 
case. 

The subjects embraced in these courses respectively are: 


I. Mathematics ; Modern Languages ; History, and Political Economy. 

II. Physics aud Astronomy; Latin Language and Literature ; English 
Language and Literature. 

III. Chemistry ; Natural Science ; Greek Language and Literature ; 
Psychology, Logic, Ethics and Metaphysics. 

IV. Mathematics ; Psychology, Logic, Ethics and Metaphysics ; Greek 
Language and Literature. 

V. Physics and Astronomy ; Latin Language and Literature ; History 
and Political Economy. 

VI. Chemistry ; Natural Science ; Modern Languages ; English Lan- 
guage and Literature. 

The text-books to be used will be prescribed by the several Professors 
on application by candidates. 

By consent of the Faculty, an equivalent may be substituted for any 
one subject, and one only, in any selected course. 

Applications for the degree must be made through the Chairman of the 
Faculty by the first Monday in November of each year. 


2. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 


This degree will be conferred on the following conditions: 

1. The candidate must apply to the Faculty in writing. 

2. He must be a graduate of this University, with the degree of B.A., 
or B.S., or of some other institution of like grade, with equal degree; or 
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HE 


he must, by examination, satisfy the Faculty that he possesses the train- 





ing and attainments derived by faithful students in pursuing to comple- 
tion the courses for these degrees. 

3. He must pursue for two years, at least one of which shall be spent at 
the University, the special studies embraced in one of the following col- 
lective subjects, stand a satisfactory examination before a committee of 
not less than three members of the Faculty, and present an approved 
thesis giving evidence of original investigation in some department in 
which his work has been done.

Terms of Admission intothe First Year’s (the Sub-Fresh- 
man) Class. 


1. An applicant for admission into the First Year’s (or Sub-Freshman) 
Class is expected to be sufficiently advanced to enter the Second Year’s (or 
Freshman) Class, after one year’s study. If he be a candidate for the Bache- 
lor of Arts Course, he must be able to sustain a satisfactory examination 
in Harvey’s English Grammar, First Lessons in English Composition, 
Geography, Arithmetic; he will be allowed to begin Latin and Greek if 
desired ; but the regular course is to examine him in Allen & Greenough’s 
Latin Grammar, Comstock’s First Lessons in Latin or an equivalent ; 
Hadley’s Greek Grammar, Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek through the 
first eight lessons. 

If the applicant is a candidate for the Bachelor of Science Course, the 
same requirements and examinations and privileges as above, with the 
exception that all Greek is omitted. 

If the applicant is a candidate for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course, 
or desires to pursue a course of Select Studies, and elects to take Latin, 
Greek, Mathematics, and English, or any of them, and needs to enter this 
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class in them or any of them, he will have the same privileges and be 
subject to the same requirements as to the elected studies, as a candi- 
date for the Bachelor of Arts Course. 





Terms of Admission into the Higher Classes. 


1. Applicants for admission into the second Year’s or Freshman Class 
of the Bachelor of Arts course, must be able to sustain a satisfactory ex- 
amination on Butler’s English Grammar, First Lessons in English Com- 
position, Geography and Arithmetic; also upon Davies’ Elementary 
Algebra, to equations of the second degree ; and besides the foregoing, 
the following books, or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek : Latin Gram- 
mar, (Allen and Geenough, or Bingham’s), Cesar, any two of Cicero’s 
Orations, two books of the Mneid of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek Gram- 
mar, with Whiton’s First Lessons in Greek. and the first book of the 
Anabasis. 

2. Candidates for the second year’s or (Freshman class) of the Bachelor 





of Science Course will be examined on all the studies required for the 
first year of the Bachelor of Arts Course, except the Greek. 

3. Candidates for the Second year’s (or Freshman) Class of the Bache- 
lor of Philosophy Course will be subjected to the same examinations as 
candidates for that year in the Course of Bachelor of Arts ; except that 
if the candidate elects a course of study which shall omit Latin, Greek 
and Mathematics, or any of them, he will not be examined on the 
branches omitted. 

4, Candidates for the advanced classes must be proficient in all the 
studies prescribed in the lower classes, and be prepared to sustain exam- 





inations in them, according to the course pursued. 
Age of Admission. 


5. The age of admission to the first year of any course is fifteen years ; 
and a proportional increase of age is required for any advanced class. 


In case of superior qualifications, the Faculty have power to dispense 
with this requisition. ] 


Certificates of Good Moral Character. 


6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all candidates 
for admission ; and if the candidate comes from another College, this 
certificate must show that he was honorably discharged. 


Time of Admission. 


7. Candidates for admission must report to the Chairman within 
twenty-four hours after their arrival. 

All who present themselves for that purpose will be examined on 
Thursday and Friday preceding Commencement, and be then classed; all 
others, at the opening of the term inthe Fall. 

Admission can be had to any class, except the fifth year’s class, at any 
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time during the scholastic year, if the applicant can sustain the neces- 
sary examinations. Of course, the further advanced a. given class is 
in its work, the more difficult become the examinations for admission into 
it. Applicants for admission to the classes of the fifth year must present 
themselves at least five months before the class graduates. 


Deadly Weapons. 


8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for admission, is called 
to the Act passed at a late session of the Legislature prohibiting the car- 
rying of concealed weapons, and also to the following Article of the 
Laws of the University : 

“Every student, upon his entrance into College, shall be earnestly ad- 
monished by the Chancellor of his responsibility to the laws and regula- 
tions of the University, and of his duty to yield them implicit obedience ; 
and he shall be required to state that he has no fire-arms or deadly 
weapons in his possession, or in the possession of others for him, or if 
he have such, to deliver the same to the Chancellor.” 


Admission of Females. 


At the annual meeting of the Board of Trustees, in June, 1882, it was 

Resolved, 1. That hereafter females shall be admitted as students in this 
University upon the same terms and conditions, in all respects, as males, 
and be subject to such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Faculty for good and orderly government ; provided, that no female shall 
be admitted unless, after an approved examination, such female appli- 
cant shall be deemed sufficiently advanced to enter the Freshman class. 

2. That no female student shall be permitted to board or lodge on the 
Campus, except in the homes of members of the Faculty. 


Terms, Examinations, Etc. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into two 
terms, of four and a half months each. The first term begins on the last 
Thursday in September, annually, and continues to the middle of Feb- 
ruary. The second term, beginning at the close of the first, continues to 
the last Thursday of June following. 

The session of 1887-88 will begin on Thursday, September 29, 1887. 

There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The first 
(which is the intermediate or Semi-annual Examination,) is held during 
the first and second weeks of February ; the second, which is the Annual 
Examination,) begins with that of the Graduating Classes, one month 
before Commencement, and the remaining classes are examined during 
the latter halfof the month of June. The examinations are both written 


and oral. 
Commencement. 


The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of June, on 
which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are conferred. On the 
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preceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the University Chapel before 
the Trustees, Faculty, Students and citizens, by some Minister of the 
of the Gospel, previously invited by the Faculty. 

The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are occupied by 
exhibitions of elocution from students, and by Honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to graduates of 
the various courses who have finished the prescribed curriculum, and have 
sustained a satisfactory examinationin all the studies of the course whose 
degrees they propose to take. 


Wacations. 


There are two vacations during the year. The summer vacation begins 
on the day following the last Thursday of June, and continues until the 
last Thursday in September, on which day the session opens, and every 
student, if possible, should be present. 

The recess at Christmas begins on or near the 24th of December, and 
closes on the Ist of January. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly requested not to call their sons or 
wards home in December before the holidays begin, and to send them 
back in time to be at duty on the 1st day of January. 


Absences. 


Absences from the University during the session are not permitted ex- 
cept for reasons of importance. The parent has, at all times, the right to 
withdraw his son entirely and finally, without reason assigned ; but with- 
out so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him of the obligation to attend 
on his duties at the University. The incidental absences of students during 
the session are exceedingly disadvantageous, both to themselves and to 
the University. While, therefore, the Faculty permit them in cases where 
propriety or urgent necessity seems to make them unavoidable, they hold 
it to be a duty to inquire into the reasons for which the permission is 
solicited. When a student absents himself during the session for a period 
of one week or more, although with the permission of the Chancellor, he 
shall upon his return be subject to examination if the Faculty require it, 
and shall not be entitled to enter his class unless his examination be satis- 


factory. 
Accommodations. 


Over two hundred students may be accommodated in the three large 
dormitories on the Campus, and students may occupy these buildings for 
lodgings, or lodge in private families, as they may prefer. 

Accommodations may be found for all who may attend. 


Assignment of Roonmis. 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the location of 
students in their rooms. They report their location to the Chairman, 
and are not at liberty to change it without his permission. 
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Students of a former session who desire to retain the rooms occupied 


- by them at the close of the session may do so, provided they attend punc- 


tually ; but if they are not personally present at the time of general 
allotment, rooms will not be reserved except in special cases. 

Every study-room inthe University is designed for two students. No 
student can draw for a room in his own name singly ; nor can a student 
who desires to hold the same room from one session to another, and whose 
room-mate may have retired, be allowed the privilege, unless he obtains 
another room-mate. Any student who occupies a room alone, must pay 
a double coal fee. 


Reports and Discharges. 


At the end of every month during the session, at the end of the first 
term in February, and at the closeof the session in June, a circular is ad- 
dressed to the parent or guardian of each student giving such informa- 
tion in regard to the standing and deportment of the student as may be 
esteemed most important. In any case in which the irregularities of the 
student’s attendance upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a 
special notice is sent to draw attention to the fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University except on 
application to the Chairman, in writing, by his parent or guardian. The 
law provides that no certificate of discharge shall be delivered to a stu- 
dent ; but that such certificate, when issued, shall be addressed to the 
parent or guardian.at his usual postoffice. 

Whenever a student shall be frequently absent from his scholastic exer- 
cises, though for sufficient reason, the Faculty shall call the attention of 
the parent or guardian to the fact; that if there be no improvement in 
this respect, they shall advise the withdrawal of such student ; and in case 
astudent is manifestly making ill use of his time, from whatever cause: 
his withdrawal may be advised in like manner. 

Whenever a student is suspended he shall leave the college grounds 
within twenty-four hours after being notified of the fact, and the town of 
Oxford, if nota resident thereof, within forty-eight hours after receiving 
such notification, unless the Chairman, for sufficient reason, see fit to 
granta longer delay. Disregard of this regulation shall be punished ac- 
cording to the circumstances of the case ; but if the disregard be defiant 
the offender shall be expelled. 

Should the Faculty, at any time, believe that an under-graduate student is 
falling into idle or pernicious habits, then, through the Chairman as their 
organ, they shall make known their impressions to the parent or guardian 
of the student, with the grounds on which it is founded, and it shall be 
their duty, at all times, in the fullest manner, to acquaint the friends of 
every student with whatever would be likely to give them anxiety in re- 
gard to the welfare of such student. 

Students shall not be exempt from responsibility to the authorities of 
the University for censurable acts committed in the vacations or while 


absent from the University during the session.

AND READING ROOMS. 


The Library of the Department of Arts. 


This library contains about twelve thousand volumes, which have been 
carefully selected with the viewof supplying all the needs of classical, 
scientific and literary students. The branch of Ancient Classical Litera- 
ture is unusually full; that of Science well supplied with works on every 
branch. The departments of History, Biography, Poetry and other Belles 
Lettres, Theology, Natural History, Geography, Travels, the Fine Arts, 
etc., are illustrated by large numbers of the standard works on each 
subject. 

The library is in charge of a competent Librarian. It is open three 
hours daily; and all students connected with any department of the 
University have access to it without any charge whatever. 


The Library of the Department of Law. 


This library contains about fifteen hundred volumes, principally Re- 
ports. itis in the charge of the Professor of Law, and is accessible to 
law students at any time. 


The University Reading Room. 


This reading room is in the library room, to which itis an adjunct. Itis 
liberally provided with leading American, British and French journals, re- 
views and magazines, covering all the fields of Belles Lettres, Science, Art, 
Theology, Philology, Sociology, Politics, etc. All the State journals are 
taken. The reading room is open three hours daily ; it is accessible to all 
students, without charge of any kind. 


The Young Men’s Christian Association Reading Room. 


This reading room is established on the University grounds. It is 
managed by the Y. M.C. A. It is supplied with a number of theolog-

ical journals ; some of which are taken in by the Association, others 
being sent thither from the University reading room. Its main object is 
to furnish Sunday reading ; the University reading room not being opened 
on the Sabbath. 


PEGERARY ASSOCIATIONS 


The Put Sigma and Hermman Soocretsss are literary in their character. 
They hold their meetings during the forenoon of every Saturday, for the 
purpose of improvement in debate, declamation and composition. They 
are managed by the students ; each society framing its own constitution 
and by-laws. The anniversaries of these societies are held on the 5th of 
May and 22d February, each year; when an oration is delivered by a 
member of the society, selected by its members, and usually from the 
Senior class of that year. These “ Anniversarianships” are highly prized 


by the students, and are eagerly sought. 
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PRIZES AND MEDALS. 
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Prizes for Declamation. 
1. By THE UNIVERSITY. 


The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in elocution, con- 
sisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes must be students 
of the fophomore Class. No student is allowed to compete who 
shall have failed in two of his studies. The Monday previous to the 
last Thursday of June is the day setapart for the Prize Declamation. 
Disinterested judges are chosen by the authorities of the Univarsity an- 
nually, who decide upon the merits of these declaimers and assign the 
medals to the two who rank in point of excellence as first and second 
speakers. ; 





2. By THE SooreErizs. 


Each of the Literary Societies—the Hermean and Phi Sigma—has 
established prizes for excellence in elocution. The candidates must be 
students of the Freshman Class. The prizes consist of gold medals. The 
day of the prize declamation of the Hermean Society is fixed for the Fri- 
day, and that of the Phi Sigma Society for the Saturday, before Com- 
mencement. ‘Il'wo medals are also conferred by the two Societies jointly, 
to be conferred as first and second prizes on the best debaters of the 
Senior Class, upon a public competitive debate held on the Monday night 
of Commencement week. 


FOREIGN PRIZES. 


Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English Litera- 
ture for the department which he conducts. 

1. THe Eanty Encrisu Text Society, of London, offers a prize ‘“‘to 
the best scholar in English before Chaucer.” This is bestowed upon the 
student of the Junior Class who presents the best written examination in 
Old English. 

2. Tur New Suaxkespere Socrery, of (London) offers a prize for the 
best examination paper in English Literature, in which some prominence 
is given to the criticism of Shakespere’s plays. This is bestowed in the 
Senior Class, whose work in English is confined to the Literature of the 
Language. 


A. 
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These prizes consist of reprints of the Society’s publications, and are 
_ valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 








Honors, 





The honors declared by the University are three for the graduating 
class in the Department of Science, Literature and the Arts, and one for 
that of the Department of Law. Students pursuing the course of Bache- 
lor of Philosophy, or Select Courses, are not considered competitors for 
honors. The honors are declared on a comparison of the average grades 
of the competitors in all studies during their entire college careers. 
They are not rewarded by any prizes or emoluments. 











Scholarships. 





The only scholarships owned by the University are those growing out of 
a bequest by the late Hon. Felix Labauve, of DeSoto county. That gen- 
tleman left, by his will, a portion of his estate in trust for the education 
of boys in this University, and their support while here ; the boys being 
orphans, children of worthy parents, and citizens of DeSoto county. 
The fund is now yielding about one thousand dollars per annum, subject 
to variations in interest rates, and four students are now enrolled as its 
beneficiaries. The trustee of this fund is Hon. T. W. White, of Hernando, 
Miss. 









Young Men’s Christian Association. 








This organization has been in existence several years. A religious ser- 
vice is held every Sabbath afternoon, open to all the students. Occasion- 
ally lectures are delivered by members of the faculty and the pastors of 
the Oxford churches. , 

Officers are chosen annually. The present officers are :

The studies prescribed in any course are compulsory for that course, and 
necessary to the degree for which the student is a candidate. No student 
will be permitted to drop any given study until he shall have completed 
the term examination in that study.

Any student shall be entitled to the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy 
who completes satisfactorily the full course in any seven of the ten exist- 
ing departments, to-wit : 

‘1. Greek Language and Literature. 

2. Latin Language and Literature. 

3. Modern Languages. 

4, English Language and Literature. 

5. Physics and Astronomy. 

6. Chemistry, general and practical. 

7. Natural History : being Mineralogy, Botany, Zoology and Geology. 

8. Philosophy : omitting the Political Economy. 

9. Mathematics, including the Calculus. 

10. History and Political Economy. 

No subordinate or secondary options, by which part of the work in one 
department shall be substituted for part of that in another, will be 
allowed. When it is said that the B. P. students are required to take the 
‘ full course” in seven departments, it is meant that in all instances where 
as between B. A. and B. S. students there is a longer and shorter course in 
any given department, the B. P. student will always be required to adopt 
the longer course. 
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Course of Select Studies. 


No degrees are conferred on students who pursue select studies, but 
when a student shall have completed satisfactorily the full course of in- 
struction in any three departments, Department Diplomas shall be award- 
ed him therefor, and delivered to him on Commencement Day. 

Department Diplomas will not be issued to students studying for a de- 
gree, except in departments which are not included in the course for such 
degree. 

The holder of a Department Diploma shall be considered an Alumnus 
after he shall have ceased to be a student in the University.

GREEK LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. | | 


ADDISON HoGE, PROFESSOR. 





About one book of Xenophon’s Anabasis, or its equivalent, together 
with a sound knowledge of the inflections of Attic Greek, is required of 
those who enter the Freshman class, which counts as the second year of 
the A. B. course. The main requisite is the ready and accurate acquaint- 
ance with the inflections. Applicants who fail in this fundamental 
knowledge are provided for in the Sub-freshman class. Beginning with 
the Freshman, or second year, Greek is studied in five of the eight terms, 
with the following number of hours per week: 


Freshman class, First Term 4; Second Term 5.

In the Freshman and Sophomore classes, one hour a week is given to 
the study of the History and Literature of Greece, and one hour to the 
translation of English into Greek. The text-book for History is Harri- 
son’s Story of Greece. The Literature course is given partly by text- 
books, and partly by lectures. 


The grammar used is Goodwin’s. But in studying syntax, the chief 
reliance is placed upon the careful observation of the various principles 
as they present themselves, and these principles are impressed upon the 
students by the weekly exercises, which are prepared each time with 
special reference to the progress of the class. 

The aim in the Greek course is to secure thoroughness in what is 
taught, rather than to go over a large extent of ground. If the student is 
to continue his Greek studies after leaving College, he will thus havea 
sureffoundation to build upon; and for those who will have no further 
use for’Greek, it is believed that the mental training required by close 
and careful study is more advantageous than a more extended course 
studied loosely and superficially. 
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LATIN LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
A. J. QUINCHE, PROFESSOR. 


The Freshman class reads DeAmicitia, or De Senectute;and Livy, Book 
I, or XXI. 

Etymology and Syntax are carefully reviewed by daily recitations in 
the Grammar, and by constant drill on the Latin text. 

There are weekly written and oral exercises in Latin Composition. 

Roman History, from early times up to the end of the Republic, will 
be studied in connection with the reading of Livy. 

Much attention is given to the derivation, composition and history of 
words which have become elements of the English Language; and special 
effort is made to impart to the student the ability to reproduce the exact 
thought of the Roman author, in elegant, idiomatic English. 

The Sophomore class reads selections from the Odes, Epodes, Satires 
and Epistles of Horace, and the Agricola and Germania of Tacitus. 
Horace furnishes the occasion for the discussion of Roman Metres and 
Mythology. Roman History under the Empire will be studied in connec- 
tion with the reading of Tacitus. 

Latin Prose Composition (once a week) now advances from simple 
sentences to continuous passages, from various sources—often transla- 
tions from Latin authors to be restored to the original form. Part II of 

Allen and Greenough's Latin Composition furnishes some of the mate- 
rial. From the beginning of the Sophomore year to the end of the 
course, there is a weekly exercise in translating Latin—either orally, or 
in writing, at sight. Selections are made largely, though not exclusively, 
from Tomlinson’s Latin for Sight Reading. 

i The Junior class, with two recitations a week, during the first term, 
reads the tenth book of Quintilian, or selections from Juvenal. ‘This 

class will have a short course in Roman Literature. 

The Examinations of the Sophomore and Junior classes are not re- 
stricted to Latin read in class. 

An additional course of private reading will be prescribed for these 





classes. 

The Roman pronunciation has been adopted. The evident tendency 
among American scholars to uniformity in the pronunciation of Latin, 
by the gradual substitution of the Roman for the Continental and the 
English methods, is one good reason, among several, for the preference.

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ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
Joun Lrescoms Jounson, D. D., LL. D., Prorsssor. : 


In this Department the Freshman and Junior classes have each four 
recitations a week during the first term; the Sophomore and Senior, each 
four a week during the second term. 


1. It is the aim of the Professor to adapt the instruction in the FRrsH- 
MAN C'nass to the wants of a large number of young men who attend 
college but one year. Those subjects, therefore, are taught which, it is 
believed, furnish the best practical knowledge of the language. English 
Grammar, which all are presumed to have some acquaintance with before 
they enter this class, is searchingly reviewed. The commoner forms of 
syntax, as well as the nicer, are closely examined, and the reasons for 
preferring one form to another are carefully given. The qualities of a 
good style are discussed, and the various methods of composition are ex- 
plained and copiously illustrated. Text-Books: Whitney’s Essentials of 
English Grammar, Clark’s Practical Rhetoric, Worcester’s Dictionary. 


2. The SopHomore Cuass begins the study of Old English, without 
which it is not possible to have a thorough, scientific knowledge of Mod- 
ern English. And from the very beginning of the work of the class, to 
the end of the course in the Senior year, the Old is constantly used to 
explicate the New in its difficult points of syntax, its anomalous word- 
forms, its idioms and etymologies. The text-books are March’s Anglo- 
Saxon Grammar and Reader, and Trench on The Study of Words; but 
much of the work of this class is furnished directly by the Professor, 
There being as yet no satisfactory text on the etymology of Saxon words. 








3. The Junior Class, continuing the same general plan, takes a full view 
of the language, as to its origin, historical development and philological 
relation. The Danish elements, brought directly into contact with our 
early speech, and the kindred elements coming through the Norman con- 
quest; the history, methods and results of linguistic science are carefully 
discussed by lectures. 





Through the remainder of the course, attention is directed mainly to 
the literature of the language. Beginning with the writers of our own coun” 
try, some acquaintance is made with the poems of Bryant, Longfellow, 
Whittier, Emerson, Poe, Lowell, Holmes, Hayne, Preston, Timrod, 
Lanier, and others.

4, THe Senior Crass continues the study of Literature, giving its chief 
thought to English writers, and concluding the course with Shakspeare.

Poets, Dowden’s Mind and Art of Shakspeare, Select Plays of Shaks- 
peare. 
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MODERN LANGUAGES. 


CHARLES Woopwarp Hutson, PROFESSOR. 





The Modern Languages designed to be taught are, French, German, 
Spanish and Italian. 

Spanish and Italian are optional studies. Classes will be formed when- 
ever there is ademand for instruction in them. French is a required 
study of the B. A. students ; while both French and German are required 
of the B.S. students. 


In both French and German the course for undergraduates is completed 
by daily recitations in one year. Asthe study ineach language is begun 
here, the time allowed it by the exigencies of the curriculum is of course 
insufficient for the attainment of high scholarship. But the gaining of 
some readiness in speech and réading is quickened by large use of the 
natural method. Great attention is paid to accuracy in pronunciation 
and to purity of idiom, Books of recent publication are read, that the 
living language may be learned ; and lectures are given on the formation 
of the language and the history of its literature.

MATHEMATICS. 


Gen. C. W. SEARS, PROFESSOR. 





Freshman course. During the first term the class has Algebra; and 
Geometry during the second term. ‘The class is divided into convenient 
sections for daily work—using Van Amringe’s Columbia College edition 
of Bourdon’s Algebra and Legendre’s Geometry 

During the first term, the Sophomore class has Plane and Spherical 
Trigonometry, Mensuration, Land Surveying and Church’s Analytical 
Geometry. Students have theuse of instruments, and do much work on 
the field in land surveying. ; 

During the second term they complete the Analytical Geometry. Can- 
didates for the B. S. and B. P. Degrees have the Defferential and Integral 
Calculus in the second term of the Junior year. Candidates for the B- 
P. Degree have no options in this department.. 

We use Van Amringe’s Land Surveying as text. a 
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PHYSICS AND ASTRONOMY, 
Rosert B. Furton, A. M., PRrorrssor. 


Students in the B. A. and B.S. courses enter this Department regularly 
at the beginning of their Junior year ; other students are admitted when 
found to be sufficiently advanced in the study of Mathematics. 

The course for the first year includes Elementary Mechanics, and a gen- 
eral study of Acoustics, Heat, Optics and Electricity. There are five 
lectures per week, and Ganot’s Physics, or an equivalent, is used as a 
text-book. 

The first term of the Senior year is devoted to the Analytical study of 
Mechanics, and of special topics in Physics, particular attention being 
given to the methods of Physical investigation, using Peck’s and Ganot’s 
Texts. 

During the second term of the Senior year, Astronomy is studied; 
Loomis’ Text being used. ie 

B. P. and B.S. Students are engaged five hours per week in the Senior 
year ; others three hours per week. 

Subjects of study for the M. A. and Ph. D. Degrees are assigned else- 
where. 

While text-books are placed in the hands of students, all the subjects 
taught are expanded and illustrated fully by lectures and experimental 
proofs. The equipment of apparatus is ample for this purpose. 

Nearly all the instruments were made in Europe by the most celebrated 
makers, and are unsurpassed in excellence. Yearly additions have 
been made to the collection, keeping it well up with the advance of Phys- 
ical science. The late additions include Crookes’ apparatus illustrating 
“Radiant Matter,” one of Prof. Rowland’s fine gratings for studying spec- 
tra, and a number of electrical instruments of precision, all of the very 
finest workmanship. 

Candidates for the B.S. and B. P. Degrees spend two-fifths of their time 
in senior year in practical work. This includes experimental work and 
measurements by the students in the subjects of Optics, Electricity, and 
Astronomy, with reduction of their observations, and the solution of prac- 
tical problems. 

When desired, special facilities will be afforded to students to learn Tel- 
egraphy, or to make a practical study of Electricity. 














CHEMISTRY. 


Woopyitte LarHam, Prorrssor. 


In Grenrrau Cuemistry, the instructor aims to present, as fully as may 
be, the distinctive features of Chemistry, the conditions of chemical ac- 
tion, the laws of chemical combination, the properties and relations of 
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chemical elements and compounds, and the doctrines of modern chemical 
philosophy, with such incidental allusion to applications of chemistry in 
Medicine, Pharmacy and the Arts, as may serve to stimulate interest, 
The lecture room has the necessary appliances for illustrative experimen- 

tation. The class meets the instructor four times a week throughout the 
session. 

In Practicat Cuemistry, the course is adapted to the requirements of 
candidates for the Degree of Bachelor of Science; who, during their 
senior year, spend six hours a week in the Laboratory, and are intructed 
in qualitative analysis. 

The Laboratory is supplied with gas, and is comfortable, and, for the 
most part, convenient in its appointments. It has a number of balances, 
spectroscopes and microscopes, of superior construction, and a large and 
expensive evaporating and distilling furnace, lately put in thorough 
working order. Several! of Fletcher’s gas furnaces, for various uses, 
have been added to the equipment the present year, and each student has 
at his work-table an effective pump for rapid filtration. 


NATURAL HISTORY AND GEOLOGY. 


GrorGE Litrie, PH. D., PROFESSOR. 


Mineravoey is taught four days in the week to the Senior Class, and 
one or two hours is given to Crystallography or to special students who 
desire it, during the first half year. 

Grouoey is treated four dars in the week by Lectures, and a special ex- 
ercise of one or two hours is devoted to Palaeontology for those who desire 
to go beyond the usual course during the second half year. 

-Borany is taught daily during the first half year by recitations and 
lectures, and once a week excursions are made during thesecond half year 
to examine the Flora of the neighborhood. 

Zoouoey is taught daily by lectures and recitations with practical exer- 
cises during the second half year. 

Text Books in Mineralogy, Dana and Brush ; in Geology, Dana and Le- 
conte ; in Botany, Gray & Bessey ; in Zoology, Orton and Packard. 

Facilities for illustration: in Mineralogy, the Markoe collection of 
Minerals, from Washington, purchased by Chancellor Barnard, with ad- 
ditions made by Professors Hilgard, Smith and Little during the last 
twenty years, and a large and beautiful collection of rare minerals pur- 
chased during the New Orleans Exposition, from Professor Foote, of 
Philadelphia. 

In Gronocy, the Survey Collection made by Professors Wailes, Harper, 
Hilgard, Little, Smith and Longhridge, during the thirty years of the 
prosecution of the Geological Survey of the State, and numerous ex- 
changes made with Geologists and Collectors from other States, especially

from Tennessee, North Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Texas, Michigan and California. 

The large Geological Map of the United States, of Professor C. H. 
Hitchcock, and many State Maps and special Charts illustrating the prin- 
ciples of the Science, from that of Professor Hall, of New York, dowu to 
the latest Special Surveys in the Mining regions of North and South Caro- | 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee and Arkansas ; and the Maps and Re- 
ports of the United States Geological Survey under Hayden, King and 
Powell. As especially showing the relation of Geology to Agriculture; 
there is acomplete collection of the soils of Mississippi, (some 400 in 
number), labelled with the names of the trees naturally growing upon 
these soils, and with the complete chemical analysis of each soil and cor- 
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responding subsoil. 

In the Botanical collection, the Herbarium contains all the plants col- 
lected by the Agricultural Survey, and a choice suite of Cryptogamous 
plants made by Dr. T. C. Hilgard, of St. Lonis, while preparing his de- 
scriptions of this interesting field. 

For illustration of Anatomy, Physiology and Zoology, there is a collec- 
tion of skulls and skeletons of the native Fauna,: casts, mannikins and 
charts, showing the different organs; and lately we have ddded Yaggy’s 
Anatomical Study, showing the effects on the human organs of narcotics 
and alcholic stimulants. 

The Museum contains an unusually large suite of specimens of Con- 
chology, numbering over 10,000 species, arranged for convenient study. 

Large additions have been made in the late years to the Library of re- 
cent works, illustrating all the branches of Natural History. 


DEPARTMENT OF PHILOSOPHY. 


J. J. WHxEat, D. D., Proressor. 


The subjects in this Department are Political Economy, Moral Phil- 
osophy, History of Philosophy, Evidences of Christian Religion, Psychol- 
ogy and Logic. 

Porirican Economy.—A historical sketch of the subject is given, em- 
bracing the different schools ; then follow the subjects usually embraced, 
especial attention being given to the modern phases of the science, as for 
example, Banking, National Banking System, Protective System, the Silver 
Question, Capital and Labor, Labor Organizations, Strikes, Monopolies, 
the Land Question, Socialism, ete. ‘The subject is taught chiefly by lec- 
tures with catechetical instruction. The Text-Books are Danson’s Wealth 
of Households and Gen. Walker’s Political Economy. 

The Seniors study this subject four hours a week in the first term. 

Monat Puitosopny.—This subject comprises the Psychology of Ethics, 
Metaphysic of Ethics, and Applied Ethics, x 
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The theory of Ethics taught is the Interitional in opposition to the 
Development Theory and Utilitarianism, thus laying a foundation in 
Man’s Moral Nature for Duty, Obligation and Responsibility, sanctioned and 
re-inforced by the Divine Revelation. 

Under Metaphysic of Ethics it is sought to establish the Existence of 
God, the Foundation of Virtue, and the Future State, in opposition to the 
Theories of Materialism and Pantheism. 

The Text Book is Calderwood’s Moral Philosophv with constant Syllabus, 
explanations and lectures. 

The Seniors have this subject twice a week in the first term. 

History oF PurnosopHy.—This belongs to the second term of the 
Senior Class, and, with Apologetics, occupies two hours a week 

The topics discussed are the ancient Greek and Roman Philosophies, 
including the Socratic, Academic, Epicurean and Stoic Sects; and Modern 
Philosophy, such as that of Spinoza, Bacon, Locke, Hume, Reid, Hamil- 
ton, etc. The method of instruction is by lectures. 

EVIDENCES OF THE CHRISTIAN RELIGION.—In addition to the usual 
topics under this division. special attention is given to the Harmony of 
Science with Revealed Religion, the miraculous, prophetic, historical and 
philosophical evidences of Christianity. The modern speculations of 
Agnosticism and Evolution are carefully canvassed. 

PsyvcHotoGy.—This subject is discussed under its two aspects of the 
Cognitive Powers and the Sensibilities or Motive Powers. With the first» 
Dr. McCosh’s Cognitive Powers is used as a text-book with frequent lec- 
tures. The School of Thought here taught is that of Sir William Hamil- 
ton and the Scottish Philosophy. 

The second division is taught by lectures. The Will receives special 
treatment, establishing the doctrine of Freedom in opposition to Necessity. 
The Juniors take Psychology three times a week in the first term. 

Loc1o.—This occupies the Junior Class three hours a week in the second 





term. 
The aim is to teach Logic as a science and as an art; the former em- 


bracing Names and Things, Concepts, Judgments, Propositions, the 
Syllogism, Deductive and Inductive Reasoning ; the latter consists in 
practical exercises, teaching the pupil how to apply the rules he has 
learned and gain a familiar knowledge of them. 

The Text-Book is McCosh’s Logic, but it is supplemented with constant 
lectures and references to Sir William Hamilton, J. 8S. Mill, Jevons, ete. 

The lectures alluded to in the above subjects are rarely formal ones writ- 
ten out in extenso; but are free discussions with much repetition and variety 


in presentation and illustration.

HISTORY 


This subject has been temporarily assigned to the Professor of Modern 


Languages. 
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It is a required study in the B. A. course ; notin any other. The time 
possible to be devoted to it forbids any thorough exploration of so vast a 
field. It is assumed that the student comes to it here, with some prepara- 
tion received in the training schools and from private reading. During 
the half-year’s daily attence on lectures, with some practice in individual 
research, the student’s mind is impressed with an outline of the science 
of history. The method of instruction is partly by lectures, 

Teat-Books are changed from year to year. 





ELOCUTION 


Satty McGerxee Isom, Insrructor. 


The object of this Department is to produce effective readers and speak- 
ers; to substitute simple, natural methods of expression for the faulty 
delivery which commonly prevails in the reading circle, the college, the 
pulpit, on the platform and the stage. 

The course of instruction will cover thoroughly the entire range of 
expression, neither neglecting its simplest methods, nor stopping short of 
its highest. The aim will be to supply to those who use the voice a course 
as scientific and thorough as can be found in any phase of education, and 
to induce those who have no professional purpose in view to enter this 
course of study, which, while eminently conducive to bodily health, shall 
add a valuable result of personal accomplishment. We believe the art of 
expression to be the culmination of individual culture; the flower with the 
perfume init, growing out of the material sciences. 

The scope of the work may be indicated by the following general 
outline: 

Physical Training, Respiration, Vocal Culture, Articulation, Orthcepy: 
Gesture, the Laws of Inflection and Emphasis, Analysis in Reading, 
Dramatic and Practical Reading, Artistic and Oratorical Recitations. 
Text -Books: J. W.Shoemaker’s Practical Elocution, Shoemaker’s Best 
Things from fest Authors, and Single Plays of Hudson’s (or Rolfe’s) 
School Skakespeare. 

The Delsarte system of Oratory, by Stebbins, will be used asa text- 
book in the Senior term, 

This branch is wholly optional, in all courses. 
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SUB-FRESHMAN CLASS.

This class isfor the benefit of students who wish to enter the Univer- 
sity without the requisite preparation. Many can enter the Freshman 
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class in all but one or two studies—failing generally in the classics. 
During the present session out of a total enrollment of sixty students 
only twenty-nine have had all their studies in this class—several having 
only one study here. 

Proper preparation for the Freshman class is our design. Consequently 
the time is occupied chiefly in thorough drills in elementary branches, viz: 
practical and critical parsing in English; inflection, derivation and 
meaning of words ; minute analysis of English sentences, both oral and 
written, including diagrams; written exercises as tests of penmanship, 
spelling, punctuation, the proper use of figures both of etymology and 
syntax, the essentials of good style, etc. Text-books: Butler’s New Practi- 
cal and Critical Grammar; Reed and Keilogg’s Higher Lessons in Eng- 
lish ; Hill’s Elements of Rhetoric. 

In Arithmetic and Algebra we do not insist upon the memorizing of 
rules so much as upon the demonstration and elucidation of the prin- 
ciples underlying the rules. We make a specialty of the various applica- 
tions of percentage, proportion, evolution and analysis. In Algebra we 
dwell at length upon the principles coutrolling the transformation and 
combination of fractions, equations, and radicals ; giving special attention 
to factoring, elimination and the solution of quadratics, Tezt-books: 
Davies’ Algebra, Venable’s Arithmetic. 

In Latin and Greek the first great point with us is accurate knowledge 
of the etymology and the syntax of the classics, obtained by memorizing 
paradigms, and applying the principles of syntax constantly in convert- 
ing Englishinto Latin and into Greek, and vice versa. After which we begin 
a critical reading of Cxsar, Cicero, Virgil and Xenophon, giving special 
attention to those constructions in which we have observed the greatest 
difficulty with students, viz: The ablative case and subjunctive mood in 
Latin; in Greek, the difference in the force of the optative and the subjunc- 
tive mood, and the peculiar uses of the infinitive and the participles. We 
constantly drill on the synopsis and conjugation of verbs, the formation 
of the different stems from roots, etc. ext-books in Latin, Allen and 
Greenough’s series ; in Greek, Goodwin’s series. 

When students are assigned to the Sub-Freshman class, they are not 
obliged to remain there a whole year, but may pass up whenever, on ex- 
amination, they show the requisite knowledge of the branches taught 
here. Seven young men passed up, in this way, during the present session.

In June, 1881, the Trustees passsd a resolution establishing a two 
years’ course in this Law School, and requiring the student to finish both 
the Junior and Senior courses in order to obtain a degree. The wegree or 
diploma thus obtained is made by statute a license to practice law in any court in 
Mississippi, and is recognized by the courts of the United States in Mississippi. 
The student may enter the classes at any time, provided he pass a satis- 
factory preliminary examination ; but he is advised to 9e here at the be- 
ginning of the session. No student will be graduated unless he has at- 
tended the school for at least five months next before graduation. Any 
applicant may enter the Senior class upon satisfactory examination on 
the matter of the Junior course. 

Applicants for admission must be at least nineteen years of age, and if 
not graduates of some college, will be required to exhibit satisfactory 
certificates of good moral character. 

Text books are the chief means of instruction in this school, and lec- 
tures are not uniformly read to the classes, for law is tod abstruse a learn- 
ing to be taught after that fashion. One of the chief advantages ofa 
law school—and especially one not overcrowded with students —is that by 
a rigorous course of examination, repeated with every student every day 
on his day’s reading, thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of 


the subject. In this school every student is thus examined every day, 
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given on those points which this rigorous examination may show that the 
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about two hours a day being devoted to this exercise, and explanation is 


student does not sufficiently understand. 


No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, to mas- 
ter the voluminous learning of law, need be told’of the dismal and often 
overpowering dreariness of such an undertaking. Blackstone, after quo- 
ting the confession of a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Spellman, that such 
a trial had made his soul sink within him, condemns the effort to learn 
law by “ sequestering one’s self from the world, and by a tedious, lonely 
process, extracting the theory of the law from a mass of undigested learn- 
ing.” He equally condemns the effort to learn it “ by an assiduous atten- 
dance on the courts to pick up theory and practice together.’ A law 
school gives the student immense relief from the painful irksomeness 
attending his first year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of the 
law. 


Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship of study- 
ing in classes, and from the daily examinations. The students are con. 
stantly discussing their studies, not only with the Professor, but also with 
each other; and their interest is thus prevented from flagging, and their 
daily work from becoming repulsive. 

Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, and of a 
livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous prosecution of his studies 
to be derived by a law student from the daily discussion of a law school, 
there is another question, namely, whether a law office or a law school be 
the better place for learning law in a scientific method such as every man 
must pursue to obtain success; and on this question the attention of stu- 
dents, and of the profession, is invited to the opinion of Sir William 
Blackstone: 

“Making due allowance,” says he, “for one or two shining exceptions, 
experience may teach us to foretell that a lawyer educated to the bar in 
subservience to attorneys and solicitors, will find that he has begun at the 
wrong end. If practice be the whole he is taught, practice must also be 
the whole he will ever know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom 
expect to comprehend, any argument drawn @ priort from the spirit of 
the laws and the natural foundation of justice.” 

On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says : 

“Tf a student will afford himself here a year or two further leisure, to 
ey the foundation of his future labors in a solid and scientific method, 
without thirsting too early to attain that practice which it is impossible 
he should rightly comprehend, he will afterward proceed with the great- 
est ease and will unfold the most intricate points with an intuitive rapid- 
ity and earnestness.”—1 Blackstone’s Commentaries, Introduction, pp. 
31-44. 

The adoption of the two years’ course, covering nine months each year, 
resulted from the belief that the standard of legal education should ke 
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raised, and that students should be enabled to attain a more thorough 
preparation for the practice of the law. 
The extension of the course affords time for the delivery of lectures on 
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subjects not before embraced in the curriculum of study, as well as for 
the delivery of additional lectures on subjects heretofore included in the 
course. It also enables the Faculty to have more oversight of individual 
work and investigation than before was found possible in the limited 
time allotted to the examination of students upon their reading and upon 
the lectures delivered. 

By the fixing of the term so as to include the entire college year, op- 
portunity is afforded the students in this Department, without additional 
expense, to attend some of the lectures deliyered in the Department of 
Literature, Science, and the Arts. These lectures will be found in a high 
degree useful and important.

In addition to the instruction given by Professor Mayes, the following 
distinguished gentlemen will deliver occasional courses of lectures to the 
Law Ciass, viz: Ex-Chief Justice Horatio F. Simrall, LL. D., U. S. Dis- 
trict Judge, Robert A. Hill, Hon. Jehu A. Orr, Hon. Hugh A. Barr. 

The books needed in the course can be procured at Oxford, as needed ; 
the cost of the whole course, new and late editions, is sixty dollars for the 
Junior course, and about fifty dollars for the Senior; and the tuition fee 
each year is fifty dollars. Many students borrow books from their friends, 
and those purchased are bought at intervals. No deduction is made from 
the tuition fee when the student comes in late, as that would be to place 

‘a premium on late coming. 


Why a Mississippian Should Study Law at Oxford. 


1. Emulation and class-organization will do very much for the law stu- 
dent. The results obtained at a good Law School could not possibly be 
obtaiued under any other system ; for the very sufficient reason, if for 
none other, that no practicing attorney could afford to devcte to a student 
the time necessary to that end. Many experienced lawyers have discov- 
ered this ; hence the class-lists given in our catalogues embrace sons, 
brothers and personal friends of many of the first lawyers of the State. 

2. In connection with the daily recitations, the Professor, whilst im- 
pressing upon the students the principles of the common law, and of 
equity jurisprudence, which pervade the legal systems of all our States, 
constantly, also, directs their observation to the modifications effected by 


the statutes and decisions of our own State. 
10 
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3. The student has opportunities for forming friendships and associa- 
tions with the most cultivated young men of the entire State; with the 
young men who are to be the most prominent and influential of the State. 


This wide-spread acquaintance is peculiarly valuable to a young lawyer; - 


and experience has demonstrated that it, alone, is worth and quickly 
worth many times the cost of a year’s attendance. 

4. The law students are controlled by the same faculty, and are sub- 
ject to the same laws and discipline as the students in the department of 
Arts and Sciences. They have, also, and without extra charge, the same 
privileges: access to the Reading-room, the Libraries, Gymnasium, the 
Literary Associations, etc. In case a young man is quick in acquisition, 
and has a little spare time, he is allowed to take any collateral course of 
study in the sister department, that he may desire. 

5. A Diploma from this Law School is, by statute, a license to practice 
law in any Court of the State. 

6. The cost of attendance is exceedingly small, as will be seen by refer- 
ence to the statement of expenses, given elsewhere. Seventy-five to one 
hundred dollars will do to begin with. 


Moot Courts. 


Moot Courts are held from time to time during the term, in which stu- 
dents discuss cases previously assigned them for that purpose by the Pro- 
fessor. These Courts are presided over by the Professor, who, at the con- 
clusion, reviews the arguments and gives his decision upon the points in- 
volved. The effort here is to make not merely theoretical but practical law- 
yers ; not to teach principles merely, but how to apply them. ‘To this 
end, the Moot Court is made the forum for the discussion of such practi- 
cal questions as most frequently arise in a professional career at the bar; 
and the attention of the Faculty is directed not less to the application of 
the points discussed to actual cases, than to the elucidation of the legal 
questions. An opportunity is afforded all the senior students to partici- 
pate in this Court, and all junior students of the second term. 

Moot Courts are conducted on the theory that certain facts are true, 
and that the only subject open to discussion is the rule of law to be ap- 
plied to them. The student having obtained from the Faculty a state- 
ment of facts, is required to prepare pleadings, and draw up a brief in 
which the rules of law are stated under appropriate divisions and sus- 
tained by authorities which he proposes to rely upon in his oral argument: 
The pleadings are submitted to the Professor. He calls the attention of 
the student to such crrors as may exist, and gives such other practical in- 
formation as he may deem advisable. 


Professional Ethics. 


While endeavoring to impart legal knowledge, the fact will not be lost 
sight of, that a high moral standard isa most important requisite to a suc- 
cessful and honorable career ; and no pains will be spared in impressing 
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this fact upon students, and in inculcating a high tone of professional 
ethics and action. 


Prior Reading in Law. 


The Faculty are frequently applied to by letter for advice upon the 
question whether it is desirable to enter upon the study of law, and ac- 
quire some knowledge of the principles, before admission to the Depart- 
ment. It is somewhat difficult to lay down rules that can be advantage- 
ously applied in all cases, but the Faculty are of the opinion that, for the 
first year at least, more positive benefit is received from lectures, and 
more positive advancement in law made, by students who, before coming, 
have read at least the Commentaries of Blackstone than by those who are 
beginners here. But the Faculty are aware of the great difficulty ex- 
perienced by the student in giving proper direction to his reading and in- 
vestigation at the beginning ; and they do not therefore make it a condi- 
tion of admission that there shall be any prior reading whatever in law. 
The want of such reading will, doubtless, in many cases, be fully com- 
pensated in the aid the beginner may receive here in the outset. It is not 
often that the student receives the needed assistance except in law schools. 
The active practitioner, engrossed with the cares of business, cannot—or 
at least, as proved by experience, does not—furnish the students who 
place themselves in his charge the attention and assistance essential to 
give a correct direction to their reading, and to teach them to apply it 
usefully and aptly in theirsubsequent professional life. The reading of a 
student in a law office is practically the study of law by himself, and without 
assistance; and he neither acquires that familiarity with books and that 
facility of reference which it will be the aim of this Department to assist 
in acquiring, nor learns anything of the practical application of legal 
principles beyond what he may pick up from observation of the practice 


of his preceptor. 
Law Library. 


The Law Library contains about 1,500 volumes, including the reports 
of several States, brought down to date, the reports of the Federal Courts, 
as well as a very excellent collection of the English reports. In addition 
to the reports is an extensive collection of treatises on American and 
English Law. The Library is in charge of the Law Professor, and is al- 
ways accessible to the law students.

Rooms in the dormitories are free of rent, and as two students occupy 
one room, the expense is divided. 

The expense to each student of furnishing a room will range from $10 
to $15, and will be less if bedding be brought from home. Of course 
this is not an item of annual expense. 

Necessary expenses, per session of nine months, not including books 
or clothing, will not exceed $140 00 to $190 00 for students in the De- 
partment of Science, Literature and the Arts; or $190 00 to $240 00 for 
students in the Department of Law. 

All University fees ure to be paid inadvance. No deductions are made 
for those who come late, and nothing refunded to those who leave early. 

A special deposit of five dollars is required from each student who 
rooms in a dormitory, to cover any injury inflicted by him on the build- 
ing. It is returned at the end of the session if no damages are assessed 
against him. 


To Parents and Guardians. 


It will be seen from the table of expenses, that it is not necessary when 
your son or ward leaves home for the University to provide him with a 
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jargesum of money. All he needs is just enough to pay his traveling ex- 
penses, the University dues, his board for a month or two in advance, and 
to purchase a few text books. Other amounts can be sent when needed. 
Almost any student will be ruined by having always plenty of money in 
his pocket, and he will be the cause of ruin to others, Therefore, no mat- 
ter what your circumstances, use a spare hand in supplying money to your 
son or ward at the University. 

The conditions of admission and the course of study have been adapted 
to the exigencies of the times. They are comprehensive enough to insure 
good scholarship, with reasonable diligence on the part of the student,

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THE RELIGIOUS CHARACTER OF THE UNIVERSITY, 
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The interests of truth demand a word on this subject. Since the year 
1848, when the first faculty was elected, and when there was a formal 
protest made by two members-of the Board of Trustees against introduc- 
ing into the curriculum the Evidences of Christianity as a subject of 
study, there has prevailed to some extent an opinion that the conditions 
of student-life here are unfavorable to the development of moral and re- 
ligious character. Despite this protest, the Evidences of Christianity be- 
came an elemental part of one of the regular courses of study, and it has 
held its place as such until now; and it was fully determined that this 
institution was to be managed ona Christian basis; and in spite of all 
unfavorable views, as to the moral healthfulness of the place, the Univer- 
sity has moved quietly onward, carrying in itself all the essential ele- 
ments of a Christian institution. It is, to one who will reflect but a little, 
almost a logical necessity that it should be so; the people of Mississippi 

/ are a Christian people, and they, chiefly, patronize the University. It is 
surrounded by a religious, church-going community. The town of Ox- 
ford, not more noted for its health and refinement than for the moral and 
religious character of its citizens, has five churches for whites within easy 
reach. The faculty is composed of men who believe in God and in 
Christ, whose homes are Christian homes, and who, with a single excep- 
tion, are connected with some one or other of the several churches in 
Oxford and take active part in the church-work. 





During the week, daily morning worship, including the reading of 
some portion of the Scriptures, a hymn and a prayer, is held in the Univer- 
sity chapel; and in this service students and teachers join together. On 
Sunday morning most of the students attend Sabbath-school in Oxford, 


each one choosing his own, and many of them electing classes that are 
taught by University professors. 


The Y. M. C. Assoorarion of the University is an institution of long 
standing; it is composed of students, and under its auspices religious ser- 
vice is held every Sunday afternoon in one of the College halls. Con- 
nected with it and under its control is a READING-RooM, supplied with 
the leading religious papers of the country, and open to students at 
stated times. 
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Nothing sectarian is taught here ; but every encouragement is given to 
upright living and to the formation of high Christian character. And it 
is pleasant to conclude this subject with the statement that these influ- 
ences are not wholly barren of results. A student of the University of 
Mississippi may be also a Christian of the finest type. Out of the six- 
teen academic graduates of last session, for example, ten (10) were active 
church members and most of the rest were regular attendants at Sunday- 
school and church. 
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NUMERICAL (TTENDANCE AT mt UNIVERSITY. 


In the publication of this Historical Catalogue, it will perhaps not be 
out of place to touch on a few questions that will naturally suggest them- 
Selves to one interested in the Institution. . 

In order to answer these questions intelligently and reliably, the cata- 
logues for the last scholastic year, of seventy-three of the leading Colleges 
in the United States have been collected and compared. The list em- 
braces every State University or College; and all the Colleges of the South- 
ern States, and most ofi the Northern Colleges that are not State institu- 
tions—all of them that were of any special importance. 

In making the comparisons, all students in professional schools, all in 
technical schools and all preparatory students were disregarded, the ob- 
ject being to see what is doing here in the College proper, and in the 
department of Science, Literature and the Arts of the College proper. 

The lines of investigation marked out, and the results of those investi- 
gations are indicated in the subjoined questions, tables, and comments 
on tables. A candid and thoughtful study of them is requested. 


Ouestion I. 


Is-the University giving satisfaction to the people of the State, and 
meeting the demand for the higher literary and classical education ? or 
is the youth of the State either compelled or induced to go elsewhere in 
order to satisfy that demand? To answer that: question, a table is now 
given, wherein is shown the name of every College out of the State that 
had one or more Mississippi students of the class described; the character 
of such College and the number of such students.

This is a very small number to go abroad from the whole State. It is 
further to be observed that of those eighty-six students, twenty-four were 
in Presbyterian Colleges, twenty-seven in Methodist Colleges and four- 
teen in Episcopal Colleges. As these denominations have no Colleges of 
their own in the State, it is a surprise that so few leave the State for their 
church schools. The whole State is a part of the patronizing field of the 
Denominational schools and part proprietor in them, and the members of 
these churches are urged by the several agents in the field, the clergy 
and the church papers, to give them the preference; only eleven out of 
the eighty-six are in non-sectarian schools. It is further to be observed 
that the table establishes the fact that Mississippi boys do not leave their 
own State in quest of better schools than their own University, else we 
would find them in the great Universities, such as Harvard, Yale, Cornell, 
Columbia, etc.; or if there was a reason for not going North we would 
look for them in John Hopkins, (perhaps the best school in the United 
States,) University of Virginia, etc.; but instead of this they are in at- 
tendance upon their struggling and poorly equipped church schools be- 
cause they meet a denominaticnal rather than a literary want. 





Question 2. 


How does the number of Mississippi students, who attend Colleges in 
other States, compare with the number of students from other Southern 


States who do the same thing ? 
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It will thence he seen students from other States, in quite equal pro- 
portion, seek Colleges located outside of their respective States. This 

matter is controJled evidently by denominational reasons, and to a less 
extent by accidental causes. 


Question 3. 


How does the absolute attendance of students at the University of Mis- 
sissippi compare with that of the seventy-two other institutions ?

The attendance here for the year, and of the class of students under’ 
comparison, being 146, it will be seen that seven colleges were in the 
same class ; twenty-nine had larger attendance, and thirty-seven had 
smaller attendance. 

The total attendance of the seventy-three Institutions was 10,419; 
giving an average of 142. This Institution exceeded the average by four 
' students.

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THE FINANCIAL HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY,

The revenues of this Institution are derived from two sources: first, 
from matriculation fees and tuition fees paid by students; secondly, 
from interest paid by the State on a debt which it owes to the University. 
The latter is incomparably the more important revenue. 

An idea is very prevalent in the State, and it is by no means confined to 
the illiterate, that the money paid by the State to the University is a 
gratuity ; that, as itis commonly phrased, the institution “is a pensioner 
on the bounty of the State.’ In order to correct that impression, and to 
set forth in its true light the nature of the University’s claim on the State, 
it is deemed proper to give here a brief resume of the financial history of 
the Institution. This history has been complicated by admixture with 





very troublesome and delicate political issues; issues which excited hot 
animosities, disrupted parties, and left their: permanent trace in our 
State Constitution. What is said of them in this article is said in no 





censorious spirii, and allusion is made to them only as they are incidental 
to, and explanatory of, the history of the finances of the University. 

On the 20th of February, 1819, by an act of Congress passed for tnat 
purpose, the United States granted to the State of Mississippi a township 
of land, “which,” as the act says, “snail be vested in the Legislature of 
said State, In TRUsT for the support of a seminary of learning therein,” etc. 
3 Peter’s Comp, 485. See, also, Hutchinson’s Miss. Code, Ch. 41, Art. 
18, Sec. 2. 

On the 29th of January, 1825, an act entitled “An act to provide for 
leasing the Seminary lands,” was passed by the Legislature of the State, 
authorizing the Auditor of Public Accounts to lease those lands on terms 
of four years: and by an amendatory act, passed Fsbruary 7th, 1827, the 
Auditor was “‘authorized to lease to the highest bidder any tract or tracts of 
land belonging to the donation of thirty-six sections given by the United 
States to this State for a Seminary of learning whenever the present lease 
may expire,” etc. See Hutchinson’s Miss. Code, Ch. 9, Arts. 6 and 8. 
Another act to the same effect as that of 7th of February, 1827, was 
passed on the 16th of December, 1830. See Hutchinson’s Code, Ch. 9, 
Art. 11.

of the Planter’s Bank. That institution was incorporated on February 
10, 1830. It was established at Natchez with a capital of three millions, 
whereof two millions or two-thirds of the whole, was reserved to the 
State. Stockholders were to be responsible for the debts of the bank ac- 
cording to the amounts of their stock. Loans were authorized to be 
made by the bank to the amount of not over half the paid-in capital, and 
those loans were required to be apportioned amongst the various districts 
of the State. Statements were required to be made to the Legislature. 
There were to be thirteen directors, of which, at first seven, later six, were 
to be appointed by the State, On the 16th of December, 1830, by a sup- 
plementary act, the subscription of a half million of stock was directed 
to be made in accordance with the State’s reserved privilege ; to be paid 
for in proceeds of bonds to be floated for that purpose. On the 5th of 
February, 1833, by a further amendment, the further subscription; of one 
and a half millions, making the full amount of two millions, was directed 
to be subscribed for in behalf of the State, and bonds provided for on 
which to raise the money for the payment of the subscription; and another 
million of stock was authorized to issue to other stockholders. Thus it 
will be seen that the State organized the bank and carefully reserved a 
controlling interest in it, with a right of visitation in substance. See 
Hutchinson’s Code, Ch. 15, Arts. 4,5 and 8. The State did receive and 
hold the 20,000 shares of the stock. On i5th of February, 1839, an act was 
passed whereby the “twenty thousand shares of the capital stock of said 
Planter’s Bank of the State of Mississippi, now held by the Sime,” were 
assigned to the Mississippi Railroad Company, in payment for twenty 
thousand shares of that Company subscribed for by the State. In fact it 
was “flush times” in Mississippi, and the Legislatures were “booming”’ 
banks and railroads; unconsciously but surely laying the foundation for 
financial disaster and for the sore controversies over the bonds of the 
Planter’s Bank and those of the Union Bank. 

Such being the charter and organization of the Planter’s Bank, on the 
2nd of March, 1833, at the same session of the Legislature which had 
ordered the final subscription of a million and a half to that bank, and 
about one month afterward, an act was passed whereby it was ordered that 
“the thirty-six sections of land granted to the State of Mississippi by 
the United States for a Seminary of learning” should be sold to the highest 
bidder on a credit of one, two and three years, with notes payable to the 
Governor and his successors, payable and negotiable in the Planter’s Bank, 
with interest at ten per centum per annum; and the Auditor of Public 
Accounts was “required to collect and receive all moneys accruing from 
the sale of said lands, as the same shall become due and payable, and 
shall vest the same from lime to timein stock of the Planter’s Bank of the State 
of Mississippi, and shall report to the Legislature at each session thereof, 
in what manner he has performed the duties required of him by this 
act.”’>—Hutchinson’s Miss. Code, Ch. 9, Art. 13. 

By this legislation, lands granted to the State expressly in trust were 
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peremptorily ordered to be sold, notwithstanding the fact that the grant 
conferred no authority to convert the same into money or securities. 
Such an unauthorized act, was, at all events, a technical breach 
of trust, and made the trustee State responsible for any loss that 
might occur thereby. But that was not all. Not only were the lands or- 
dered by the State to be scld, but also it was peremptorily ordered that 
the proceeds should be invested in the stock of a bank, not established 
and well-known for solvency and credit, but then being created by the 
State to work out the financial schemes of the State, and in which the 
State reserved for itself a controlling interest. This was a direct and un- 
deniable conversion by the State to its own uses of all such part of the 
fund as was embarked in that adventure. 
What was the amount so embarked ? 


In 1835, speaking of the sdle of the lands in question under the Act of 
1833, GoveRNor RuNNELS, in his message to the Legislature, states the 
sum for which the lands had been sold at $277,282.53. 

In 1836, Governor QurITMAN, in his message repeats the same statement: 
and Auditor Mallory, in his report to the Legislature, the same year, 
makes the sum fifty dollars greater. 

In 1837, Goveror Lyncu, in his message, says : “The original sales with 
the interest which has accrued, now exceed $310,000.00 ; which, at ten per 
cent. interest, which they bear, will create an annual income of more than 
$30,000.00. 

In his message of January 8, 1839, Governor MoNorr says: ‘The 
Seminary Fund now amounts to $314,146.00, exclusive of interest and 
half a section of land. * * The notes (that is, the purchase notes,) are 
generally well secured ; but many of them are under protest. * * * 
The late Auditor, * * - has embezzled a portion of the fund ; 
and the best interest of the State requires the immediate establishment 
of the Seminary. * * Unless the University is speedily established, or 
the law providing for the collection of the fund changed, a large portion 
of it may be lost. Many of the drawers of the notes are dead, and 
others have removed out of the State.”—Senate Journal of 1839, page 8. 
And in his message of 1840, he says: “I again invoke your speedy action 
on the Seminary Fund. It now amounts, principal and interest, to about 
€300,000.00. The law providing for the custody of this fund is very defect- 
ive, and a large portion of it will certainly be lost unless it is taken from the 
possession of those who control it. The statement of the Planters’ Bank, 
herewith transmitted, will place you in possession of all the information I 
have been able to obtain relative to this Fund.” Yet, notwithstanding this 
emphatic insistence and pointed warning of the Governor of the State, 
nothing whatever was done. ‘Such was the development of the State’s 
management of that trust two years after all the notes had become due.” 

On the 20th of February, 1840, the Legislature did pass An Act to pro- 
vide for the location of the State University,” and section 10 thereof pro- 
vided that ‘‘allsums of money belonging, or hereafter accruing, to the 
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Seminary Fund, are hereby appropriated for the use and benefit of the Univer- 
sity of the State of Mississippi.” Hutchinson’s Code, Chapter 9, Article 21. 
A very important act, since it was the State’s designation of our Institu- 
tion as the appointee of the trust fund under the power conferred by the 
Congressional grant. But it was not until four years afterwards that the 
University was actually incorporated, as Governor McNutt insisted should 
be done immediately ; and it was not until three and a half years afterward 
that any step whatever was taken looking to the protection of the im- 
perilled trust fund. 

In 1841, Auditor Saunders specifies the items of the Seminary Fund. 
In his letter printed on page 425, of the House Journal of 1841, he states 
those items thus :

A Committee of the House thus reports in 1841, in connection with 
that statement : “Your Committee has not been informed of any great 
exertion having been made to collect this large amount of debt, and 
from the best information they have on the subject, a great proportion of 
it isin a very bad condition on account of the insolvency of the debtors. 
They are constrained to believe that if due diligence had been used, more than three- 
fourths of this large outstanding debt could have been collected before 
this time.” House Journal of 1841, page 420. And Auditor Saunders, on 
page 121, says : “In some instances the purchasers and securities are all 
dead, the land is occupied by persons who are not bound for the payment 
of thesame, and the timber is being destroyed, and the land is wearing 
away. . He * Tn some instances there are no persons, either as 
principal, securities, executors, administrators, on whom to serve a writ 
for the purpose of obtaing judgment.” And this condition existed, not- 
withstanding the fact, that the Act authorizing the sales provided ex. 
pressly (section 5,) “and when the entire amount of the purchase-money 
shall be paid * * * tne Auditor of Public Accounts shall make the 
purchaser or his assigns a full and complete title to said lands.” Yet, 
notwithstanding the reports of the Auditor, and of the Committee, and of 
the Governor the year previous ; notwithstanding their notification of the 
imminent danger to the fund, no step whatever was taken for more than 
two years from this date. 

At last, and on the 26th of July, 1843, the Legislature passed the “Act 
for the collection and investment of the Seminary Fund.” The features 
of that Act most material to this sketch are the following : 





“Srorion 1. All moneys which have accrued, or may hereafter accrue 
from the sale of the thirty-six sections of land granted to this State by 
11 
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the United States for a Seminary of Learning, and all bank stock, in 
which any such money shall have been vested, shall constitute, and be 
known and designated as the Seminary Fund.” (In fact had been so 
known and designated for years, as has been shown. 

“Smo, 2. The said seminary fund shall be under the control and man- 
agement of one Commissioner, who shall be styled the Commissioner of 

“Seminary Fund, who * * * shall have full power and authority, and 
is hereby authorized and required to take possession of all deeds, bonds, 
promissory notes, or other evidences of debt, stock, or property of, or be- 
longing to said fund, or pertaining to said lands ; as speedily as possible 
to collect all moneys due to, or on account of said fund, and to pay over 
the same, as collector, into the State treasury.” 

Src. 3. Provides for the bond and oath of the Commissioner. 

Src. 4. “The Commissioner may receive in payment of any debts due 
to said fund, any warrants or other evidences of State dues which are now by 
law receivable in payment therefor, or in payment of Slate taxes. 

Sxrottions 5, 6, 7,8, 9, 10, provide for the manner of suing, issuance of 
executions, etc., by the Commissioner. 

Sxo. 11. “It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the State to keep a 
separate and distinct account of all moneys heretofore or hereafter paid 
into the State Treasury, on account of said Seminary fund, and the time 
when paid ; it shall be his duty also, immediately after the passage of this 
act, to credit the said fund with interest, at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum upon all moneys heretofore paid into the treasury, from the time 
when so paid, to the passage of this act, and hereafter he shall annually 
credit said fund with interest at the rate of eight per cent. per annum 
upon all other moneys due from the State to said fund.” 

Sections 12, 13,14 and 15 regulated some of the minor duties and rights 
of the Commissioner.—Hutchinson’s Code, Chap. 9, Art. 28. 





There could not be a clearer or more emphatic acknowledgement of the 
liability of the State. to the University Fund than that contained in 
Section 11 above quoted, which also clearly fixes the rate of interest to be 
paid on the debt, and the periods for payment. 

On the 23d February, 1844, was passed “An Act to place the Planters’ 
Bank of the State of Mississippi, and the Mississippi Railroad Company 
in liquidation, for the payment of the State bonds issued on account of 
the Planter’s Bank, and for other purposes.” The substance of the act 
is as follows: ‘The bank is put into liquidation, and commissioners to 
wind it up are provided for. The assets of the bank, when realized, are 
to be applied as follows : first, to the discharge of the bona fide circula- 
tion of the bank, the deposits of gold and silver or notes of the bank , 
secondly, to the payment of the two millions of State bonds issued in 
purchase of bank stock ; thirdly, to the payment of all other debts of the 
bank ; and fourthly, ¢o the stock-ho’ders. The direct effect of the scheme of 
this statute would be to take two millions of the assets of the bank to 
pay for the stock in it held by the State, since those assets are appropri- 
ated to the payment of the bonds which alone the State had paid for its 
stock ; and to make that stock so paid for out of the bank the basis for a 
division between the State and other stockholders, (who paid for the stock 
with actual money) of any balance left in hand after paying off all debts- 

And one of the stockholders so treated is claimed by some to have been 
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the University, of which the State was trustee, and whose funds the State 
had itself invested in the bank. It is a claim which cannot be maintained 
for a moment in the light of all the facts; the truth must be, what the 
University has always claimed: that the State had in the act of 26th July, 
1843, fully recognized its liability to the University fund, provided for its 
full end satisfactory adjustment ; and regarded itself as the owner of the 
stock purchased by the Seminary Fund. 

Gov. A. G. Brown, two years later, referring tothe Seminary Fund, says 
in his message of January 6,1846: “The State is, in my opinion, under 
the most solemn obligation to pay it back.” 

Goy. McRas, in a very exhaustive message, dated February 6, 1856, 
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Says : 

“The University is established upon a grant of land consisting of 
thirty-six sections made by the Congress of the United States to the State 
of Mississippi in 1819; and the language of the act is, that the title 
of this land shall ‘ Be vested in the Legislature of said State, in trust, for 
the support of a Seminary of learning therein.” 

“ Lands of great value were selected by the State, and she pursued the 
policy of leasing them until the year 1831, up to which time she received 
from the rents $8,402. The books in the office of the State Commissioner 
show this fact. In the same year the Legislature passed an act for the 
valuation and sale of these lands to the highest bidder, when the bid did 
not amount to less than three-fourths of the valuation. 

“ Thirty-five and one-half sections of the land were sold for $277,332 52. 
Notes were taken from the purchasers with approved security, and de- 
posited in the Planters’ Bank for collection. The sale was made in 1833, 
on one, two and three year’s time, and the notes made payable Ist Novem- 
ber, 1834, 1835, and 1836 respectively.} 

‘It will thus be seen that $8,402 from rents, and $277,332.52 from the 
sale of the lands, a half section remaining unsold, should have been the 
original endowment of the University, had it then been brought into 
being. The University not being established, however, the Legislature, by 
act of July 26, 1843, made it the duty of the State Treasurer, immediately 
after passage of that act, ‘to credit the University fund with interest, at 
the rate of five per cent. perannum upon all moneys theretofore paid into 
the Treasury, from the time when so paid to the passage of the act. And 
thereafter to annually credit'said fund with interest at the rate of eight 
per cent. per annum upon all moneys due from the State to said fund. 


“Under this rule, established by the State, computation has been made 
showing that $8,402 received from rents, with interest at five per cent. up 
to 1843, amounted at that time to $12,603.00 and the sum of $277,332.52, 
received from land sales, with interest at same rate to the same time, 
amounted to $383,243.35, and the two sums together to $396,246.35. The 
sum,in the language of the act,due from the State to the University 
Fund in 1843, upon which interest is to be thereafter calculated at eight 
per cent. per annum, and which with the interest at this rate to January, 
1857, now amounts to $1,077,790.07. 


“From this is to be deducted the amount heretofore appropriated by 
the State to establish and support the University, the sum total of which 
is, principal, $128,325.04, and with interest computed as in the case of the 
Fund, to January, 1856, is $203,465.58, which taken from $1.077,790.07, 
leaves $874,324.49—the actual sum now due to the University Fund. 


‘The estimate has been made upon the presumption that the whole of 
the money from rents and from the sale of the lands was received by the 
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State. She was the trustee for the management of the fund, having the 
sole control over it, and if it has not been received by her, it has not been, 
received by the University. If then it has been lost, or any part of it, by 
the misfortune of the State, or by her bad management of it, whether is 
the State or the University to sustain the loss and the injury? ‘The ques- 
tion is, is not the above sum fairly computed by the rule laid down by the 
State in reference to this fund, the sum now due from her to the Univer- 
sity, with which the institution should be fully endowed ?”

The Governur then adverts to the previous messages of Gov, Runnels, 
Gov. Quitman, Gov. Lynch, Gov. McNutt, and the report of Auditor 
Mallory, on the same subject, saying, amongst other things, “all these ex- 
ecutive officers, seem to have clearly recognized the several sums named by 
them as that, in each case, which was due from the State to the Universi- 
ty Fund;” and, in that connection, remarking specially of Gov. McNutt, 
that he “never recognized liabilities which were not just.” He then says 
further: ‘This is but an abstract of the facts connected with the Univer- 





sity fund, as faithfully and as carefully as they can now be gathered in 
the confusion and embarrassment which over-hang the financial affairs 
and history of the State in the. days when the transactions upon which 
they are based occurred. They are much more fully set forth in the report 
of the President of the Board of Trustees of the University, which I 
commend to careful consideration of the Legislature. ” 

It is to be observed in this connection that except Gov. McRae, none of 





the gentlemen whose messages have been quoted, had any connection with 
the University ; it was not until 3rd February, 1857, that the Governor 
was made ex-officio the President of the Board of Trustees. 

The “President of the Board of Trustees of the University,” to whose 
report Gov. McRae referred in his message, was the late Hon. Jacob 
Thompson—a man too well-known to our people io need panegyric. 
From the report itself, which is dated 19th January, 1856, we make some 








extracts as follows: 


“The plan first adopted for the administration of the trust, was to lease 
out the lands, and this policy was pursued until the year 1831, up to which 
time, as appears from the books in the office of the Commissioner of the 
Seminary Fund, the State has received the sum of $8,402 on account of 
rents. * * * * The total of the sales, as appears by the report of 
the accounting officer, Auditor Mallory, in 1836, thirty-five and a half 
sections only having been sold, amounted to $277,332 52. 
# sry Beale * * * * oa % + * BE tk * 

“These two sums of $8,402 and $277,332 52 represent the original 
amount of the trust, as transformed, by the act of the State, into money. 
The transformation was the voluntary act of the trustees. The policy 
which dictated it was, no doubt, a wise one; butif in its new form the 
subject of the trust became a more precarious possession, the respon- 
sibility for the hazard devolved on the trustee alone. 


“Tt is no part of the business of the Board to enquire into the detail of 
all the separate transactions with which the interests of this Fund became, 
in consequence of the legislation above mentioned, involved and mixed 
up. Nothing is simpler than that, if the State had retained the gift of 
Congress in the form in which it was given, she would have it still. If 
she had chosen to exchange the lands for cash, the money would have 
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gone directly into the State treasury, and she would have been bound, ac- 
cording to the ordinary principles of law and equity, to account for it to- 
day with interest. If she preferred to exchange these lands for a credit 
which did not prove to be equivalent to cash, the preference and the 
hazard were both her own. How far she became a loser by the transaction, 
the Board have no means of knowing, nor does it concern them in the 
least to know. There is no evidence before tiem that she became a loser 
at all. It would probably be an undertaking little short of an impossi- 
bility to trace from beginning to end each one of a complicated mass of 
individual cases, amounting to three or four hundred in number. Nor 
could the history of every one be clearly made out at this distance of time, 
and in the absence and confusion of records, would the result in any man- 
ner affect the liability of the trustee. In the year 1833, the State ex- 
changed her trust lands for $277,332 52. If for this sum she accepted 
the promises of individuals to pay, instead of cash, she herself became 
nevertheless bound to see that this sum should be forthcoming at any 
time thereafter for the purposes of the trust ; and the question how far 
she enforced the performance of those promises, is only a question of 
how faithfully she took care of her own interests. 


“In regard to this matter, the duty of the Board is simple and plain: 
The books of the treasury show that in 1833 the State was indebted to 
' the Trust Fund in the two sums of $8,402 and $277,332 52, making a total 
indebtedness, without interest, of $285,734 52. What that indebtedness has 
become in 1856 may be easily ascertained by taking as a guide the act of 
the Legislature of 1853, fixing the mode of computing interest on the 
Seminary Fund. By that act, which was passed explicity to define the 
mode in which interest was to be computed and allowed on this particular 
fund, the treasurer is instructed to compute interest on all payments into 
the treasury, on account of the Seminary Fund, up to that time, at five 
per cent. per annum, and to credit the same to the Fund. Now the 
amount received for rents, viz.: $8,402, having been credited in 1833, and 
received at previous times unknown, may be taken to draw interest from 
January in that year to the corresponding month in 1843. The amount 
for this time, at five per cent., is $12,603. The amount of sales, viz., } 
$277,332 52, having been payable in three annual installments, in No- 
vember 1834, 1335 and 1836, respectively, should draw interest from May, 
1835 ; and from that date to January, 1843, is seven and two-third years. 
The interest for this time reaches the sum of $106,310 83, making the 
amount due in January, 1843, on payments for land sales, $383,643 35. 
Both sums united give a total of $396,246 35, on which, according to the 
act of 1843, interest at eight per cent. is thereafter annually to be credited. 
Making the corresponding calculations, we obtain no less an amount than 
$1,077,790 07, which, according to the mode of reckoning prescribed by 
the Legislature itself, would undoubtedly be due to the Fund to-day, had 
no appropriations been made for University purposes. 





“The Board have caused their Treasurer to make an abstract of all the 
sums which have at any time been appropriated by the Legislature in 
furtherance of the purposes for which the trust was created, the sum total 
of which, as will appear from the copy herewith furnished, amounts to 
$128,325 O04. Itis, of course, but just that these several advances made 

*by the State should be deducted from the amount of principal and interest 
due at the times when they were respectively made: in other words, that 
since interest is compounded on the Fund, it should be so upon the pay- 
ments also. But as it would considerably complicate the statement to 
compute the amount and make the corresponding deduction for every 
time a payment has been made, the Board content themselves with credit- 
ing the payments made by the State, in any year, to the month of Jan- 
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uary in that year, making thus a concession often largely favorable to the 
State. The scheduie furnished exhibits these several payments with their 
several amounts in January, 1856, reaching in the total the sum of 
$203,465 58. Deducting this from the gross amount above, there remains 
$874,324 49, the actual sum at present due to the Fund.” 


Mr. Thompson then reviews the various antecedent messages and 
reports already set forth in this sketch, and shows that even from the 
most stringent rule against the University announced by any one of them, 
the amount due the University by the State was $314,600 00 at 8 per cent. 
annual interest on Ist. January, 1843, and then proceeds : 


“From that time interest ought to have been made payable to the 
fund annually; and it would seem as if the only or chief reason why the 
State did not, at the time, recognize the obligation, is to be found in her 
singular neglect, for nearly thirty years, to carry out the purposes of the 
trust by creating the Seminary which it was the intent of Congress to 
endow. And since that Seminary was not called into existence for so 
long a period after the endowment was received, it is unjust in the State, 
as trustee, to claim that she has been entitled to enjoy the pecuniary 
benefit arising from the possession of the fund in the meantime, and 
invest for her cwn uses all the annual payments which she ought to have 
made when due, and yet, after all, in accounting for these, to allow no 
interest on them. 

‘*In the same year, 1819, in which the donation of land from which 
this fund originated was made by Congress to the State of Mississippi, a 
similar donation was made to the then incoming and younger State of 
Alabama. It was among the earliest Acts of the Legislature of that State 
to create that Seminary of Learning for Alabama, which it seems never to 
have occurred to the Legislature of this State to be a duty to create for 
Mississippi, until after the lapse of nearly thirty years. And although 
the University of Alabama did not go into actual operation as a school 
for the education of youth until the year 1830, yet it became, as the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi evidently ought to have become, from the very be- 
ginning, a distinct body corporate, and entitled to enjoy all the advanta- 
ges arising from the endowment. Had this State acted with equal 
promptness in the discharge of a duty which, by her acceptance of the 
trust she voluntarily assumed, and to the faithful performance of which, 
without any delay, she become morally bound, then the annual payments 
of interest on the fund would either have been actually made, or it would 
have been attended to that the corresponding credits should have been 
made at the time when they were due on the books of the treasury. Nor 
is there any doubt that these credits would have been made regardless of 
the greater or less punctuality of payments made to the State by the pur- 
chasers of the trust lands; for we find, by referring to vhe iegislation 
of the time, that in those cases in which the times of payment for these 
lands were extended, the State imposed upon those purchasers who were 
benefitted by the extension, an interest of ten per cent. 

“Suppose, now, that the Legislature had created, as she ought to have 
done thirty-five years ago, a Seminary of Learning, such as it was the in- 
tention of Congress in making the donation to provide for, and that a . 
body like this Board had existed, to look after the interests of the fund, 
one of two things would have been at the present time true. Had the 
Seminary existed but as a body corporate, without expending any of its 
resources in the actual business of educating youth, no doubt it would 
have had at this momenta well-invested fund, much larger than the 
largest of those sums at which the Board have estimated, above its pres- 
ent value. Had it, on the other hand, gone actually into operation as an 
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educational institution, it might have consumed some of its current 
revenues as they accrued ; but the State of Mississippi would prebably 
have had at this time the proud satisfaction of knowing that nearly all 
her highly educated young men, of whom the number would unquestiona- 
bly have been immensely greater than at present, had received their educa- 
tion at her own University ; and also of possessing in that University an 
institution of the highest grade, strong in experience, distinguished in 
reputation, and admirably provided with all the facilities which can in- 
sure an education of the most complete and thorough character. In ad- 
dition to this, moreover, it scarcely admits of a reasonable doubt, that 
the stimulus communicated to the spirit of educational improvement, 
through the operation of so powerful a central agency and the abundant 
supply of well qualified teachers, who would, through the same instru- 
mentality, have been prepared to give efficacy to the secondary and ele- 
mentary schools, would long since have had the effect to give to Missis- 
sippi a thorough and well digested system of popular education, the 
benefits of which would have been felt in every family in the State. 


“In place of these things what have we now ? A fund absorbed by 
degrees so silent and insensible into the treasury of the State itself, that 
the time when, the manner how, or the means by which the injustice was 
done could not be traced, if traced at all, without an amount of labor ab- 
solutely appalling ; while the inconsiderable fraction which seems to 
have escaped this fate has only begun, within the last few years, to be 
applied to the purposes for which it was given thirty-five or thirty-six 
years ago. And the University, which after this long and considerable 
delay, has been at length called into existence,;though it has met with 
popular favor, and grown into importance and numerical strength, with 
a rapidity entirely unexampled, as it is believed, in the history of Ameri- 
can Colleges, finds itself at this moment between its poverty on the one 
hand, and the demand for its improvement and expansion on the other, 
reduced to the humiliating position of a supplicant to the Legislature for 
some small portion of that abundance which is of right its own, but 
which has been swallowed up in the bottomless gulf of the past financial 
perplexities of the State. 

“T need, however, hardly say to your Excellency, that had the Board» 
at the time of the presentation to the Legislature of the Memorial to 
which allusion has just been made, been in possession of the authentic 
records which they have since discovered, they would hardly have given 
to their prayer the shape it at present bears. Instead of asking favors 
or donations at the hands of the Legislature, they would have asked sim- 
ply justice ; instead of urging upon that body the duty, which is the duty 
of all wise governments, to foster the educational interests of the State, 
they would have besought it simply to have the forbearance not to trample 
on and destroy them. They would have said to the Legislature, our money 
is in your treasury, and we need it ; the people need it; the children of 
the people who are thronging our doors far beyond our means of accom- 
modation, and asking from us asa right, education of a grade which we 
have not the means to give—demand it at your hands.” 





Persistent as were these appeals, and clear and forcible as were their 
presentation, yet nothing was accomplished by them save the obtaining, 
year by year, of appropriations for the University. The question of the 
payment of the bonds issued in purchase of stock of the Planter’s Bank 
and of the Union Bank, in other words, the question of repudiation, 
shook the State from center to circumference, and all politics turned on 
it for years. So deep was the feeling, and so permanent, that not only 
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were party affiliations disrupted because of it, but also as late as 1876, 
the first Amendment to our Constitution prohibiting the payment of any 
of those Bonds was passed. We have seen how intimately connected 
was this claim of our University with the Planter’s Bank enterprise ; and 
in the heat of a great political controversy, the less question was naturally 
swallowed up in the greater, and met the same fate. In such times men 
do not indulge in distinctions, but a sober, second thought, after passions 
have cooled, must be relied on to set all such matters right. And in this 
case, it did set the principle of this matter right. 
In the year 1880, the Legislature passed the Act following : 
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“An Aor to provide for the ascertainment of the indebtedness of the 
State on account of the Seminary Fund, and for the payment of interest 
thereon. ; 


Wuereas, Under an Act of Congress providing for a grant of land for 
for the support of a Seminary of Learning within the State of Mississippi, 
the Legislature of this State by enactment thereof accepted the said 
grant in trust, for the purpose mentioned in said Act of Congress; and 


Wuereas, Under an Act of the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, 
approved March 2, 1833, the Governor of Mississippi was authorized and 
required to appoint Commissioners to estimate the value of said lands, 
and have the same sold, and the proceeds returned to the treasury, for 
and in aidof the trust enumerated in said grant ; and 


WuereEas, Under the Act entitled an Act to incorporate the University 
of Mississippi, approved February 24, 1844, the proceeds of the sale of 
the land granted by the Act of Congress aforesaid were vested, when col- 
lected, in the Board of Trustees of said University of Mississippi, in aid 
of the original Act of Congress; and 

WuereEas, The State of Mississippi did collect the proceeds arising 
from the sale of said lands, and has never accounted for the same to the 
University of Mississippi ; and 

Wuerzas, The Joint Committees on Universities as instructed by the 
concurrent resolution adopted at the present session of the Legislature, 
have fully investigated the condition of the account of the State with ’ 
said University, in respect to said fund, and have reported the sum of 
$544,061 23, as acertained by the statement of said account made by C. A. 
Brougher, Esq., under the direction of said committee, to be the amount 
of the indebtedness of the State to said University on acconnt of said 
Seminary Fund ; now, therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, 
That the indebtedness of the State on account of said Seminary Fund so 
held in trust as aforesaid, be and the same is hereby acknowledged and 
declared to be the said sum of five hundred and forty-four thousand and 
sixty-one dollars and twenty-three cents. 

Srcrion 2. Beit further enacted, That said sum so ascertained to be 
due shall bear interest at the rate of six per centum per annum, from the 
first day of January, 1880, which said interest shall be payable out of the 
State Treasury quarterly, on the first days of January, April, July and 
October, in each year hereafter ; and on the application of the Treasurer 
of said University, the Auditor of Public Accounts is hereby authorized 
and required to issue his warrant for the said installments of interest, in 
favor of the Treasurer of said University, on the Treasurer of the State. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the sum of thirty-two thousand 
six hundred and forty-three dollars ($32,643,00) be and the same is hereby - 
appropriated for the year 1880, and annually thereafter, for the purpose 
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of paying the interest due on said sum of five hundred and forty-four 
thousand sixty-one dollars and twenty-three cents ($544.061. 23.) 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, That this act take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage. Approved March 5, 1880. 

The statute above quoted settles, as we said, the principle of the matter, 
being an express recognition by the State of the fact that the University 
is not its pensioner, but its creditor. It has been our task to set forth as 
briefly and simply as possible the historical facts and legal principles on 
which that recognition was predicated. 

As to the amount recognized. to be due, the University claims that the 
sum is much greater than that named in the act. CHANCELLOR WADDELL 
in an historical address delivered by him in 1873, says, ‘a calculation made 
by my esteemed and distinguished colleague, Dr. Garland, (now Chancel- 
lor of Vanderbilt University, then a Professor in this Institution) “at my 
request, makes the indebtedness of the State to the University over one 
million and a half of dollars, after deducting all appropriations.” 

We add to this article the Treasurer’s statement referred to by Governor 
McRae and by Mr. Thompson, showing the exact amount due Ist Janu- 
ary, 1856. And the reader can readily verify Dr. Garland’s calcula- 
tion for himself if he care todoso. The amount now due the Uni- 
versity, in fact, by the State is very near, or quite, two millions of dollars— 
the interest on which should be about one hundred and sixty thousand 
dollars per annum, on the basis established by the State itself in the act 
of 1843; or about one hundred and twenty thousand’ per annum, at the 
legal rate of interest. 

The University is not at present demanding this amount of the State. 
There is no issue between the two. The disparity between what is due, 
and what is acknowledged and paid, is adverted to here only to point and 
emphasize the right of the University to receive as its due what itis re- 
ceiving. Yet while this is true, the University has not abandoned the hope; 
but onthe contrary‘rests securely in the expectation, that at some day in 
the not remote future, when the crushing losses of our late civil war shall 
have been measurably repaired, the State will do her the fullest justice; 
and enable her ta keep pace with her more amply equipped sister Institu- 
tions of learning.

For the fifth year, Mineralogy, Geology, Physics, Astronomy, History 


and Political Economy. 
2, The course for Bachelor of Science requires five years for its completion 







and embraces the studies following: 
For the first year, English, Latin, Algebra and Arithmetic, . 
For the second year, Mathematics, Botany, Zoology, Latin and English, 







For the third year, Mathematics, Latin, French and German. 

For the fourth year, Physics, Optics, Acoustics, Chemistry, Psychology, 
Ethics, Logic and English, 

For the fifth year, Mineralogy, Geology, Physics, Astronomy, Chemistry, 
History and Political Economy. 

3. The course for Bachelor of Philosophy is elective within certain limits. 
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The students may pursue any seven of the nine following studies, being re- 
quired to do the full work of each of the seven, to-wit :

. English Language, including Anglo-Saxon and Literature.

. Natural History ; including Botany, Zoology, Mineralogy, Geology. 
g. Mental and Moral Science, Logic; History and Political Economy. 
SELECT STuDIES—Students who are not candidates forany degree may 
pursue a course of select studies, under certain restrictions as to the suffi- 
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ciency of their work. 
The Post-Graduate Courses are 


I. COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF MASTER OF ARTS. 


The Degree of Master of Arts may be conferred on Bachelors of Arts or 
Bachelors of Science, of atleast one year’s standing, on passing a satisfac- 
tory examination, 

The candidate is allowed to select for his course of study any three of 

‘the ten existing departments. 

Applications for this degree, by graduates of other institutions, will be 
entertained by the Faculty, and a special course of study assigned in each 
case. 

The text-books to be used will be prescribed by the several professors on 
application by candidates. 

Applications for the degree must be made through the Chairman of the 
Faculty by the first Monday in November of each year. 


2, COURSES OF STUDY FOR THE DEGREE OF DOCTOR OF PHILOSOPHY. 


This degree will be conferred on the following conditions : 

1. The candidate must apply to the Faculty in writing. 

2. He must be a graduate of this University, with the degree of B. A., 
or B. S., or of some other institution of like grade, with equal degree ; or 
he must, by examination, satisfy the Faculty that he possesses the training 
and attainments derived by faithful students in pursuing to completion the 
courses for these degrees, 

3. He must pursue for two years, at least one of which shall be spent at 
the University, the special studies embraced in one of the following collec- 
tive subjects, stand a satisfactory examination before a committee of not 
lessthan three members of the Faculty, and present an approved thesis 
giving evidence of original investigation in sone department in which his 
work has been done.

Terms of Admission imto the First Year’s (the Sub-Fresh._ 
man) Class. 














1. An applicant for admission into the First Year’s (or Sub-Freshman) 
Class is expected to be sufficiently advanced to enter the Second Year’s (or 
Freshman) Class, after one year’s study, If he be a candidate for the 
Bachelor of Arts course, he must be able to sustain a satisfactory examina- 
tion in Harvey’s English Grammar, First Lessons in English Composition, 
Geography, Arithmetic; he will be allowed to begin Latin and Greek if 
desired; but the regular course is to examine him in Allen & Greenough’s 
Latin Grammar, Comstock’s First Lessons in Latin or an equivalent; 
Goodwin’s Greek Grammar, White’s First Lessons in Greek through the 
first sixty lessons. 

If the applicant is a candidate for the Bachelor of Science Course, the 
same tequirements and examinations and privileges as above, with the 





exception that all Gréek is omitted.’ 
If the applicant is a candidate for the Bachelor of Philosophy Course, 
or desires to pursue a course of Select Studies, and elects to take Latin, 
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Greek, Mathematics, and English, or any of them, and needs to enter thi 
class in them or any of them, he will have the same privivilege and be 
subject to the same requirements as to the elected studies, as a candidate 
for the Bachelor of Arts Course. - 


Terms of Admission into the Migher Classes. 


1. Applicants for admission into the second Year’s or Freshman Class of 
the Bacheler of Arts course, must be able to sustain a satisfactory examina” 
tion on Butler’s English Grammar, First Lessons in English Composition, 
Geography and Arithmetic; also upon Davies’ Elementary Algebra, to 
equations of the second degree ; and besides the foregoing, the following 
books, or the equivalent, in Latin and Greek: Latin Grammar, (Allen and 
Grenough. or Bingham’s), Czsar, any two of Cicero’s Orations, two books 
of the A“neid of Virgil, and Hadley’s Greek Grammar, with White’s First 
Lessons in Greek, and the first book of the Anabasis. 

2, Candidates for the second year’s or (Freshman class) of the Bachelor of 
Science course will be examined on all the studies required for the first year 
of the Bachelor of Arts course, except the Greek. 

3. Candidates for the second year’s (or Freshman) Class of the Bachelor 
of Philosophy course will be subjected to the same examinations as candi 
dates for that year in the course of Bachelor of Arts; except that if the 
candidate elects a course of study which shall omit Latin, Greek and 
Mathematics, or any of them, he will not be examined on the branches 
omitted. 

4. Candidates for the advanced classes must be proficient in all the 
studies prescribed in the lower classes, and be prepared to sustain examina- 
tions in them, according to the course pursued, 
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Age of Admission. 


5. The age of admission to the first year of .any course is fifteen years ; 
and a proportional increase of age is required for any advanced class. In 
case of superior qualifications, the Faculty have power to dispense with this 
requisition. 


Certificates of Good Moral Character. 


6. Certificates of good moral character are required of all candidates for 
admission; and if the candidate comes from another college, this certificate 
must show he was honorably discharged. 


Time of Admission. 


7. Candidates for admission must report to the Chairman within twenty- 


four hours after their arrival. 
All who present themselves for that purpose will be examined on Thurs- 


day and Friday preceding Commencement, and be then classed ; all others, 


at the opening of the term in the fall. 
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Admission can be had to any Class, except the fifth year’s class, at any 


time during the scholastic year, if the applicant can sustain the necessary 
Of course, the further advanced a given class is in its work, 





examinations. 
the more difficult become the examinations for admission into it, “Appli- 


cants for admission to the classes of the fifth year must present themselves 


at least five months before the class graduates, 
Deadly Weapons. 


8. The attention of parents, and of candidates for admission, is called to the 


Act passed at a late session of the Legislature prohibiting the carrying of 


concealed weapons, and also to the following Article of the Laws of the 


University : 

‘¢ Every student, upon his entrance into College, shall be earnestly ad- 
monished by the Chancellor of his responsibility to the laws and regulations 
of the University, and of his duty to yield to them implicit obedience; and he 
shall be required to state that he has no fire-arms or deadly weapons in his 


possession, or in the possession of others for him, or if he have such, to de- 


liver the same to the Chancellor. 


” 


Admission of Females. 


At the Annual meeting of the Board of Trustees, in June, 1882, it was 

Resolved, 1, That hereafter females shall be admitted as students in this 
University upon the same terms and conditions, in all respects, as males, 
‘and be subject to such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Faculty for good and orderly government ; provided, that no female shal 
be admitted unless, after an approved examination, such female applicant 
shall be deemed sufficiently advanceed to enter the Freshman class, 

2. That no female student shall be permitted to board or lodge on the 
Campus, except in the homes of members of the Faculty. 


Terms, Mxaminations, etc. 


The session consists of nine consecutive months, divided into two terms, 
of four and a half months each. The first term begins on the last Thursday 
in September, annually, and continues to the middle of February. The 
second term, beginning at the close of the first, continues to the last Thurs- 
day of June following. . 

The session of 1888-89 will begin on’ Thursday, September 27, 1888. 

There are two examinations of all classes during the year. The first 
(which is the intermediate or Semi-annual Examination), is held during the 
first and second weeks of February ;_ the second (which is the Annual Ex- 
amination), begins with that of the Graduating Classes, one month before 
Commencement, and the remaining classes are examined during the latter 
half of the month of June, The examinations are both written and oral. 


oo 


Commencement. 
The Annual Commencement is held on the last Thursday of June, on 
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which day Academical and Honorary Degrees are conferred, On the pre- 
ceding Sabbath a sermon is delivered in the University Chapel before the 
Trustees, Faculty, Students and citizens, by some minister of the gospel 
previously invited by the Faculty. 

The intervening days from the Sabbath to Thursday are occupied by ex- 
hibitions of elocution from students, and by Honorary orations. 

On the day of Commencement, diplomas are delivered to graduates of 
the various courses who have finished the. prescribed curriculum, and have 
sustained a satisfactory examination in all the studies of the course whose 
degrees they propose to take, 

Wacations. 

There are two vacations during the year. The summer vacation begins 
on the day following the last Thursday in June, and continues until the 
last Thursday in September, on which day the session opens, and every 
student, if possible, should be present. 

The recess at Christmas begins on or near the 24th of December, and 
closes on the Ist of January. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly requested not to call their sons or 
wards home in December before the holidays begin, and to send them back 
in time to be at duty on the Ist of January, 

Absences. 

Absences from the University during the session are not permitted ex- 
cept for reasons of importance, The parent has, at all times, the right to 
withdraw his son entirely and finally, without reason assigned ; but without 
so withdrawing him he cannot relieve him of the obligation to attend on 
his duties at the University, The incidental absences of students during 
the session are exceedingly disadvantageous, both to themselves and to 
the University. While, therefore, the Faculty permit them in cases where 
propriety or urgent necessity seems to make them unavoidable, they hold 
it to be a duty to inquire into the reasons for which the permission is 
solicited. When a student absents himself during the session for a period 
of one week or more, although with the permission of the Chairman, he 
shall upon his return be subject to examination if the Faculty require it 
and shall not be entitled to enter his class unless his examination be satis- 


factory. : 
Accommodations. 


Over t o hundred students may: be accommodated in the three large 
dormitories on the Campus, and students may occupy these buildings for 
lodgings, or lodge in private families, as they may prefer, 

Accommodations may be found for all who may attend. 

Assigument of Rooms. 


At the opening of the session, the first business will be the location of 


students in their rooms, They report their location to the Chairman, and 
are not at liberty to change it without his permission. 
Students of a former session who desire to retain the rooms occupied by 
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them at the close of the session may do so, provided they attend punctually; 
but if they are not personally present at the time of general allotment, 
rooms will not be reserved except in special cases. 

Every study-room in the University is designed for two students. No 
student can draw for a room in his own name singly ; nor can a student 
who desires to hold the same room from one session to another, and whose 
room-mate may have retired, be allowed the privilege, unless he obtains 
another room-mate, Any student who occupies a room alone, must pay a 
double coal fee. 

Reports and Discharges. 

At the end of every month during the session, at the end of the first 
term in February, and at the close of the session in June, a circular is ad- 
dressed to the parent or guardian of each student giving such information 
in regard to the standing and deportment of the student as may be esteemed 
most important. In any case in which the irregularities of the student’s 
attendance upon college exercises exceed a certain limit, a special notice is 
sent to draw attention to the fact. 

No under-graduate can receive a discharge from the University except on 
application to the Chairman, in writing, by his parent or guardian. The 
law provides that no certificate of discharge shall be delivered to a stu- 
dent; but that such certificate, when issued, shall be addressed to the 
parent or guardian at his usual postoffice. 

Whenever a student shall be frequently absent from his scholastic exer- 
cises, though for sufficient reason, the Faculty shall call the attention of 
the parent or guardian to the fact ; and if there be no improvement in this 
respect, they shall advise the withdrawal of such student; and in case a 
student is manifestly making ill use of his time, from whatever cause, his 
withdrawal may be advised in like manner, 

Whenever a student is suspended he shall leave the college grounds 
within twenty-four hours after being notified of the fact, and the town of 
Oxford, if not a resident thereof, within forty-eight hours after receiving 
such notification, unless the Chairman, for sufficient reason, see fit to grant 
a longer delay. Disregard of this regulation shall be punished according 
to the circumstances of the case ; but if the disregard be defiant the offender 
shall be expelled. 

Should the Faculty, at any time, believe that an under-graduate student 
is falling into idle or pernicious habits, then, through the Chairman as 
their organ, they shall make known their impressions to the parent or 
guardian of the student, with the grounds on which it is founded, and it 
shall be their duty, at all times, in the fullest manner, to acquaint the 
friends of every student with whatever would be likely to give them anxiety 
in regard to the welfare of such student. 

Students shall not be exempt from responsibility to the authorities of the 
University for censurable acts committed in the vacations or while absent 
from the University during the session. 
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THE LIBRARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ARTS. 


This library contains about twelve thousand volumes, which have been 
carefully selected with the view of supplying all the needs of classical, sci- 
entific and literary students. The branch of Ancient Classical Literature 
is unusually full; that of Science well supplied with works on every branch, 
The departments of History, Biography, Poetry and other Belles Lettres, 
" Theology, Natural History, Geography, Travels, the Fine Arts, etc., are 
illustrated by large numbers of the standard works on each subject. 

The library is in charge of a competent Librarian. It is open four hours 
daily ; and all students connected with any department of the University 
have access to it without any charge whatever. 


THE LIBRARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF LAW. 
This library contains about fifteen hundred volumes, principally Reports: 
It is in the charge of the Professor of Law, and is accessible to law stu- 
dents at any time, 





THE UNIVERSITY READING ROOM. 


This reading room is in the library room, to which it is an adjunct. It is 
liberally provided with leading American, British and French journals, re- 
views and magazines, covering all the fields of Belles Lettres, Science, Art, 
Theology, Philology, Sociology, Politics, etc, All the State journals are 
taken, The reading room is open four hours daily; it is accessible to all 
students, without charge of any kind. 





LITERARY -ASSOCIATIONS. 


The Pui SIGMA and HERMAN SOCIETIES are literary in their character. 
_ They hold their meetings during the forenoon of every Saturday, for the 
purpose of improvement in debate, declamation and composition, They 








are managed by the students; each Society framing its own constitution and 
by-laws. The anniversaries of these Societies are held on the 5th of May 
and 2nd Friday in April, each year, respectively, when an oration is deliv- 
ered by a member of the Society, selected by itsmembers, and usually from 
the Senior class of that year. The ‘‘Anniversarianships” are highly prized 
by the students, and are eagerly sought. 
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PRIZES FOR DECLAMATION.

The Trustees have instituted two prizes for excellence in elocution, con- 
sisting of gold medals. The contestants for these prizes must be students 2 
of the Sophomore Class.

Each of the Literary Societies—the Hermzan and the Phi Sigma—has 
established prizes for excellence in elocution. The candidates must be stu- 
dents of the Freshman Class, The prizes consist of gold medals. The day 
of the prize declamation of the Hermeean Society is fixed for the Friday, 
and that of the Phi Sigma Society for the Saturday, before Commencement, 
Two medals are also conferred by the two Societies jointly, to be conferred 
on the best debaters of the Senior Class, one from each Society, upona 
public competitive debate held on the Monday night of Commencement 
week. 
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FOREIGN PRIZES, 

Two British prizes have been given to the Professor of English Literature 
for the department which he conducts. 

1, THE EARLY ENGLISH TEXT Society, of London, offers a prize ‘‘to the 
best scholar in English before Chaucer.” This is bestowed upon the stu- 
dent of the Junior Class who presents the best written examination in Old 
English, : 

2, THE NEW SHAKESPEARE Society, of London, offers a prize for the 
best examination paper in English J.iterature, in Which some prominence is 
given to the criticism of Shakespeare’s Pye. This is also bestowed in the 
Junior Class. 

These prizes consist of reprints of the Society’s publications, and are 
valued at from twenty to twenty-five dollars in gold. 
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DISTINCTIONS. 


The practice of awarding ‘‘Honors” for excellence in scholarship was 
discontinued in June, 1887, The University now awards for excellent schol- 
arship, distinctions as follows: 1. Double first-class diplomas to all students 
whose entire record averages 95 or upward, 2. First-class diplomas to all 
such, whose entire record averages 90 or upward, but less than 95. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 


The only scholarships owned by the University are those growing out of 
a bequest by the late Hon, Felix Labauve, of DeSoto county, That gen- 
tleman left, by his will, a portion of his estate in trust for the education of 
boys in this-University, and their support while here; the boys being or- 
phans, children of worthy parents, and citizens of DeSoto county. The 
fund is now yielding about one thousand dollars per annum, subject to vari- 
ations in interest rates, and four students are now enrolled as its beneficia- 
ries, The trustee of this fund is Hon, T. W. White, of Hernando, Miss. 


THE YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 


This organization has been in existence several years, A religious ser- 
vice is held every Sabbath afternoon, open to all the students. Occasion-

GREEK LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
ADDISON HOGE, Professor. 


About one book of Xenophon’s Anabasis, or its equivalent, together with 
a sound knowledge of the inflections of Attic Greek, is required of those 
who enter the Freshman class, which counts as the second year of the B, A. 
Course. The main requisite is the ready and accurate acquaintance with 
the inflections, Applicants who fail in this fundamental knowledge are 
provided for in the Sub-Fre-hman class. 

Greek is limited to the Freshman and Sophomore classes, with five recita- 
tions a week during these two years. One hour a week is given to the 
study of the History and Literature of Greece, and one hour to the transla- 
tion of English into Greek, The text-book for History is Harrison’s Story 
of Greece. The Literature course is given partly by text-books, and partly 
by lectures, 

The grammar used is Goodwin’s, But in studying syntax, the chief reli- 
ance is placed upon the careful observation of the various principles as they 
present themselves in reading the Greek authors, and these principles are 
impressed upon the students by the weekly exercises, which are prepared 
each time with special referance to the progress of the class. 

The aim in the Greek course is to secure thoroughness in what is taught, 
rather than to go over a large extent of ground, If the student is to con- 
tinue his Greek studies after leaving College, he will thus have a sure foun- 
dation to build upon ; and for those who will have no further use tor Greek, 
it is believed that the mental training acquired by close and careful study is 
more advantageous than a more extended course studied loosely and super- 


ficially.

LATIN LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
A. J. QUINCHE, Professor. 


The Freshman class reads DeAmicitia, or De Senectute ; and Livy, Book 


Tyor X XI; 
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Etymology and Syntax are carefully reviewed by daily recitations in the 
Grammar, and by constant drill on the Latin text. 

There are weekly written and oral exercises in Latin Composition. 

Roman History, from early times up to the end of the Republic, will be 





studied in connection with the reading of Livy. 

Much attention is given to the derivation, composition and history of 
words which have become elements of the English Language; and special 
effort is made to impart to the student the ability to reproduce the exact 
thought of the Roman author, in elegant, idiomatic English. 

The Sophomore class reads selections from the Odes, Epodes, Satires and 
Epistles of Horace, and the Agricola and Germania of Tacitus. Horace 
furnishes the occasion for the discussion of Roman Metres and Mythology. 
Roman History under the Empire will be studied in connection with the 
reading of Tacitus. 

Latin Prose Composition (once a week) now advances from simple sen- 
tences to continuous passages, from various sources—often translations from 
Latin authors to be restored to the original form. Part II of Allen and 
Greenough’s Latin Composition furnishes some of the material. From tne 
beginning of the Sophomore year to the end of the course, there is a weekly 
exercise in translating Latin—either orally, or in writing, at sight. «Selec- 
tions are made largely, though not exclusively, from Tomlinson’s Latin for 
Sight Reading. 

Additional Latin authors may be read; or others may be substituted for 
those mentioned. 

The examinations of the Sophomore class are not restricted to Latin read 
in class. 

An additional course of private reading will be prescribed for this class. 

The Roman pronunciation has been adopted. The evident tendency 
among American scholars to uniformity in the pronunciation of Latin, by 
the gradual substitution of the Roman for the Continental and the English 
methods, is one good reason, among several, for the preference.

ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE. 
JOHN LIPSCOMB JOHNSON, D. D., LL. D., Professor. 





In this Department the Freshman and Junior classes have each four reci- 


at 


tations a week during the year, 
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1, Itisthe aim of the Professor to adapt the instruction in the Aveshman 
Class of the first term to the wants of a large number of young men who 
attend college but one year, Those subjects, therefore, are taught which, 
it is believed, furnish the best practical knowledge of the language. Eng- 
lish Grammar, which all-are presumed to have some acquaintance with 
betore they enter this class, is searchingly reviewed. The commoner forms 
of syntax, as well as the nicer, are closely examined, and the reasons for 
preferring one torm to another are carefully given. ‘Lhe qualities of a good 
style are discussed, and the various methods of composition are explained 
and copiously illustrated, Zext-Gooks: Whitney’s Essentials of English 

Grammar, Clark’s Practical Khetoric, Worcester’s Dictionary. 

"2, The Areshman Class of the second term begins the study ot Old Eng- 
lish, without which it is not possible to have a thorough, scientific knowl- 
edge of Modern English. And trom the very beginning of the work of the 
class, to the end of the course in the Junior year, the Old is constantly used 
to explicate the New in its ditticult points ot syntax, its anomalous word- 
forms, its idioms and etymologies, he text-books are March’s Anglo- 
Saxon Grammar and Reader, and ‘rench on The Study of Words; but 
much oi the work ot this class is furnished directly by the Professor, There 
being as yet no satistactory text on the etymology ot Saxon words. 

3. The /unzor Class ot the rst term takes a full view of the language, 
as to its origin, historical development and philological relation, - ‘ihe 
Danish elements, brought directly into contact with our early speech, and 
the kindred elements coming through the Norman conquest; the history, 
‘methods and results of linguistic science are carefully discussed by lectures. 

Through the remainder of the term, attention is directed mainly to the 
iterature ot the language, Beginning with the writers of our own country, 
some acquaintance is made with the poems of Bryant, Longtellow, Whittier, 
Emerson, Poe, Lowell, Holmes, Hayne, Preston, Timrod, Lanier and 
others.

4. The /wntor Class of the second term continues the study of Litera- 
ture, giving its chief thought to English writers, and concluding the course 
with Shakspeare. The. text-books are Hale’s Longer English Poems, 
Stedman’s Victorian Poets, Dowden’s Mind and Art of Shakespeare, Select 
Plays of Shakspeare, 


MODERN LANGUAGES. 


CHARLES WOODWARD HUTSON, Professor. 


The Modern Languages designed to be taught are French, German, 
Spanish and Italian, 
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Spanish and Italian are optional studies. Classes will be formed whenever 
there is a demand for instruction in them: French is a required study of 
the B, A. students; while both French and German are required of the B. 
S. students, 

In both French and German the forcourse the undergraduates is completed 
by daily recitations in one year. As the study in each language is begun 
here, the time allowed it by the exigencies of the curriculum is of course 
insufficient for the attainment of high scholarship, Byt the gaining of 
some readiness in speech and reading is quickened by large use of the 
natural method. Great attention is paid to accuracy in punctuation and to 
purity of idiom, Books of recent publication are read, that the living lan- 
guage may be learned; and lectures are given on the formation of the lan- 
guage and the history of its literature,

Freshman course. During the first term the class has Algebra; and 
Geometry during the second term, The class is divided into convenient 
sections for daily work—using Van Amringe’s Columbia College edition of 
Bourdon’s Algebra and Lengendre’s Geome:zry. 

During the first term, the Sophomore class has Plane and Spherical 
Trigonometry, Mensuration, Land Surveying and Church’s Analytical 
Geometry. Students have the use of surveying instruments, and do much 
work on the field, using Van Amringe’s Land Surveying as a text. 

During the second term the Sophomore class completes the course on 
Analytical Geometry as set forth in the schedule, 





DEPARTMENT OF PHYSICS AND ASTRONOMY. 


R. B. FULTON, A. M., Professor, 





Students in the B, A, and B. S. courses enter this department regularly at 


the beginning of their Junior year; others may be admitted if found to be 
sufficiently advanced in the study of Mathematics, 


The course of study extends through two years, and there are five exer- 
cises per week throughout each year. 
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During the Junior year the course includes the elementary principles re- 
lating to the composition and resolution of forces, centre of gravity, elemen- 
tary machines, laws of uniform and uniformly accelerated motion, and to 
fluids; and a general study of the principles of Acoustics, Heat, Optics and 
the fundamental principles of Electricity. Ganot’s Physics or an equivalent 
is used as a text-book. 

The first term of the Senior year is given to the completion of the course 
in Electricity, and to the study of Analytical mechanics. Special attention 
is given to the practical applications of electricity. During the second term 
of the Senior year Astronomy is studied, Ganot’s Physics, Peck’s Analytical 
Mechanics and Loomis’ Astronomy, or equivalents, are used as text-books in 
the Senior course. Throughout this year a considerable portion of the stu- 











dent’s time, amounting to one or two exercises per week, is devoted to the 
practical use of instruments of precision relating to various principles in 
Physics and Astronomy, and to the reduction of observations and the solu- 
tion of problems, Special advantages are offered to students desiring to 
learn telegraphy. ; . 

While text-books are placed in the hands of students, the subjects taught 
are expanded and illustrated fully by lecture and experiment. The equip-: 
ment of apparatus is unusually large and well suited for this purpose. Nearly 
all the instruments are from the shops of the best makers in Europe. 
Yearly additions have been made illustrating new principles in physica 
science. 

Details tegarding the courses of study in this department for the post- 
graduate degrees are furnished upon application to the Professor, 


CHEMISTRY. 
WOODVILLE LATHAM, Professor. 


Under the rules of the institution candidates for the degree of B. A. attend 
lectures five times a week throughout one session.’ 

Candidates for the degree of B, S., in addition to-this, devote six hours a 
week during a following~ session, to laboratory work of some sort; -as do 
also students seeking the degree of B. P., where Cbemistry is one of the 
seven subjects of study selected. 

The instructor in his discussion of the general principles of the science, 
endeavors to make fair presentation of the distinctive features of Chemistry, 
the conditions of chemical action, the laws of chemical combination, the 
properties and relations of chemical elements and compounds, and the doc. 
trines of chemical philosophy, and calls attention, by the way, to some of 
the applications of Chemistry in the household and in Pharmacy, medicine 
and the arts, 

Practical study in the department has heretofore concerned itself with 
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chemical manipulation, qualitative analysis, and the preparation of reagents ; 
but the laboratory is well equipped with excellent modern appliances for 
chemical investigation, and students desiring to pursue the study of Chem- 
istry for its own sake, would find here already (or be able easily to secure) 


every facility in this regard offered elsewhere, 








NATURAL HISTORY AND GEOLOGY. 
GEORGE LITTLE, Pu. D., Professor. 


MINERALOGY is taught five days in the week to the Senior Class, and one 
or two hours is given to Crystallography or to special students who desire 
it, during the first half year. 

GEOLOGY is treated five days in the week by Lectures, and a special ex- 
ercise of one or two hours is devoted to Palaeontology for those who desire 
to go beyond the usual course during the second half year. 

Borany is taught daily during the first half year by recitations and lec- 
tures, and once a week excursions are made during the second half year to 
examine the Flora of the neighborhood. 

ZooLoey is taught daily by lectures and recitations with practical exer 
cises during the second half year. 

Text-books in Mineralogy, Dana and Brush; in Geology, Dana and Le- 
conte ; in Botany, Gray & Bessey; in Zoology, Orton and Packard. 

Facilities for illustration: in Mineralogy, the Markoe collection of 
Minerals, from Washington, purchased by Chancellor Barnard, with addi- 
tions made by Professors Hilgard, Smith and Little during the last twenty 
years, and a large and _ beautiful collection of rare minerals purchased dur 
ing the New Orleans Exposition, from Professor Foote, of Philadelphia, 

In GEOoLocy, the Survey Collection made by Professcrs Wailes, Harper, 
Hilgard, Little, Smith and Loughridge. during the thirty years of the 
prosecution of the Geological Survey of the State, and numerous exchanges 
made with Geologists and Collectors from other States, especially from 
Tennessee. North Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, 
Michigan and California. 

The large Geological Map of the United States, of Professor C, H, Hitch- 
cock, and many State Maps and special Charts, illustrating the principles 
of the Science, from that of Professor Hall, of New York, down to the 
latest Special Surveys in the Mining regions of North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee and Arkansas; and the Maps and Reports of 
the United States Geological Survey under Hayden, King and Powell. As 
especially showing the relation of Geology to Agriculture, there is a com- 
plete collection of the soils of Mississippi, (some 400 in number), labelled 
with the names of the trees naturally growing upon these soils, and with 
the complete chemical analysis of each soil and corresponding subsoil. 
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In the Botanical collection, the Herbarium contains all the plants col- 
lected by the Agricultural Survey, and a choice suite of Cryptogamous 








plants made by Dr. T. C. Hilgard, of St. Louis, while preparing his de- 
scriptions of this interesting field. 

For illustration of Anatomy, Physiology and Zoology, there isa collec. 
tion of skulls and skeletons of the native Fauna, casts, mannikins and charts, 





showing the different organs ; and lately we have added Yaggy’s Anatomi- 
cal Study, showing the effects on the human organs of narcotics and alco 
holic stimulants. 
The Museum contains an unusually large suite of specimens of Conch- 
ology, numbering over 10,000 species, arranged for convenient study. 
Large additions have been made in the late years to the Library of recent 





works, illustrating all the branches of Natural History. 


DEPARTMENT OF PHILOSOPHY. 
Ji. WHEAD Deas totessor, 








The subjects in this Department are Moral Philosophy, History of Phil- 





osophy, Evidences of Christian Religion, Psychology and Logic. 

MorAL PHILOSOPHY.—This subject comprises the Psychology of Ethics, 
Metaphysic of Ethics, and Applied Ethics. 

The theory of Ethics taught is the Intuitional in opposition to the Develop- 
ment Theory and Utilitarianism, thus laying a foundation in Man’s Moral 
Nature for Duty, Odligation and Re paged sanctioned and re-inforced 
by the Divine Revelation. 

Under Metaphysic of Ethics it is sought to establish the Existence of 
God, the Foundation of Virtue, and the Future State, in opposition to the 
Theories of Materialism and Pantheism. . 

The Text-Book is Calderwood’s Moral Philosophy with constant Syllabus, 
explanations and lectures. 








The Juniors have this subject the second term, 

History OF PHILosopHy.—This with Apologetics, belongs to the second 
term of the Junior Class. 

The topics discussed are the ancient Greek and Roman Philosophies, in- 
cluding the Socratic, Academic, Epicurean and Stoic Sects; and Modern 
Philosophy, such as that of Spinoza, Bacon, Locke, Hume, Reid, Hamilton, 
etc. The method of instruction is by lectures. 

EVIDENCES OF THE CHRISTIAN RELIGION,—In addition to the usual 
topics under this division, special attention is given to the Harmony of 
Science with Revealed Religion, the miraculous, prophetic, historical and 
philosophical evidences of Christianity. The modern speculations of 
Agnosticism and Evolution are carefully canvassed, 

PsycHoLoGY.—This subject is discussed under its two aspects of the 
Cognitive Powers and the Sensibilities or Motive Powers. With the first, 
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Dr. McCosh’s Cognitive Powers is used as a text-book with frequent lec- 
tures. The School of Thought here taught is that of Sir William Hamilton 
and the Scottish Philosophy. 

The second division is taught by lectures, The W/Z receives special 
treatment, establishing the doctrine of /reedom in opposition to Wecessity, 
The Juniors take Psychology in the first term. 

Locic.—This occupies the Junior Class for a portion of the first term. 

The aim is to teach Logic asascience and as an art; the former embracing 








Names and Things, Concepts, Judgments, Propositions, the Syllogism, 
Deductive and Inductive Reasoning; the latter consists in practical exer- 
cises, teaching the pupil how to apply the rules he has learned and gain a 
familiar knowledge of them. 

‘The Text-Book is McCosh’s Logic, but it is supplemented with constant 
lectures and references to Sir William Hamilton, J. S. Mill, Jevons, etc. 

The lectures alluded to in the above subjects are rarely formal ones writ- 
ten out 2 extenso; but are free discussions with much repetition and variety 
in presentation and illustration,

HISTORY AND POLITICAL ECONOMY. 


History.—This subject has been temporarily assigned to the Professor of 
Modern Languages. 

The time possible to be devoted to it forbids any thorough exploration of 
so vast a field. It is assumed that the student comes to it here, with some 
preparation received in the training schools and from private reading 
During the half-year’s daily attendance on lectures, with some practice in 
individual research, the student’s mind is impressed with an outline of the 
science of history. The method of instruction is partly by lectures. 

Text-Books are changed from year to year. 

PoLiTIcaL Economy.—A historical sketch of the subject is given, em- 
bracing the different schools; then follow the subjects usually embraced, 
especial attention being given to the modern phases of the science, as for 
example, Banking, National Banking System, Protective System, the Silver 
Question, Capital and Labor, Labor Organizations, Strikes, Monopolies, 
the Land Question, Socialism, etc. The subject is taught chiefly by lec- 
tures with catechetical instruction. The Text-Books are Danson’s Wealth 
of Households and Gen. Walker’s Political Economy. 

The Seniors study this subject four hours a week in the first term,

ELOCUTION. 


SALLY McCGEHEE Isom, INSTRUCTOR. 


The object of this Department is to produce effective readers and speak- 
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ers; to substitute simple, sazzra/ methods of expression for the faulty deliv- 
ery which commonly prevails in the reading circle, the college, the pulpit, 
on the platform and the stage. 

The course of instruction will ccver thoroughly the entire range of ex- 
pression, neither neglecting its simplest methods, nor stopping short of its 
highest. The aim will be to supply to those who use the voice a course as 
scientific and thorough as can be found in any phase of education, and to 
induce those who have no professional purpose in view to enter this course 
of study, which, while eminently conducive to bodily health, shali add a 
valuable result of personal accomplishment. 

The scope of the work may be indicated by the following genera 
outline: 

Physical Training, Respiration, Vocal Culture, Articulation, Orthcepy, 
Gesture, the Laws of Inflection and Emphasis, Analysis in Reading, 
Dramatic and Practical Reading, Artistic and Oratorical Recitations. 
Text-Books: J.*W. Shoemaker’s Practical Elocution, Shoemaker’s Best 
Things from Best Authors, and Single Plays of Hudson’s (or Rolfe’s) 
School Shakespeare. 

The Delsarte system of Oratory, by Stebbins, will be used as a text-book 
_ in the last term. 

This branch is wholly optional, in all courses. 


SUB-FRESHMAN CLASS. 
JOHN W. JOHNSON, A. M., Proressor. 


This class is for the benefit of students who wish to enter the University 
without the requisite preparation. Many can enter the Freshman class in 
all but one or two studies—failing generally in the classics. During the 
present session out of a total enrollment of eighty-one students only twenty- 
two have had all their studies in this class—several having only one study 





here. 

Proper preparation for the Freshman class is our design. Consequently 
the time is occupied chiefly in thorough drills in elementary branches, viz: 
practical and critical parsing in English; inflection, derivation and mean- 
ing of words; minute analysis of English sentences, both oral and written, 
including diagrams; written exercises as test of penmanship, spelling, 
punctuation, the proper use of figures both of etymology and syntax, the 
essentials of good style, etc. Zext-Books: Butler’s New Practical and Criti- 
cal Grammar; Reed and Kellogg’s Higher Lessons in English; Hill’s Ele- 
ments of Rhetoric. 

In Arithmetic and Algebra we do not insist upon the memorizing of rules 
so much as upon the demonstration and elucidation of the principles under- 
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‘lying the rules. We make a specialty of the various applications of per 
centage, proportion, evolution and analysis. In Algebra we dwell at length 
upon the principles controlling the transformation and combination of frac- 
tions, equations, and radicals; giving special attention to factoring, elimi- 
nation and the solution of quadratics, Zext-Books: Davies’ Algebra, Ven- 
ables Arithmetic, 

In Latin and Greek the first great point with us is accurate knowledge of 





the etymology and the syntax of the classics, obtained by memorizing para- 
digms, and applying the principles of syntax constantly in converting 
English into Latin and into Greek, and wece versa, After which we begin a 
critical reading of Czesar, Cicero, Virgil and Xenophon, giving special 
attention to those constructions in which we have observed the greatest 
difficulty with students, viz: The ablative case and subjunctive mood in 





Latin ; in Greek, the difference in the force of the optative and the subjunc- 
tive mood, and the peculiar uses of the infinitive and the participles, We 
constantly drill on the synopsis and conjugation of verbs, the formation of 
the different stems from roots, etc. Zext-Books in Latin, Allen and Green. 
ough’s series; in Greek, Goodwin’s series. 

When students are assigned to the Sub-Freshman class, they are not 
obliged to remain there a whole year, but may pass up whenever, on ex- 





amination, they show the requisite knowledge of the branches taught 
here, Ten young men passed up, in this way, during the present session,

In June, 1881, the Trustees passed a resolution establishing a two years’ 
course in this Law School, and requiring the student to finish both the Jun- 
ior and Senior courses in order to obtain a degree. Zhe degree or diploma 
thus obtained 7s made by statute a license to practice law in any court in Missis- 
stppt, and ts recognized by the courts of the United States in Mississippi. The 
student may enter the classes at any time, fproveded he’pass a satisfactory 
preliminary examination; but he is advised to be here at the beginning of 
the session. No student will be graduated unless he has attended the schoo] 
for at least five months next before graduation. Any applicant may enter 
the Senior class upon satisfactory examination on the matter of the Junior 
course, 

Applicants for admission must be at least nineteen years of age, and if 
not graduates of some college, will be required to exhibit satisfactory cer- 
ificates of good moral character. 

Text books are the chief means of instruction in this school, and lectures 
are not uniformly read to the classes, for law is too abstruse a learning to be 
taught after that fashion. . One of the chief advantages of a law school— 
and especially one not overcrowded with students—is that by a rigorous 
course of examination, repeated with every student every day on his day’s 
reading, thorough accuracy is guaranteed in his mastery of the subject. In 
this school every student is thus examined every day, about two hours 
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a day being devoted to this exercise, and explanation is given on those 
points which this rigorous examination may show that the student does not 
sufficiently understand, 


No young man who has attempted, without associates in study, to mas- 
ter the voluminous learning of law, need be told of the dismal and often 
overpowering dreariness of such an undertaking. Blackstone, after quo- 
ting the confession of a very great lawyer, Sir Henry Spellman, that such 
a trial had made his soul sink within him, condems the effort to learn law 
by ‘‘ sequestering one’s self from the world, and by a tedious, lonely pro- ~ 
cess, extracting the theory of the law from a mass of undigested learning.” | — 
He equally condemns the effort to learn it ‘by an assiduous attendance on 
the courts to pick up theory and practice together.” A law school gives 
the student immense relief from the painful irksomeness attending his first 
year or two’s plodding in the endless volumes of the law. 

Such relief is derived from the emulation and companionship of studying 
in classes, and from the daily examinations. The students are constantly 
discussing their studies, not only with the Professor, but also with each 
other; and their interest is thus prevented from flagging, and their daily 
work from becoming repulsive. 

Besides, however, the advantages of precision in his learning, and of a 
livelier, and therefore a much more vigorous prosecution of his studies to 
be derived by a law student from the daily discussion of a law school, there 
is another question, namely, whether a law office or a law school be the 
better place for learning law in a scientific method such as every man must 
pursue to obtain success; and on this question the attention of students, 
and of the profession, is invited to the opinion of Sir William Blackstone. 

‘¢ Making due allowance,” says he, ‘‘ for one or two shining exceptions, 
experience may teach us to foretell-that a lawyer educated to the bar in 
subservience to attorneys and solicitors, will find that he has begun at the 
wrong end. If practice be the whole he is taught, practice must also be the 
whole he will ever know. He must never aspire to form, and seldom ex- 
pect to comprehend, any argument drawn a friori from the spirit of the 
laws and the natural foundation of justice.” 


On the other hand, speaking of the school, he says: 


‘Tf a student will afford himself here a year or two further leisure, to 
lay the foundation of his future labors in a solid and scientific method, 
without thirsting too early to attain that practice which it is imposible he 
should rightly comprehend, he will afterward proceed with the greatest ease 
and will unfold the most intricate points with an intuitive rapidity and earn- 
estness.”’—1 Blackstone’s Commentaries, Introduction, pp. 31-44. 





The adoption of the two years’ course, covering nine months each year, 
resulted from the belief that the standard of legal education should be 
raised, and that students should be enabled to attain a more thorough pre- 
paration for the practice of the law. 
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The extension of the course affords time for the delivery of lectures on 
subjects not before embraced in the curriculum of study, as well as for the 
delivery of additional lectures on subjects heretofore included in the course. 
It also enables the faculty to have more oversight of individual work and 
investigation than before was found possible in the limited time allotted to 
the examination of students upon their reading and upon the lectures de- 
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livered, 

By the fixing of the term so as to include the entire college year, oppor- 
tunity is afforded the students in this Department, without additional ex- 
pense, to attend some of the lectures delivered in the Department of Litera- 
ture, Science, and the Arts, These lectures will be found in a high degree 


useful and important,

In addition to the instruction given by Professor Mayes, the following 
distinguished gentlemen will deliver occasional courses of lectures to the 
Law Class; viz; Ex-Chief Justice Horatio F. Simrall, LL, D.,-U. S. Dis 
trict Judge, Robert A. Hill, Hon. Jehu A. Orr, Hon. Hugh A. Barr. 

The books needed in the course can be procured at Oxford, as needed. 
the cost of the whole course, new and late editions, is sixty dollars for the 
Junior course, and about fifty dollars for the Senior; and the tuition fee 
each year is fifty dollars, Many students borrow books from their friends, 
and those purchased are bought at intervals, No deduction is made from 
the tuition fee when the student comes in late, as that would be to*place a 
premium on late coming, 


Why a Mississippian Should Study Law at Oxford. 


1. Emulation and class-organization will do very much for the law stu- 
dent. The results obtained at a good Law School could not possibly be 
obtained under any other system ; for the very sufficient reason, if for none 
other, that no practicing attorney could afford to devote to a student the 
time necessary to that end. Many experienced lawyers have discovered 
this; hence the class-lists given in our catalogues embrace sons, brothers 
and personal friends of many of the first lawyers of the State. 

2, In connection with the ‘daily recitations, the Professor, whilst im- 
pressing upon the students the principles of the common law, and of equity 
jurisprudence, which pervade the legal systems of all our States, constantly, 
also, directs their observation to the modifications effected by the statutes 
and decisions of our own State. 

3. The student has opportunities for forming friendships and associations 
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with the most cultivated young men of the entire State; with the young 
men who are to be the most prominent and influential of the State, This 


wide-spread acquaintance is peculiarly valuable to a young lawyer; and ex- 
perience has demonstrated that it, alone, is worth and quickly worth many 
times the cost of a year’s attendance. 

4. The law students are controlled by the same faculty, and are subject 
to the same laws and discipline as the students in the department of Arts 
and Sciences. They have, also, and without extra charge, the same privi- 
leges; access to the Reading-room, the Libraries, Gymnasium, the Literary 
Associations, etc. In case a young manis quick in acquisition, and has a 
little spare time, he is allowed to take any collateral course of study in the 
sister department that he may desire. 

5. <A Diploma from this Law School is, by statute, a license to practice 
law in any Court of the State, 

6. The cost of attendance is exceedingly small, as will be seen by refer 
ence to the statement of expenses, given elsewhere. Seventy-five to one 
hundred dollars will do to begin with. 


Moot Courts. 


Moot courts are held from time to time during the term, in which stu- 
dents discuss cases previously assigned them for that purpose by the Pro- 
fessor, These Courts are presided over by the Professor, who, at the con- 
clusion; reviews the arguments and gives his decision upon the points in- 
volved. The effort here is to make not merely ‘heoretical but practical law- 
yers; not to teach principles merely, but how to apply them. To this end, 
the Moot Court is made the forum for the discussion of such practical ques. 
tions as most’ frequently arise in a professional career at the bar; and the 
attention of the Faculty is directed not less to the application of the points 
discussed to actual cases, than to the elucidation of the legal questions. An 
opportunity is afforded all the senior students to participate in this Court, 
and all junior students of the second term. 

Moot Courts are conducted on the theory that certain facts are true, and 
that the only subject open to discussion is the rule of law to be applied to 
them, The student having obtained from the Faculty a statement of facts 
is required to prepare pleadings, and draw up a brief in which the rules of 
law are stated under appropriate divisions and sustained by authoritie, 
which he proposes to rely upon in his oral argument. The pleadings are 
submitted to the Professor. He calls the attention of the student to such 
errors as may exist, and gives such other practical information as he may 
deem advisable. 


Professional Ethics. 


While endeavoring to impart legal knowledge, the fact will not be lost 
sight of, that a high moral standard is a most important requisite to a suc- 
cessful and honorable career; and no pains will be spared in impressing this 
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fact upon students, and in inculcating a high tone of professional ethics and 
action. 
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Prior Reading in Law. 


The Faculty are frequently applied to by letter for advice upon the ques- 
tion whether it is desirable to enter upon the study of law, and acquire 
some knowledge of the principles, before admission to the Department. 
It issomewhat difficult to lay down rules that can be advantageously ap 
plied in all cases, but the Faculty are of the opinion that, for the first year 
at least, more positive benefit is received from lectures, and more positive 
advancement in law made, by students who, before coming, have read at 
least the Commentaries of Blackstone than by those who are beginners here. 
But the Faculty are aware of the great difficulty experienced by the student 
in giving proper direction to his reading and investigation at the beginning, 
and they do not therefore make it a condition of admission that there shall 
be any prior reading whatever in law. The want of such reading will, 
doubtless, in many cases, be fully compensated in the aid the beginner may 
receive here in the outset. It is not often that the student receives the 
needed assistance except in law schools. The active practitioner, engrossed 
with the cares of business, cannot—or at least, as proved by experience, does 
not—furnish the students who place themselves in his charge the attention 
and assistance essential to give a correct direction to their reading, and to 
teach them to apply it usefully and aptly in their subsequent professional 
life, The reading of a student in a law office is practically the study of law 
by himself, and without assistance ; and he neither acquires that familiarity 
with books and that facility of reference which it will be the aim of this 
Department to assist in acquiring, nor learns anything of the practical ap- 
plication of legal principles beyond what he m&y pick up from observation 
of the practice of his preceptor. 


Law Library. 


The Law Library contains about 1,500 volumes, including the reports of 
several States, brought down to date, the reports of the Federal Courts, as 
well as a very excellent collection of the English reports, In addition to 
the reports is an extensive collection of treatises on American and English 
Law. The Library is in charge of the Law Professor, and is always acces- 
sible to the law students,

Rooms in the dormitories are free of rent, and as two students occupy one 
room, the expense is divided. 

The expense to each student of furnishing a room will range from $10 to 
$15, and will be less if bedding be brought from home. Of course this is 
not an item of annual expense. 

Necessary expenses, per session of nine months, not including books or 
clothing, will not exceed $140 00 to $190 oo for students in the Depart- 
ment of Science, Literature and the Arts; or $190 00 to $240 00 for stu- 
dents in the Department of Law. 

All University fees are to be paid in advance, No deductions are made 
for those who come late, and nothing refunded to those who leave early. 

A special deposit of three dollars is required from each student who 
rooms in a dormitory, to cover any injury inflicted by him on the building.

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TO PARENTS AND GUARDIANS. 


It will be seen from the table of expenses, that it is not necessary when 
your son or ward leaves home for the University to provide him with a large 
sum of money. All he needs is just enough to pay his traveling expenses, 
the University dues, his board for a month or two in advance, and to pur 
chase a few text books, Other amounts can be sent when needed, Almost 
any student will be vwézed by having always plenty of money in his pocket, 
and he will be the cause of ruin to others. Therefore, no matter what your 
circumstances, use a spare hand in supplying money to your son or ward at 
the University, 

The condition of admission and the course of study have been adapted 
to the exigencies of the times. They are comprehensive enough to insure 
good scholarship, with reasonable diligence on the part of the student.

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THE RELIGIOUS CHARACTER OF THE UNIVERSITY. 
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The interests of truth demand a word on this subject. Since the year 
1848, when the first faculty was elected, and when there was a formal pro. 
test made by two members of the Board of Trustees against introducing 
into the curriculum the Evidences of Christianity as a subject of study, there 
‘has prevailed to some extent an opinion that the conditions of student-life 
here are unfavorable to the development of moral and religious character 
Despite this protest, the Evidences of Christianity became an elemental 
part of one of the regular courses of study, and it has held its place as such 
until now; and it was fully determined that this institution was to be managed 
on a Christian basis ; and in spite of all unfavorable views, as to the moral 
healthfulness of the place, the University has moved quietly onward, carry- 
ing in itself all the essential elements of a Christian institution. It is, to 
one who will reflect but a little, almost a logical necessity that it should be 
so; the people of Mississippi are a Christian people, and they, chiefly, 
patronize the University. It is surrounded by a religious, church-going 
community. The town of Oxford, not, more noted for its health and 
refinement than for the moral and religious character of its citizens, 
has five churches for whites within easy reach. The faculty is com- 
posed of men who believe in God and in Christ, whose homes are Christian 
homes, and who, with a single exception, are connected with some one or 
other of the several churches in Oxford and take active part in the church- 
work. 

During the week, daily morning worship, including the reading of some 
portion of the Scriptures, a hymn and a prayer, is held in the University 
chapel ; and in this service students and teachers join together. On Sun- 
day morning most of the students attend Sabbath-School in Oxford, each 
one choosing his own, and many of them electing classes that are taught by 
University professors. 

The Y, M. C, AssociaTION of the University is an institution of long 
standing; it is composed of students, and under its auspices religious ser- 
vices is held every Sunday afternoon in one of the College halls, 

Nothing sectarian is taught here; but every encouragement is given to 
upright living and to the formation of high Christian character, And it is 
pleasant to conclude this subject with the statement that these influences 
are not wholly barren of results, A student of the University of Mississipp! 
may be also a Christian of the finest type.
